BEFORE we come to the Fafts, 'tis necefTary 
to t^ihe notice that the Principles of Ambition 
whicii led him to aTpire to the Univerfil Monir- 
chy, and the Principles of Treachery which 
were needfiil to be praftis'd toward? his obtai.i- 
ing it, were infiis'd into him by thol'c who had the charge 
of his Education \ and hisCondnft hitherto has given the i 

World a fufficient Proof that he has eultiv.ited bo:h to the ' 

highcft Degree. J 

The Bifhop o{ Rhodes^ who wasappointed to be his firfi: 1 

Preceptor or Tutor,gave him for a Model of Government, i 

the Deligns of his Grandfather, HcKt-y IV. as "appears by "i 

the Book which the Bifhop publi(h'd on that Subject. Af. i 

ter that great Prince had nude good his Title to the Crown 1 

ofFrancCy by renouncing the Proteltjnt Faith, andfubju- J 

ingthofe whohad made the CiCholick League againft him, ' 

he form'd a Projeft to cad Europe inw 2 new Model, tore- 
dace all the Kingdomsand Common-wealths of it to a cer- 
tain number, and to prefcribe them fuch bounds as he 
Ihou'd think fit, referving to hinifelf fuch a ftiare as might 
inable him or his SuccelTors to grafp the Univerfal Monar- - ( 

chy, as his Predeceflbr Francis I. intended before him. 
To this end he chofehis Generals and other great OiBcers, 
erefted vail Magazinesof Ammunition and Arms, and laid 
■ up prodigious Sums of Mony ; but a"s he was going to model ■ 
•iiis Army, he was murder'd jn his Coach by Ravilliac. In "^ 
parfuance of the like Defign, Lewis X\W. apply'd himfclf 
m his Youth to read the Memoirs of the faid Hemy IV. 
, with thofc of the i'refident Jenmiin^ md \h% ^\1\\>s^ vi't 
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Fhaeies ; but tfir> he copy'd very well afrer his Grandfather's 
Ambition, he rtudy'd nothing of his Generous Qualifica- 
tions, which made him the Darling of his Subjefts,and pro- 
cur'd him the Eftsemof thcgreitelt Princes and Slates in 
Europe : fo that he inverted his Plan in every thing that 
\ carry'd a fliew of Equity, and let up on the foot of making 

' himfelfanabrdlute Conqueror, and of forcing all Europelo 

'. fubiiiit to his Chains, 

■ In order to this, abundance of mercenary, butable 

I pens, were imploy'd to flatter his Ambition, on pr''tence 

of making his Charafler glorious : in order to which tfiey 

I poflels'd him with the following Masiiiis. i. That any 

r Title was fufficient to nke pofTefiion by the Sword. 2. 

That rhe grestelt pari of Germany was the Patrimony and 

antient Inheritance of the Crown oi f rime. 3. That his 

I Predecefibr Charlemaign poflefs'd Ger>»anyii King o{ France, 

and not as Emperor. The Writers on thofe Subjefts were 

gratefully rewarded ; and one of 'em dedicated a Book 

* to him, intitl'd, TJje Jufi Pretenjioiis of the King of France 

L to the Empire ; wheiein, beildes the abovemention'd Prin- 

^'' ciples, he laid down thefe following Propofitions, viz. 

illjae the Dominions of Sovereij^n Princes have always been the 
Dominions and Conqufjis of their Etiates^ and that the Domt- 
tiioas and dnqufjis ofCroipfJ cari neither be alienated nor pre- 
Lfcriii'd: tho at the fame time there were Treatys betwixc 
the Crown of ir^ffcc, the Empire, and other Princes, di- 
\ reftly contrary to thole Maxims. 

' ~ Bat to tome to the Treatys, the firfV we fhall take no- 

' tice of, is that of A-^ut-ilcy, which was concluded betwixt 

I the Plenipoteniidrys of the Emperor and Empire, and the 

^ /rfffcA Plenipotentiarys at that City, the z^th of Oiigher 

1648. As to which 'tis fit to oblerve, that the Empire hav- 

. ing defii'd the AflUtance of France againft the Houfe 

' of Aufiria, the French on pretence of that Afliftance 

. poflefs'd thcmfeWes of feveral Provinces and confidera- 

b!e Towns in Spain^ Iialy^ Germany, and the Nether- 

lands:, fo that the Empire finding ihemfelves to be in 

F as much Danger from France^ as they had formerly been 

[ in from ths Houle of Aufir ia^ they willingly came 

I into that Peace, and were content to lit down with 

' their Loffes, rather than trull their French Allies any lon- 

' ger. The Court of France perceiving that they cou'd not 

I put off the Peace of the Empire by their ufual Intrigues, 

nor hinder the Dutch to make a feparate Peace with Spain., 

they found M^\\iO<i% to have the Treaty of iT^(;»/2fr finifii'd. 
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without incloding the SpamardtOt t!ie Duke of Z^riW» in 
the General Peace: and Monfieur de Wkquefart^ in his 
'^aaWnXMXt^^VAmh^adeur&fesVmthions, Lib. 2. Se^. ■; 

13. informs us, [hat Cirdinal Aiax^arme endeavour'd to 
prevent the Peace ali that he could \ STid tho Ins Matter's 
Troops pretended to efpoufe the Intereft of the Proteftants, 
and that the Spanijh Miniflers prefs'd the Imperial Court , 

to grant them all their Demands, yet under-hand he hin* 1 

der'd it, that by continuing the War he might unite the Spa- J 

ni//} Netherlands to the Crown of France: and at the fame ^ 

lime he favour'd the Elector of Bavaria, the chief of the | 

Papifts, againft the Eleftor Palatine, who had been the ^ 1 
Head of the Protedant League in the Empire. By thoie ' * 
Intrigues the Cardinal and others of the young Frenih 
King's Governors, not only laid a Foundation for a new 
War, whenever they (hou'd think fir, but got all confirnv'd i 

to them that they had taken from the Emperor and Empire 
in a hundred Years before, vii.. the City oi BrifiCj the 
Landgraviate of Upper and Lower ^^face^ Suntgew, and 
the Provincial Lordlhip of the ten Imperial Citys in Alface^ ] 

with all their Dependencys, to be incorporated with the ' 

Kingdom of France for ever. They did alfo obtain a per- : 

petual Right to keep aGarifon in Philipsburg^ and to the ; 

Sovereignty of the Citys and DiocelTes of Meiz.f Tout, : 

and Verdun^ by which they open'd their way into the Em- 
pire on the Mofelle, and the Upper and Middle Rhine, when- , 
ever they faw occafion \ or as foon as their King, who was 
then about ten years of Age, ihou'd be in aGipacity toprac- 
life the Ambition and Treachery which they bred him up to. 
When he came of Age, Cardinal Alax.arinEhxQ\i^ht on. 
the Treaty of the Pyrenees, in order to lay a furer Founda- 
tion for his Matter's Greatnefs, and had the fatisfaiHioi ' 
to fee his Pupil outdo all the Copys of Perfidiouriiefs and 
Treachery he had fethim. ThisTreaty was concluded by 
the Cardinal for France, and Don Lewis Meadez. de Haro 
for Spain \ by which a Peace was made betwixt the two 
Crowns on the 7th of Navcmber 1659, when the French ' 
[I King was left in PofTellion, i. Of all Anois^ except Ayre 
J and St. Omen-, with their Dependences. 2. OfGravelingj 
, the Forts Philip, the Sluce^ Hannum, Bourbourg and its 
,'i Chateliany, and St. yenant^ in Flanders. 3. In Hainault^ 
J he had Landrccy and Qutjhay, with their Chatellanys and 
; Dependencys. In Luxemburg, ThionviUe, Mommedy and 
,* Damvillisrst with their Dependencys, and the Pioioft.- - , 
l3 _ A3 ^^^ 4 
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(lii'ps of /yoy, Chavmey^ Coaflcau and Marvi/le, with all 
ihitbelong'd to them; Marieahurgind Philippevi/leonthe 
Macs, witii all their Dependencys ; Avenncs on the Sam- 
bre with all that belong'd to it ; Rocroy in the ^rdermes\ 
IfCkuclet-, at the Head of the Scheld, and Linchamp. %• 
On the fide o^ Germany, all that had been granted him hy 
the Treaty of ^/jfffjJer was confirm'd. 6. By this Treaty 
the Duke of Z.orfl/« WIS in a manner facrific'd to him \ 
for Niirtcy, h;s Capital, was to be difmantled, and not be 
refortify'd i and ill the Gans, Arms, and Ammunition 
to be carry'd off: he was ftrip'd of the whole Dutchy of 
Bar, the County of Clermont-) the Provoftfhips of Stenay, 
Dun 3Tid Jamstz., Moytnvic and their Dependencys. 7. ' 
By this Treaty all the French King's Pretenfions to the 
Kingdom of Navarre were left in Statu qm^ and his Sove- 
reignty over the County of Cardois in Burgundy was re- 
ferv'd to him, the King oi Spain being to hold it in Pee- 
as before the War, 8. On the fide of Spain, the County of 
RoiifiUan., the Vigoery of CoJ7jians^ and part o( Cerdagna 
were yielded to him. 9. In Italy, t\ic Kingof5;j«/Hoblig'd 
hiiiirtlfto reftore Vtrcetl^ vi\th its Dependencys, to the 
Diikeof Savay, 10 withdraw his Garifon from Correg,giD,to 
pay the Duke the Arrears.of the Dower of the late Infanta 
Catharina, toreitore the Dulie o{ Modena to his Favour, and 
allow him a Neutrality ^ to reftore the Prince of Monaco ; 
and on the F/ench King's IntcrcelTion the King of Spain re- 
flor'd Juliers to the Duke of Neuburg. 

By this means the FreHcfa King had pot into his hands 
the Keys of the Empire, Sp^iin and [he Netherlands., which ' 
was necelTjry for his Dsfign, to obtain the Univerial Mo- 
narchy, that he has fince difcover'd. 

We cannot fuppofethe Spaniards, who are a wife People, 
th have made him facha Sacrifice withouta valuableConfi- 
dsrition, which was to preferve what they had left entire, 
t'lJt they might be at liberty' to recover the Kingdom of 
portug-i!, which had newly revolted from them, and to ob- 
tain r'cftitution of the Dutchy of Burgundy, and fome places 
of Importance the Frfinch had taken from them in Flanders. 
Befides, they had fome hopes of tying down this young 
alpiring Prince by the Bonds of Love, fince they could 
not doit by force of Arms, efpecially when the hands of 
the German Branch of the Houfe of ^i(^m were tied up 
ffom'affifting them by the Treaty of Munfler, and their 
own ibw Ciraim fiances. In order to this, a Contraft of 
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Marriage was agreed on betwixt /-fipw XIV. and the lo-- 
ianti/Wdnn Tiicrefa^ the King of 5p.'j»)'s elded Daughter, 
on condition that he and fhe Ihould folemnly renounce all 
Pretenfions, for ihemfelves and their SuccelTors, to the - 
Crown of iJja/M, or any of the Dominions thereunto belong- 
ing -, which was ratify'd by the j^d Article of this Treity, 
and there cali'd, the chief part of it^ and the mo/i wnnhy^ as 
well as the gyeatejl ami mojl precious Earmfi of the Surety of 
its Duration. 

But that the French Court ruight (hew themfelves to be 
ilill afted by the fame Maxims of Treachery and Cruelty ; 
as they made the Match betwixt the King of Navarre^ 
afterwards Henry lY. and Margaret of France, a Trap to 
ruin the Proleftants by the Infamous MafTacre of St. £.j»-- 
tholomew-, (b they made the liJte Trap of this Match to ruin 
the Faoiily of Aufiria^ and ufurp their Dominions, which 
hasoccafion'd fo much Blood in Europe, and God knows 
when the Current will be (topp'd. 

We come now to the French King's Behaviour at and af- 
ter this Treaty ; which opens fucha Scene of Perjury, A- 
theifii] and Treachery, as all Circumftances confider'd, 
never had its Parallel in the World. 

To prove this, we (hall bring fome Inftances lyhich make 
it evident that the French King fwore to the Claufe of Re- 
nunciation, with a defign to break it. The firft is from 
Cardinal Maz.ariiie's Letter to Monfieur Lionne, oi jiugufi 
5, I659. where he fays, " We cou'd not fuffer ourfelves to 
*' beperfuaded to lofe fomany Advantages, which with 
*' Juftice we might pretend to, without agreeing to the 
*' Marriage of the King with a Princefs who might come 
" to be Heirefs of fo great a Monarchy as that of Spain." 
And in the fame Letter he lays, *' That when Monfieuc. 
" Piememel made the Overture of the Marriage, 'twas 
" without making mention of the Renunciation." In his 
Letter to Monfieur /f Tellier oi jiu^ufl 23. he gives an ac- 
count of his Conference with Don Lewis de Haro, l\\sSp!t-, 
nijf) Minifter, wherein he wou'd have perfuaded him to 
CO n fen t to the Marriage without the Renunciation ^ but 
Don Lewi'j ftopp'd his mouth, by telling hiiii that the Em- 
peror had offer'd, in cafe he might have the Infanta for 
iiimfelf, that hewoa'd break v}\x^n France, and in all things 
follow theCondufl: of 5paw^ which ohlig'd the Cardinal 
to accept the Mitch with the Claufe of Renunciation. In 
that fame Lettec fac fays, Thai Don Lewh duril not^CQ- ■ 
A 4 'i'i'w, 
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pofethe Marriage to the Court of S;i<(i*« without the Renun- 
ciition, they being fo averfc to it that there were none of 
the Council but himfclf and one inore, who were for the 
Match, even with that Claufe ^ for they all raaintflin'd, 
and he himfclf wasof the fame Opinion, " That if the 
*' King of Spain fliou'd lofe his two Sons, which there was 
*' great reafon to fear, they coii'd not expefl that the King 
" of FruKce wou'd quit his hopes to facceed hint, and re- 
" noiincefo great Pretentions." Upon which the Cardi- 
nal adds his own Reflexions in the following words : lam 
fullv perfuadedof the truth of allthis^ for fcvtral vcryfirong 
am coticlufive Reafinj. Ana he fubjoins : Moreover 1 well 
remember what the Queen, his moft Chriftian Majefty's 
Mother, who iikewife madea Renunciation when (he was 
married io Lewis XIII. often told nic when her Brother 
the King oi Spain had but one Son ■, but, fays he (in a rap- 
ture of Joy) Iwaswell pleas'd to hear the fame thingfrom 
the firft Minifter of Spain, and that their whole Council is 
of the fame Sefltinients. Thefe Letters being writ for the 
King's own perofal, the Cardinal diir ft not haveprefum'd to 
ufe to much freedom, had he not been perfuaded that it a- 
greed ivith his Maiefty's Intentions. 

The fecond Inftance is from Monfteur Auherry's Life of 
Cardinal /^jcor/Kc, dedicated to the King hinifclfby the Au- 
thor, who was an Advocate of the Parliament of Pat-iV, and 
one of the King's Council. He fiys, inthelecond Toraeof 
M(*^trincS Life, p. 554. theC'rdinal afted prudently to 
fign the Contrail of Marriage, without having any regard 
to the pretended Renunciation ■, which being manifefily 
contrary to common Right, and to the Law and general 
Cuftomof the State, might be freely contradifted and dif- 
avow'd. Thefe are foil Proofs of the French King's fwear- 
ingto the Treaty of the Pfr^Mffj, with a defign to break it : 
and what aggravates his Crime, is, that he had the fame 
treacherous Intention when he took his Marriage-Oath ; 
which fince, according to the Religion he profefies, he 
looks upon ana Sacrament, is a clear Demonflration that 
be is not to be ty'd even by what he himfelf accounts to be 
moft Sacred. The firft open breach he made of this Treaty, 
was. That tho in the 6Ch Article of the Contraft of Mar- 
riage, 'twas ftipulated, as appears in p. 115 of the follow- 
ing CoUeftion, thathe (hou'd make another Ratification of 
the renouncing Claufc, jointly with his Queen, as Toon as 
he ihou'd be marry'd, and enregifter the fame in the Parlia- 
ment 
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nient of fonV, with other neceffary CUurcs according to 
the afual Form, yet he woii'd never comply with it \ fo 
early had he learnM to pUyfaft and loore with UJthsand 
Sacraments, and fo little regard or love had he to the Ho- 
nour or Perfon of the Infanta^ whom he coud never have 
obtain'd without this Renunciation. 

The fecond Breach wis that of the 6oth Article of the 
Tyrenean Treaty, p. 69, by which the Fremh King oblig'd 
hiaifelf to abandon Portugal^ and to give that King no afiif. 
tance, in the following words: " His faid Majefty (hall 
" meddle no more with the faid affair, and doth promife 
" and oblige himri;\f upon his Honour, and in the Faith and 
•' Word of a King, for himfelf and his SucccfTors, not to 
" give unto the fore- men lion'd Kingdom of r.irtugil, nei- 
*' iher in general, or to any Perfons of it in particular, of 
" what Dignity, Eftateor Condition foevcr, neither now 
*' nor hereafter, any Aid or Aiiiftance, publick or private, 
" direflly or indireftly, of Men, Arm?, Ammunition, 
*' Viftuals, Ships or Mony, under any pretext, nor of any 
" thing elfe, either by Land or Sea, or in any other nian- 
*' ner : and that he wou'd not fuffer Levys to be made in 
*' any part of his Kingdoms and Eftates, nor grant free 
*' PaiTage to thofe which may come out of other Countrys 
" to the Afiiftance of the faid Realm of PortugaW 

But fo far was the French King from obferving this Article, 
■that immediately after the Treaty, he fent privately feveral 
Bodys of Troops to Portugd-, and encoarag'd their Obfti- 
nacy to maintain the Duke of BragantM upon the Throne, 
contrary to the Houfe oi AuSlria; which was fo much the 
more grofs, becaufe it appears by many places of the Cir- 
dihal de Maz-arinei Letters, that the French King mult of 
neceillty have continu'd the War, and gone without his . 
Eride, nor wou'd the Spaniards have abandon'd the Duk: of 
Lorain, and the Prince ofCuWf, as they did in fo many 
material Points, but merely on the Confidemtion of the 
French King's abandoning partug.il. When the Spmifh Am- 
balTador at Paris complain'd of this Breach to the French 
King, that Prince, to Ihew how well he was vers'd in the 
Art of Difiimulation, fent Orders to all his Ports th.it no 
Forces fliou'd embark there for Portugal, which they did 
notwithHanding; and when ths Span i//j Minifter renew'd 
his Complaints, he was told that this was the Marfliil rfe 
TurenneS particular Aft, and that the Court had no hand 
in it : [ho at the fiine tim^' the Spaniards intercepted feveral 
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Letters betwixt Monlieur Leon^ the Archbifhop of ^mhrun', 
and Count Schomhergy whicfi fully prov'd that the latter 
Jtepta conftant Corrcfpondtrnce with the French Coarty and 
receiv'd all his Diri;ftions from thence for carrying on the 
War. So early had the French Kinglearn'd the Art of de- 
bauching Proteftant Generals fo far, as to concur with him 
in cirrying on his treacherous and tyrannical Defigns. 

The Treachery of the FrrMc/j King in this matter wasftill 
more evident by the Letters which the SpamardsinX^xct^l- 
edj which made it evident, that foon after the Treaty, 
they-hinder'd the Fortugiitz.e froQi accepting the advati'tage- 
ous Proppfals made them by the Spamnrds^ by promifes of 
fuch afliftance, as fliou'd enable them not only to defend 
themfeWes, but to carry the War into the Heart of Spain. 
And foon after the clofe of the Treaty, Mr. Colbert made 
feveral Journeys into Portugal to encourage them, and to 
contraftifecret Alliance with them \ and MonfieurCoa«/a 
went to England 3t the fame time, to move the King 6f 
Great Britain nai to abandon the Portuguez.e: Nay, the 
Spaniards intercepted in a French Veflel coming from Por- 
tugiit, an account of the Espences and Succours which 
France had given without intermidion to the Pertuguez^e^ ~ 
from the clofe of the Treaty i and among other things, that 
ihey had maintain'd Troops there to uphold the War.- and 
all this at the very time when they offer'd to the Spaniards 
tocompofethe Differences betwixt them and Portugatby 
their Mediation. But as ill Men become more and more 
hardned in their Wickednefs by continuing the Prafticc of 
it, the French King in 1667. when he began to form his 
Defign of invading the Spanift> Netherlands^ did openly, ift 
defiance of the Pyreneanlr^^ty^ make a League Offenfive 
and Defenfive with Portugal, againft all Nations, England ex- 
cepted. 

By this Treaty, all the Harbours which the Portugutz,e 
fhou'd take in Spaiii, either cipon the one or the other Sea, 
were to be put into the Power of France j which was to fur- 
nifl] 'em with Men and Mony by way of Loan : and this 
Treaty was to hit for ten Years, and the French were not 
to treat until the Partuguez^e wtte intirely fatisfy'd, as we 
are inform'd by the Author of The Buckler of State and. 
JuSiict. 

Hiving thus treacheroufly enfeebi'd Spain-, by continuing 
the \VM of Portugal y the i-VcKc/; King dealt in the fame man- 
ner with the Duke of Lorain ; and contrary 10 the Rcferva- 
Z tions. 
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tions made for the fiid Duke in the Treaty of th« Pyrenees^ 
as appears by ;j. 70, Cfrc. of thefe Colleftions, heforc'dhiin 
to fell him Ms Dutchy, to the prejudice of his lawful Suc- 
ceffer: bot knowing that the Contraft was null of itfelf, 
the French King oblig'd him by Force to put the only Place 
left him into his hands, by means of which he revok'd the 
Bar^iain, and got the thing wirhoat paying the Price. 

The next thing the French King did, was to polTels him- 
felfof thofe Provinces belonging 10 ihs Spaniards, where he 
was Ifkely to meet with moft oppofition to hisdefignof mak- 
ing himfetf Mafter afterwards of the whole Spanifh Monar- 
chy, either becaufe of their native Strength, or becaofe of 
iheintereft that neighbouring Princes and States were like 
to take in their Prelcrvation ■-, and thefe were Flanders, the 
French County, and Milan. 

In 1665. the Queen-Mother of France, who had made 
the fame Renancialionasher Son the Ft-encfe King had done, 
told the Spaiiip) Ambaflador, in a Difcoiirfe, that fhe was 
fenfible of the ill Advice given her Son the French King to 
fet up Pretcnfions upon the Monarchy of Spain; fhe was 
fenfible alfo of'hisdelirc of Glory, and of the unquiet Tem- 
per of the French Nation, and being afraid that thefe things 
might give a difturbance to the Peace, of which fhe look'd 
upon her felf to be the Author ^ Ihe therefore defir'd him 
to acquaint her Brother the King of Spam, that (he thought 
it necefTary, fince he had given fo much for a Peice, to give 
yet fomething more for preferving it, and to flop the 
Mouths of thofe that pulh'd on the King her Son to violent 
Rcfolutions^ and that for her part (be wou'd infpire him 
with all the Moderation fhe cou'd. 

' But the trench King was fo f*r from having any regard to 
the Advice of his Mother, or to her Honour, that he per- 
feftly gave her the Lye in his Letter to the Queen Jlegent 
oiSpain'i to whom he wrote, that his Mother, in this Con- 
ference, told the Marquifs that his Pretenfions were jult, 
folid and undeniable, 

The Spanipj AmbaflTador gave the Court an account of 
■what had pafs'd betwixt him and the Queen Mother of 
France; but Philip IV. oi Spain dying a little after, they 
retorn'd no immediite Anfwer, only the Ambaflador had 
Orders that if the Queen- Mother of France lliou'd again de- 
bate that Bulinefs, hefhou'd inform her fully of theftlfhood 
of the F*-Mc& King's Pretenfions, and that the Queen-Mo- 
ther of Spain cou'd do nothing in thofe things heifelfduring 
the Regency, "Vwi 
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The French King nude no Complaint of this Anfwer, nor 
any nsw Propofals upon it : and when he fenf the Marquifs 
de BeUefonds to AUdrid with a Compliment of CondoUnce 
upon the KingofSflaiVs Death, he gave him no orders about 
his Pretenfions^ but on the contrary, the Archbi{hop of 
jimhrimy the French AnibalTador at M'idrid, gave all Aflu- 
rances of his Mailer's Intentions to keep the Peace, propos'd 
entring into a League with Spain^ to compofe their differ- 
ences with Portugal \ and reproached thole as Perfons of i 
feditiousand turbulent Humour, whowou'd call in queftion 
his Mifter's Sincerity. Nay the French King himfelf, when 
the i^jaffijSAmbafTador took leave of him to return to Spain, 
charg'd him to engage his Faith and Word to the Queen, 
that he wou'd keep a conltant Amity with her and her 
Kingdom, without faying oneword of his Pretenfions. 

By thefe falfe Promifes he lull'd the Spaniards afjeep j and 
to prevent their making any Alliances for their own De- 
fence with their Neighbours, he declar'd to the Spaniardi^ 
that if they Cgn'd any Treaty with England^ or made a 
Peace or Truce with Fnnugal upon their Mediation, he 
wou'd immediately declare War againlt them, as appears 
by Sir William Temple's Letter to the Earl of Clarendon 
from Bruffels, May 4, 1667. 

The French King having alfo by his Praftices and private 
Intrigues with Charles II. King oi Great Britain^ rais'd a 
War betwixt Enghnd and Holland \ he continu'd it by the 
fame Arts, becauie he knew very well that an Union betwixt 
ihofe two Powers wou'd be an efFeftual curb to his Defigns 
upon the Spaniflj Monarchy. Being unwilling, however, to 
alarm Europe too much, he made his Pretenfions at firft 
only to the Durchy of Sraba.it^ with its Appurtenances j the 
Lordihips of A'icchltn, Antwerp^ Upper Guelderland^ Namur, 
Limhur^, the United Places beyond the A'faes^ fJninavlty 
Artois, Cambray, the French County, and part of Flanders ^ 
which was esprefiy contrary to the pyrenea» Treaty, 

The French King having thus abufed'the Credulity of the 
Spanijh Court, and prevented their taking neceflary Mea- 
fures for their own Prefervation, he alTembled his Army on 
the Frontiers of Flanders-, on pretence of a general Review j - 
and on the %zhoi May 1667. he wrote to the Queen of 
Spain that he was ready to appear at the head of his Army to 
do himfelf right, and at the fame timefent her hisManifef- 
to, without having made any other Demand of his preten- 
ded Rights, but what pafs'd in the Conference formerly 
mention'd 
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menlion'd betwixt his Mother and the Spani/h Amba0ador. 
The Queen Mother of5pdJ>/retLirn'd him an AnTwerthe 2 id 
of the fame Month, wherein with great Modefty and Kci- 
fon fhe laid open the Injultice of his Pretenfions and I'ro- 
ceedings; but told him, fince he dcfir'd an Accommoda- 
tion, ftie was willing to agree to it, and defir'd him to name 
ComminioneFs, and appoint a place of I'reatv. But the 
French K\n^, that his Conduft might be all of a piece, did 
not ftay for her Anfwer, went to his Army eight days after 
the Date of his Letter, and tiiade thofefurprilingConqucfts, 
which at that time ahrm'd and amaz'd all faropf: Nay, he 
was (b far from (landing to his own Propofal of an Accom- 
modation, that herejefted it with fury, when the Span i/b 
Mihifter offer'd to agree to it, and to refer it to the Arbi- 
tration of neighbouring Princes. 

All his Neighbours being alarni'd at his ProgrePs in Hiw- 
ders, and his Conqueft of the French County, £n^/a«(iand 
Holland clip' d up a Peace betwixt themfelves, and the King 
of fHij/a^ii brought Portugal toa Peace with Sp^in. In 1668 j 
the Triple League between Englnnd-, Holland indSweden^ 
was concluded, as in p. 136. of thefe Colleftions : which 
put a flop to the Arms of France^ and brought on the Trea- 
ty of Aix la Chppelle, as at p. 1 56. This Treaty fav'd the 
remainder of Flanders, and oblig'd the French King to re- 
(tore the FrwcA County, after demolifhingall its Strengths j 
but he Hill retain'd and had confirm'd to him for ever, 
Charleroy, Binch^ Aethj Doway, Fort Scarp, Tnurnay^ jlw 
denard, Liflt^ ArmentUrs^ Courtray^ Bergs and Furnesy with 
all their Appurtenances and Dependencys, Yet the French 
King, far from being fatisly'd with this, and knowing that^ 
the Triple League was an invincible Barrier againA his De- 
fign of grafping the Univerfal Monarchy, he rcfolv'd to 
break it ■, and for that end fent over the Dutchefs of Or- 
leaus, who had an Interview with her Brother King Charles 
II. atDuwrin 167O. and not only prevail'd with that Prince 
to difingage hinifelf from that Alliance, but to concert mea- 
fures with France to carry on a joint Wir againft the Dutchy 
which broke out in 1672. The reafon of his attacking the <- 
Dutch, was, thit he knew they were concern'd in Intereft, 
as well as oblig'd by Treaty, to prevent his getting any- 
more of the Netherlands into his PoJTenion. 

The Reafon which mov'd our King Charles 11. to join 
with him, was, the Affurance given him by his Sifter the 
Dutchefs of Or/Mw/, in the Name of the moft Chriftian 
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King, that he wou'd afiift him to artain an abfolute Autho- 
rity over his Parliamenr, and to eliiblilh Popery in his Do- 
minions \ as we arc inform'd by the Hiftory of the War of 
Holland, printed at Paris * in 16S2, with the French King's * 
Allowance, but afterwards fupprefs'd ^ and the Goantdl* 
JUtaiole^ who wrote it, wasput into the BafiiU, upon coni' 

filaint of the EngUfii AnibafTador, becaofe it difcover'd the 
beret Tranfiftions betwixt the two Courts. The French 
King like wife ingsg'dthe Emperor to approve the Confede- 
racy againft the Dutch., on condilion that he (hon'd not in- 
"vade the Empire nor the Spanif}) Dominions. And all things 
being thus prepar'd, he a^ually invaded their Provinces; 
and brought -that Republic!; to the brink of Rnin. His 
Treachery in this was fo much the more palpable, thit 'twas 
notonly contrary to Treaty, but without any Declaration 
of War, or demand of Reparation for any Injurys real or 
fnpposa : tho the States wrote very refpcftfuUy to him up- 
on his Preparations in 1671, and promis'd to make him all 
reafonable-Satisfaflion, if they had fail'd towards him in any 
thing. King CharUiW. of Engivtd follow'd his Example 
in this, and attack'd the Durch E-tfl-hidia Ships in their re- 
turn home, withoutany Declaration of War. 

The f/fwi King and he publilh'd their Declarations af- 
terwards, as did the Bifhops of Cdcgn and Munjier ; but 
ail of 'em fo frivolous, that everybody percciv'd there was 
fomething elfe at bottom than what was pretended in thofe 
Declarations, The Dutch puhlifli'd Anfwcrs to them feve- 
rally, wherein they fufficiently expos'd the Treachery of aU 
the four, and the filienefs of their Pretenfions. Thus the 
French King engag'd K. Charles II. in Treachery and Per- 
iury with hinifelf. But the -E^g/iV-f' being dilTatisfy'd with 
the Meafures of our Court and the Progrefsof the French 
King, it incourag'd the Dutch to ftnd Depctys to England 
to foliicit a Peace. King Charles accordingly fent over four 
Perfons of Quality to confer with the States and the Prince 
of OAinqf, to whom they pretended that the King dcfign'd 
only to humble, but not to ruin them ^ and that being a- 
larm'd at the Progrefs of France^ he was much inclin'd to 
their Intereft. This was nothingin Effedbuta French hti\- 
fice, for the fame Perfons renew'd a Treaty with t\iQ French 
King for three years, and both of them deliver'd their De- 
mands to the Dutch \ which were io extravagant, that the 
States refolv'd to risk all rather than agree to them, and ap- 
ply 'd to the Empire for Afiiftance. In

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In 1674, the pArliinient oi Enghnd being untsfy at the 
War with Holland, i Separate Peace was made with tha 
Dutch, and Spain and a great part of the Empire dedat'd 
in their favour ■, which, together with the Admirable Con- 
duct: of the Prince of Orange, rclriev'd their Affairs. The 
ircHcJ^King continu'd his War however upon the 5p.wiflrrfj, 
which occifion'd a Treaty of Defenfive Alliance betwixt 
the King of England ind ths Dutch; as appears /1. 177 of 
the following CoUeflions: which wasfoUow'd by another 
foon after, as at p. i8j. and by a third, as »t p. 1S8. by 
which the Spaniards were confiderable lofers. For inltead 
of Charleroy, Binch^ Aeth, Audenard, and fomc other ■ 
Parts of his Conquefts, which the French King rcftor'dio 
Spain, he had the French Coanty , the Towns of Befwcon^ 
Valencieanes, Bouchain, Condty Camhrtiy, with the Camhrt- 
fitj AirtfSt.Omers, Ipres-,Warvick., IVarneton, Foperingen^ 
Bailleul-, Cafel, Bavay ind Mftubeuge, with their Dependen- 
cys, confirm'd to him for ever ; as appears by the Treat/ 
of Nimeguen, p. 224 and 225, in the following CoUefti- 
ons. By this mans the Spun lards intirely loll the French 
County, and had but a weak Barrier left them in Flanders ; 
yet the French Ring not being fatisfy'd with this, did accord- 
ing to his ufual way of obferving Treatys, prefently after 
the Peace, fet up Claims to feveral of the moft coafiderable 
Places of Flanders, 0-c. under the Pretence of Reunions, 
Dependences, as at p. 347, 437. but knowing thofe Ti- 
tles to be. weak, he back'd them by a powerful Ar- 
my i and having iecur'd the Friendfhip of our King Charles 
II. he did not much value any other oppolition. He took 
Luxemburg, put theSpani/fj Provinces under Contribution, 
and miferably harafs'd them^ but being fenlibte that he 
coa'd not be long with6ut oppofltion in thofe unjuft Pro- 
ceedings, he propos'd a feparate and advantageous Alliance 
with the DuichyViho rejected it becaufe they fiw the Snare 
laid for them : and King Charles U. of England being uneafy 
at home, becaufe of the too well grounded Jealoulys 
that the Nation had of his Popifh and Arbitrary Defigns, 
he propos'd to the States by Mr. Henry Sidney, nfterwards 
Eail of Kumny, a Treaty of Guaranty to enforce that of 
Nimeguen. The French oppos'd it with all their mi?,hr, 
but without efFeft ; fo that King €harUs made another De- 
fenfive Allianfcwith thtDutch m 1680. The French King 
proceeded however in his Breach of the Treaty of AVw;.-- 
gutti^ refus'd to fettle the Limirs betwixt hlra and Spa.n in 
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ftiips of Ivoy^ Chavaney^ Chajieau' zr\A Marville^ with all 
that belonged to them-, Mariet2hurg2indPhilippeville on the 
Maes^ with all their Dependencys \ Avennes on the Sam- 
hrc with all that belonged to it \ Rocroy in the Ardefmes\ 
le Cknelet^ at the Head of the Scheldt and Linchamp. %. 
On the fide oiGermany^ all that had been granted hina by 
the IVeaty of Munfier was confirmed. 6. By this Treaty 
the Duke of I/^r^/« was in a manner facrific'd to him j 
for hlcvicy^ his Capital, was to be difmantled, and not he 
refortify'd \ and all the Gans, Arms, and Ammunition 
to be carry'd off: he was ftrip'd of the whole Dutchy of 
Bar^ the County of Clermont^ the Pro voft (hips of Stenay^ 
Dun and Jametz,^ Moyenvic and their Dependencys, 7, 
By this Treaty all the French King's Pretenfions to the 
Kingdom of Navarre were left in Statu quo^ and his Sove- 
reignty over the County of Carolois in Burgundy was re- 
ferv'd to him, the King of Spain being to hold it in Fee, 
as before the War. 8. On the fide of Spain^ the County of 
Roufillon^ the Viguery of Conjians^ and part of Cerdagna 
were yielded to bini. 9. In Italy^ the King of 5p^/»oblig*d 
himfelfto reftore p^erceilj Viith its Dependencys, to the 
Duke of Savoy, to withdraw his Garifon from Corre^gio^to 
pay the Duke the Arrears.of the Dower of the late Infanta 
Catharinay to reltore the Duke of Modena to his Favour, and 
allow him a Neutrality ^ to reftore the Prince of Monaco ; 
and on the French King's Interceflion the King of Spain re* 
ftor'd Juliers to the Duke of Neuburg. 

By this means the French King had put into his hands 
the Keys of the Empire, Spain and iht Netherlands^ which 
was necefljry for his Defign, to obtain the Univerfal Mo- 
narchy, that he has fince difcover'd. 

We cannot fuppofethe Spaniards, who are a wife People, 
to have made him fucha Sacrifice without a valuable Confr 
deration, which was to preferve what they had left entire, 
t'lat they might be at liberty' to recover the Kingdom of 
Portup/il, which had newly revolted from them, and to ob- 
tain rcilitution of the Dutchy of Burgundy, and fome places 
of Imnortance the French had taken from them in Flanders. 
Refides, they had fome hopes of tying down this young 
afpirirg Prince by the Bonds of Love, fince they conla 
not do it by force of Arms, efpecially when thebandsof 
the Gcy:nan Branch of the Houfe of Aufiria were tied op

That fame Author adds, That the Spaniards tindiag 
thenifelves depriv'd of their Allies by this Treaty, and 
their Monarchy dirinember'd,'twas a powerful Arguoienr 
to induce them rather to accept of a Son of France^ thin 
to faffer ihemfelves to be torn in pieces, and their 
■Monarchy partition'd. He is very modeli however a 
to the Motives, which he thinks mit^ht have induc'd King 
William and the States to enter into this Treaty i and 
fuppofes that perceiving the French King ready to break ost 
Hitoa Warionukegoodhis Prereiifions to ih^ Spani/h Mo- 
narchy,wheii£»^/flWand//o//4ff(i were not prepar'd to refift 
him, hedefign'd, like a wife politician, to charm the Storm 
by a Negotiation \, and upon that account was not unwil- 
ling that the fj-^/ci King Ihou'd publifh the Treaty, by, 
which the Hoa^zoi Aufir it might take the Alarm, and en- 
ter into proper. meafures to prevent it. 

But be that how it will, when the Kingof ipd/w dy'd, Cir« 
French King, who had fecretly broke that Treaty before by 
procuring a Will which Icttled the whole Spaniflj Monarchy 
on the Duke of A>!Jau, then publickly avow'd il^ and by i 
Jefuitical diftinftion betwixt the Spirit and the Letter of the 
Trealj-, he prefer'd that Will to the Treaty of Partition, 
and advanc'd his Grandfon to the Throne of Spa/w, noton- 
ly contrary to all thofe Treatys, but alfo contrary, 

1. To the Laws of the Kingdom, which do not alloHr 
the Alienation of that Crown, nor that it Ibou'd be plac'd 
on the Head of a Stranger -, the Succeflion being fettled by 
confentof the States on the Houfeof ^j-r^igos, (rom whom 
the Houfe of^uflri^J is lineally defcended. 

2. 'Twas contrary to the Renunciation made by Le-nii] 
XIH. and the Infanta A-faryAmiey his Wife, at the time of 
their Marriage ^ the Validity of which was not then difpated, 

3. 'Twasagiinft the Renunciation made by the prefcnl 
fl-fffci King and his Wife the Infanta Mary Terefe, at the 
time of their Marriage, and the Oaths which both of "em 
fwore on the Altar. 

.f. 'Twas agaiiift the Treaty of the Pyrcness^of which that 
Renunciation v^asoneof the chieS Ml\t\e%. ^."Y-^*.^ 
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5. 'Twas contrary to the Will of PiytUp IV. purfuant to 
that Renunciation, 

6. 'Twas contrary to all the Arguments formerly made 
u(? of by Lmn XIV. againft the Renunciations ahove-meti- 
rion'd i which made him guilty of the ianie Injuliice to the 
Dauphin and Dukeof Sa>'^!cWj', that hshimf.If had charg'd 
upon the fiid Ren uncial ions. 

7. 'Twas exprefly apainft the Civil Law, and the Decre- 
tal of Pope Boniface Vlil. which |iys, Thnt every Renuncia- 
tion made upon Oaih by a Daughter above t-wehe years of A^e^ 
in favour of her Father^ in order to a Conirati of Aiarriage^ 
by which a fufficient Dowry is affiga'd her, ou^ht to he good 
in Law, thoj/iebe t!icn im/er the JurifdiSlion of her Fjther. 

As tothepretendiid Wiilof KingOjWf/II. of Spain, by 
which the Duke of v4/;;ya cliinis the Crown, we may ob- 
rerve, i. That 'tis contrary to the Will of his Father, 
which was founded upon a Treaty with Confent of the 
States, and thefoleiim Renunciiiion of two faccefiive Kings 
and Queens of France, ratify'd by all the LegiOitivc Power 
of E^ance ind Spain : which is no great argument of the 
Piety of thofe that put him upon making it, or rather fign- 
ing it. 2. That 'twas contrary to a Will which he made 
but a little before in favour of the Archduke, to his 1 epeat- 
ed Aflurances to the Emperor, and to his known Inclina- 
tions. All which make it evident, that 'twas an Impofition 
upon him when he was ftruggling with the Pjngs of Death, 
and in no condition to perufe, much lefs to conipofe fuch a 
■Will. 

Bat to return to the Treaty ofPartition-, the French King 
not only broke it, but upbraided King iViltiatn and the 
Dutch with it in fuch a manner, as difcover'd both his 
Treachery and Ingratitude : For in iiis Memorial after the 
King of Spain's Death, he charges the Treaty of Partition 
with being produltive of infinite Troubles and Aiisfartunes com- 
7nm to «^ Europe : which was a full proof of his wicked De- 
lignand InfmcerityjWhen he iblHcited the Engl>//jznd Dutch 
to enter into it. For here hs zQ.id the part of the great 
Enemy of M-inkind, firfi to tempt, and then loaccufe. In 
that fame Memorial he reflefted upon them as having no 
Right to thofe Dominions which were allotted him by the 
Treaty; by which he charges them as Ufurpers, and med- 
dling where tbey had nothing to do : tho upon the firft pub- 
lication of the Partition-Treaty, he join'd with them in 
their Memorials to the other Potentates of Europe \ wherein 
r 'twas exprefs'd, that the Deiign of the TttW^ 'wi^ \.q 'jts.- 
a 4 fef^^ 
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fctve the Peace of Chrijhndam^ and that the Partitioning of 
the Spanifl} Monarchy for thjt end, was as neceflary as the 
pulling down ot blowing up a Street or foijie Houfes, dor 
ring a Fire, to prevent a whole City's being confuoi'd. He 
difcover'd his Ingratitude ftill further, by charging the 
Maritime Powers with Inllncetity, in demanding what they 
never deJign'd to obtain ; and the Dutch xn particular, with 
framing Views contrary to the Intereft of tnelt Republtck : 
and that neither we nor they ftipulated any advantage to 
our fclves. The D^^fignof this wiS to incenfe the Subjefts 
oi England and Hu/land agiinft their rcfpeflivc Govern- 
nients, as if they had concerted Meaforei with France pre- 
judicial to their Trade and Liberty; and we know well e- 
nough what ufe the difaffcited Faftion made of this in Eng- 
Imdy when in Parliament ihey charg'd the King with hav- 
ing made a Felonious Treaty, and itnpeach'd his Minifters 
for confenting to it. 

The French King having thus feiz'd the Spunifli Monarchy 
by virtue of that pretended Will, one wou'd have thought 
he fhould have pioody obfery'd the Contents of it ^ but he 
was fo far from doing fo, that according to his ufudl Trea- 
chery he broke in upon it in many inftances, and particu- 
larly by fending Frenchmen to pofTefs the chief Trufts of 
the Kingdom, and to govern their Councils contrary to the 
33d Article, by which King Cfcar/ci 11. order'd that each of 
his Kingdoms (hou'd be govern'd by Natives without any 
Innovation, 

This Treachery and Ingratitude of the Fnnch King, 
broaghlon the preHint Confederacy ^ wherein the late King 
Willitm in. wjs the chief Inftrument, butdy'd before the 
War was declar'd. Her prefent Majefty, who fucceeded 
r to his Dt-ligns for the publick welfare of Europe^ as well as 

* to his Crown, publifti'd her Declaration of War againft 

France on the 4th of /W^y, 1702. which was !e(s than two 
Months after King IVi/lintns Death. Her Majefty charges 
hioi there with unjud Ufufpalions and Incroachments ; 
with keeping poffeilion of a great Part of the Sp.inr//j Domi- 
nions; with exerciling an abfolute Authority over all that 
Monarchy j with feizing AJilan^ and the Spanifij Low-Ceuti' 
(ryj, and making himfelf Mailer of the Entrance into the 
Meduerrauean^ and of the Ports in the Spanifij Wefl-Indits-^ 
wilh a defign to invade the Libertys of Europe^ and to ob- 
ftruft the freedom of Navig.ition and Commerce. 'Tis fit 
to be obferv'd here, that before the Death of King William, 
the French King had declar'd the Pretender to be King of 

Great 
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Great Brimin and Ireland i wliicli was direftly contrary to 
■ the ift and 4th Articles of the Treaty of Refmck, by which 
he was bound to a perpetual Peace and fincere Friendfhip 
with King William, to promote his Intereit, Honour, and 
Advantage i and tied up from giving or affording any dflif- 
tance direilly or indireilly to any Enemy or Eneniys of 
King William \ and in no manner whatroever to favour the 
Confpiracys and Plots which any Rebels or ill difcos'd Per- 
fons may in any Place excite or contrive againll the faid 
King \ and that he wou'd not affift with Arms, or any o- 
ther way, any Perfon or Perfonswho (hou'd hereafter un- 
der.any pretence whatfoever, difturb or moled the faid 
King of Great Britain in the free and fuil Poffellion of his 
Kingdom, &e. Upon this her Majefty in her faid Declara- 
tion, p. 421. of the following Collections, takes notice 
that the French Kints, inftead of giving that Otisfaftion for 
his Contravention of the above-men tion'd Treatys, which 
ought juftly to be expefted, not only proceeded to further 
violence, but added thereunto a great Affront and Indignity 
to her MajeHy and her Kingdoms, in taking upon him to 
declare the pretended Prince of W-tles King of Ertgiand, Scot- 
jandf and Ireland ^ and had alfo influenc'd Spain to concur 
in the fame Affront and Indignity, as weil as in other Op- 
preflions. 

The States- General in their Manifefto, p. 422, recapitu- 
late the French King's former breach of I'reatys, and par- 
ticularly that of Refwick-^ wherein, befides the other In- 
fraftions already mention'd, they charge him alio with 
breaking the Treaty of Partition, notwithlianding the re- 
peated Proteftations he had made never to depart from it; 
and that he had violated the fame without giving any pre- 
vious Communication of his Intention to thofcwiih whom 
he had made it, alledging for hi* principal Motive, that the 
Spirit and Senft of the faid Treaty, and not the Letter, 
were to be regarded ; and esplain'd that Spirit and Senfe in 
his own way. He threatncd them at the fame time, if 
they did not concur with him, which they jufily obfcrv'd 
was an uncommon, as well as unheard of Breach of Faith, 
and a dangerous Inftancc, which tended for the future to 
undermine and ruin the Faith of all'publick Treatys. They 
tharg'd him likewife with having poffels'd himfelfofthe 
Spa/rip Dominions, contrary to the Treaty of Partition, 
without any regard to the Emperor's Pretenfions i which 
being the Foundation of it, the grealeft Part of the Sjanijb 
Monarchy was ihercb;' yielded to the fitcMaVfi, W^VOt.'t- 
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I wife, contrary to thit, and former Treatys, had poflels'd 

' himfelfof the Spmifh Netherlands., notwithftanding they 

had Garifons there by the Confent of the Kingof 5pi;/M for 
the Siicurity of the Couratry i by which the French de- 
priv'd them of the Barrier Fie had fettled by former Treatys, 
and particularly by tint of rhe Partition, and had procur'a 
an amoltite furrender of thofe Provinces from his Grandfon, 
I whofe Dominions he govern'd in as abfolute a manner as it 

France inA Spam were one and the Ome Kingdom. He 
likewife endeivour'd to force the States into a feparatc Tres- 
ty without their Allies \ and to compel them to ir, feiz'd 
Liege, and the moft confidcrible Places of the Eleftorate 
ofWo£M,lhat he might invide them on all fides, as in 1671. 
and for that fame end rais'd a con (iderable number of Troops 
in the Country oi Wolfcmbuttel. He likewife feiz'd all the 
Harbours of Spain, Naples, Sicily, and other Iflands in the 
Mediterranean, and alfo of the Spaniflj Netherlands and the 
Weji Indies, to make himrelf intire, Mafter of the Com- 
merce of Europe, and to exclude them and other Nations 
from it. He endcivour'd alfo to perfwade the King o\' Por- 
tugal to deny them'his Harbours-, and fent a Squadron to 
the Well Indies to feize the PUte-Fleet, in which the Sab- 
jefts of the States, and of other Princes and Potentates had 
fo great a {hare; and at the fame time he endesvour'd to 
amofe them with a Treaty for a General Peace, tho he e- 
refted a Fort in the Netherlands vixtWm Cannon Riot of one 
! belonging to the States, contrary to a Treaty agreed on 

with Spain in 1648. to the Laws of Nations, and thofe of 
War. 
' The Emperor in his Declaration, p. 430. charges the 

French King with the Breach of the Treaty o^ Refmick, and 
oi thz Pyrenees, with feizing fevcral Hereditary Countrys 
belonging to the Houfe of Aufiria j with invading the Em- 
, pire, and feizing feveral of its Fiefs ■, with fupporiing the 

Eleftor oiCslogn in his Dirobedience,and his Grandfon the 
Duke of Anjou in ufurping feveral Titles, as thjt of DuJte 
of Aufiria, Count of Hapshourg and Tirol, &c. which 
belong to none but the Archducal Houfe. In the laft place, 
with fdzing the Dominions of Spain, on pretence of a Will 
contriv'd by fome brib'd Spanijb Counfellors, according to 
the Direftion of the French King, which was offer'd to the 
I iate Kingof.^4;«, when hewas fo weak in Body and Mind, 

'■ as not to be able to read or underftand, much lefs to weigh 

!' and examine, as was neceflary, the large Contents of the 

[ fiiti H'iJJ, w'ijjch of it felf was fuU of Filfities, and incom- 
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prehenfible Contradiflions, as well as contrary to the Inten- 
tion of the faid King, which he hid fo often fignify'd to 
the Emperor, 

All thefe things being confider'd, we may juftly Dy that 
there was never a Prince in the World, and much lels my 
who affum'd the Title of Cbriftiin, whofc Reign affords 
fomany IntUncesof rtudy'd and deliberate Perjury, and 
Breach of folemn Treatys ^ nor have wean Inftance of an/ 
Prince that ever pretended to the Belief of a God, thstfo 
frequently profan'd his Name by the breach of publick 
Oiths, or inat play'd fift and loofc an fuch a manner with 
things that ihey themfclves accounted Sacred ; So that like 
another Pharach he has all along bid defiance to the Al- 
mighty, and it has been the Language of his Praftice, tha 
not of his Mouth, IVho is the Lord that Ifliould obey him f 

Tho the CKvina Vengeance has punifli'd him in a remark- 
able manner by the Defeats of his Armys, and defolating 
Judgments upon his Dominions, he goes on ftill in hisob- 
ilinate Pcrjarysand Uforpations-, and has (bchican'd with 
the Confederates in the buiinefs of the Preliminarys, that 
'tis hop'd they will truft no more to his Treatys, till he be 
pat out of condition to break them, and till tiiey have fuch 
a Guaranty for the performance of "em, as he and his Suc- 
ceiTors, whom he has bred up in his own Maxims, ih all not 
be able to break. 

As to the following Collection, 'twill fpeak for itfelf. 
'Tis the only compleat thing of this Nature which has yet 
appear'd in EngUft)., therefore 'tis hop'd twill be of general 
ufe to open the Eyes of the Brittlh Nation, to let them fee 
their true Intereft, and what * they ought to infift upon in 
any future Treaty with relation to themfelves and their Al- 
lys, and particularly for the Security of the Proteftant 
Succefiion, and Proteftant Intereft in general, and for the 
Security and Inlirgenient of our Commerce^ all which 
have futfer'd fo much by the Perjury and Tyranny of Lerris 
XIV. whom if we and out Ailys be not wanting to our 
fclves, the Divine Providence, which has To long made him 
the Rod of its Anger, and the Staff of its Indignation, 
feetDs \ now to be throwing into the Fire.

the one fide j and all and each of ihe Allies of his faid 
Chridian Majefty, and all their Heirs and SuccelTors, 
.chiefly between the mofl Serene Queen and Kingdom or 
K Swedeland^ the Eleflors rtifpcflively, the Princes and States 
' of the Empire, on the other parr. That this Peace and 
Amity be obferv'd and cultivated with fuch a Sincerity and 
Zeal, that eich Party (ha!! endeavour to procure the Be- 
nefit, Honour and Advantage of the other \ that thus oh all 
fides thcf may fee this Peace and Friendfhip in the Roman 
Empire, and the Kingdom of France flourilh, by enter- 
taining a good and faithful Neighbourhood. 

II. That there fhall be on ihe one fide and the other a 
pirpetuil Oblivion, Amndly, or Pardon of all that has 
Been committed fince the beginning of thele Troubles, in 
what place, or what manner foevcr the Hoftilitys have been 
praflis'd, in fuch a manner, that nobody, under any pre- 
text whatfoever, (hall praflife any Afls of Hoftility, en- 
tertain any Enmity, or caufe any Trouble to each other; 
neither as to Perfons, EfF;£l:s and Securitys, neither of 

-themfciveB or by others, neither privately nor openly, 
neither dire£lly nor indireftly, neither under the colour of 
Right, nor by the way of Deed, either within or with- 
out the extent of the Empire, notwithdanding all Cove- 
nants made before to the contrary : That they Ihall not 
aft, or permit to be afted, any wrong or injury to any 
whalfoever; but that all that has pals'd on the one fide, 
and the other, as well before as during the War, in 
Words, Writings, and outrageous Aftions, in Violences, 
Hoftilitys, Dim.tges and Expences, wiihout any refpeft 
lo Perfons or Things, ftiall be entirely abolifh'd in fnch a 
manner, that all that might be demanded of, or pretend^ 
ed to, by each other on that behalf, ftiall be bury*d 
in eternal Oblivion. 

III. And that a reciprocal Amity between the Emperor, 
and the Moft Chriflian King, the Eleftors, Princes and 
States of the Empire, may be maintain'd fij much the 
more firm and fincere (to lay nothing at prefent of the 
Article of Security, which will be mention'd hereafter) the 
one (lull never affift the prefent or future Enemys of the 
other, under any Title or Pretence whalfoevcr, either with 
Arms, Money, Soldiers, or any fort of Ammunition ^ not 
no one, who is a Member of this Pacification, fhall lufTer 
any Enemys Troops to retire thro' or fujourn in his 
X^OB^try. lY- That 
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IV. That the Circle of Burgundy fball be and continue a 
Member of the Empire, after the DiTputes between fr^wt^ 
AnA^ain (comprehended in this Treaty) (hall be leraii- 
iiated. That neverthelefs, neither the Emperor, nor any 
of the States of the Empire, ftiall meddle with the War« 
which are now on foor between them. That if for the fu*. 
turc any Difpute arifes between thcfi; two Kingdoms, the' 
abovefiid reciprocal Obligation of not aiding each others 
Eneniys, Ihill always continue firm between the Empire 
and the Kingdom oi France, bat yet To as that it (hall be 
free for the States to fiiccour, without the bounds of the 
Empire, fuch or fuch Kingdoms, but Hill according to the 
ConftitutionS of the Empire. 

V. That the Controverfy touching Lirain fliall be re- 
Ut'd to Arbitrators nominated by both fides, or it Ibill be 
terminated by a Treaty between Fr-wce iod Spain, or by 
fome other friendly means i and it Iball be free as well 
for the Emperor, as Eleftors, Princes and States of the 
Empire, to aid and advance this Agreement by an amicable 
Interpofition, and other Offices of Pacification, without 
uHng the force of Arms. 

VI. According to this foundation of reciprocal Amity, 
and a general Amnefty, all and every one of the Eleftors 
of the facred Roman Empire, the Princes and States (there-* 
in comprehending the >Iobility, which depend immediately * 
on the Empire) their Vaflals, Subjefls, Citizens^ Inhabi- 
tants (to whom on the account of the Bohcmhn or German 
Troubles or Alliances, contrafted here and there, might 
have been done by the one Party or the other, any Preju- 
dice or Damage in any manner, or under what pretence fo- 
ever, as well in their Lordlhips, their Fiefs, Underfiefs, 
Allodations, as in their DigniCys, Immanitys, Rights 
and Privileges^ (hall be fully re-eltablifh'd on the one fide 
and the other, in the Ecclefiiftick or Laick State, which 
they enjoy'd, or could lawfully enjoy, notwithftaoding 
any Alterations which have been made in the mean time to 
the contrary. 

VII. If the PofleiTors of Eftates, which are to be re- 
ftory, think they have lawful Eicceplions, yet it fhall not 
hinder the Reftitotion-, which done, their Reafons and 
Exceptions may be examin'd before competent JuJges, 
who are to determine the Cime, 

VIII. And tho by the precedent general Rule it may be 
eafily judg'd who thofe are, and how far the Rcftitution 
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estenrfsj neverihekfs it has been ihoiight fit to maSfe •' 
pirticuUr mention of the following Cafes of Importance, 
but yet fo thit thofe whicK are not in esprefs Terms nam'd, 
are not to be taken as if they were excluded or forgot. 

IX. Since the Arrell the Emperor has formerly caus'd 
to be mide in the Provincial AfTcmhly, againH the movea- 
ble Effects of the Prince Eleflor of Treves, which were 
iranTported into the Dutchy of Luxemburg, thn releasM 
and abolilti'd, yet at the inftance of fome has been re- 
new "d ■, to which has-been added a St-queftration, whicii 
the faid AfT^mbly has nude of the Jurifdiilion n\ Burch^^ 
belonging to the Archbifhoprich, and of the Moiety of ths 
Lordfliip of St. Jabn, belonging to John Reinkird of Sae- 
teren, which is contrary to the Concordats drawn up at 
^ushurg'\n the year 1548. by the publick interpofition of 
the Empira, between the Eleflor o^Trevts-, and the Dut- 
chy of Burgundy : It has been agreed, that the abovefaid 
ArrEft and Sequcrtration fhall he taken away with all fpeed 
from the AfTerably of Lvxeixhurg^ that the faid Jurifdic- 
tion, Lprdthip, and Eleftoral and Patrimonial Effects, 
with the fccjueiSred Revenues, Ihall be releas'd and reftor'd 
to the Eleflor--, and if by accident fome things fhoald be 
Imbezel'd, they fhall be fully reftor'd to him ■, the Peti* 
tioners being refer'd, for the obtaining a determination of 
their Rights, to the Judge of the Prince Eleflor, who i»' 
competent in the Empire.

LXX. The Rights and Privileges ofTerritorys, water'd 
by Rivers or otherways, as Cuftoms granted by the Em- 
peror, with the Confentof the Electors, and among others, 
to the Count of Oldenburg on the nferg, and introduc'd by 
3 long Ufage, (hall remain in their Vigour and Execution. 
There ftiall be a full Liberty of Commerce, a fecure PalTage 
by Sea and Land ; and after this manner all and every one

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fare the Breach, or than are paid at this time by the [nfia- J 
bitanis of the United Provinces of the Netherlands-, or any 
other Strangers that (hall be there the more favourably in- ■ 
treated. The fame Diill be done within the whole extent , 
of the Obedience of the faid Lord the nioft Chriftian King, < 
unto all the Subjefts of the faid Lord the Catholick King, I 
of what Country or Nation foever they be. J 

VII. In confequence of this, if the French, or any other 
of his Mod Chriftian Majeftiy's Subjefts, are found in the 
faid Kiogdoius af Spain, or upon the Coarts thereof, to have 
ftiip'd, or caus'd to be fliip'd upon their VelTels, in what 
manner foever it may be, any prohibited Goods, to tranf- 
port them out of the faid Kingdoms, the Penalty (hall not 
extent^ further than h.ith been heretofore praftis'd in fuch 
cafes towards the Engh^ ; or then it is at this time praftis'd 
tovfirds tht HolioKUers., in confequence of the Treatys nude 
with England or the United Provinces : and all Inquirys ot 
Proceifes hitherto made about the f^me, Ihall remain null, 
and be extinguith'd. The fjme (ball be obferv'd towards 
the Towns, Subjefts and Inhabitanti of the Kingdoms and 
Itlands, belonging to the faid Lord the Catholick King, who 
(ball enjoy the fame Privileges, Franchifes and Libertys, 
throughout all the Dominions of the faid Lord the Moft 
Chriftian King. 

VIII. All ths French^ and other Subjefts of the faid Lord 
»fie Mofl: Chriftian King, fbil! have liberty freely, and 
without any hindrance, to tranfport out of the faid King^ 
doms and Countrys of the fiid Lord the Catholick King, 
the Proceed of the Sale by them made of Corn within the 
faid Kingdoms and Countrys, after the fame manner as they 
ps'd to do before the War ; And the fame fhall be ob- 
ferv'd iff Frame towards the Subjects of the faid Lord the 
Catholick King. 

IX. Of neither fide fliall the Merchants, Mafters of 
Ships, Pilots or Mariners, not their Ships, Merchandiles, 
Commoditys or other Goods to them belons^ing, be arrett- 
ed or feiz'd on, either by virtue of any general or partiCQ' 
lar Mandate, or for any caufe whatfoever of War, or 
otherwife j nor even under pretence of ufing them for the 
Prefervation and Defence of tfie Country : And generally, 
nothing fhall be taken from the Sobjefts of the (aid Lords 
and Kings, within the Lands of the Obedience of the other, 
but with the confent of thofe to whom fuch things fhall be- 
lofg, and plying ready Mony what fhall be defired of them, 
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Yet it is not iinderllood that therein fliould be contprehem 
ed fuch Seiz'ires and Arrefls of Juftice, by theordintr,. 
ways, becaufe of Debts, Obligation^ and valid Contraftl^ 
of thofe upon whom fuch Seizures IhiU be made ; whereunto 
it (hAll be proceeded, as it is wonted, according to Right 
and Reafon. 

X. All the Subjeas of the Moft Chriftijn King {}ia!I, 
with all fecurity and liberty, faJ! and trade in all th; King- 
doms, Countrys and Dominions, that are or fhall be at 
Peace, Amity or Neutrality with France^ (except For[iig.il 
only with their Conquefts and adjacent Countrys, whereof it 
is Otherwifc difpos'd by an Article of the prcfent Treaty) . 
and (ball not be troubled or niolelted in that liberty, by 
the Ships, Galleys, Frisots, B^rlts, or any other Sea-build- 
ings belonging to the Catholick King, or any of his Sub- 
jefts, becaofe of the Hoftilitys that are or might be hereaf- 
ter between the fitid Lord the Catholick King, and the 
aforefatd Kingdoms, Countrys and Dominions, or any of 
them, that are or (hall be at Peace, Amity or Neutrality 
TOith B-'Wce : Provided, that the exception made of forta- 
gal^ in this and the following Articles, concerning Com- 
merce, fliall only be in force, during the time that Per- 
tug.tl fhall remain in the condition it is at prefent: And 
that if it ihould happen that Vortupal (hould be reduc'd 
under the obedience of his Catholick Maj^y, the fime 
fhould be then obferv'd, as to Commerce, in the faid 
Kingdom of Portugal, in regard of the French^ as in 
other Dominions now pofTefs'd by his faid Catholick Majef- 
ty, according to the Contents of the prefent and following 
Articles. 

XI. That Tranfportation and Traffick fhall extend to 
all kinds of Merchandizes and Commodities, which were 
us'd freely and fecurely to be tranfported into the faid 
Kingdoms, Countries and Dominions, before they were in 
War with Spain : Provided yet, that during the faid War, 
the moft Chrifti,in King's Subjefts ftiall abftain from carry- 
ing thither any Merchandizes of the Growth of the Catho- 
lick King's Dominions, fuch as may be fcrviceable againfi: 
him and his Dominions ^ much lefs Ihall they carry thither 
any Contraband-Goods, 

XII. By that kind of Contraband- Goods, are only un- 
derftood all forts of Fire-Arms, and all things belonging to 

e them ., as Cannons, Muskets, Mortar-pieces, Petards, 
M Bombs, Granadoes, Saucldges, Piich'd-cirdes, Carriages, 
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Forks, Bandaliers, Gunpowder, Cords, Saltpeter, BuRetii 
Pikes, Swords^ Casks, Head-pieces, Cuiraffes, Halberts, 
Javelins, Horfes, Saddles for Horfes, Holders for Piftols^ 
Belts, or any other warlike Furnitures. 

XIII. In that kind of Contraband-Goods, fliall not be 
comprehended Wheat, Corn, or other Grains, Puire,OiIs, 
Wines, Salt, nor generally any thing belonging to the not 
rifliment and fuftentation of Life -, but they (ball remaia 
free, as all other Merchandizes and Commoditys, not 
comprehended in the foregoing Article: And the Trarf 
portation of them (ball be free, even to Places in enminr 
with the Crown of Spainy except Portugal^ as aforefai(^ 
and the Towns and Places befieg'd, block*d up, or fiuv 
rounded. 

XIV. For the Execution of the Premifes, it hath been 
agreed, that it fliall be done in the manner following, m. 
That the Ships and Barks, with the Merchandizes belong* 
ing to the Subjects of the Lord the moft Chriftian King, 
being come into any Haven of the Lord the Catholick King, 
where they us*d to come and trade before the prefent War, 
and being willing from thence to pafs unto the Ports be- 
longing to the faid Enemys, they (hall only be bound to 
fliew to the Officers of the Spaniflj Port, or of any other of 
the faid Lord and King's Dominions, from whence they are 
to go, their Palfes, containing the Specification of the la- 
ding of their Ships, attefted and mark'd with the ordinarjr 
Hand and Seal, and acknowledg*d by the Officers of the 
Admiralty of the Places from whence they camefirft, wiA 
the declaration of the Place for which they are bound ^ the 
whole in the ordinary and accuftom'd Form. After whid 
exhibiting of their Pailes, in the Form aforefaid, they (ball 
not be difturb'd or molelled, detain'd nor retarded in tbcic 
Voyages, under any pretence whatfoever. 

XV. The fame {hall be done, as to the French Ships mi 
Barks that fliall go into any Roads of the Catholick King'f 
Dominion, where they us'd to trade before the preibu 
War, and fliall be unwilling to enter into the Harbonrii 
or being entred there, yet will not unlade or break Balk \ 
who fliall not be oblig'd to give any account of their Ladingi 
but only in cafe of Sufpicion, that they are carrying any 
Contraband-Goods unto the Enemys of the faid Lord tin 
Qtholick King, as aforefaid. 

XVI. Aad 
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XVI. And in the faid cafe of apparent Sufpicion, the 
faidSubjeftsof the moft Chriftian King fhall be oblig'd to 
fliow in the Ports, their Pafles, in the form above-fpe- 
cify'd. 

XVII. But if they be enter'd into the Roads, or be met 
in opsn Sea by any of the faid Lord the Cacholick King's 
Ships, or by private Men of War of his Subjefts -, the 
Spanljh Ships, to avoid all kind of Diforder, ftiall not come 
nearer to the French than the reach of rhe Cannon, and 
fhall have Power to fend their Cockboat or Shallop aboard 
the faid French Ships or Barks, and caulc two or three of 
their men only to go into them, to whom the PalTes Ihall 
be fliew'd by the Malter or Owner of the French Ship, in 
ihe manner aforefaid, according to the Form that Ibill 
be infcrted at the end of this Treaty ; whereby might 
appear, not only their Lading, but alfo the Place of 
their Abode and Rcfidence, and the name both of the 
Mafter and Owner, and of the Ship ilfelf^ that by 
thofe two means it may be known whether they carry 
any prohibited Goods, and that both the quality of the 
faid Ship, and of its Matter and Owner, may fufficiently 
appear i unto which PafTes and Sea-Lettcrs full Faith and 
Credit (hall be given. And to the end their validity might 
be the better Known, and that they might not in any wife 
be fdlfify'd and counterfeited, there (hall be given in certain 
Marks and Sabfcriptions of both the faid Lordsand Kings. 

XVUL And in cafe there be found in the faid French 
VefTels and Barks, by the means zforefaid, any Mer- 
chandizes and Commodicys, before declar'd to be prohi- 
bited and contraband, the fame (hall be unladen, denounc'd 
and confifcated before the Judges of the Admiralty of 
Spain, or any other competent Judges: yet for all that, 
neither the Ship and Bark, nor any other of the lawful 
and permitted Goods, Merchandizes and Commodicys 
found therein, fhall in any wife be feiz'd on or confifcated. 

XIX. It hath further been agreed and concluded, that 
whitfoever (hall be found to have been laden by the Sub- 
^efls of his moll ChrifVian Majefty, aboard any Ships be- 
longing to the Enemies of the (aid Lord and Catholick 
King, altho not contraband Goods, (lull beconfifcated, to- 
gether with all that (hall be found in the faid Ship, vvith- 
out any exception or refervation : But on the other fide, 
whatfoever (hall be found in the Ships belonging Co the Sub- 
jefts of the moft Chriftian King, (hall be free and freed, 
i aUtiQ 
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altho t)ie ladina;, or part thereof, fbou'd belong to thS 
Enemys of the faid Lord the Catnolick King, except the 
prohibited Goods \ in regard whereof they fliall carry 
ihemfdves according to whit hath been diipos'd in the 
foregoing Articles. 

XX. All the Subjefl; of the fiid Lord tJie Catholick 
King, (h.ill mutually enjoy the fame Rights, Libertysand 
Immunitys in their Trade and Commerce, within the. 
Porrs, Roads, S;as and Dominions of his moll Chriftian 
Majefty. And what hath been abovefjid, that the Sub- 
jefts of the faid Lord the molt Cfirillian King, (hall en- 
joy ill his Cathotick Majelly's Ports, or in open Sea, ought 
to be underftood, that the equilily fhiU be mutual, in all 
manner, on both fides, even in caje hereafter the faid Lord' 
the Catholick King (hou'd happen to be at Peace, Amity 
and Neutrality with any Kings, Princes and Stares, that 
ftiou'd become the Enemys of the (aid Lord the moft Chrii^ 
li.m King ■, each of both the Partys being mutually to ufe 
the fame Conditions and Reftriftions exprefs'd in the Arti- 
cles of the prefent Treaty, concerning the Trade and 
Commerce, 

XXL !n cafe on either fide there happens any contraven* 
tion to the faid Articles touching Commerce, by the 
Officers of the Admiralty of either of the two Lords and 
Kings, or any other Perfon whatfoever, the Complaint 
thereof being addrefs'd by the tntereifed Partys unto their 
Majeftys themfekes, or their Councils for the Navy, theit 
faid Majeftys fhaU prefently caufe the damage to be re- 
pair'd, and alt things to be ex.'cuted in the manner afore* 
faid. And in cafe, in progrefs of time, any Frauds or In- 
conveniences (hou'd be difcover'd touching the faid Com- 
merce and Navigation, not fufficiently provided againft by 
theaforeftid Articles, new ones (hall be added thereto W 
fuch other Precautions as (hall be thought convenient on 
b3th Parts: The prefent Treaty remaining yet, in the 
mean while, in its force and vigor. 

XXIL Ail Goods and Merchandizes arrefted in either of 
the Kingdoriis, upon the Subjefls of the faid Lords and. 
Kings, at the time of the Declaration of War, (hall \A 
■ uprightly, and bmafide reftor'd to the Owners; in «(!■ 
they he found ine^c^ at the day of the publication of thft 
prefent Treaty. And all Debts contracted before the War, 
■which upon the faid day of the Publication of the prefenC 
Treaty, (hall be found not to have been adually pajj 
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to others by virtue of Judgments given upon Letters of 
Confifcatioti or Reprifal, fhiU be bonifide acquitted and 
paid : And upon the Deminds and Purfuits that (hill be 
made about them, the faid Lordsand Kings ihall give order 
. unto their Officers to render as good and fpeedy Juftice 
■to Foreigners, aa to their own Subjects, without any dif- 
' tinftion of Perfons. 

XXUI. The Aftions that have been heretofore, or ftall 
'hereafter be interned before the Officers of the faid Lords 
'aad Kings for Prizes, Spoils and Reprifals, agiinft fuch as 
'are no: Subjefts to the Prince, in whofe Jurifdiftion the 
„-faid Aftions rtiall hive been intented or begun, fliall, with- 
l-out any difficulty, be return'd before the Officers of the" 
, d?rince, whofe Subiefts the Defendants fliall be. 

XXIV. And the better to fecure, for the future, the 
Commerce and Amity between the Subjedls of the faid 

.tords and Kings, for the greater advantage and commodi- 
ty of their Kingdoms, it- hath been concluded and agreedj 
That there happening hereafter anj' Breach between the 
4wo Crownsfwhich God forbid) Rx months time flial! al- 
ways be given to the Subjefts on both fides, to retire and 
trmfport their Perfons and Goods where they fliall pleafe : 
Which they ftiall be permitted to do, with allliberty, witb- 
'Out any hindrance •, and during tliAt time, there fhall be 
■no feizure made of their faid Goods, much lefs their Perfons 
arrefted. 

XXV. The Inhabitinis and Subjefts of either fide fliali; 
tvery where within the Lands of the Obedience of the 
6id Lords and Kings, make ufe of fuch Advocates, Proc^ 
tors, Notarys, and SoUicitors, as they Ihall pleafe^ where- 
«tito alfo they (hill be committed by the ordinary Judges, 
when need ftidU be, and when the fiid Judges Ihili be de- 
fir'd fo to do. And it fb-iU be lawful to the laid Subjeas 
and Inhabitants of both (ides, to keep in the Places of theic 
Abode, the Books of their Trade and Correfpondence, in

^aaifi}-, Bemifl). or any other, without fulling thereby in- 
to any moleftation or trouble. 

XXVI. The faid Lords and Kings fhall have power, for

and Dominions. A'ld therefore his (aid moft Chriftian 
Majefty reftoring, as itwill be faid hereafter, to his Calhi 
lick Mdjefty the faid Places of /a Bolfee, Bergh St. Wyit^ 
and the Chaftellany thereof, and the Royal Fort, wij 
their Appurtenances, Dependences, Anneses and Oodi 
nions, his Citholick Majefly (hill at the fame time put inn 
th-handsof his moft Cuillian Miiefl:/ the laid Places 
JUii-ieiiburg ind Ph'llppeviHe :, his (Jid mod Chrirtian,. 
jefty to remain feiz'd ofthem, and effectually to enjoy thei 
and their Appurtenances, Dcpendenrcs, Annexes and D 
minions, in the fime manner, and with the lame rights< 
Poir-'ilion, Sovereiantv, and others which his Majefty flu 
enjoy ormayenjov, bv the prefent Treaty, in (bch Placf 
as have been f;aii'd by his Arms during the War, ai 
which are to renuin unto him by this Peace. And even 
cafe hereafter his ninft Chriftian Majefty Oiould happrf^ 
to be troubled in the Polfeflion and Enjovment of the ii>f^ 
Places of A-Urienburg and PhilippeviHe^ fay reafon of llll^ 
LPreienfions of other Princes, his Catholick Majefty di 
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bind himTelf lo concur, to their defence, and to do on his 
parr whatfoever fliill be necefTary, that his raoft Chriftian 
Majefty might peaceably and 'without difpnte enjny the (aid 
Places, in confideratjon that his Mijcft)' hath yielded 
in exchange the faid Li Sajfee and Bergh St. IVyiox^ whici 
his moil ChriiUin Majefty might have kept and poireft'( 
without trouble, and with allfecurity. 

XL, SJxihly, His Catholick Majefty, for certain Confi- 
derations hereafter particularly exprefs'd in another Article 
of the prcfent Treaty, doth promife and oblige himfelf to 
put into the hands of his moft Chriftian Mijeiiv the Town 
and Place of Avennesy litiiate between the S.imbre and the 
Maz.e^ with the Appurtenances, Dependi;nctfs, Annexcsand 
Dominior.s thereof, with all the Artillery and w.rlike Am- 
munitions that are now therein, to remain to his faid Moft 
Chriftiart Majefty feiz'd oi the fiid Place of Avtfmes^ and 
effeitually to enjoy the fame, and the fiid AppurtcnJiices, 
Dependences, Annexesand Dominions, after the fame man- 
ner, and with the fame ri^ht of PoiTeftion, Sovereignty and 
other things, which his Catholick Mijefty doth now enjoy 
there. And beciufe it hath been reported, :h.u within the 
(aid Phce of Avtnncs^ and the Appurteninc-s, Dependen- 
ces, Annexes and Dominions thereof, the ordinary Jurif^ 
diction, the Rents and other Profits do belong to tiie Prince 
ofChim-iy, it hath been declar'd and agreed betw:^en the -■ 
fiid Lords and Kings, thit whatfoever ii contain'd within . 
the Walls and Fortifications of the did Place, ftiill remain 
to his moft Chrillian Majefty j To that the faid Prince (hall . 
have no kind of Right, Rent or Jurildiftion, within the Gid j 
Walls, and Fortifications ; it bein^ only rcferv'd lo him to , 
Jteep whatfoever in timepart didbelongtohimourofthe faid ( 
Place, in the Villages, Countrvs and Forefts of the fjid 
D^p5tidence of Avennes, in the fame manner as he hath hi- 
therto pofTcfs'd the fame : provided alio, as hath been faid 
before, that the Sovereignty and the high Dominiotiof the 
laid Villages, Countrys and Forefts of the faid Dependence 
o( Avemes, \hi\\ belong and remain to his Molt Chriftian 
Majefty^ the faid Lord the Catholick King having taken 
Upon himfeif to indemnify the faid Prince of Chimay for the 
Fntereft hs may have in what is taken from him by the pre- 
;nc Treaty within the Ptecinflsof the faid Place, as afore- 
id. 

XLl. The faid Places of Arras, Hefdin^ Bapaume, Be-

Sourbure and St. fenant-, in Flanders ; the PUces of Lan- ' 
Arecy ana Quifnoy^ in the Hnynaub \ as alfo thofe of Avtn- | 
ff«, MarienhuTg and Philippevillc, whicli are to be put into 
the hands of the nioft Chriftlan King, as aforefaid; And ] 
ilkewife the Places of ThionviSe, Montmedy, and DamviU I 
tiers-, the Town and VxmoW^i^fA I-voy^Ch^vency^ Chateau j 
ind the Provoftfliip thereof, and Marvllk in Lv-xemhurgt ] 
^eir Bayliwicks, Chaftellmys, Governments, Provoftfliips, .] 
Terrirorys, Dominions, Lordfhips, Appurtenances, Depen- ,1 
dences and Annexes fhall remtin, by the prefent Treaty 
pfPeace, unto thefaid Lord the moft Chrlftian King, and 
to his SuccelTors and Afiigns, irrevocably and for ecer;

And his moil Chriftian Majefty (hall never 
hereafter be troubled nor molefted by any way whatfoever, 
either of Right or of Fa^, by the faid Lord the Catholiek 
King, his Succeflbrs, or any Prince of his Houfe, or any 
other whatfoever, under any pretence or occalion that ma^ 
happen in the (aid Sovereignty, Propriety, Jurifdiftion^ 
Prerogative, PolTeflion and Enjoyment of all the faid Coun- 
trys, Towns, Places, Caftles, Lands, Lordfhips, Provoft- 
fliips, Dominions, Chaftellanys and Bayliwicks, and of all 
the Places and other things depending of them. And fot 
that effeft, the faid Lord the Catholiek King, for himfelf 
and for his Heirs, SucccfTors and Afligns, doth renounce 
unto, quit, yield and transfer, as his Plenipotentiary in 
his Name by the prefent irrevocable Treaty of Peace, hatfe 
reriounced to. quieted, yielded and for ever transfer'd, v\ 
x\\^ behalf and to the beiiclit of the faid Lord the moft 
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ChriRian King, his Heir«, Succeflbrs and Afiigns, all the 
Rights, Aftions, Pretenfions, Regalities, Patronage, War- 
dianlhip, Jurifdiftioti, Nomination, Prerogatives and Pre- 
eminences upon the faid Bi{hopricks,CathedralCiiurches,3rd 
other Abbys, Priorys, Dignicys, P^rfonages, and any other 
Benefices whatToever within the Precinftsof the fiid Coun- 
trys. Places and Bayliwicks fo yielded, of what Abbys foe- 
Ter the faid Priorys do hold or depend : And generally, 
without retaining or referving any thing, all other Rights 
which the faid Lord the Catholick King, or his Heirs and 
Succefibrs have and pretend, or may have and pretend for 
what caiife and occafion foever, upon the faid Coantrys, 
Places, Caftles, Forts, Lands, Lord/hips, Dominions, Cha- 
ftellanys and Bayliwicks, and upon all the Places depending 
of themasaforeiaid: Which, together with all the Men, 
VafTals, Subjefts, Boroughs, Villages, Hamlets, , Forefts, 
Lands, and other things whatfoever depending of there, 
without keeping or refervlng any thing, the faid Lord the 
Catholick King, both for hinofelf and for his Succeflbrs, 
doth confent to be from this time forth and for ever united 
and incorporated to the Crown of Fruwcs ■, all Laws, CaC- 
torus. Statutes and Conftitutions made to the contrary, 
even fuch as may have been confirmed by Oath, in any 
wife notwithitanding. To which, and to all Claufes dero- 
gatory to former derogatory Claufes, it is exprefly deroga- 
ted by the prefent Treaty, for the eifeft of the faid Renun- 
ciations and Ceilions ^ which (liall be valid and fhsll take 
place, the particular Expredion or Specification not dero- 
gating to the general, nor the general to the particular, and 
excluding for ever ail Exceptions, upon what right, title, 
caafe or pretence foever they may be grounded. And the 
faid Lord the Catholick King doth declare, confent, will 
Andunderftand, that the Men, Vaflals and Subjefts of the 
faid Counirys, Towns and Lands yielded to the Crown of 
France as aforefaid, be and remain quitted and abfolv'd 
from henceforth and for ever of the faith, hoaiage, fervice 
and oath of Fidelity, they, all, or any of them may have 
done to him, or to his PredecelTors the Catholick Kings', 
and withal of all obedience, fubjeftion and vafTalage which 
they for that caufe might owe unto him : The faid Lord 
the Catholick King, willing that the faid faith and homage, 
and oath of Fidelity become and remain void and of none 
pifeft, as if they had never been taken. 

XLII. And 
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XLII. And as concerning the Countrys and Places taken 
by the Arms of France^ during this War towards Spain •, as 
it had been formsrly agreed by the N^*goriatioa begun in 
Madrid^ in the Year 1656. upon which this prefent Treaty 
is grounded, that the /^r^^/e^ Mountain, which antiently 
had divided the Gauls from Spain^ ftiould alfo make hence- 
forth the divifion of both the faid Kingdoms : It h.<th beea 
concluded and agreed, that the Lord the Moft Chriftian 
King ihall remain in pofliffion, and ftiall efFeftually enjoy 
the whole County and Viquery of Rouffi'lon^ and the Coun- 
ty and Viquery of Conflans^ the Countrys, Towns, Places, 
Caftles, Boroughs, Villages and Places, which make up the 
faid Counties and Viqueries of RouffiUon and Confians : And 
to the Lord the Catholick King, (hall remain the County 
and Viquery of C€rdana^ and the whole Principality of Ci- 
talonia^ with the Viquerys, Places, Towns, Cradles, Bo- 
roughs, Hamlets, Places and C >uncrys, that make up the 
faid County of Cerdanaj and the Principality of Catalonia. 
Provided, that if there be found any Place of the County 
and Viquery of Confians only, and not of RouffiUovy that 
be in the (aid Pyrenean Mountains towards Spaing it (hall 
likewife remain to his Catholick Majefty : As likewife, if 
any Place be found of the faid Couaty and Viquery of Or- 
dana only, and not oi Catalonia^ thd^t be in the faid Pyrenean 
Mountains towards France^ it (hall reniiin to his Moft 
Chriftian MM^ifty. And that the faid Divifion might be 
concluded, Commlffioners fhiU be prefently appointed on 
both fides, who (hill together, honJifide^ declare which arc 
the Pyrenean Mountains, which according to the tenor of 
this Article, ought hereafter to divide both Kingdoms, and 
{h<^il mark the limits they ought to have: And the (aid 
Comm'(Ii)ners (hall meet upon the place at the furtheft a 
Month after the fubfcribi.ig of the prefent Treaty, and 
within the fpice of anotier Month after, (hall conclude 
the matter, and declare, with common confent, the Prc- 
mifes. Provided, that if then they cannot agree among 
themfelves concerning it, they (hall prefently fend the 
Grounds of their Opinions to the two Plenipotentiarvsof 
both the Lords and Ki/igs •, who taking notice of the Diffi- 
cultys and Differences nappen'd thereupon, (hail conclude 
the Ba^nefs betwixt them, fo thit it (hill not befufFcr'd 
that Arms betaken upag-iin abouc the fame. 

XLIIL The whole County and Viquery of RouffjUha^ 
County and Wq^^xy of Confians^ except the Places that 
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{hall be found to be Tuuace in ihe P^rentiti Mountains to- 
wards Spain-, in [he mmner afonfiid, according to ihe 
Declaralioii and Agreement of the Commiilinners that are 
to be appointed for that purpofe i as alfo rhnt part of the 
Coonty oi Cerdana, that (ball be found fiiuate in the Pyre- 
nean Mountdins towards France^ according to the lame 
D^iclaration of [he Conimiflioners ; the Counirys, Towns, 
Places, Caftles, that malte up t he V'iquerys of Rouffillen and 
Cvrifians, and part of the Coonty of Ccrdaria, in the man- 
ner aforeraid. Appurtenances, Dependences and Annexes, 
with ali the Men, VjffdU, Subjefls, Boroughs, Villages, 
Hdnilets, Forefts, Rivers, Lands, and any other things 
■ whatfoever depending; of thenn, ibail reniiin irrevocably, 
and for ever, by the prefent Treaty, united and incorpo- 
rated to the Crown of ft-flucf, to enjoy the fame by the 
fcid Lord the moll: Chriftinn Kiig, his Heirs, SiiccelTors 
and Adigns, with the fame Rignts of Sovereignty, Propri- 
ety, RegUitys, Patronage, }urifdi£Vion, Nomination, Pre- 
rogatives and Preeminences, upon the Biibopricks, Cathe- 
dral Churches, and other Abhys, Priorys, Dignitys, Par- 
fonages, or any other Benefices wbarfocver, being within 
the limits of the faid County of Roujfillnrj^ Viquery ofCcw- 
flans^ and part of the Countv o^ Ccrdnna., in ihe manner 
aforefaid (except, as to Confians^ what (hill be found to be 
in l\^e Pytnean Mountains towards Spiuri) of whati'otver 
Abbys the faid Priorys be holding and depending; and all 
fuch other Rights formerly belonging to the fjid Lord the 
Catholick King, tho not here pirticularly mention'd. And 
Ihat his moil Chriftian Majefty Ihill never hereafter be 
troubled or moleited by anv way whatfoever, either of 
Right or of Fad, bv the faid Lord the Catholick King, his 
Sacceflbrs, or any Prince of his Houfe, or by any other 
whofoever, or under any pretence or occafion that might 
happen in the faid Sovereignty, Propriety, Jurifdiilion, 
Power, Poffeflion and Enjoyment of all the (aid Counirys, 
Towns, Places, CafHes, Lsnds, tordfhips, Dominions and 
Bayliwicks: And withal, of all the Places and other things 
whatfoever, depending of the faid County of Houffilliin, Vi- 
query of Conflans, and part of the County oiCerdana^ in 
the manner aforefaid (except, as to Conftuns, whit ihall 
be found to be in the Pyrenean Mountains towards Spain,") 
And for that end, the (aid Lord the Catholick King, both 
for himfclf, and his Heirs, SuccelTors and Afligns, doth re- 
nounce unto, quit, yield and transfer, as his Flenipoten- 
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tiary, in his Name by the prefent Treaty of Peace, irrfr- 
vocdbly hath rcnounc'd to, quiit«d, yielded and Iransfer'd, 
perpetually and for ever, in the behalf and to the bene- 
fit of the faid Lord the mod Chriftian King, his Heirs, 
SiiccetTors and Afligns, all the Rights, Aftions, Pretenfions, 
Regalities, Patronage, Jurifdiftion, Nomination, Preroga.- 
tives and Preeminences, tipon the Bifhopricks, Cathedral 
Churches, and other Abbys, Priorys, Dignitys, Parfona- 
ges, or any Benefices whstfoever, being within the limits of 
the laid County of Raujfi/lertt Viquery o( Conftans^ and part 
of the County of Cerdana, in the manner aforefaid (except 
as to Conflans^ what fhill be found to be in the Pyrenean 
Mountains towards Spairi) of what Abbys foever the faid 
Priorys be depending: And generally all other Rights, 
without keeping or refcrving any thing which the faid Lord 
the Catholick King, or his faid Heirs and Succeffbrs, have 
and pretend, or may have and pretend, for what caufe and 
occafion foever, upon the faid County of Rouffillon^W^aety 
of Conjims^ and part of the County of Cerdana, in the 
manner aforefaid, (except as to Cotifians, what fttall Ai 
found to be in the Pyrenean Mountains towards Spain) and 
upon all the Places depending of them as aforefaid i which 
together with the Men, ValTals, Subjefts, Boroughs, Vil- 
la-ge;, Hamlets, Forefis, Rivers, Lands, and other things 
whatfoever depending of them, without keeping or refcrv- 
ing any thing, the faid Lord the Catholick King, both for 
himfelf, and for his Succellbrs, doth from henceforth and 
for ever confent to be united and incorporated to the Crovrn 
of B-ance: All Laws, Cuftoms, Statutes, Conftitutionsand 
Conventions made contrary thereunto, even fuch as may 
have been confirm'd by Oath, in any wife notwithftanding. 
To which, and to the Claufes derogatory of any other de- 
rogatory Claufes, it is exprefly derogated by the prefent 
Treaty, for the cfTcft of the faid Renunciations and Ceffi- 
ons, which (hall be valid, and fhall take place, the parti- 
cular Expreflion or Specification not derogating to the ge- 
neral, nor the general to the particular : Excluding for ever 
all Exceptions, upon what Rights and Titles, caufeS or pre- 
» cences foever the fame may be grounded j and namely, that 

it might hereafter be pretended, that the reparation of 
the County of Soiijfillony Viquery of Conjians, and part of 
the County of Cerdana^ in the manner aforefaid, (except 
as to Conflansj what Ihall be found to be in the Pyrtntan " 
Mountains towards Spain) and of their Appurtenances and 
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Dependenc«,fhould beagainft the ConftituCionsofthe Prin- 
cipality ofCatahnia ■-, and that therefore the faid Separation 
cannot have been relblv'd nor concluded, without the cx- 
prefs confent of all the People alTembled in their General 
JEftates: And the faid Lord the Catholick King doth de- 
clare, will and intend, that the faid Men, \'aflals, Subjefls 
of the faid County of ^si^Z/ow, Viquery oi ConjiaHs-, and 
part of the County oiCerd.Ma^\r\ the manner aforefaid, (ex- 
cept as to Confi,tns., what ftiali be found to be in the Pyrene/m 
Mountains towards Spain') their Appurtenances and Depen- 
dences, be and remain quitted and abfolv'd from henceforth 
and for ever, of the Faith, Homages, Service and Oath of 
Fidelity, all and every of them may have made unto him, 
and to his Predeceflors the Catholick Kings ^ and withal, 
of all Obedience, Subjeftion and Vaffalage, which there- 
fore they might owe unto him : Willing that the faid 
Faith, Homage and Oath of Fidelity, remain void and of 
none effeft, as if they had never been done or taken. 

XLIV. The faid Lord the Catholick King fliall re-enter 
into the poffefiion and enioymentof the County ofCw^- 
/ow, to enjoy it by him and his SuccelTors, folly and peace- 
ably, and hold the fame under the Sovereignty of the molt 
Chriftiin King, as he held it before the prefent War. 

XLV. The faid Lord the nioft Chriftian King thall re- 
ftore to the faid Lord the Catholick King, in the Low- 
Countrys, the Towns and Places of Tpres, Oudenard^ 
Dixmudty Fumes, with the fortify'd pofts of La FimtUe and 
La Quenogue, A-firvilU upon the River of Lys, Mtnin and 
Cumines, their Appurtenances, Dependences and Annexes: 
As alfo his raoft Chrillian Majefty ftiall put again into the 
hands of his Catholick Majefty the places of ^irr^fj 5f. H'ynox 
and its Royal Fort, and the place of La Bajfee^ by way of 
exchange for the places of Marienburg and PhilippeviUej as 
hath been faid in the XXXIX Article. 

XLVL Secondly, The faid Lord the iiioft Chriftian 
King (hall reftore in Iraly, unto the faid Lord the Catho- 
lick King, the places of ydance upon the Po, and oi Aior- 
tara, their Appurtenances, Dependences and Annexes. 

XLVH. Thirdly, In the County of B-urgundy, the faid 
lord the mod Chriftian King IhalJ rellore unto the faid 
Lord the Catholick King, the Places and Fortsof St. ^moar, 
BUverum and "Jaux, and their Appurtenances, Dependen- 
ces and Annexes, and all the other Polls, fortify'd or not 
fgrtify'd, which the Arrays of his moft Chriftian Majefty 
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have taken in the Taid Cojnty of Bur guTniy, without keejr 
ing or rererviiig any thing. 

XLVni. Fourthly, Towirds Spaifi^ the faid Lord the 
molt Chriftian King (hall reftore to the Calholick King 
the Places and Ports of Ji ffi, the Fort of the Tfinity^ 
Cap-de Quers^ La Seau d'XJr^el-, Toxen, the Criftle of La 
Safiide, the Town and Pldce of Baga, the Town and 
Place of Ripal, and the County of Ceidmay wherein are 
Belver-, Pmcerda, Carol and the C'ftle of Cfrda^a, in 
fiicli a condition as they be now, with all the C<IHes, 
Ports, forcify'd or not fortify "d Towns, Boroughs, Villa- 
ges, and other places. Appurtenances, Dep^-ndences and 
Annexss, belonging to the faid Pbces of Ecjes^ Cap de 
Qtt€rs, SeAu d'Vrgel^ and County of Cerdana^ altho not 
nam'd nor fpecify'd here. Provided, that if any of the 
faid Pofts, Towns, Places and Caftles bcforenani'd, fliou'd 
be found to be in the Viquery of Cerdana, in the Pyrtnean 
Mountains towards Fmnce^ they (hall remain to his nioft 
Ctiriltian Mijclty ^ according unto, and by virtue of the 
forty fecond Article of the prelent Treaty, any thing in 
the prefent Article concain'd noiwiEhftanding \ whereunto 
in trtat cale, and in that refptft it is derogated. 

XI, IX. The fiid Lord the Citholick King fhill reftore 
onto the Lord the moil Chriltian King, the Towns and 
Places of ^ocj-iiy, LeCrtt(/ff, and Llnchamp^ with their Ap- 
purtenances, Dependences and Annexes^ To that for any 
Reafon, Ciufe or Excofe whatfoever, forefeen or not fore- 
feen (even this, that the (aid Places of RKtoy^ Lt Carelet,, 
and Limhamp, are at this prefent in the power, and in o- 
tber hands than of his Catholick Ma)eltv) he lliill not be 
difpens'd of the faid Reltitutioti of thole three Places to 
the faid Lord the moft Chriltijn King ■, his faid Catholick 
Majefty ingaging and taking upon himfelf the real and 
faithful execution of the prefent Article. 

L. The refpective Reftirution of the faid Places, as it is 
aforefiid in the five next foregoing Articles, Ihall be made 
by the faid Lords and Kings, or by their IVlinifters, really 
and bona jide, without any delay or difficulty, for what 
caufe or occafion foever, unto fuch as Ihall be appointed by 
the faid Lords and Kings reipeftively, within the time, and 
in the manner that Ihall be here under appointed, and in 
fuch condition as the faid Places are at this time, without 
demolifliing, weakening, inibezzirling, dimi'iiihing or dam- 
nifying any thing therein, in any wife j and without pre- 
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tending or demanding sny reimburfement for the Fortifica- 
tions midi: in the fiid Places, nor for the payment of what 
-aiii^ht be due to the Soldiers and Garifons that are in theoi. 
LI. The fiid Lords and Kings, in reftoring of the faid 
Places refpe^ively, (liill have liberty to take and carry a- 
-wjy all the Artillery, Pouder, BoUets, Viftuals or other 
-w,ir]ike Animunitions, that (hall be in the faid Places at the 
time of the Reftitniion. Likewife the Officers, Soldiers 
and others, that ihall go out of the faid Plices, (hall have 
libertv to tjke and carry away the moveable Goods to 
-them belonginE; \ but it (hall not be lawful for them loex- 
aft anv thing of the Inhabitants of the fiid Places; nor of 
the Country People, nor to wrong their Houfes, or carry 
awav any thine belonging to the Inhabitants : As alfo the 
faid Lords and Kings fnill be bound to pay unto the faid 
Inhabitants of the Places, from whence they ihall with- 
draw their Anns, and which they (hall redore, all that 
may be juftly due unto them by the faid Lords and Kings, 
for things taken by the Governors of the faid Places, or o- 
ther Minifters of the ftid Lords and Kings, to be imploy'd 
to their Services, for which they fhall have given Receits or 
Bonds tofuch as have furnifii'd them (vith the fame. As 
alfo the Officers and Soldiers of the faid Garifons Ihall be 
obiig'd to pay what they lawfully owe to the Inhabitants 
upon their Receits or Bonds: Provided, that for the per- 
forming of that fatisfaition to the Inhabitants, the yield- 
ing and reftoring the faid Places be not retarded i but that 
the fame be done by the time and day that Ihall be agreed 
on and prefcrib'd hereafter, in the other Articles of the 
prefent Treatv. The Creditors, in that cafe, remaining 
in all the Right of the juft Pretentions they may have. 

LIL As the Place of Hefdin^ and the Bayliwick thereof, 
ought, by the prefent Treaty of Peace, to remain to the 
moft Cfiriftian King, as before hath been exprefs'd \ it has 
been concluded and agreed, in confideration of the Offices 
of the faid Lord ths Catholick King, who had taken under 
his Protection the Officers of War, or the Soldiers of the 
Garifon of the faid Hefdin^ who had revolted in that 
Place, and had drawn themlcWes from the Obedience of 
the faid Lord the moft Chriftian King, fince the Death of 
the Governor of the faid Place, that in conformity to the 
Articles, whereby the faid Lords and Kings do pardon, each 
of them, all fuch as have follow'd the contrary Party, pro- 
vided they be not found guilt/ of any other Crimes, and 
Z ^ 
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do promife to fettle them again in the pofTeflion and enioy- 
ment of their Goods: His moft Chriltian fvlijefty fball 
caufe his Letters of Amnefty and PLtrdon to bedifpatch'd, 
in good form, in the behilf of the fiid Officerj of War, 
and Soldiers of the Garifon of the fiid Hcfdin i which Let- 
ters being ofFir'd and put into the hinds of the Commander 
of the place, upon the day defign'd and appointed between 
their Miieftys for the rcftitution of the faid place into 
the power of his moft Chriftian Majefty, as ihaJl be laid 
hereafter, upon the fame day, and at the hms time the faid 
Commander, Officers and Soldiers, fhall be bound to go 
out pf the fiid place, without any delay or excufe, under 
what pretence (oever, forefeen or not forefeen -, and to fur- 
render the faid Place, in the fime condition it was when 
they revolted, to the power of fuch as his moit Chriftian 
Majefty (hall commit for to receive it in his name ; and 
that without altering, we3kening,imbezzeling,demoliniin6 
or damnifying any thing, in any fort or manner what- 
foever, in the faid Place. And in cafe the faid Letters of 
Amnefty and Pardon, b^ingoffer'd to the (aid Confmander, 
himfclf, or the other Officers and Soldiers of the faid Ga- 
rifon of Hefdin, (hou'd refufe or delay, under what caufe 
or pretence foever, to furrender the faid Place in the faid 
condition, into the power of fuch as his faid moft Chrif- 
tiaa Majefty ftiall have appointed to receive it in his name j 
the faid Commander, Officers and Soldiers fliatl forfeit 
the Grace of Amnefty and Pardon procur'd unto them by 
his Citholick Mijefty, and his faid Majsfty ftiail make no 
further inftance in their behalf: And in the lame cafe his 
. ikid Citholick Majeftv doth oromife, upon the word of i 
King, not to give, direftl^^t indirectly, unto the faid 
Commander, Officers and Soldiers, nor fuffer to be givea 
them, by any in his Dominionst any afiiftance of Men, 
Arms, Viftuais, Warlike Ammunitions or Money ■, but tp 
the contrary, ftiall ailift with his Forces, in cafii he be de- 
fir'd, the faid Lord the moft Chriftian King, for the af- 
■fculting of the faid Place, that it might the Iboner be re- 
duc'd to his Obedience, and the prefent Treaty may the 
fboner have its full efFeft. 

LIII. As the three Places of Avcnnes^ PhUippeviUe and 
Marienhurg, with their Appurtenances, Dependences -and 
Annexes, are yielded by the prefent Treaty, as aforefaid, 
unto the Lord the molt Chriftian King, to be united and 
incorporated to the Crown of France-, it hath been con- 
cluded 
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eluded and agreecl. That in cafe between the faid Phcesand" 
¥rancc, there be found any Boroughs, Vil!,igcs,-Places or 
Lands, which not being of the faid Apptirtirn,iiice5, Depen- 
dences or Annexes, ought to remain in rhe Propriety and 
Sovereignty of the fiid Lord the Cstholick King;-, neither 
his faid Catholick Mijefty, nor the Kings his Succenbrs, 
(Iialt hive power at any time to forlify the fiid Boroughs, 
Villages, Pofts or Cotintrys, nor to make any new Fortifi- 
(ations between the faid Places oi Avcnnrs., Philifpevil/e iud 
Marienhufg, by means of which Fortifications the faid 
Pisces, or any of them, might be cut off from France, or 
the Communication between them difturb'd : aslikewife ic 
hath been concluded and agreed. That in cafe the place of 
hnty in Arroii remain to hii Otholick Majefty^ as ic 
ought to remain to him in cafe it be found to be of the 
D;pendencesof y^yre or St- Omff, neither his faid Catho- 
lick Majefty, nor the Kings his Succeflbrs, (hall have power 
51 any time to fortify the faid Seniy. 

LIV. All Papers, Letters and Documents, concerning the 
Countrys, Lands and Lordfhips that are to remain to rhe 
Lord the molt Chriftian King by the prefent Treaty of 
Peace, Ihall be furnith'd and delivera him, honi fide^ 
within three months after the exchanging of the Ralifi- 
(Jtions. 

LV, By virtue of the prefent Treaty, all the C^talonians 
and other Inhabitants of ihe fijd Province, as well Prelates, 
Ecclefiaflical Perfons, religious Perfons, Lords, Genlle- 
meo and BorsefTes, as other Inhabitants, bolh of the Towns 
:nd-of the Country, none excepted, fhall have power to 
'E.enier, and fiiall etfe£lu.il!y re-enter, and be left and ella- 
ilifh'd in the potTellion and.gjfcreable enjoyment of all 
:heir Goods, Honours, DigmtJ's, Privileges, Francliife?, 
lights, Immunitys, Confiiiutions, and Libertys', and (hall 
lever be profecuted, troubled, or molelled, either in ge- 
neral, or in particular, upon any caufe or pretence whatfo- 
Ever, for any thing done fines the beginning of the prefent 
Wit. And for that end his Catholick Maj:(iy (hail grant 
"nd caufe to be publiih'd, in good form, his Declarations 
if Amnelty and Pardon, in the behalf of the faid Gttalo' 
'kns ; whjch publication (hall be made upon the fame day 
sthe publication of the Peace ; in confequence of which 
declarations, it fhall be permitted to all and any of them 
particular, either perfonally to return to their Houfcs, 
d to the enjoyment of their Goods j or In cafe they bx 
Vo t. I. F vivViiu^ 
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willing to fettle their Habitation any where el(e out of 
Catalonia^ they fliall have liberty to do it, and to fend into 
the faid Country of Catalonia their Agents and AttorneySp 
to take, in their names and for them, the pofTeinon of the 
faid Goods, to improve and adminifter the fame, receive 
the Fruits and Revenues, and tranfpart the fame whither 
they Ihall pleafe \ fo that they ftiall not be obliged per&nJ- 
ly to go and do homage for the Lands and MannorS| 
whereunto their Attorneys ftiall have power to iktisfy in 
their name : and their Abfence fhall not hinder their free 
pofteflion and enjoyment of the faid Goods •, which they 
Iball have alfo liberty and full power to exchange or alie- 
nate by Sale, Gift, or otherwife : Yet upon that conditioiu 
that thofe tney fliall fo commit for the management and 
in^provement of their faid Eftates, be not fufpefted to the 
Governors or Magiftrates of the Places where fuch Eftatd 
are fituated \ in which cafe, the Owners fliall appoint o- 
ther Perfons, that be acceptable and no way fufpeAei 
Yet it remaining at the wiU and power of his Cathoh'ck 
Majcfty to prefcribe the Place of the Abode to Tuch oftfce 
(aid Catalonians^ whofe return into the Country fhall not 
be acceptable to his Majefty •, fo that the other Liber* 
tys and Privileges granted unto them, and which they en* 
joy'd, fhall not be repeal'd nor alter'd. As alfo it fhall n- 
main at the will and power of his mod Chriflian Majefty 
to prefcribe the Place of Abode to fuch of the County cf 
Roujjillonj Appurtenances and Dependences, who have tfr 
tir'd themfelves into Spaw^ whofe return into the Ikii 
County IhaU not be acceptable to his Majefty^ yet fo, that 
the other Libertys and Privileges granted to the faici Per- 
fons, fhall not be repeal'd nor alter'd. 

LVI. The Teftamentary Succefiions, or any other Do^ 
nations whatfoever between living Perfons or others of dc 
Inhabitants of Cataloma^ and of the County of Xouffibif 
mutually made to one another, fliall remain equally per- 
mitted and inviolable -, and in cafe about the faid Saccet 
fions. Donations, or other Afts and ContraAs, there fbati 
happen betwixt them any differences whereby they fbodt. 
be obliged to plead and go to Law, Juflice fhall be doneoi 
both fides wich equality and bond fidc^ altho they be uiuto 
the obedience of the other Party. . 

LVII. The Bifliops, Abbots, Prelates, and others, wkfj 
have been promoted, daring the War, to EccIefiafticAl4^ 
nefices, with approbation of our holy Father the PopC| and

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f-by Apoftolicjl Authority, dwelling in the Lands of either 
fof the Partys, fhal! enjoy the Fruits, Rents and Revenues 
^of the faid Benefices, which fhall be found to be within 
Lthe limits of" the Lands of the other Party, without any 
FTrouble or Moleftation, upon what Caufes, Reafon, or 
[Pretence foevcr : And for thai end they ilial! have power to 
I appoint, for the faid enjoyment and receiving of^the '.lid 
Fruits, fuch Perfons as are not rnfpsfted, havint; firfl: ob- 
tain'd the good liliing of the Kine, or of hi* Officers ai;d 
Magiftrates, under whofe nomination the ftij Fruit5, 
Rents and Revenues (hall be found to befituated. 

LVIH. Such Inhabitants of the Principality of Ctfffl/owjW, 
pr of the Country oi RoujfiHony who (hall have enjoy'd, by 
Donation or Confifcation granted bv either of the iwo 
Kings, fuch Goods or Eftates, as were belonging to any 
Perfons of the contrary Party, (hal! nor be bound :o aiake 
iny reftitwtion to the Owners of the faid Eftates, of the 
Fruits by them receiv'd by virtue of the Aid Donations or 
Confifcations, during the prefent War, Provided that ' 
Uie effeil of the faid Donations or Confifcations do ceafe 
from the day of the publication of the Peace. 
\ LIX. CoQimiflioners fliall be appointed on both fides, 
two months after the publication of the prefent Trtjaty, 
Bho fliall meet at fuch a place as Ihall be rBfp.-dtively agreed 
to, there to end in an amicable way all fuch differences as 
bight be yet beiwiyt both P,irtys ; which Commiflioners 
hall take care to fee the Subjefts on both fides equally 
ind well treated, and Ihill not fuffer the one to re-enter 
hto the polTellion of their Efi:ates, but at the fsme time 
when the other fliall alfo re-enter into the poITeflion of 
deirs : As alfo the faid Commilfioners, if it be fo judg'd 
t, fliall be injoin'd to make" a juft valuation on both fides 
f the Eftates of fuch as fliall not bs willing to return into 
n?

And whatfoever hath been (iiid in the four immediately foi — - 
going Articles, and in this concerning the County of ^o^^ 
jitlan and the Inhabitants thereof, ought in the fame manrt. « 
10 be underftood of the Viqiiery of Ccnflans, and that p;a./ 
of the Country of Cfr-Ja^-r, that may or ought by tzht 
prefent Treaty to remain in the propriety of his mo^ 
Chridi^n Majefty, by the Declaration of the aforefa/d 
Conimillioner?, and of the Inhabirants of the Viquery of 
Confivis^ and the aforefaid part of the County of Cerdam: I 
As alfo it ought reciprocally to I>e underfl-ood of the Coun- J 
tr oi Cerdaria., and of the pjrt of the Viquery of Civfl.ins, 
that may or ought to remain to his Cuholick Majefty, by 
the prefent Treaty, and ihe D^laration of the Paid Com- 
miflioners. 

LX.' Altho his mnft Chriftian Majefty hath never been 
willing to engage himfelf (notwithftanding the preffing In- 
ftan'ces nridc lo him heretofore, bjck'd even with very 
fonlideralileOffers) not to make the Peace without the«- 
clufion of the Kingdom of Po-avg.tl, becaule his-Majefty 
hath forefeen and fear'd left fuch an Engagement might be 
an unfurmountable obltruftion to the conclufion of the 
l^eice, and might confequently reduce the two Kings to the 
necefiiiy of a perpetual Warj yet his faid inoft Ctiriftian 
Wajelly wiihing, with an extreme Paffion, to fee the King- 
dom of Portugal enjoy the iame quietnefs, w'hich fo many 
Chriliian States (hall get by the prcfenc Treaty, hath for 
that end propos'd a good number of Parcys and Expe- 
dients, fuch as his Maielty thought might be fatisfaftoty 
to his Catholick Majefty^ among which, tho as aforeliid 
Jiis Majefty was no way ingag'd in that Aliair, his M^jeftj' 
hjth even gone fo far therein, ss to be willing to deprive 
himlelf of the principal fruit of the Happinefs and Succefi 
his Arms have had, during the courfe of a long War, of- 
fering, befides the Places ijis iVIajeRy doth now reftore by 
the prefent Treaty unto his Catholick Majefty, to rellore

His Catholick Majefty doth renounce by this Trea- 
ty, both in his own name, and of his Heirs, Succeffbrsand 
Affigns, all the Rights and Pretenfions, without keep 
ing or referving any thing, which his Majefty may, or 
might hereafter have upon the Vpper and Lower j/ilfatiM^ 
the Zumgawj the County of Ferrefe^ Brifac^ and Depen- 
dences thereof, and upon all the Country?, Places and 
Rights left and yielded to his raoft Chriftian Majefty by 
the Treaty made at Miinfler^ the 14th of October 1648. 
to be united and incorporated to the Crown of France: 
His Catholick Majefty approving, for the effeft of the faid 
Renunciation, the Contents of the faid Treaty oi Munfier^ 
and not any other thing of the faid Treaty, as not having 
intervened therein. In confideration of which prefent Re- 
nunciation, his moft Chriftian Majefty does offer to fatisfy 
the payment of three Milh'ons of Livres, his Majefty is

Sorrow for his Ccnduifl towards the Lord the moft Chriftian 
King, and to have a firm intention to give him more falif 
taftion for the future, both of himfelf and of his A£lions, 
than the time paft, and the occalions have formerly ena- 
bled him to do •, his moft Chriftian Majefty, in conftdera- 
tion of the mighty Offices of his Catholick Majefty, doth 
from this time receive the faid Duke into his good QfX^c^ 
and in contemplation of the Peace, without looking to the 
Rights his Majefty may have acquired by feveral TrcatjfS 
/nade by the late King his Father with the faid Duke, af- 
ter the demolifhing, which ftiall be fiift made, of all the 
fortifications of both the Towns of Nancy^ which he (haQ 
not have power to raife again, and the drawing and carry- 
ing away of all the Artillery, Pouder, Bullets, Arms, and 
Ammunitions of War, that are at prefent in the Magi* 
zines of the faid Nancy^ (hall put again the faid Dale 
Charles oi Lorain into the poffelfion of the Dukedom rf 
Lorain^ and even of the Towns, Places and Countrys, hf

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LXIII. Secondly, Except the whole Dukedom of 5jr, 
C^ountrys, Towns and Places, mitiing up the fame, as

LXIV. ThirAly^ Except the County ts^ Clermont^ and 
the Dominion thereof, and the Places, Provoft Ihips, and 
X-ands of 5f£»jy, i>an and J.ifnetx., with the whole Reve- 
nue thereof, and the Territorys belonging to them. Which 
■JHoycnvitf Duliedoni of Bur (therein comprehending the 
part of the Place and Provoftfhip of AhrvilU, wTiich, 
as it hath been faid before, did belong to the Duke of Bar) 
Places, County, Provoftfhip, Lands, and Dominions of 
dermentt Sier/avy Dun and Jametz^ with their Appurte- 
nances, Dependences, and Annexes, fha!! remain for ever 
united and incorporated to the Crown of France. 

LXV. The fjid Duke Charlu of Lorain^ before his Re- 
«fl:ablifhnient into the Dominions aforcfaid, and before any 
Place be reftor'd onto him, lliall ^ive his Cotifent to the 
Tenourofthe three immediately loregoing Articles^ and 
to thatefFeft, Iliall deliver to his moft Chriltian Majefty, 
in the moft valid and authenrick form his Majefty might de- 
fire, the Afis of his Renunciation and Ccflion of the faid 
AXeyenvie, Dukedom of Bury therein comprehending the 
parr of MefjUlc, both the part holding and pretended not 
lo hold of the Crown of France, Sienay^ Dun, JametZy 
the County of Ciermoiit, and the Dominion thereof, Ap- 
purtenances, Dependences and Annexes. And the faid 
«Duke, nor his SuccefTors, either now or ever hereafter, 
(lull pretend or demand any thing of the Price the late 
King LeinJ XIII. of glorious memory hid bound himfelf 
to pay unto the faid Duke, for the faid Dominion of the 
Country of Ciermom, by the Treaty made at Liverdun-, in 
the month of June, i6j2. becaufe the Article containing 
the faid Obligation hath been annuU'd by the fubfequcnt 
Treatys, and again afrelh, as much as need might be, is 
wholly annuU'd by this prefeni Treaty. 

LXVI. His moft Chriftian Majefty, in reftoring unto 
the faid Duke Charles the places of his Dominions as a- 
forefaid, fliall leave therein, except only in fuch as are a- 
greed to bedemolilh'd, all the Artillery, Pouder, Bullets, 
Arms, Vifluals, and Ammunitions of War, that arc in the 
Magazines of the faid Places, without imbezling, weakening, 
and daainifying the fame in any manner whaifoever, 
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LXVIT. Neither the faid Dake Chdrles of Lorain^ nor any 
cthijr Prince of his Hoafe, or of his Adherents and De- 
pendents, (hall hive power to remain in Arms; bat both 
the faid Duke and the other aforefaid, fhall be boand to 
disband their Forces at the Publication of the (aid Peace. 

LXVin. The faid Duke Charles of Lamin^ before bis 
Re eftabliftimentinto his Dominions, (ball likewife prepare 
an Acl in good form to his moft Chriftian Majefty, that 
he doth dedit and give over all Intelligences, Leagues, At 
fociations and Pra^ices, he hath or may have, with any 
Prince, State and Potentate whatfoever, to the prejudice of 
his Majcfty and the Crovrn of France : And that for the 
future, he will give no retreat into his Dominions to his 
Enemys, Rebels or fufpefted Sub;efts, and will not permit 
anyLevys there, nor gathering of Soldiers againft his Ser- 
vice. 

LXIX. The f^id Duke Charles fhall likewife give, before 
his l<e-eftabli(hment, an Aft in good form to his moft 
Chrirtian Majtfty, whereby he Iball bind himfelf, both for 
himf.lfand all the Dukes of Xor^/;? his SuccefTors, to grant 
at all times, without any difficulty, under what pretence 
i'oever the fame mi.aht be grounded, free paflTage upon his 
Dominions, both to (uch Perfons and Forces, Horfe and 
Voor, whom his faid Majefty and the Kings of France)iAs 
SiHcefiTors, fhall have occalion to fend into Alfatia^ or to 
Bt'ifiic and PI illpsburj^^ as often as he fliall be delir'd by 
Ms fiid Majefly, and his faid SuccefTors ', and to caofe 
\'iftuals, Lodgings and other Neceflarys to be afforded to 
the faid Forces in his faid Dominions, by way of Eflap, tl^ 
fiid I'orces payni^; their Expences at the ordinary Rate^; 
the Country. Provided, they be but meer PafTages, at re 
j!.nl.ir M.irchcsand reaTonable Journeys, without fojourhiog 
in the Hid Dominions of Z/orrf/>/. 

I XX. The fiid Duke Ci.-irlcs, before his Re-eftablifh- 
nu'nt into liis Dominions, fhall put into the hands of bis 
moll Chriliian N'aielly, an Aft in good form, and fitis* 
f.iftorv to his ^Miidlv^ whereby the faid Duke fhall oblige 
himicUtor himlUf, and for all his SuccefTors, tocaafette 
RirmcrsanJ Adniinillrators of the Salt-pits of ^tjyFcrrj, Ouh 
/f/,;i->.;.V/;.f, J^ieu:^e and ^f.irfil^ which his Majefly doth 
refuMv to him by the prelent Treaty, to afford to his M^ 
ulty x\\ Uiih quantity of Meafjres of Salt, as (hall be ncccf 
farv for kirnilhi'^t: ali the Salt Srorc-houles, that ought t< 
b^' rill'd for the ufe and ordinary conlumption of his Majefty'i 

Subjeftfi 
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Siibjtfts, within the three Bifhopiicks of Aft I z^ Ti/ u I ind 
t^erdun^ Dukedom o^ Biir, and Covnty of Clermint, Sieriavf 
^'ametz. and Dun, at the (jme rate for each mcafure of Saff, 
as the fjid Duke Charla us'd toaiford it to the Store-houles 
of the Bifhoprick of Afciz, in time of Peace, during the 
Idft Year of the faid Duke's pofTefling his whole Dominions ; 
.and neither he nor his SucceiTors Ihall have power to raife 
-the Price of the faid meafures of Silt. 

LXXI. Andbecaufefince the time ihctatemoft Chriftijtt 

King of glorious Memory, hath conquer'd Lorain by his 

Arras, a great number of the Subjsfls of that Dukedom 

^ave ferv'd their Majetlys, in conftqiience of the Ciths of 

Tidelity their Majeftys have defir'd of them, it hath heen 

agreed. That the faid Duke fli:.It not like them, nor ofe 

th:m the worfe for it, tut lliall confider and ufe them as his 

good and faithful Subjcfls, and (Twll pay them o(F fucli 

c Debts and Rents, whereof his Dominions miy be charg'd : 

^ Which his Maiefty doth fo particularly defirc, that had it 

not been for the aQiirance his Maiefty takes of the Faith 

the faid Duke will engage to Inm for that purpofe, his Ma- 

jefty would never have granted him fo much as he doth by 

ihe prefent Treats', 

l.XXll. It hath been firther agreed, that the faid Duke 
ftiall not have power to alter any tiii^ig, in the Piovjlionsof 
the Benefices granted by the faid Lords and Kings, till the 
Day of the prefent Treaty ', and thit fuch as have been pro- 
vided, fhall remain in the peaceable polTenion of [he faid 
Benefices^ wherein the faid Dufte fhall not difturb or mo- 
Ie(^ them, nor have power to turn them out of their pof- 
feflion. 

LXXUl. It hath been further agreed, That the Confifca- 
tions given by his IMajefty, and bis Father the late King, 
of the Eftates of fuch as were in Arms againft him, fhall be 
of Force, as to rhe enjoyment of the faid Eftates, till the 
Day of the date of the prefcnt Treaty; and fuch as have 
^cnjoy'd the fame, by Virtue of the faid Gifts, fhall not be 

t troubled nor molefled for the fame in any wife, and for no 
^Clufc whatfoever. 

LXXIV. It hath been further agreed, That all Proceed- 
ings, Judgments and Atrefts, iflu'd by the Council, Judges 
_.and other Officers of his ijiolt Chrftijn Majelty, upon any 
|DiiFerences and ProcefTes, profecutcd both by the Subjefts 
'of the faid Duiicdoms of /.oraiwand Bar, and others, whilft 

B Dominions were under ths obedience of the faii 
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Lord the moft Chriftian King, and of the late King his 
Father, fhall fiand and have their full and intire effeft, 
as if the faid Lord and King fiioutd remain Lord and Pof- 
fefTor ofthefaid Country: And the faid Judgments and Ar- 
refts (hill not be call'd to any queflioti, nor recall'd, nor 
the execution of them any way retarded or hinder'd. Vet 
it (hdll be lawful to the Partys, to fue a Revifion of the 
Caufe, according to the order and difpofiiion of the Laws 
and Ordinances ■, the faid Judgments remaining in the niean 
while in their force and virtue. 

LXXV.. Moreover it ha.th been further agreed, That all 
otTier Gifts, Graces, Renudions and Alienations, made by 
the Tiid Lord the molt Chriftian King, and the late King 
his Fithcr, during the faid time of things efcheated and ac- 
cru'd to them, or adjudg'd to them either by Confifcation 
for Crime or OlTtnce, (other than of War, for having fol- 
low'd the faid Duke) or by Reverfion of Lands, or for 
want of lawful SucccfTors or otherwife, fliall be and Re- 
main good and valid, and (hall not be recall'd-, nor (hall 
thofe to whom the faid Gifts, Graces and Alienations have 
teen made, be difturb'd or molefted in the enjoyment of 
them in any wife, or for any caufs whatfoever. 

LXXVI. As alio that fuch as, during the (iiid time, iiave 
been receiv"d to Faith and Homage by the faid Lords and 
Kings, or their irapower'd Officers, liceaufe of the faid 
Lands and LordlTiips held and depending of the Towns, 
Caftles or Places, polTefs'd by the faid Lords and Kings 
in the faid Country, and have paid for the fame the Rights 
and Dutys belonging to the Lord, or have obtain'd a gift 
and remiflion of the fame, (hall not be troubled or mo- 
lefted, by reafon of the faid Rights and Dutys, but (half 
remain acquitted, and be liable to no demand about the 
fame. 

LXXVII. In cafe the faid Duke Charles of Lorain be not 
willing to accept and ratify what hath been agreed by the 
two Lords and Kings, concerning his Interells, in the man- 
ner aforefaid : or having accepted of the fame, he [hould 
happen hereafter to fail in the execution and performance 
of tne Tenor of the prefent Treaty, Ms moft Chriftian 
Majcfty in the firft cafe of non-accepting of the Treaty by 
the faid Duke, (hall not be bound to execute on his part 
any of the Articles of the faid Treaty ■, and yet he fliall not • 
be deem'd, for this caufe, to have in any^thing infring'd the 
fame; Asalfoin the fecond cafe, that the faid Duke having 

accepted 
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accepted of the aforeliid Conditions, fhould hereafter hap- 
pen to fail on his part in the ekecution thereof, his faid 
Majefty hath referv'd, and doth referve unto himfelF, all the 
Rights he had acquir'd upon the faid Dominions of Lorain^ 
by Jeveral Treatys made between the late King his Father 
of happy Memory, and the faid Duke, to profecute the faid 
Rights in fuch manner as he (hail think bed. 

LXXVin. His CathoJlck Majefly doth confent that his 
faid moft Chriflian Majefty be not oblig'd to the afiirefaid 
Re-eft ablilh men t, to the faid Hok^ Churl et of Lorain, but 
after the Emperor {hall have approv'd and ratify d by an 
authentick Aft, which ftiall be deliver'd to his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, all the Articles ftipulated as to the faid 
Doke Charles of Lorain, in the prefent Treaty, none ex- 
cepted : And his laid Catholick Majerty doth oblige himfelf 
to procnre of the Emperor, the Ipeedy expedition and de. 
livery of the faid Aft: As alio in cafe it be found, that of 
the Dominions, Countrys, Towns, Lands or Lordfliips, 
remaining to his moft Chriftian Majefty, in propriety, by 
the prefent Treaty, of fuch as formerly belong'd to the 
Dcikes of torrf/H, there be any Fief held of the Empire, for 
reafon whereof his Majefty had need and ftiould defire to 
be invefted with the fame, his Catholick Majefty doth pro- 
niife, f]ncere]y ir\d bonii Jiiie, to follirii the Emperor for the 
obtaining of the faid Inveftitures, in the behalf of the laid 
Lord moft Chriftian King, without delay or difficulty. 

LXXIX. The Prince of Co'7de having let Cardinal Mt- 
ZMrine, the Plenipotentiary of the moft Chriftian King his 
Sovereign Lord, to underftand, that he might acquaint his 
faid Majefty with it, how extremely forrowful he was to 
have fome Years fince follow'd a courfe difpleaiing to his 
Majefty ; that he wilh'd he could redeem with the beft part 
of his Blood, all the Hoftilitys he hath committed within 
and without the Kingdom oi fra}jce\ whereunto he pro- 
tefteth^hat his fole unhappinefs, rather than any evil in- 
tention againtt his Majefty's Service, hath engag'd him ^ 
And that if his Majefty be pleas'd to have fo much Gencro- 
fity as to \\k towards him his Royal Bounty, forgetting 
what is paft, and keeping him in honour of his good 
Graces, he will endeavour as long as he Ihall live to acknow- 
ledge that benefit, by an inviolable Fidelity, and to repair 
what is paft- by a full obedience to all his Commands ; And 
that in the interim, to begin and fhew by the Deeds that 
might be prefently in his power, with how great paflion he 

deCtt'd 
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defir'd to recover the honour of his Majefty's Benevolence, 
be pretends nothing in the conclufion of that Peace, for il 
the Interefts he may have therein, but from the meet Boon- 
ty, and of the fole Motion of the faid Lord the King his 
Sovereign Lord j and doth even delire his Majefty (hoBkl 
be pleas'd fully to difpofe, and according to his good pla* 
fure, in fuch a manner as he (hall pleafe, of all the Fndemm- 
fyings, the Lord the Catholick King fhill be pleas'd to 

frant him, and which he hath already ofier'd him either in 
[dates or Lands, or in Places or Mony, which he fubmits 
all to his Majefty's Feet. And befides that he is ready to 
disband all his Forces, and to put in his Mijefty's power 
the Places of Rocroy^ le Chaftelet and Linchamp , 'whereof the 
two firft wer^ remitted to him by his faid Catholick Maj^ 
fty : And that as foon as he may have obtain'd leave, lie 
will fend an Exprefs to the faid Lord the King his So- 
vereign, to proteft yet more exprefly of all the fiiine 
Intentions, and of the Truth of his Submiflions, and tod^ 
liver to his Majefty fuch Aft or Writing fubfcrib'd by hinii 
as his Majefty (hall be pleased to prefcribe for aflbrance 
that he renounceth all Leagues, Treatys and Aflbciatiooi 
he might have made heretofore with his Catholick Majefty ^ 
and that for the future he will not take nor receive any 
Eftabliftiment, Penfion nor Benefit of any Foreign Kingor 
Potentate. And finally, for all the Interefts he may hav^ 
in what thing Ibever they may confift, he wholly remitteth 
them to the good pleafure and difpofition of his Majeftfi 
without any Pretenfion. His faid moft Chriftian Majefty, 
being informed of all the Premifesby his faid Plenipotentia- 
ry, and being fen fible of the faid Prince's Proceeding and 
Submiflion hath defir'd and confented, that his Interefts 
fhould be regulated in this Treaty, after the manner fol- 
lowing, granted and agreed on between the two Lords arsd 
Kings. 

LXXX. Firfty that the Prince ftjall lay down jSrras at 
thefurtheft within eight Weeks, reckoning from the Day of 
the fubfcribing of the prefent Treaty, and (hall efteftually 
disband all his Forces, both Horfe and Foot, French and 
Forei:;»iers, who make up the Body of the Army he com- 
mands in the Low-Countrys -^ and that after fuch manner as 
his moft Chriftian Majefty ftiall be pleas'd to prefcribe \ 
except the Garifons of ^tfrr<?)/, le Cbaftelef duxd Linchamp^ 
which ftiall be disbanded at the time appointed for the re- 
ftitution of the faid three Places : and the faid laying dowa 
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ind disbanding (hall be made by the faid Prince 
bomfidcy without tranfporting, lending or fel-

whatfoever, either Friends or Foes, or either

LXXXIV. And concerning the Charges and Govern- 
ments of Provinces or Places, whereof the faid Prince was 
provided, and which be poltefa'd before his going out of 
France^ his moft Chriftian Majefty hath for a long time 
conftantly refus'd to reftore him thereto, till being fenfibly ' 
affefted with the Proceeding and Submiffion aforefaid , 
of the faid Prince, when he wholly refer'd to his good plea- | 
fare anddifpofitiou all hislnterefis, without any Pretenfion, i 
and whalfoever was offer'd to him by his Citholick Majefty " 
fpr his indemnifying j his moft Chriftian Majefty hath at I 
length inclin'd to grant him what followeth, upon certain j 
Conditions hereafter fpecify'd, concluded and agreed on by I 
the faid Lords and Kings, viz.. That in cafe the Lord the -j 
CatholickKing, on his part, infteadof what he intended t() I 
give to the faid Prince towards the indemnifying of him, | 
will draw out the Spant^t Garifon that is in the Towrf, |

filuiite between the Rivers of Samhre and A-iatz.e, with the I 
Appurtenances, Dependences, Annexes and Dominions, af. 
ter the manner his faid Catholick Majefty hath above oblig'd 
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himfelf todo, by an Article of this prefent Treaty (which 
place of Avtmiis his faid Mijefty inrended alfo to have gi- 
ven among other things to the faid Prince) Provided his 
Majcfty doth perform the Premifcs aforefdid \ that is to 
fay, by way of conipenfition for the faid remitting and 
yielding of one of the faid pUces to the faid Lord the moll 
Chrillian King, to be for ever united and incorporated to 
the Crown of France ; and of the poing of the Spanifii G*^ , 
rifon out of the other, in the behalf of a Prince, who is i \ 
Friend and an Ally of his faid mofl Chriftian Majefty,! 
whom his Majefty hath defir'd to oblige, by virtue of the' 1 
Treaty of the faid Alliance : his faid mofl Chriftian Ma-.T 
jelly, for all things generally whatfoever that may concern. 
the Charges and Governments formerly polTefi'd by thtt/l 
faid Prince, or which any of thofc that belong to him ha^ 1 
ground to hope, none excepted, will give unto the fai^r.f 
Prince the Government of the Province of Burgimdy and^ 1 
Brefch^ wherein are underftood to be comprehended thC;-f 
Countrys of Bugey, Gex, and f^eromey : As alfo will give 
him the particular Governments of the C,;{lle oi DijoHf 
and of the Town ofSr. John de LAune\ and to the Duk^ i 
offn^a/whis Son, the Charge of Gr.ind Mafter of Fruflce. ' 
and of his Houlhold ■, with Briefs or Declarations of AITu- ] 
ranee onto the faid Prince to fecure it, in cafe the faid, J

LXXXV. His faid Majefty ftall caufe his Letters Paten^l 
of Aranefty to be difpatch'd in good form, for whaifoevec r 
the faid Prince, his Kindred, Servants, Friends, Adherent^, i 
and Domefticks, either Ecclefiaftical or Secular, have oC J 
may have doneoc undertaken heretofore aganft his Service^ J 
fo that neither he not they Ihallever be prejudic'd or fulTeEil 
for it at any time, nor their Heirs, SaccelTors and Afiigns,, I 
as if thofe things had never happen'd. And his faid Majefljr' ' 
Ihall never at any time make any inquifition againft th;: faid, 1 
Prince nor his, nor againft his Servants, Friends, Adhe-,'J 
rents, or Domefticks, either Ecclefiaftical or Secular, foc, j 
any Monys he or they have taken out of the general or " 
particular Receits, or out of his Caftoms and Farms. And 
his Majelty fliall not oblige them to any Reftitution of the 
laid Monys, nor of all the Levys of Contributions, Impo- 
iitions, Exaftions upon the People, and Aftsof Hoftility 
comtuitted in France, in whii manner foever it might be : 
The which ftiail be more particularly exprefs'd in the fiid 
letters of Amnefty, for the intire Security of the f-id

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Prince, andofthofe whoiiive follow'd him, thit they fhall 
never be profeciitsd, Troubled, nor nioiefted for the famp. 
LXXXVI. After the f.id Prince cf aWf hath on his 
pjrt fitisFv'd the contents of the three Articles, 80, 81, 82. 
oftheprefent Treaty, all Dutchys, Conntys, Lands, Lord- 
fltips, and Dominions, even thnfe of C/^rmonf, Sf sway, and 
2)««, as he had them before his f^oin^ out of France \ as 
alfo that of Jawier^, in cafe he hid it then, which formerly 
belong'd to the faid Prince j together with alt his other 
Eftiles and Goods, real or perfonal, of what quality (b- 
ever, in the manner aforefjid, (bill be relior'd to him 
really and indeed, or to fuch as the faid Prince, being in 
France^ fhall commit and appoint, to take in his name the 
poffclGonofthefiid Goods, and tofervehim in their Admi- 
Diflration- There (hall alfo be red or'd to him, and to his fjid 
Deputys, all Titles, Documents, and other Writings left 
at (he time of his going oat of the Kingdom, in the Houfes 
belonging to his fiid Lands and Lordibips, or elfewhere. 
And the fa id Princes fliall be re-integrated into the Irut 
and real PolTeflion of all the faid Dutchys, Countys, 
Lands, Lordlhipsand Dominions, with fuch Rights, Ad- 
thoriiys, Juflice, Chancery, Royal Gifts, Garners or Salt 
Siore-houics, Prefentations and Collations of Benefices, 
Graces and Pre h eminences, which he or his Predeceflors 
lii?e enjoy'd, and as he enjoy'd before his going out of the 
Kingdom i provided that he fhall leave BelLegarke and Man- 
trattd. in the itate they are at prefent. Whereupon fhall be 
difpatch'd to him, in as good form as he (ball defire ir, all 
Letters Pitent of his Majefty necelTary thereto. And he 
ftalt not he troubled, profecutcd, or mokfted in the Did 
PoSctlion and Enjoyment by the faid Lord the King, nor 
bj his Heirs, Succcfrors or Officers, direcVly or iodireftly, 
notwithllanding any Donations, Unions, or Incorporations 
that might have been made of the laid Dutchys, Coontys, 
Lands, Lordfliips and Dominions, Eftates, Honours, Dig- 
nitys, and Prerogatives of firrt Prince of the Blood, and 
any derogatory ClaufiS, Conftitutions, and Ordinances 
contrary thereunto. As alfo neither the faid Prince, nor 
any of his Heirs and SuccefTors, fay rcifonof things that 
he may have done, either in Ffrtwcc before his going out, 
or out cf :he Kingdom after his faid going out, nor for any 
Treatys or Intelligences wliatfoever, by hi.ii had or made 
with any Princes and Perfonswhatfoever, of what condition 
orqaality they be, fhall not bsmylefted, troubledjnor pro- 
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jfecuted: But all kinds of Proceedings, Arrcfts, even that 
of the Parliament of ?arh of the z-^th of AlArch 1654. 
Judgments, Sentences, and other Afls, that may alreidy 
Jiave been made and imi'd jgair.ft the faid Prince, both in 
civil and criminal matters, unlefs in the civil matter he hath 
voluntarily debated it, fbalt remain void and of noneefflft, 
and no purfuit (hall ev^r be made concerning the fjme, as 
if thofe things had never happen'd. And in refpi^rt of the 
Dominion of Alhres^ which the (aid Prince enjoy'd before 
his going Out of France^ and whereof his Majefty hatb 
fmceotherwifedifpos'd ; his Majefty fhall give unto the fiid 
Prince the Dominion of Bmrhonnois^ on the fame conditions 
upon which the Exchange of ihofi: two Dominions had al- 
ready been agreed, before the fiid Prince went out of the 
Kingdom. 

LXXXVII. As to the Kindred. Friends, Servants. Ad- 
herents and Domefticks of the (Sid Prince, either Eccje- 
fiaftical or Secular, who have follow'd his party ^ they (hall 
have liberty, in confequence of the Pardon and Anincfty 
id a foregoing Article mentinn'd, to return into France 
with the laid Prince, and fettle their nbode in fuch place 
K ihey (hall think be(t ^ and they (bill be re-e(iablijh'd, as 
the other Subjefls of the two Lords and King*, into the 
peaceable PolTeflion and Enjoyment of their Ellates, Ho- 
■noarsand Drgniiys, except the Charges, Offices and Go- 
vernments which they were poffefs'd of before their going 
out of the Kingdom, to enjoy by tficm the fiid Eftaics, 
Honours and Dignitys, as they held and po(refs'd them. 
Yet they (ball not pretend any Reftitotion for the Enjoy- 
ments of the time psft, either from fnch to whom his Ma- 
jefiy had given the fame, or in any other manner whatfo- 
ever. As likewife they (hall be re-eltablilb'd into their 
Rights, Names, Reafons, Actions, Succedions, and Inhe- 
ritances to thcni accru'd, or to the Children and Widows 
of fuch as are deceas'd, during their ablence out of the 
Kingdom^ as alfo fuch Moveables by them left, ihallbere- 
ftor'd to them if they be found ineffe. And his Mijefty, 
ia contemplation of the Peace, doth declare null and of 
none effeft (except as to their fiid Charges, Offices and 
Governments) all Proceedings, Arrefts, even that of the 
Parliament oi Paris of the 271& of March 1654. Sentences, 
lodgments, Adjudications, Donations, Incorporations, and 
Other Afts, that may have been mide againft them or their 
Heirs, for having follow'd the faid Prince's Party •, and that 
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botl) in civil and criminal matters, unlefs in ilic civil matters, 
they have voluntarily debated : and neither they nor theip, 
Heirs fh?ll ever be profecuted, troubled or moleiled for the, 
ft me.

Ijcular differences happen'd between the Princes who ds 
jioBefs any Dominions there; the two Lords and Kings hiVe 
concluded and igreed, that they will jointly interpofe, fin* 
cerely and preflingly, their Offices and Supplications to- 
wards our Holy Father the Pope, until they may have oIh 
tain'd of his Holinefs that he might be pleas'd to caufetha 
difference to be ended without delay, cither by an Agrw 
ment or by Juflice, which the Duke of Aiadena hath b(t 
fo long fince wilh the Apoftolical Chamber, touching d(

ces and Supplications towards our Holy Father thcPopt,

which their Mijeftys have To often deiiundedof him ringly^S 
in the behalf of the Duke of P^r/wd, thirhenray hivepowJ 
er to difchargc, at feveul convenient Intervals of iini»J 
the Debt he hath contr.ifted to the Apoftolieal Chanib«t3 
by lilte intervals; and that by that means, ^id with th«;« 
engaging or alienating of part of his D'lnii loni of Cajini ' 
and RoneiglioJJe, he may find fuch Moiys js are necclTary 
to him for the prefervatton of the reft of his Dominions.

'With the delire, and open'd them the means of reconciling 
ithemfdres, and granting Peace to their People, than by 
applying themlclves, and endeavourins; with all theic 
povffer to procure and prelerve the like TranqoiUity unto

France^ nor for any other fubject or pretence whatioevi^ 
CV. It hath been likewife agteed and concluded^ tl 
his Catholick Majefty (ball pay ready Mony to the La 

Dotch^ 
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Dutchefi of Chevreufe the fam of 55000 PhilippufeSy Cich of 
ten Rests, amounting to 165000 Livres French Money ; 
and that tot the Price of the Lands and Lordftiips of A>r- 
pin and Lvnmerfiin, with the Aids and Dependences of the 
(ijd L^nds, the faid Dutchefs had parchas'd of his Caiho- 
licJt Majefty, according to his faid Majefly's Letters Pa- 
tent of ihc fccond of Jane 1646. Out of which Lands 
and Lordfhips, the faid Lady hath fince been lurn'd by his 
Catholick Majefty's Minifters, beciufc of the prefent War, 
and his faid Majelty hath difpos'd of them in the behalf of 
the Eleftor oiCohgn : And tne faid Payment of55ooo Phi~ 
lippzifes., each of ten Reals, fliall be made by his faid Ca- 
tholick Majefty unto the faid Lady of Chevreufe, by the 
two Terms-, the firft within fix months from the day of 
the date of thefe Prefents, and the relt fix months after, 
fo that in a year's time they may have receiv'd the whole 
Stim. 

CVL All Ptifonersof War, of what Nation or Condi- 
tion foevcr, being detain'd on either fide, fliall be fct at li- 
fcerty, in paying their Espences, and what they may o- 
therwife owe ^ but without paying any Ranfom, uniefs 
they have agreed before olherwife : in which cafe the Trea- 
tys Qiade by them before this day, (hall be executed ac- 
cording to their form and fenfe. 

CVII. All other Prifoners and Siibjefls of the faid Lords 
and ^ings, who by the calamity of the Wars might hap- 
pen to be detain'd in their Majeftys Gailys, fhall be fpec-' 
dily deliver'd and fet at liberty, without any delay, for any 
caufe or occafion whatfocver, and without demanding any 
thing for their Ranfom, or for their Expences. As alfo 
iQiall be fet at liberty, ,after the fame manner, all French 
Soldiers that fball be found to be detain'd Prifoners in the 
Places held by his Catholick Majefty upon the Coafts of 
Africa, without demanding of them, as aforefaid, any 
thing for their Ranfom or Expences. 

CVIIl. Provided all the Premifes be duly obferv'd, it 
hath been cqnduded and agreed. That the Treaty made at 
Fervins'm the year 1568. is again confirm'd and approv'd 
by the faid Plenipotentiaries in all its Points, as if the 
fame vvas here inferted word for word, and without inno- 
vating a(iy thing therein, nor in any of the other former 
Treatys, v?bicli ihall remain in their full force, in whatfo- 
L (iy^f i; 1^ n<jt derogai^d unto by this prefenl Treaty.

CAX. And as teaching the things contiiny in the aforfr 
bid Treaty of 1598. and in a former made in the year 
1559. which have not been executed according to the tenor 
of the fa id Treaty s, the execution fliall be made and per- 
form'd, in fuch things as are yet unperform'd : And for 
that end CommiflQoners fliall be appointed on both fides, 
within two months^ with (bfficient power to agree together, 
within the fpace that fliall be matoally agreed on, <^o°^ero» 
ing all things to be yet executed,either touching the Interefts 
otthe faid Lords and Kings, or the Interefts of the Comr 
monaltys and private Perfons, their Sub]e£b, who fliaD have 
any thing to aemand, or complaint to make on either fide, 
ex. The faid Commiffioners fliall likewife have care, by 
Virtue of their powers, to regalate the limits, as well be- 
tween the Dominions and Countrys that of old have be- 
long'd to the faid Lords and Kings, about which there have 
been feme Debates, as between the Dominions and Lord- 
fliips that are to remain to each of them, by the prefent 
Treaty, in the Low Countrys. And particularly a Sepati- 
tion (hall be made by the faid Commiffioners of the Chaf- 
tellanys and other Lands and Lordfliips that are to remain 
to the faid Lord the moft Chriftian King, from fuch Chrf- 
tellanys, Lands and Lordfliips as are to remain to the faid 
Lord the Catholick King ^ fo that hereafter there may a- 
rife no difpute about the fame, and that the Inhabitants and 
Subjefts on both fides might not be difl:urb'd. And in cafe 
they cannot agree touching the Contents of the prefent 
Article, and of the next foregoing. Arbitrators uiall be 
appointed by common Confenr, who fliall take cognizance 
of whatfoever fliall remain undecided between the (aid 
Commiflioners *, and the Judgments that fliall be rendered 
by the faid Arbitrators, fliiU be executed on both fides 
without any delay or difficulty. 

CXI, For tlieSatisfdftion and Payment of what may be 
due on both (ides for the ranfom of the Prifoners of War, 
and for fuch Rxpences as they may have made during their 
IniprifoniiKnt, fince the beginning of the War until the 
di/ of the prefent Peace, in conformity to the Treatys 
nride for the exchanging of the faid Prifoners, and namely 
thit of 1646. made at Soijfons^ the Marquifs of Cafl:el Xi- 
drigo being Governor of the Low Countrys \ it hath been con- 
cluded and agreed, that the Expences of fuch Prifoners as 
have been already released, or are to be released without 
ifom by virtu,; of the prefent Peace, fliall be prefentlr 

paid, 
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paid, ready Money on both fides i and that as to the other 
Prifoners that have been releas'd by virtue of the particular 
Treatys ftf Exchange madu during the War, and before 
the prefent Treaty, Comr«ifiii>ners (hall be appointed on 
both fides, within a month of the Exchange of the Ratifi- 
cations of the prefent Treaty, who Ihall meet at fuch 
Place as {hall be agreed on towards Flanders^ whither alfo 
the Accounts concerning the Priionersmadein the Kingdom 
oi NnpUs and Sicily, and thet! Dpendences, in the State 
oi Milan and in Piedmont^ in the Principality of Caralouiay 
and in the Countvs of Rcujfillon and Cerdana^ and other 
Places of Spain, befide? whjt concerns the Frontiers be- 
tween ir^jwce and the Lore Caunrryty fhall be carry 'd: And 
the faid Accounts being ftated by them, both for their Ex- 
pences for Diet, and for this Ranfom, after the manner 
praftis'd in other Treatys of that nature, the Lord and 
King who fhail be found Debtor to the other by the {Vating 
of the faid Accounts, doth oblige himfelf to pay in ready 
Money, bonAfide, and without delay, unto the other of the 
faid Lords and Kings, the Sums whereof he (hall reoiaifi 
Debtor to him, for the Expencss and Ralifoms of the faid 
Prifoners at War. 

CXll. As it might well happen that the particular Per- 
fons interefted on both fides, in the reftitution of the 
Goods, into the Propriety and Enjoyment whereof they 
ought to re-enter by virtue of the prefent Treaty, (hou'd 
find under divers Pretences, Difficultys and Refinance in 
their Re-eftablilhment by fuch as are now in pofTefiion of 
the faid Goods, or that any other ObftrutUons Ihou'd a- 
rife in the full execution of the Premifes ; it hath been 
concluded and agreed, that the Qid Lords and Kiiigs Ihall 
appoint each of them one of their Minifters 10 repair to the 
Court of the other, and other Places if need be, to the 
«nd that hearing jointly, at the place where the fiid Mini- 
fters Ihall meet, fuch Perfons as (hall apply themfelves to 
them about thofe Affairs, and taking cognizance of the 
Contents of the Articles of the Treaty, and of what the 
did Partys (hall offer unto them, they might declare toge- 
ther unanimoufly, briefly and fummarily, without any o- 
iher formality of Juftice, what ought to be executed, ilTu- 
jng thereupon the neceljary Aft and Inftrument of their 
Declaration -, which Aft (hall be perform'd without admit- 
ting or leaving any room to any Coniradiftion or Reply. 
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CXin, The execution of the prefcnt Peace, in what fe- 
gardeth the reftitution and fiirrendring of the Places 
which the fiid Lords and Kings are to reftore and put in 
the hands one of the other refpeftivcly, or of their AUys^ ' 
by virtue of, and in conformity to this Tieaty, fliall be 
imde at the timt, and after the following manner. 

CXIV. Firft, without Itaying for the exchange of the 
Ratifications of the prefent Treaty, to the end the ForCefe 
which make up the Army of the moft Chriftian King, and 
the Garifons of the Places he holdeth in /r.f(v, might repafs 
the Alp! before the Ice doth fhiu up the PaiTages, both the' 
laid Plenipotentiarys have concluded and agreed. That 
they take upon themfeWes ro have the Orders of their Ma- 
jefty* rcfpeiaivelj-, forthwith fent by Expreffss unto the 
Duke of Noifi/lety and the Count of Fuenfiidana-, as aHo 
to the Marqoifs of C:7f fl«»e, for what concerneth him, t& 
make, upon the thirtieth of the inftanc November:, the fol- 
lowing Reftitutions, viz.. Upon that day fhali be reftor'd

CXV. The exchange of the Ratifications being made 
within the day that hereafter (hall benam'd, on the iwsntf 
feventh day of Decettiber of this prefent year, fhall' be 
reftor'd, by the faid Lord the moftCiirifti^nKingj Hnto his 
Catholiek Mijefty the Places of ^ae^f«.i)-(J,(Wd>-*jV/e,i1irHi«j 
and Cominet uport the River iyj, Dixmiide and Parties, witn 
the Pofts- of L.J Finti/le and La Qucnsque. As alfa, upoA the 
fame z/th day of Decemhvf, ftull be reftoCd by the fafd 
Lord the Catholiek King, unto his moft Chtiftiarr Majefty, 
the Places of Kocroy and Limhttmp, 

CXVL Eight days after, wfhichWill bethefourrh of^a* 

wa3»7 of the next yeari666. fhaH be reftor'd by the faid 

Lord the moft Chriftian King, unto his Catholiek Majefty, 

the PJaces of Jprw, La Eaffce, Bergh St. tVyiiox, and the

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Fort R.oy»l thereof; and all the Pods, Towns und Caftles, 
taken by the frewi Arms in the Principality o( Citaloniaf 
except Refis^ Fort of the Trinity^ and Cape At Quiers : as 
likewjTe upon the fimc fourth day of January, fliail be rc- 
ftor'd by the faid Lord the Catholick King, and put into 
the hands and in the power of his moft Chriftian Majefty, 
the Phce^of Htfiiifiy Fhilippsvi/Ie, and Marienhurg, 

CXVIl. After the Prince of Oniii haih render'd his re- 
fpe^ts to the moft Chriftian King his Sovereign Lord, and 
is fettled again into the Honours of his Grace, the Place* 
o(,Avemes and Julieri HiaU he, by the Lord the Catholic " 
King put into the hands and in the power of his mol 
I Chriftian Majefty and of the Duke of Newburg. And th 
fame day, the faid Lord the moft Chriftian King Oiall n 
Itore unto his Catholick Majefty, the Ports, Towns, For 
and Caftles taken by the French in the County of Burgui 
dy^ after the manner, and at the time more particularly a- 
greed upon by their faid Majeftys. 

CXvUl. Upon fuppofition and condition that the faid 
Commiftioners, that are to be appointed to declare the 
Places that ought to belong to each of the faid Lords and 
Kings, in the County s and Viquerysof Confians and Cer- 
elana, ftiall have before concluded and unaninioufly made 
the Declaration that is to regulate for the future the Limits 
of both Kingdoms; as alfo, when all the aforefaid Refti- 
tutions are made and punftoally performed, his moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty ftiall reftore upon the fifth of A^ay of the 
next year i66a unto his Catholick Majefty, the Places and 
Poft,s of Safes, the Fi"-t of the Trinity^ and Cmc de Quieriy 
upon the conditions more particularly agreed on by their 
Majeftys. 

CXIX. It hath likewife beeti concluded and agreed, that 
in the Exchange that fliall be made of /.'J BaQ'ee-, and Bergh 
St. it^fiox, and its Royal Fort, wizh PhilippcviSe andAia- 
riefiburg, there ftiaU be left in the faid Places as much Ar- 
tillery, both in number, and of the fame weight and qua- 
lity, as well in the one as in the other ; as alfo as much Am- 
munition of War of all forts, and Viftuils, as the Com- 
miffipners appointed oa both fides ftiall agree bona fide, and 
. fliall ifee it performed : So that what fhall be found over and 
above, as well in the one as in the other, may be taken out 
of the faid Places, and tranfported any where elfe, where 
the Lord and King ftiall pleafe, to whom thai greater 
quantity of the things aforefaid ftiall be found tQ belong.

and obferv'd as fuch -, and tho on that account^ it woald 
feem there's no need of any other Solemnity to make it 
firm, yet nevcrthelefs it is their Majeftys Will (if my Ap- 
probation might be convenient on any Confideration what- 
ever) that I Ihould incontinently give ir, when the Ma^ 
riage agreed on came to be folemniz'd and contrafted, and 
that my Approbation (hould have all the Claufes and neccf 
dry Solemnitys according to, and as it is ItipuUtedandde- 
clar'd more particularly by the Act of Ten Articles, the 
Tenor of the fifth and fixth of which taken from the Origi' 
nal are iafcrted here I^erbatim as follows :

moft beloved Brother the King oiGreat Britain. 

The King of Gre.it Britain being delirous more and 
more to increafe the Frienddiip already contrafted with 
his moft Chriltian Majefty, has thought himfelf oblig'd to 
give ear to the Propofals made to him on his part, to treat 
upon reafonable Conditions concerning the Town and 
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Citadel of Dunkirk, md to embrace the fame as the moft 
agreeable and efficacious means to perpetuate the good Un- 
derrtanding he is dcfirouv to propagate with his moft 
Chrillian Majelty, and which is fo neceJTiry for the Good 
of his Subjefts, and the common Tranquillity of both Na- 
tions , and after feveril Conferences had been held on this 
occafion with the Count d'Efirades^ Knight of the moft 
Chriltian King's Orders, heretofore his Ambaffador in f"«g- 
iand-, and at this time AmbafTador Extraordinary in //oA 
landj the following Articles have been agreed on in the 
moft Chriftian King's Name by the Count t^' Eftradesy with 
the Earl of Clarendon Lord High Chancellor of EngUnd^ 
the EitY of Southampton Lord Hifch Treaforer of England-, 
the Duke of yllbemarle, and the Earl of Sandwich^ in the 
name of the King of Great Britain^ and by virtue of the 
Powers given ihem and inferted at the end of this Treaty. 

I. In the firft place it's concluded and agreed. That the 
Town of Dunkiriy together with its Citadel, Redoubts, 
old and new Fortifications, and in general every thing that 
inakesup the Bodyol" the Place, the Outworks, Gounter- 
ftarps. Rights of Sovereignty, Sluices, Dams, Ports and 
Havens, Lands and Propertys, Appurtenances, annex'd 
Dependences, Teiritorys and Countrys belonging there- 
Hnto ; the whole in the condition now 'tis, (hall be put 
intothehandsof his moft Chriltian Majefty, or fuch Com- 
niiftioners as he fhall appoint, and furnilh with a full pow- 
er for that end, withi.i fifteen days ts reckon from the 
date of his moft Chriftian Majefty's Ratification of this 
Treaty, or fooner if it can be done. 

IL Moreover, all the Brick, Lime, Stone, and in gene- 
ral all the Marerials that are upon the pUce, dcfign'dfoj: 
the fiiid Fortifications, belonging to the King of (jrfjK^r/- 
t/tin, together with all the Artillery and Ammunition of 
War, according to the Number, Quantity and Quality 
they are found to be in, and the Inventory taken of them 
by the King oi Great Brirain before the Conclufion of this 
Treaty, and which ftiall be fpecify'd at the end thereof, 
without alienating or detaining any part of the fame, by 
the Officers commanding in the faid Place, or any other 
who may have them in their coftody. 

III. And in cafe the Magazines be found defeftive, and 
any partof the Inventory wanting, the faid King of Great 
Byitain (hili be oblig'd to pay the Price thereof, according 
£0 the Judgment and Valuation put upon it by Merchants 
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of the two Nations, who fliall be noniioated to this pur- 
pole. 

IV. At the fime time alfo the Fort oi Alardike, the 
Wooden Fort, the ^reat and fmall Forts between Dunkirk 
and Bergh St- Wynox-, ftiall be put into the hands of the faid 
molt Chriiiian King, or his Commiflioners, together with 
their Amis, Artillery and Ammunition, in the condition 
ihey are found to be in at this time. 

V. That the fjid Town and Citadel of Dunkirk, toge- 
ther with its Forts, Artillery, Ammunition, Rights of So- 
vereignty, Countrys, and in general every thing depending 
thereon, as abovefaid, is fold to the moft Chriftian King, 
and ihiU be deliver'd up by the faid King of Great Britain 
or his ConmiilTirys, in the fpace of fifteen days, to be rec- 
Iion'd from the time of the Ratification of this Treaty, or 
fooner if it can be done. 

VI. That the Qid Bargain and Sale is made in Con- 
fideration of the Sum of five Millions of Livres, according 

ito the Computation and Value of French Money, and the 
prefent Currency thereof, viz.. a filver Crown at fixty Sols : 
Of which Sum two Millions of Livres Ihail be paid down in 
the faid place, at the fame time that it fhal! be put into the 
f hands of his moft Chriftian Majefty, or his Commillioners. 
The faid two Millions fhall be carry'd and put on board 
the Ships, which the faid King of GreM Britain fhall fend 
into the Havens of the faid Place for that purpofe -, and 
thofe Ships fhall have liberty, when they think fit, to go 
out of it. And the other three Millions remaining (hall be 
paid in the two years following, via. Fifteen hundred thou- 
fand Livres each year at four Payments every three months, 
the three firtt to be of four hundred thoufand Livres each, 
and the laft of three hundred ihoufand, making up in the 
whole the faid three Millions in the fpace of the faid two 
years : which Payments in the faid two years fhall be made 
in the Town of Dunkirk, to thofe who (hill be impower'd 
to receive it by the King of Great Britain ^ and fufficient 
Security (hiU be given at London for the due and faithful 
Performance of the fame. 

VII. It's agreed and concluded, That the faid Payments 
of the five Millions, regulated as in the preceding Article, 
(hall ba all made in filver Money, as current in Fra^ice at 
the time of the prefent Treaty, reckoning fisty SohTaur- 
nay to a Crown. And in cafe it Ihould come to pals that 
his moft Chriltian Majefty fhould hereafter raife the price 
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of his Moneys, it's agreed that that fhall have no infloence 
upon the Payments ftipulared in this Treaty. 

VIII. And torafmuch as his mofl: Chriftian Majefly hath 
defir'd, that the (aid King of Great Bthmk would warrant 
the Sale of the faid Town of Dunkirk \ it's covenanted and 
agreed, that the faid King of Great Britain doth warrant 
the faid PUce of Dunkirk^ with al! its Circumftances and 
Dependences, for the fpace of two years only, to the nioft 
Chriilian King : and to that end does oblige hinifelf, thai 
in cafe the King of Spain^ from whom it was taken by the 
Right of Arms, Ihould happen during that time, or any 
other Aggreflbr, to dilpute the matter with his moft Chrif- 
tian Majelly, and by open Force lay liege to the fame ; 
the King of Great Britain in that cafe does oblige himfelf 
and promife, that he will during the fpace of two years 
only as aforefald, and no longer, defend it in conjanftion 
with his moft Chrifiiin Majefty, and engages to furnifli as 
numerous a Fleet of Ships, as ftiall be adjudg'd fufficient 
for preferving a free Paflage to it to the Sea-ward, by 
•which ihofe Succours that ate adjudg'd neceflary may be 
thrown in. 

IX. And if it fhonid fo happen, that notwitbftanding 
all the Refiftince nude by the faoie place, and the Efforts 
made by the two Kings for fuccouring it, it ihould be taken 
by the King of Spain^ either by open Force or Surprize and 
Intelligence i the faid King of Great Britain does in like 
manner oblige himfelf, and promifes during the faid two 
years only, to furnith a confiderable Fleet towards the re- 
taking of it, and fuch a number of Ships as Ihall be thotight 
fufficient to make him Matter of the Sea, and the mouth of 
the Harbour, and to concur in good earneft with his moft 
Chriltian Majefty in this Defign. 

X. His Majefty of Great Britain does oblige himfelf, and 
promifes, that the Garifon in marching out of Dunkirk 
ihalt commit no diforders, fo as that the Houfes, Churches, 
Fortifications and Calerns, may recsive any damage, and 
that no Violence fluU be offer'd to the Townfmen, Priefts 
and Religious Perfons^ and in cafe it (hould come to pafs, 
that notwithllanding the good Orders given by his faid 
Majefty of Great Britain, the (aid Garifon Ihould grow 
lb unruly, as that the Townfmen may fuftain fotne lofs, 
and the Fortifications receive damage, his faid Majefty pro- 
miitis to make Reparation for the fame by punifliing the 
Guilty, and making falisfaftion for the faid Lodes, accord- 
ing 
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ing to the Eftimate which ftiall be made by Commiffioners 
chofeti oat of both Nations for that efFcft. 

XI. That all the Debts contrafted by the Officers or 
Soldiers in Garifon, and due to the Townfiiien or lahabi- 
Tants of Dunkirk^ fmce the Reftoration of the faid King of 
Great Britain to his Dominions, Oiall be piid when they 
march out of tWe Place, as the fame rtiall be adjufted by 
Montieur Retrefort Governor of the faid Place for the King 
oiGreat Britain, with the Burpoiuafter and Bailiff of the 
faid Town -, and that the faid King of Great Britain (hall 
charge himfelf with the Payment thereof, out of the Pay 
due to the faid Garifon, in cafe it ftiould fo happen that 
any of the Officers or Soldiers do not voluntarily and of 
themfelves difcharge the fame. 

XII. And forafmuch as a Townfman of Dunkirk^ whofe 
Name is Gouvard, hath undertaken at his own Coll and 
Charge to bnild a Bridge crofs the Haven, and that the 
laid King ofGreat Britain in confideration thereof has given 
him leave to raife a certain Toll of thofe who rtiall pifs 
over the faid Btidge, &c. till fuch time as he (hall be ful- 
ly reimburs'd the Expence and Charges he has been at; 
and alfo promis'd him in cafe he Ihould happen to difpofc 
«f the faid Place, he would oblige the Prince with whom 
"he (hould bargain about it, to allow him to raife the fame 
Toll, till fuch time as he fiioald be fully re-imburs*d : the 
molt Chriftian King, in confideration hereof, hath promis'd 
to fuffer the faid Gouvard to enjoy the faid Toll, in the 
fame manner as if the Place had coniinu'd (till in the hands 
of the King oi Great Britain. 

XIII. That the En^lilh Merchants, and others of that 
Nation, the Subjects of the K\\\% o\ Great Britain., (hall 
be allow'd to retire out of the faid Town, with all their 
Movables, and in general with all forts of Merchandizes 
belonging to them, excepting Corn and other Provi(ions 
and Ammunitions of War, which (hall not be carry'd away 
for the fpace of one month ; but they (hall be oblig'd to fell 
them at the Market-price. And in cafe it (hould fo happen, 
that they cannot fell them in that month's time, they ihall 
be free to carry them away, whitherfoever they plealc. 
And as for Immovables, they may fell them ; for which 
ihey Ihall be allow'd three months time, or more if necefla- 
ry : it being always to be underftood, that they (hall 
before they quit the faid Place, and fell their faid Goods, 
be oblig'd to pay all their Debts, or give fuch Security for

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the Payment of the fame, wherewith their Creditors fhal! 
be fatisfy'd. 

XiV. The Points and Articles above-naiii'd, together 
with every thing contain'd in all or any of them, have bccni 
treated of, agreed, pafs'd, and ftipnlated, viz.. between the 
faid Count d'Bftrodes^, for and in the name of his moft Chrif- 
tian Maiefty, and the Earl o^ Clarendon Lord High Chan- 
cellor of England^ the Earl of Southnmpton Lord High , 
Treafurer, the Duke oi Albemarle, and the Ear! oi S.-itidmch^ 
for and in the name of theKingofG^-f-it^r/rif/WjasCommif- 
fioners chofen for that end by their Majeitys^ who by virtue 
of [he Powers given thera, have promis'd and do promife 
under the Obligation and Engagement of all and fingularthe 
Goods and Eftates now or at any time hereafter poflels'd by 
the Kings their refpeftive Mafters, that they fhail be invio- 
lably obierv'd and accomplifh'd by their Maieftys,and that 
they will caufe the fame to be exaftly and lincerely ratify'd, 
without any Addition, Diminution, or Curtailing; and of 
which they fhall mutually deliver to and receive of each 
other authentick and feal'd Letters, wherein all that is con- 
tain'd in this prefent Treaty ihall be inlerted word for 
word, and that within fifteen days after the date ofthefe 
Prefents, and fooner if it can be done.

King 
oi France and Navarre., on the one part, and the moft 
Serene and the moft Potent Prince CW/« II. King oi Great 
Britain on the other; npon the account of the War that 
was on foot between him the King oiGreat Britain and the 
High and Mighty Lords the States Genera! of tho United 
Provinces of the Low Cauntrysy things .it laft thro' the Di- 
vine Goodncfs have been brought to that pafs, as to make 
them entertain rhoughts of a Peace -, the moft Serene and 
mofl PuifTant Prince, Charles King of Sweden^ and of th# 
Goths and Vandsls., having interpos'd liis good and fincere 
Offices by way of Mediation, to which he was inclin'd by 
the Love J nd particular Efteem he has fortheforemention'd 
Kings in War with one another, and for their Kingdoms, 
and alfo animated with the Zeal he hath for the Good of 
Cfcri^eiirfom 
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Omfieudoffi, and for reftoring and fecuring the Repofe and 
Tranquillity thereof : And that in order to attain to this 
end, the Partys conceni'd have by mutual Confent and A- 
greement pilch'd upon and nam'd the Town of Breda to be 
the Place where their Ainbafladors and Plenipotentiarys 
were to meet.

SEEING that by the Peace concluded not long ago 
at Breda, between the moil fcrene and moft potent 
Prince Charles \\. King o^ Great Britain^ on the one 
and thehigh and mi&hty Lords, the States General of 
1^ United Provinces, on the other j the antient Friend- 
^•fliip and good Correfpondence between the two Nations, 
lias by the Grace of God been reflor'd \ infomuch, that m 
order for rhe future quiet, to cut off all manner of occafion 
for new Differences, that might arile between the Subjefti 
of both Nations, and fo interrupt the faid Friendihip and 
good Correfpondence-, they in like manner agreed on cer- 
liin Articles and Rules for Navigation and Gommerce : and 
niore particularly by the eleventh Article of thef^id Trealjr 
it was concluded, that the faid King, and the faid Lords 
the States General Ihould remain Friends, Confederates, 
and ftriftly united in a way of Friendfhip and Necclfity, 
for the Defenfe of the Rights and Immunicys of the Snhr 
jefts of both Nations, againft any whofoever they may be, 
who (bill endeavour to diftorb the Peace and Tranquillity 
pf either State by Sea or' Land, or who Uvine in the 
Dominions of either Parry, ihall be declar'd publick Ene- 
niys of either of them. But there having been no Aid nor 
Methods particularly agreed on, by which one Party ought 
to fuccour the other in fijch a cafe i it's agreed by the laid 
King oi Great Britnw, and the fiid States, for the better 
confirmingand itrengrhning of the faid Confederacy in the 
firft place, and before all other things, that the faid Treaty 
cofiducjed 
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concluded at Bredit., and the faid Regulations reUting to 
Navigation and Commerce, bt confirm'd as the {tmt is 
hereby confirm'd by mutual and an indilToluble Obligation, 
faithfally to obferve and fulfil the fame ', and requiring, 
that the Subjefts on both fides do religioufly and exaiVly 
eblerve and fulfil it according to the genuine Senfe and

That therefore it may appear, there is a greater Incrcafe 
of Friendfliip between the faid King and the faid Lords 
the States Genera!, by their concerting proper Meafiire* 
for their mutual D^-fenfe, which was o:iiirted in the former 
Articles ; and that by a ftrifler League and Union full Pro- 
TiQon may be made for the mutual Security and Defenfe 
of both their Dominions, agiinlt: the reftleTs Endeavours and 
hoftile Infults of any other whitlbever, be it under what 
prerence it will : we the under-written, hy virtue of the, 
Mandates and full Powers given ns, and hereto anncs'd,

■*■ King oi Great Britain^ and the high and mighty Lords 
theStatesGeneralof the United Provinces, confideringand 
revolving with much Grief upon the Miferysand Calamitys 
of War, which lately was kindled between the two Crowns^ 
and which by a fort of inevitable Neceflity involv'd the 
greatef^ pan of the Princes and SXiKtiof Chrifiendem'w the 
ume Misfortune, whereby the Flame was creeping on to 
catch the>Jeighbourhood,unlefsiimely and feafonablyextin- 
guifh'd j have look'd upon thenifelvcs as very defeflivc in 
the exercife of their good Offices and Powers given them 
by God. if after the Amity that has happily been reftor'd, 
under ine Aofpices of Divine Providence, and the antient 
Alliance renew'd between Great Britain and the States Ge- 
neral ; and that at the fame time, theantient FriendOiip 
had been fettled between four great Powers, who were en- 
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gag'd in'lhat bloody War, they did not fedoloufly apply 
their Minds, and ufe alt ihsir Induftry, in compofing the 
Differences jrifen between the faid two Crowns, efpecially 
fo as to put an end to the faid War kindled on the Fron- 
tiers : Moreover, feeing the Qioft ferene King of Grtat Bri- 
tain-, and the high and mighty Lords the States General of 
the.United Provinces, have, after much labour and various 
Soliicitations, brought the moft Chriftian King to promife 
the States Genera!, That he from henceforward would lay 
down his Arms, provided t\ie Spaniards vitxsusdy folemn- 
\y and fairly to yield unto him, by a Treaty of Peace, all 
the Places and Fortrefles, as alfo Chaliellinys with their 
Appurtenances, which he had the preceding Campaign 
feiz'd on and conquer'd with his Arms ; or that the Spani- 
ards nvghthc mov'd to transfer to him all their Right in the 
Datchy of Luxemburg, (or in the Dutchy of 5ar^aBJy)be- 
ddet Cambrity, w'nh tht Cafiihrejis^ Doway^ St.Omer.s, Berg 
■ St- It^HW, Fumes and Lint, with their Bayliwicks, Chal- 
tellanys and Appurtenances ; and that the moit Chrinian 
King in cafe the laft be done, fliill reftore to the King of 
Spain all the Places and Territorys4)slonging to the King of 
Spaif>, which the preach hive conquer'd fince their invading 
offlanders, upon condition that their High Mightinefles 
the States General (hall reciprocally take care and latisfy 
the raoft Chriftian King, that they will bring the Spaniards 
by Arguments, and other Motives, to comply with the 
fame Terms ^ they are of opinion, that they in this Junc- 
ture fhould ufe their beft Endeavours, not only with both 
the faid Kings, but alfo, in Conjunftion and by Communi- 
cation of Counfels with other neighbouring Princes and 
States, frequently to ftir up the faid two Crowns to make 
a Peace upon the Terms and Conditions before-tiiention'd.

^ his or their Counfellors, fo as to give their Confent to the 
afotefaid Terms. 

III. That the moft Chriftian King may have no jaft 
caafe to refufe the faid Ceflition. the King of Great Bri- 
tain, and the States General, do oy the fame Treaty bind 
themfelves, that every thing taken by the Arms of France 
lift Campaign, or another Equivalent mutually to be agreed 

"" on, (hall really and effeitualty be yielded 10 France. 

IV. That the moft Chriftian King be induc'd and excited 
to give Credit to, and to have intire confidence in the faid 
Promifc^ and that from thence forward his Arms (hall 
ceafe to aft in the Netherlands : but yet that if contrary to 
all Hope and Expeftation, the King oi Great Britain, and 
the States General, cannot by their Exhortations and En- 
gagements, induce the Spaniards before the end of May 
next to give their Confent to the faid Conditions of Peace, 
but that there wilt be a necefiity thereupon, of taking more 
efHcacious Meafures ; neverthelefs, the French (hall not 
move nor make any progrefs with their Arms, within the 
Confines of the NetbeHands \ but theKingof Greaf BriVa/w, 
and the States General, fhall bind and take upon themfelves 

[ to effeft all that fhall be neceflary, to bring the Spaniards 
to accept of the abovefiid Articles of Peace, and (o tliat it 
(hall not be free for the moft Chriftian King, to commit any 
Afts of Hoftility in the faid Coontrys, nor feizeany Town, 
tho it yields of itfelf, ttnlefs the King a^Grent Britain snd 
the States ceafe and fail to perform the Agreement now 
fpoken of. 

V. When a Peace is concluded between the two Crowns, 
not only the King of Great Britain and the States General 
fliall be Guarantees thereof, but alfo the Emperor and all 
the neighbouring Kings and Princes, who think themfelves in- 

I {erefted therein) that fo Chri&-tndam may remain undifturb'd. 
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and the NetherLmds be reftor'd and contino'd in its former 
Tranquillity ., to which end the number of Forces and o- 
ther things (hall be afcertain'd that are to be made ufe of 
againft either of the Partys, who fhall infringe or violate 
the Peace, and Reparation made to him that is injur'd. 

VI. All and fingalar the things contain'd in theft Articles, 
fhall in due and authentick Form bcconfiriii'd and ratify'd, 
within four Weeks after the date hereof, and Iboner if that 
can be done, by the faid King of Great Britain^ and the 
Taid Lords the States General of the Vnittd Proviacesy 
tinder their refpeftive Seals ^ and the Inftruments of Ratifi- 
cation ihall beexchang'd within that time. 

In witnefs of all and finguUr the Premifes, and to give 
thetii the greater eificacy, we have (ign'd and feal'd them.

SEEING the King oi Great Briiaitj, and the States 
General of the "United provinces^ have been very defi- 
rous that the King of Sweden flioald, together with thole 
two Powers, become a Principal in the League agreed on 
and fign'd this day by their Deputys and Picnipotentiarys, 
by which means a fudden and fafe Peace may be made be- 
tween the two neighbouring Kipgs, and that fo, by the 
divine Blelling, the publick Tranquillity may he reftorcd 
thtoaghnot Chrifiendom : Befides, feeing the King of Sive- 
den hinifelfj'even from the beginning of thofe Troubles, 
which brake forth between the faid two Kings, hath lefli- 
fy'd as well to the King of Gre.^t Britain, as to the States 
Genera!, the real and fin cere Purpofe and Defign he had 
to alTociate himfelf, and to join in with them in the faid 
Aflfairj and that out of regard to the ftrift Union, and 
ihofe Leagues, by which he acknowledges himfelf to be 
bound to them for their cotnmon Good, fo as that he lliould 
labour by this Intervention, and other proper and juft me- 
thods, to reftore a Peace between the two Kings ^ neither 
hath he hitherto been impeded by any difficulty to declare 
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his mind concerning tlie whole Affiir, faving that he wait- 
ed ro be certainly inform'd, what firm and deliberaie Re- 
folutions the King of Great Britain and the States General 
would take, in reference to thi^ whole Affair \ as alfo until 
the Subfidys, and other things of [hat kind might be for- 
warded: Concerning which the faid King of Sweden de- 
fires to be fttisfy'd, that fo he may proceed in this Affair 
upon an equal Foot with the King of Great Britain and the 
States General. Wherefore it's thought fit for the common 
Good, that this Inftrument be fign'd between the Deputys 
and Plenipotentiarys of the Kings of Great Britain and 
Sweden, as alfo of the States General of the Vnittd Pro- 
vinces \ by which the King of Sweden on the one part, 
fhall be oblig'd, in confideration of the faid Satisfiftion, 
10 engage in the Hiid League, and contribute to the Promo- 
tion and Maintenance of the fame, ailing therein in con- 
cert with the faid King c>( Great Britain, and the faid Lords 
the States General, who have laid themfelves under an e- 
qual obligation to promote fo ofeful an Affair ■, and on the 
other part, the King of Sweden was to be afTur'd, that 
there was a vacant Place left for him, in order to be in- 
ierted among the Principals of this League, to do which 
he is in the moft friendly manner defir'd by the King of 
Great Britain-, and the Lords the States by thefe Prefents ; 
which two Powers fhall freely ufe all their good Offices 
with the Emperor and the King of Spain, that fonie Con-

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I. It's free and lawful for all the Subjects and Inhabitants 
• oi Great Britain^ with all minner of Preedom and Seca- 
t- rirv, to fiil to and traffick in all the Kingdoms, Dominions 
f and StattfS, between which and the Kingdom of Great 
\ Britain there is Peace, Friendfhip or Neutrality, or fhall 
F be (or the future : neither (hall they be difturb'd or inter- 
1 rupted in the fiid liberty, by Men of War, G.Ulys, Fly- 
' Boats, or other Ships of the States General, or their Sub- 

jefls \ if it fhonld lb happen, that a War fhould break 
' out between the faid States on the one part, and the faid 
\ Kingdoms, Dominions and States on the other, which are 

in Alliance withGrMt Britain^ or cultivate Friendfhip, and 

obferve a Neutrality with it. 

II. This Freedom of Nayigiation andCommerce fhall ex-

IV". Corn, Wheat, and other Grain and Pulfe, Oil, 
Wine, Salt and Provilion in general, or any thing apper- 
taining to the Suftenance and Support of Life, are not in-

In like manner thofc Engliff} Ships and Veflels, jhat 
ride in the Bay?, or like Places, appertaining to the Do- 
minions of the laid States, which yet have neither any In- 
tention to enter into Port, or when enter'd to unlade their 
Cargo, fliall not be bound 10 give an account of the ■ 
Cargo aboard, unlefs they are fufpefted of a Defign to car- 
ry contraband Goods to the Enemys of the States as afore- 
faid. 

VII. But in cafe of a lawful Sufpicion, the Subjefls of 
the King of GrMt Britain are bound to produce their PalT- 
ports in the Ports, according to the form already pre- 
fcrib'd. 

Vill. But if they draw neat to the Sea-Coatls, or meet 
in the open Sea with the Ships of the States or their Sub- 
jei^ls, tbofe who have fitted out thofe Ships at their own 
private Charge, and yet have publick Palfports, that they 
may avoid all Inconveniences, the Ships of the States, or 
thiir Subjefts (hall not coaie within Gunlbot of the EugUflj^ 
but fend out a Boat, a;id be at liberty with two or three 
men only to enter the E/igUfj Ships or VelTels, to whom 
the Captain or Mifier fliill produce his Paffporis as afore- 
faid, as alfo Teftimonials from the Admiralty about the 
propriety ot" the Ships, according to the form annexl here- 
unto i that fo nor only the Burden may be Itnown, but alfo 
ihe Habitation of tlie Capiain or Malter, as alfo tnc Name 
of the Ship i that by thefe two ways it may be known whe- 
ther they carry any prohibited Goods to the Enemy, as 
alfo the Condition of the Ship, and of the Captain or 
Mafter may plainly appear; and all manner of Credit is 
10 be given to the faid Paffports and Teftimonials. But 
that they may be the more fure of the Truth of them, 
there fliall be certain Royal Marks and Signs to them to 
clear them of any Sufpicion of Fallhood. 

IX. But if any prohibited or contraband Goods fliall

X. Moreover 'lis agreed, that what js found to be fent 
by the Subjefts of the King of Great Britain^ in a Ship 
belonging to the Enemys of the States, tho it be not of the 
number of contraband Goods, it fhall be forfeited and 
condemn'd, together with the reft of the Merchandize on 
board the fiid Ship, without any exception. But on the 
other hand, whatever is found on board the Ships of the 
Subjefts of the King of Great Britain-, tho the Lading. 
or part thereof, belongs to the Enemysof the Stare«, Diall 
be free and onmolelled, except there be prohibited Goods, 
which are to be.lerv'd in the manner prefcrib'd in the fore- 
going Paragraphs, 

XI. The SuDiefts and Inhabirintsof the Vnsted Brovincet 
fliall reciprocally enjoy the fame Rights, Libertys and 
Immunitys in point of Navigation and Trade, on the 
Coafts, Ports and Roads in the Sea and Dominions of the 
Kin^ol Great Britain, as the Subjeftsof the faid King are, 
as a&relaid, to en)oy in thofe under the Dominion of the 
States, as alfo on the High Seas : for a mutual and recipro- 
cal Equality is to be underftood in every thing, even in 
that cafe wherein the States fliall hereafter cultivate Peace 
and Friendfhip, or obferve a Neutrality with the Kings, 
Princes and States, which Hiall wage War againft the King 
of Great Britain :, (o that both Partys (hall fincerely enjoy 
the fame Conditions and Limitations, asarecontain'd in 
ihefe Articles, and have a reference to Trade. 

Xn. And that th: fafety of the States General may be 
fufficiently provided for, fo as no Injury nor Violence be 
otfer'd to them by the Men of War or other Ships be- 
longing 10 the faid Kins,of Great Britain^ or his Subjects, 
the Commandersof the Men of War, and the Officers or 
Maftersof other Ships that Ihall be fitted out at other 
Peoples Charge, QialJ be enjoin'd to offer no Injury, or do 
any Damage to the Subjeftsof the States General ■, and if 
they do otherwife, they fhall not only be punifti'd, but 
beanfwerable for all the Lofs, and make Sacisfiftion for

Xlll. For this reafon the Commanders or Captains, ani 
fiicEi as fit out Privateers, (hail be oblig'd for the future,

LivreF, that To the Damages and Ihjarys which perhaps 
may be done by them, while out at Sea, may be fully re- 
pjir'd •, and that ihore things which are committed by the 
Commanders, and him or them under them, againft this 
Treaty, the Laws and King's Proclamations, which ftiall 
be publifh'd according to the force and vigour, and pur- 
foant to the Dlfpofition of this Treaty, ftiall be under the 
penalty of lofing their Commiflions, and the leave that 
was given for fuch Privateering. 

XIV. But if a Commander of any Englip? Ship Ihall 
lake a Veffel laden with the faid prohibited Goods, he (hall 
notbeallow'dtoopen the Chefts, Cafes, Bags and Veflels, 
or fell, barter, or any way make away with them, before 
they are firfi: open'd afhore, in the prefenccof the proper 
Officers for Prizes ■-, and that they may make an Inventory 
of the Goods taken in th' faid Ship, unlefs the prohibited 
Werchandize makes only but part of the Lading, the faid 
Goods are prefently to be unladen and taken out, that he 
may have the lefa hindrance in his intended Voyage ■, beCdes 
vffhich no other Trouble is to be given him, or Let in 
his Voyage. 

XV. The King of Grctt Britn'm being defirous to fhew 
the fame favour to the Subjedsof the States General, in all 
the parts of his Dominions, and by his own Subjefts, will 
take care that Right ihall be done purfuant to the Rules of 

iultice and Equity, inrefpeft to all Prizes that are or (hall 
c taken at Sea by unfnfpefled Judges, and by fuch that 
(hall be no ways interelled in theCaufe before them •, and 
that the Sentences that are already, or (hall hereafter be 
pronounc'd, fhall be juftly and regularly, executed, and 
have their doe EfFcft, as the Tenor of them does require, 

XVI. Whenever the Ambafiadors of the States, or their 
'other Minifters, appointed by publick Authority, refiding 
at the Court of the King of Great fir;rrt/«, (halj complain 
of the injullicc of the Sentences which have been fiiven, tfac 

'King (hall command the fame to be review'd and esamin'd 
again before his Council, that fothey may fee whether t6e 
Rules and Articles of this Treaty have been obferv'dby 
them and the matter be fo reftify'd according to Juftice 
and Equity, and that within the fpice of three months*, 
but that in the mean time the controverted Goods (hall nei- 
ther before nor after the Sentence given, during the Review 

oi the Canfe, be fold nor difpo&'d of, unlefe it be with the 
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Confent of the Partys interefted therein, except the Goods 
decay perhaps by keeping them, or that rome other Da- 
mage hippen to them, 

XVII. When a Suit is commenc'd iti thefirft or fecond 
Inftdnce, between thofe who have privateer'd at Sea on the 
one part, and between thofe who are inlerefted therein, 
and oppore the Confircatiori of the Goods on the other, and 
that it (hould happen that thefe laft fhall get the better, and 
obtain Judgment in their Favour ■, the Sentence upon giving 
Security fhall be put in execution, tho the other appeal to 
ahighcr Court, botnotagainft the Opponents, if the Sen- 
tence fliou'd be pronounc'd. Moreover, this and all that 
is agreed on by the preceding Articles, about doing Joftice 
fincerely, and without any (hifring and delays, to thcSub- 
jeflsof the States General, when their Ships or Goods Oiall 
be taken by the Subjects of the King of Great Britain at 
Sea, fhall in like manner be obferv'd by the States General, 
in refpeil to the Suits of the Subjefls ofhis Majefty, whofc 
Ships and Merchandizes ftiall be: taken at Sea by the Sub- 
jefts and Inhabitants of the United Provinces. 

XVIII. But feeing the Conveniences andlnconveniences

Thefe Articles, and all and every thing contain 'd 
therein fhall be confirm'd and ratify'd by the faid King of 
Greta Britain^ and the faid Lords the States General of the 
Vnited Provinces., under the Great Seal of both Partys, in 
due and authentick form, within the fpace of four Weeks, 
orfoonerif pollible, and the Inllruments of Ratification 
fliall likewife be exchang'd within that time.

THE King of Great Britain^ and the Lords the 
States General of the Vnited provinces of the Lew- 
CuunlrySy having in the end of Fehmaryy fent Jif. 
Van Beunin^hen, and Sir JofcwT'ret'or, their refpefVive Am- 
ijalTidors and Extraordinary Envoys to the moft Chriftian 
King, with an Qffer to imploy their Endeavours and good 
Offces for the fpeedy Re-eltabliihmentofthe puhlick Tran- 

^uillity, by concluding a good Pesce between him and the 
atholicli king : And the faid mod: Chriftian King having 
thereupon kindly receiv'd the Offers of the f^id King of 
Great Britain^ and the f,tid Lords the State?, and declaring 
at the finie time to the faid Lords AnibafTadors Fan Ben- 
ninghen and Trewr, That, out of refpeft to their Mafters, 
he would ftill continue and reft content to make a Peace, 
upon the fame foundation of either of the two Alter- 
natives, upon which he hid expUin'd himfelf at the end 
of the CAnipaign Uft year, vIt., either with the Sp-wiardt 
yielding up to him ail tlie Pbces, Forts and Pofts which 
his Armys had taken during the iJid Cjmp.iign, and 
their Dependences; or elfean Equivalent, by furrendring 
to him the Franche Campte (or the Dutchy of Luxemburg in 
lieu of it) Cambray and CambrrfiSy Doxvay^ comprehending 
the Fort of Scarpe, j^:re, St. O/ner^ Berg., Furnes and Link^ 
with their Dependences. Things upon this being brought

fign a Treaty of Peace, or caufe the fame to be fign'd by 
thofe delegated by him, in conformity to the Projeii> that 
had been given him by the Minifters of the King of Credit 
Britain^ and of the fiid Lords the States refiding at Bruf- 
feh. In parfuance of this the iaid Amb:i[r«dorsand Envoys 
Extraordinary, feeing the Affair fucceed fo well, made 
lively Inftance^ to his mod Chriftian Majefty, that he would 
agree to a CclTation of Arms to the laft day of Aluy nest, 
that fo there might be fufficient time aliow'd for tiniihing 
the faid Treaty according to the ufual Forms. And his 
(aid Majefty having upon their Inftances declar'd, That 
he could not upon the prefent foot of things, without very 
great preiud ice to his Atfjirs, agree to it, untefs the fiid 
King of Great Britain , and the faid Lords the States, gave 
him all the AITorances he fliould think necefHry, that the 
Peace (hould be infallibly accompUlh'd upon the fiid Con- , 
ditions, and within the faid time ; the faid Ambiffidors 
and Envoys Extraordinary having thereupon offcr'd to his 
moft Chriltian Majelty, that the King of Cre.it Britain^ 
and the Lords the States would be a Guarantee for what 
they had offer'd on the behalf 6f the Marquifs oiCtfidro- 
drign, as to the accepting of the firft Part of the Alterna- 
tive, and fiid that by this Guaranty which they had pow- 
er to promifc, they were fully authoriz'd and in a condi- 
tion to give his moft Chriftian Majefty all imaginable Satis- 
faftion and Security as to what he delir'd, and in relbeft 
to the Infallibility of the Succefs: The moft Chriftian 
Kinghad thereupon nam'd and deputed Monfieiir U Te/lhry 
Counfellor of State, Commander of the King's Orders, 
Secretary of State, and of his Majefty's Commands : 
the Lord du Lionne^ likewife Counfellor of State, Com- 
mander of his Orders, Minifter and Secretary of State, 
and of the King's Commands", and MonficurCo/t£«, Coun- 
fellor of State, Comptroller-General of the Finances, 
Treafurerof theKing's Orders, and Superintendantof his 
Buildings^ furnilh'd with full Powers to treat with the 
laid Lords Kda Bcumnghemvid Trevor, who had alfo the 
like Power, and to agree together about the faid Security^, 
as alfo upon the fureft and readiett means to conclude a. 
Peace i, and after the faid Plenipotentiirys had held feveral 
Conferences together, they at laft agreed to, fettled and 
concluded upon thefe following Articles. 

L The Treaty of Peace between France and Spain fball 
be accoiiiplifti'd, according to the forefaid Projef^, which 
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is now in the hands of the USA Lords Ambafladors Van 
Beunhghtn AY\A Trevor \ and ihe Ratificationof 5prt;« (hall 
be f;nt to his molt Chriftian Majeftyat ^f.Cerma/w enLaye, 
by rheljft Day of yWdy inclufively ; as the moft Chriftian 
King (ball in like manner put the Ratification of the faid 
Treaty, within the compafsof the fame time, into the 
hands ot the Governor of Flandersy and fooner it poffible. 

II. The iiioft Chriftian King doth on his part confent to 
a Ceflation of all manner of Hoitilitys and Attacks Dpon 
the FortrelTesoftheSpjwwr^/, upon condition xktSpaniards 
do the fdnie on their fide ■, and that till the lift Day oiAioy 
indu lively. 

III. If it (liould fo happen, contrary to all expeftation, 
that Spain ftiould refufe to' make a Peace according to the 
faid Projeft, or that the Ratification of Spain fliould not 
be puiiinto the Handsof the moft Chriftian King by the 
laft day of Alay inclufively ^ the moft Chriftian King being 
not then bound to make a Peace upon the terms of the 
abovefaid Alternatives, his Majefty declares that he wiU be 
ftill content to make a Peace in the months of "June and 
July, upon the conditions df the two new Alternatives here 
following, w^. That either to the Ceflion of theConquefts 
made in the kft Summer's Campaign, Spain fliall add to 
and yield up the Frariche Cgmpte^ Camhray, and the Camhre- 
fjs\ or elfe to the Ceftion of the other Equivalent before- 
nam'd, add t\i^toi Luxemburg^ or Li/le and Tovrna^ in- 
ftead thereof. 

IV. In the mean time, if it ftiould happen thatthe Peace 
be not concluded, and the Ratifications not fcnt within the 
fdid terra, thro' the fault of Spain \ and that thereopon 
tile moft Chriftian King, after the expiration of the faid CeP 
fation, ihall attack the i/j.iff/«-<^j, and endeavour to force 
them to a Peace, upon the Conditions of either of the two 
new Alternatives j the King of Great Britain and the faid 
Lords the Statesy fliall be oblig'd to perform the Promife 
ra<ide in their foremention'd Guaranty, and confequently 
employ all their Forces without any delay both by Sea and 
Land, to oblige Spam to make a Peace upon the conditions 
above-declar'd. 

V. In cafe the Peace cannot be made in the faid months 
of Juic and July, upon the terms before-nam'd, and that 
ihro' the fault of Spain ; their Majeftys and the laid Lords 
the Slates ftiall then agree upon fuch new terms as ihey 
fiiall iucige moft expedient for putting an end to the War. 

But 
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But to the end that, when their faid Majeftys and the 
faid States (hall come to employ their refpeftive Arm; 
the Cafe exprefs'd,- they may avoid the Inconveniences 
which might arifc from a Concurrence in the ftme Eiw., 
terprizes, by each Party's chufing the fame Defignsji 
it has been concluded that his moft Chriftian Maje- 
fty's Arms (hall be confin'd to aft on this (ide the Rivers 
and Canals that run by or along thefe Towns and Places 
following, viz. Argentiers^ AidUnes^ Rupelmond, Dendtr- 
mond, Ghem^ PlaffendaU and Ofiend \ and Ihall attack none 
of the faid Towns ot Places; and that the Arms of the 
King of Great Britain^ and the faid Lords the States, (hall 
be oblig'd to aft beyond the faid Rivers and Places, and 
ihall not attack any Towns or Places on this fide. 

' All the faid Points and Articles above-nam'd have been 
in this manner agreed on, fettled and concluded, on the 
one part between M. Le TelUcr., De Lianne, and Colbcrty 
in the name of the fiid moft Chriftian King^ and the 
faid Lords Ambaffadors ^ik Beuninghen and Trevor^ re- 
fpeftively in the name of the King of Great Britain and 
of the Lords the States General j who have promis'd to 
procure the Ratifications of their Maicftys and of the faid 
Lords the States Genera!, by the Uli day of this month 
of ^pril inclufively, and fooner if it can be done. In wif- 
nefs whereof they have with their own hands (ign'd this 
prefent Treaty, and put their Seals to ir. Done at Si. Gir- 
main enL^j April 15, 1668.

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A treaty of "Peace between France and 
Spain, concluded at Aix la Chapelle^ 
May ij 1668. 

LEWIS by tha Grace of God King oi France and 
Navarrty to al! thofe to whom thefe Prefents ftall 
come, Greeting. As by virtue of the foil Powers 
niven by us to our dear and well-beloved Counfellor in our 
Councils of State and Privy Council, and our Ambaffador 
Extraordinary, the Sieur Co/iif j-r, and by the nioft High, 
moft Excellent, and moft Potent Prince, the Citholick 
King of both the Spainsy our moft dear and well-beloved 
Brother-in-Law and Coufin, and the moft High, moft Ex- 
cellent, and moft Pui0dnt Princefs, the Catholici Qjieen of 
Sp.iii?-, our moft dear and moft beloved Sifter and Coufin, 
as Regent, Guardian, and Governefs of the Kingdoms and 
States of the faid King our Brother, to the Marqoifs de 
Caflelmdrigo^ Captain and Governor-General of the Nether^ 
imdi for our faid Brother, and by the faid Marquiis dt 
Cifielrodrigo to the Baron ae Bcrgeik \ they have in the Im- 
perial City of Aix la Chapelle^ on the fecond of this in- 
ftint Aiay^ agreed, concluded, and fign'd a Treaty of Peace 
and Reconciliation, the Tenor whereof here follows. 

In the Name of God the Creator : Bi; it known to all 
prcfent and to come, as by the Authority and paternal 
Cjre of our moft Holy Father the Pope Cie/r.ent IX. now 
happily feated in the Holy Chair, for the good Govern- 
ment of 001* Holy Mother the Church, and by the conti- 
nual Exhortations and moft lively Inftancesof his Holinefs, 
as well by fundry and divers Letters writ with his own 
Hand, as by the Agency and Nesotiations of his own Ne- 
phew Cardinal RajpigUofi-, and of his extraordinary Nun- 
cios i the moft High, moft Excellent, and moft Potent 
Prince, Lems by the Grace of God the moft Chriftian 
King of l'>.mce and Navarre^ and the moft High, moft 
iCxcellent, and moft Potent Prince Charles II. by the Grace 
ot God Citholick King of ^a/a, and the moft High, moft 
Excellent, and moft Potent Princefs Marie Amie of Aaf- 
nitt Cath'jlick Queen of S^ain^ his Mother, as Regent, 
I Guardian, 
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Guardian, and Governers of his Kingdoms and Stares, 
have agreed and concluded to make choice of the lmperi,il 
City of Aix la Chapelle^ there to treat of a Peace, by the 
Imerpofition of his Holinefs's Plenipotentiary, as alfo of 
ihe Minifters of feveral other Kings, Potentates, Electors 
and Princes of the Holy Empire, who have fo kindly em- 
ploy'd their Endeavours and good Offices to acconiplilh 
this grand Affair ; And in order to conipafs the feme, the 
faid mod Chriftian King had given full povrer to the Sienr 
Colbert Coonfellor in all his Councils, Mafter of Requefts 
in hisHoafhoId, and his Ambaflador Extraordinary, and 
the faid Catholick King gave on his part his foil Power to 
ihe Marquifs de Caficlrsdrigo, Captain and Governor-Gene- 
ral of the Low-Coutitrys, who by virtue of his faid Power 
delegated the Baron de Bergeik., Knight of the Order of 
St. Ja>n€s, Counfellor in the fupreme Council of Flandtrs-, 
and one of the Council of State and of the Finances: the 
which Lords Colbert and Bergsih, by virtue of their faid 
Powers and Delegations, acknowledg'd to be autheniick on 
both fides, have fettled, concluded and agreed on thefe 
following Articles. 

I. Firft, 'Tis concluded and agreed on, that for the future 
there fhall be a good, firm and lafiiing Peace, Confederacy 
and perpetual Alliance and Friendlhip between the nioft 
Chriftian and Catholick Kings, their Children born or to 
be born, their Heirs and Succeflbrs, Kingdoms, States, 
Country s and Subjefls-, that they fhall love one another like 
Brothers, and with all their might promote the Good, 
Honour, and Reputation of each other, and fincetely avoid 
as much as poftibly they can, the injuring of one another. 

II. In confequence of this good Reconciliation, as foon 
as the Ratifications of this prefent Treaty fliall be ex- 
chang'd, the Peace between the two Kings Ihall be pub- 
lifh'd ; and from the very inftant of the faid Publication, 
there fhall be a Cefiation of all warlike Enterprizes, and all 
Afts of Hoftility, as well by Sea and on other Waters, as 
by Land, and generally in all places where the War has 
wen made by their MajeftysArms, as well between their 
Troops and Armys, as the Girifons of Places. And in 
cafe the faidCefiation (hould happen to be contraven'd, by 
the taking of one or more Places, either by Attack, Sur- 
prize, orfecretCorrefpondence-, and if alfo any fhall be 
made Prifoners, or any other Ails of Hoftility happen by 
forae unforefeen Accident or other, or fuch as cannot be 

prevented;. 
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prevented, contrary to the faid CeiTation of Arms ^ Rep^ 
ration (hall faithfully be made on each Csde for any (m 
Contravention, without any delay or diflScalty ^ dot 
Ivhich hath been feiz'd on being to be reftor'd withott 
biminution, and the Prifoners fet at liberty without angr 
Ranfom, Charge or Expence. 

III. In confideration of the faid Peace, the mod: 
King ihall keep, remain in pofTeffion, and really enjoy d 
the Places, Forts, and Pofts, which bis Arms have taJmi tf 
fortiiy'd daring the laft Campaign, viz.. the Fortrefi rf 
Charier oy^ the Towns of Binch and Aethy Dawtty^ the Fot 
of the Scarpa comprehending Taitrnofj Audenard^ lifl^ 
Armentitrsy Courtrayj Bergues and Fumes^ together mk 
the fall Extent of their Bayliwicks, Chaftellanys, Terril^ 
rys. Governments, Provoftlhips, Appartenances, Dcp» 
dences, and things annex'd thereunto, by what name fecfsr 
they may be call'd. 

IV. The faid Towns and Places of Charlerey^ Bmii^ 
Aethj Fart de Scarpa Tournay^ Audenard^ I^fl^j Armm^ 
tiers^ Courtray^ Bergues and Furnesy together with AA 
Bayliwicks, Chaftellanys, Governments, Provoftfliips, TB^ 
ritorys, Domains, Signiorys, Appurtenances, and Depen* 
dences, let them be diftinguifli'd by what name they vrilL 
ihall by this Treaty of Peace continue in the poiTeffioa tf 
the faid moft Chriftian King and his SucceiTors, irrevocablf 
and for ever, with the fame Right of Sovereignty, Vuh 
priety. Rights of Regalia, Patronage, Guardianfliipi Ji* 
rifdiftion. Nomination, Prerogative, and Prehemioenelk 
over Bilhopricks, Cathedrals and other Churches, Abbjf^ 
Priorys, Dignicys, Cures, and all other Benefices whatt^ 
ever, lying within the bounds of the faid Countrys, Plaobli 
and Bayliwicks thus yielded up, and of Ibme Abbys m 
which the faid Priorys are dependant and moving ^ tad all 
other Rights, which heretofore did belong to the CadMh 
lick King, tho not particularly enumerated in this place: 
In fuch manner as that his faid Chriftian Majefty flhtll mk 
for the future be diflurb'd or incommoded any manner ef 
way, either in Law or Faft, by the faid Catholick Ku|| 
his SucceiTors, or any other Prince of his Family^ kthtal 
be who he will, or under any pretence or occaJton wkllf> 
foever, which may happen in the faid Sovereignty9 Fn* 
priety, Jurifdiclion, PofTcflion, and Enjoyment of te 
laid Countrys, Towns, Places, Caftles, Lands, SigoioKfl^ 
Provollihips, DomainSi Chaftellanys, and Bayliwk^ tag^ 
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ther with all the Places and other things that depend upnri 
them. And to this end the .faid Catholick King, as well 
for himfelf as for his Succeflbrs, renounces, quirs, yields", 
and transfers the fame, as his Plenipotentiarys have in his 
name in thisTrealy of Peace irrevocably renourc'd, quit- 
ted, yielded and transfer'd always and for ever, in favour 
and to the benefit of the fiid moft Chriftian King, his 
Heirs and Succeflbrs, all the Rights, Suits, Pretenfions, 
Rights of Regalia, Patronage, Guard ianitiip, Jurifdiftion, 
Nomination, Prerogatives and Preheniinences over the 
BiflioprickSjCathedrals and other Churches, Abbys,Priorys, 
Dignitys, Cures, and other Benefices whitfoever that are 
within the bounds of the faid Countrys, Places and Bayli- 
wicks yielded op, and over fome Abbys on which the faid 
Priorys depend ^ and generally, wiihout any rcfervation 
or detention, all other Rights which the faid Catholick 
King or his Heirs and Succeflbrs have and pretend, or might 
have and pretend to, be it for what caufe or occafion fo- 
ever, over the faid Countrys, Places, Caftles, Forts, Lands, 
Signiorys, Domains, Chaftellanys, and Bayliwicks ; and, 
as has been laid, over all the Places depending upon them, 
nocwithflanding any Laws, Statutes, Cuftoms, and Confti- 
tutions made to the contrary, tho^ they may have been con- 
firm'd by Oath ■, to which and to Claufes derogatory from 
Derogatorys, it's esprefly derogated by this Treaty, in 
order that the faid Renunciations and Cefiions may 
have effect : the which ought and ihall take place, with- 
out any particular Expreilion or Specification dero- 
gating from the general, or the general from the parti- 
cular one, and for ever excluding all manner of Excep- 
tions, upon what Right, Title, Caufe, or Pretence foever 
they may be founded.

IX. And for the better confirming of 'the Treaty of

ceeded againfl as Defaulters, by Forfeiture of Body and

tra! ■, but alfo from a Port or other Phce belonging to the 
Eneinys of the faid King, to another alfo belonging to his 
Enemys ^ whether thefc Porlsorolher Places be under the 
Obsdience of one Prince or State, or of feveral Princes or 
States, withoneor ail of which the King oi Great Britain 
is at War.

As it fometimes happens, that the Ships which 
make Prizes in time of War, treat the Mailers, Pilots and 
PalTengers taken therein, very inhumanly, to extort fuch a 
Confeflion and Declaration from them, as they have a mind 
to: It has been agreed, that their Majeftys fliall prohibit 
fuch fevere Ufige under very rigorous Penaltys, and punifli 
thofe that are convifted according to their demerit, and 
in fuch a manner as may deter others from doing the like. 
The Captains and Officers who (hall be found guilty of thcfe 
Inhumanitys and Violences, whether they have done thetn 
thcmfclves, or taus'd them to be done or fuffer'd, fliall 
forthwith be cafliier'd,.and they fliall befides be proceeded 
againft according to the hc.'noufnefs of the Crime ; and 
every VelTel that is taken, in which the Seamen and Pallen- 
gers fliall be ill us'd, fhall be releas'd and fet at liberty, 
with an Allowance of Charges, and without any further 
Law or Examination thereon.

H E King of Great Britain being very defirous, over 
.and above the ftri£V Engagemerts witli which he 
is already entred with the States Gener<il of the 
ZJnited Provinces., for the Prefervation of the Spinipj Nt' 
therland!, and the Support of the common Interelt of this 
part o^ Europe, to enier at the fime time iiUo a perpetual 
defenfive League with the faid States, for thz mutual Pre- 
fervation of each other, their Subjefts and Dominions, a- 
gainft all thofe that durft attempt to attack them, or in any 
manner of way to injure or moleft them. And .is the (aid 
States, who on their part are equally defirous to enter into 
the faid perpetual Alliance, of a defenlive Treaty with bis 
Majefty, have impower'd Monlieur van Btuninghoi^ their . 
Ambaflador at his Majefty's Court, to treat of and con- 
dude the faid Alliance: His (aid Majefty having on bis 
part nam'd HcKejige Lord Finch-, Lord High Chancellor of 
England-^ Thomas Earl oi Danby, Lord High Treaiurcr of 
England \ Henry Earl v^ Arlington, Lord Chamberlain of 
his Majeity's Houfbold-, Henry Coveinry Elq^ and Sir Ja- 
fyh William/on Knight, principal Secretarys of State :

Negotiation. And neither (ball the'one nor the other 
proceed to the concluding of the faid Peace or Truce, 
without comprehending his Ally therein j and if he delires 
it, re-inftating of him in the poffedion of the Countrys, 
Territorys or Places, and in the Enjoyment of the Rights 
and Immunitys, which he held and enjoy'd before the 
brealiing out of the War, and without ftipulating with the 
common Enemy for the fame Rights, Immunitys, Exerap' 
lions and Prerogatives for his Aiiy, as he does for himlelf, 
if fo be the Allvs are not convinc'd to the contrary. 

It fiiiU be lawful for either of the Allys, which 
fliall be attack'd, to make Levys of all forts of Soldiers 
within the Territorys of the other, in order to ferve iiL 
their Armys by Land, provided the fame be done accord- 
ing to futh ReguUtioas as the Partys fhall agree upon- 
among ihemfeives. 
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XII. The Ratification of this Treaty ftiall be produc'd 
in doe form, and exchang'd on both fides, in the fpice of 
four weeks, recltoning from tlie day of figning.

E El NG the States General of the United Provinces 
_ have declar'd, nay and even fignifv'd by their Letters 
^— ' to the moft Chriftiin King, that they as to their own 
particular, were faiisfy'd with the Terms of Peace his 
Majelty ofTer'd them ■, and moreover that the Catholick 
King, as to what relited to him, had yielded his Confent 
to the fiid Terms, and that they were ready and had fent 
their Commands to thofe Ambafladors they had fent to ne- 
gotiitc a Peace at Nimeguen, that they fhould conclude a 
Treaty, according to the Conditions which appertain'd to 
their Repnblick, with the AmbilTadors of the moft Chrif- 
tian King, and to thofe Minifters of the Confederates 
who lili'd the f.ime : thev have learnt with forrow of heart, 
that the moft Chriftian King's Ambafladors, to put a ftop 
to fo good and fo defirable a Work, deny'd that the moft 
Chriftian King fhoiild reltore thofe Towns agreed to be re- 
ftot'd to the Catholick King and the Lords the States Ge- 
neral, before the King of Sweden was fully fatisfy'd, and 
that Reftitution fhould be made to his Majefty of all that 
he had loft during this War.

X- His Maie(ty reftorinRtothcfaid Lords the States Ge- 
neral the Town oi Macflricht and Cnunirvs thereunto be- 
longing, may yet take and carry away all the Artillery, 
Powder, Bullets, Provifions, and other warlike Ammuni- 
tion, that fhall be found there at the time of its Re(ticu-

Commiffions for Privateers, or Letters of Reprifal from any

virtue of fuch Coramillions, or Letters of Reprifal, nor fo 
much as go to Sei with them, on pain of being profecuted 
and pnnifh'd aspirates: Which Oiiil reciprocally be ob- 
ferv'd by the Siibjefts of the United Provinces, with rela- 
tion to his Majefty's Subj^fls. And to this end, whenfoevcr 
and as often as it (ball be requir'd on either fide, there 
fliall be publifb'd and renew'd within fuch Lands as are un-

If any Prizes fiiiU be taken on either 
fide in the Baltick Sea, or the North Sea, from Trrneuje in 
Norway 10 the Channel's Mouth, within the fpace of four 
weeks, or from the Mouth of the faid Channel to the Cape 
of St. ^incentf within the fpace of fix weeks, or beyond 
that within' the Mediterranean Sea, and as far as the Equi- 
noclial, within the fpace of tsn Wi;.°ks, or beyond the Line

hibited, both to all his Majefty's Subjefts and thofcofthe 
faid Lords the States General : Neilherniay this mutual Li- 
berty be prohibited, limited or rcftrain'd by any Privilege, 
Grant, or any particular ConcelTion; neither (hall either 
Party be permitted to grant to their own Subjefls any Im- 
munilys, Benefits, gratuitous Conceflions, or any other Ad- 
vantages befides thofe granted to the SubjeAs of the other 
Party, or to their prejudice ; neither fhall the Subicfls on 
either fide be bound to pay greiter or other Dutys, Charges,

Ships of War belonging to either Party fbal) al- 
ways find the Roads, Rivers, Ports and Havens free and 
open for them to fail in and out, and lie at Anchor as long

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with difcretion, and not to give any fubjcft of jeiloufy by t 
too long and afFefted ftay nor olherwiTe, lo the Governors 
of the Olid PUces-and Ports, to whom ch€ Captains of the 
faid Ship& {hall declare the caufe of their arrival and of their 
ftay there. 

IX. His Majefty's Ships of War, and tbofe of the Lords 
the States General and of their Subjefts, that Ihall be fitted 
out for War, may with all freedom conduct fuch Prizes as 
they ihiU have taken from their Enemys where they think 
good, without being ty'd to any Dutys, either of the Lords 
Admirals, or of the Admiralty, or any other : and (6 Uke- 
wife that the faid Ships, or the faid Prizes coming withia 
his Sdajefty's Havens or Ports, or thofeof the faid Lords 
the States General, ihall not be liable to be ftop'd or fciz'd, 
nor the Officers of the (everal Places have power to eotiuire 
into the validity of the faid Prizes ^ but that they may go 
out, and be freely conduced, and with all freedom con- 
vey'd to the Places where the Captains of foch Ships of 
War, by virtue of their CommiiHons, (hall be oblig'd to 
have them forth-coming. And on the other hand, there 
ihail be no Refuge nor Retreat allow'd within iheit

X. The Subjefts of the faid Lords the States General 
ftiail not be accounted Aubains in France^ and confequently 
fiiiU be exempted from the Aubain Law, and may difpofe 
of their Goods by Will, Gift or otherwife : and their 
Heirs, SubjeiVs of the faid States, as well living in France 
aselfewhere, may poflefs themfelves of their Ellates, even 
tbo they dy'd inteftate, and that without pnrchafing Let- 
ters of Naturalization i and fo as the effe^ of this Grant 
ihall not be liable to be drawn in qaelKon or impeded upon 
pretence of any Right or Prerogativa of Provinces, Citys, 
or private Perfons. Likewife the Subjefts of the faid Lords 
theStatesQiay, without fuch Letters of Natutalization, fet- 
tle thenifelves in the Towns of his Majefty's Kingdom, iaC 
Commerce and Traffick, bat fo as not ro be csp.ible of ac- 
quiritig the freedom of fuch Towns, without having ob- 
(ain'd his Majefty's Letters of Naturalization in due form : 
and the Inhabitants of the United Provinces fhall be treat- 
ed geaeraUy in all things and in all places as favourably as 
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his Maiefty's true and natural born Subjects; and particu- 
larly, tbey tbalt not be liable lo fuch T^ixes as may be laid 
upon Strangers. And all contain'd in tfais preTenr Article 
flialt be obferv'd within the Countrysthaiarefubjiift to the 
faid Lords the States, with relation tohisMajefty'sSubjefts. 

XI. VefleU laden belonging to either of the faid Allyf, 
Tailing by the Coafts of the other, if they fhall be driven in- 
to any Road or Port, by Storm or oiherwife, Ihill not be 
conftraiird to unlade, or to vend their Merchandize, or any 
part thereof, nor bound to pay any Duiys, but only when 
thev ftall unlade voliintirilv and of their ovun accord. 

XII. Neither Maftersof Ships, their Pilots, Officers, Sol- 
diers, Mariners and other Seamen, the VefTels Ihemfelves, 
nor the Wares and Merchandizes wherewith they arc laden, 
fliall be liable to be feiz'd or arrefted,by virtue of any gene- 
ral or particular Order of any whomfoever, nor for any 
caufc or upon any occafion whatfoever, no not under pre- 
tence of the prefervation and defence of the State : and 
generally, it ITial! not be lawful to take any thing from the 
Subjefls of either Party without the Owner's confcnt, and 
without payment of what fhall be requir'd : Wherein never- 
thelefs it is not underftood, that fuch Seizures or Arrefts 
ftall be compriz'd as Ihall be nude by order and authority 
of Law, and in the ordinily Methods, for lawful Debts, 
Coiitrafts, or other legal Caoles, for which there (hall be 
ajiy Proceeding by due coarfe of Law. 

Xm. Ail the Subjects and Inliabitants of fl-J»«, and of 
the United Provinces, may with all fafely and freedom 
fail with their Veflels, and trafEck with their Merchandi- 
Ws, without any diitinftion to be made who are the Pro- 
prietors, from their own Poris, Kingdoms and Provinces, 
and alfo from the Ports and Kingdoms of other States ot 
Princes, to their Countrys who are already, or hereafter 
way be dedar'd Enemys, as. well to France ?s to the United 
Provinces, or either of them; As alfo, the faid Subjects and 
Inhabitants may with the fame fafety atid freedom fail 
■with their Veflels, and traffick with their Merchandizes, 
without any diftinftion to be made who are the Proprietors, 
froQi the Places, Ports .md Roads of fuch as are Enemys 
tfi both or one of the Qid l-''arcys, without contradiction oc 
difturbance from any wiiomfoever, not only direftly from 
fiich Places at Enmity to a Place neuter, bat alfo from one 
Enemy's Country to another, whether under the Jurifdic- 
Cton of one and the famu Sovereign, or ot feveral.

XIV. This Tranfportation and Traffick fhall extent? to" 
all forts of Merchandizes, except contrabind Goods. 

XV. Within this kind of contraband Merchandizes are 
onlr underrtoodto be compriz'd all forts of fire-arms^ and 
their Accoutrements, as Cannons, Muskets, Mortar-pieces, 
Petards, Fire-balls, Granadoes, Saufages, Barrels of Pitch, 
Carriages, Pitch-forks, Bandaliers, Powder, Match, Salt- 
petre, Bullets, Pikes, Swords, Head-pieces, Casks, CuiraF- 
fes, Halberis, Javelins, Horfes, Saddles, Cafes for Piftols, 
Belti, and other Accoutrements for War. 

XVL Within this kind of contraband Merchandizes fhall 
not beconipriz'd Wheat, Corn, and other Grain, Beans, 
Oil, Wine, Salt, nor generally whatever ferves for Nou- 
rifhnienCandSuftenanceof Life^ but they fhall remain free 
as other Merchandizes and Wares, uncompriz'd within the 
foregoing Article; and it fhall be lawful to tranfport them, 
even to Places at Enmity with their faid Lordlhips the 
States, except to Towns and Places befieg'd, block'd up or 
invelVed. 

XVII. For the putting whetcof in execuiion it is agreed 
to be ill manner following, viz.. That the Ships and Barks 
with Merchandize belonging to his Majcfty's Subjeils, hav- 
ing entred into any Haven of the faid Lords the States, and 
intending to pafs thence to thofe of the Enemys aforefaid, 
Ihill be oblig'd only to fhew to the Officers of the Havens of 
the faid Lords the States, from whence they ftall depart, 
their PaiTports, containing the Particulars of their Ships 
^^lrden, atiefted and niark'd under the ordinary and known 
Seal and Sign of the Officers of the Admiralty of the Places 
from whence they firft ioos'd, and decUre to what Place 
ihey are bound, all in the ordinary and cuftomary Form. 
After which exhibition of their PdiTports, in manner afore- 
faid, they (hall not be liable to be molefied, fearch'd, de- 
tain'd, nor retarded in their Voyages, upon any pretence 
whatfoever. 

XVIII, The fame (hall be obferv'd with relation to fuch 
French Ships and Barks, as fhall come within any Roads 
belonging to the Territorys and under the obedience of the 
faid Lords th« States, without intending to enter into any' 
Haven, or entring in, without intending to unlade or break 
their bulk *, which VefTels fhall not be bound to give an ac- 
count of their Cargoes, uniefs there fhall he fome Sufpicion 
of their carrying to the Enemys of the faid Lords the States, 
anv contraband Goods, asaforelaid.

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XIX. Andincafeof inanifeft Sufpicion, theriidSiiIijeifl! 
ftiall be oblig'd to fhew within the Pons- their Panpcrls, 
in manner aforefaid. 

XX. If they flial! hsve entred into any Rnids, «r flisIL 
be met upon the high Sea, by any Ships of t!ie h\'i I:ord]| 
the States, or of Privateers their Subjefts tor h Ships of tm 
United Provinces, for avoiding all diford^r, ftiall not apj 
proach within Cannon-Oiot of the Frem-]^ bu: may fen(t 
their fmall Boat or Shallop on board the Taid Frtnch Sbip^-l 
or Barks, with two or three Men only, to whom the MafteriiV 
of the frfwi Ships (hall (hew the PaffportSj and LetterfT 
ofSea, in manner aforeCiid, according to the Formnlary i 
forihefaid Letters of Sea, that fhatl be inferted at the cnd-,j 
of this Treaty: by which PalTporis and Letters of Sea, r 
may appear no: only the Ships burden, but alfo the phce'J 
of abode and reiidence, as well of the Mafter or Owner, 1 
as of the Ship itfelfi to the end that by tliefe two means it 
may be known, whether they carry any contraband Mer- 
chandizes^ and the quality as well of the faid Ship as of its 
Mafter and Owner, may futficiently appear ^ tn which 
Pa(rports and Letters of Sea, full credit and belief lhi I) he 
given. And that the validity of them may the bett-r ap. 
pear, and that they may not in any fort be fatfify'd or 
counterfeited, 'certain Marks and Counter-icriptions (hall 
be given, both by his Majefty and by the faid Lords the 
States General. 

XXI. And in cafe any fuch Merchandizes and Wares, 
as are above declar'd to be contraband and prohibited, fhalL 
by the means aforefiid, be found within the (aid French 
VelTels and Barks, bound for Havens belonging to Encniys 
of the faid Lords the States, they (hall be taken out, con- 
demn'd and confifcated by the Judges of the Admiralty in 
the United Provinces, or other competent Judges j but (b 
as the Ship and Bark, or other Goods, Merchandizes and 
Wares found therein, being free and permitted, may not 
Ihtrefore be feiz'd in any manner, nor confifcated. 

XXII. It is moreover accorded and agreed, that what- 
ever (hall be found laden by his Majefty's Subjefts, in any 
Ship belonging to the Enemys of the fiid Lords the States, 
tho.not being contraband Goods, (hall be confifcated, to- 
gether with all that ftiall be found in fuch Ship, without 
exception or rcferve j but on the other hand alfo, whatever 
Ihall be, and be found in Ships belonging to theSubjefts o^ 
the moft Chrilliaa King, (hall befreeandafFraochis'd, tho 
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the lidinf, or part thereof, belong to the Enemies of the 
fjid Lords the States, except Coniribind Goods i concern- 
ing which, fuch Regul.ition (hail be obfcrv'd, as has bcea or- 
der'd in the foregoing Articles. And for the more particular 
clearing of this Article, it is moreover accorded and agreed, 
in cale it (hall happen that both the faid Partys, or but 
one of them, ihali be engag'd in War, that the Goods be- 
longing to the Subjefls of the other, and laden on hoard 
their VciTcls that are Enemys to both, or either, fliall not 
in any wife be confifcated, by reafon, or under pretence of 
iieing embark 'd in an Enemy's Vcffel : and this fame fhall 
lie obferv'd not only when fuch Wares ihall have been 
Hiio'd, before the Declaration of the War, but even after 
. jch Declaration ■, provided that it be within the times and 
Spaces following, viz.. If they QaW have been ftiipp'd with- 
iMi the BaltickSea, or the "North Sea, from Tcnieufe in Nor- 
, iprty to the mouth of the Channel, within the fpace of four 
Weeks, or from the Channel's mouth to the Cape of St. ^«- 
ctntf within the fpace of fix Weeks, and from thetice in the 
Mediterranean Sea, and as far as the ^quinoftial, within 
the fpacc of ten Weeks, and beyond the Line, and in all 
parts of the Woild, within the (pace of eight Months, to 
be computed from the Publication of this prefent Treaty : 
So that the Merchandizes and Goods of SubV^s and Inha- 
bitants, fliip'd in fuch Vtjflels, belonging to Enemys, du- 
ring the faid Terms, and within the extents aforefaid, may 
not in any wife be confifcated, by reafon of their being on 
board fuch EnemyS VeflclSjbut fliali bereftor'd to the Pro- 
prietors without delay, unlefs they (hall have been put on 
board after the expiration of the faid Terms. And yet it 
Ihall in no wife be permitted to traTifport to Enemys Ports 
fuch contraband Goods, as (hall be found on hoard tuch 
Enemys Vcflels, tho tney be reftor'd for the reafon afore- 
faid. And as it has been rul'd in what has gone before, 
that a free Ship iliall aifranchife the Wares that areon 
board it, it is moreover accorded and agreed, that this 
freedom fliall extend to fuch Perfons likewil'e as fhall be in 
free Ships i infomuch that tho they be Enemys to both Pat- 
tys, or to one of them, yet being found in a free Ship, 
they may not be taken thence, unlefs they be Soldiers, and 
afluallyin the Enemys Service, 

XXIII. All the Subjefts and Inhabitants of the faid Uni- 
jted Provinces, ihall reciprocally enjoy the fame Rights, Li-' 
fcerrj'S and Exeaipti&nsj in iheit: Tralfick and Commerce 
' . " ' within 
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within his MiJL'fty's Ports, Roads, Scse jfid Eftates, whicli 
it has but now been Ciid, that his Majwfty's Subjcfls (ball 
enjoy in thofe of the fiid Lords the States, and on rlie higPi 
Sea \ it being ro he undcrflood, that the equality fhili be 
mutuil in all refpecls on both fides, even tho hereafter the 
faifi Lords the States (hould be in Peace, Friendlhip and 
Neutrality, with any Kings, Princes or States, that Jhoold 
become Enemys tohisfaid Majefty : yet each Party (hall 
reciprocally adhere to the Conditions and Reftriftions ex- 
prels'd in the Articles of this prelent Treaty, which con- 
cern Traffick and Commerce. 

XXIV. And the better to afTure the Siibieflsof thefaid 
Lords the States, that no violence Ihall be ofFer'd to them 
by the faid Ships of War, all Captains of the King's Ships, 
and other his Majcfty'sSubjefts, Iball be forbidden to mo- 
left or endamage them in ifiy thing whatfoever, on pain of 
being liable in their Perfons and Eftatcs for fuch Damages 
fuftain'd, and to be fuftain'd, tiil due Rel^itution and Re- 
paration made. 

XXV. And for this reafon, each Captain and Privateer 
Ihall be oblig'd for the future, before their departure, to 
enter good and folvent Bail, before competent Judges, ia 
the Sum of Fifteen Thourmd Livres TauraeJs, to anfwer 
each for all fuch Mil'demeanours as they Iball commit in 
their Voy'agesjand for the Contraventions of their Captains 
and Officers to this prefent Treati", and to his Majelty's 
Ordinances and Ediils, which (hall be piiblifli'd by virtue 
and in purfuance of what is hereby regulated, on pain that 
their Comraifiions and Licences [ball become null and void 'j 
which thing ths Subjefts of the faid Lords the Stares Gene-. 
ral Ihall do in like manner. 

XXVL If it {bould happen that any Friijch Captains take 
a VeiTel laden with fuch contraband Ooods, as aforefaid, 
fuch Captains may not open or break the Coffers, Mails, 
Bundles, Bags, Tuns, and other Cafes, or tranfport, fell or 
exchange, or otherwife alienate them, unlefs they fhall 
have been landed in prefence of the Judges of the Admiral- 
ty, and after an Inventory made by them of the faid Mer- 
chandizes found in fuch VeiTeli^ unlefs the faidcontr.iband 
Goods, making but pirt of the Lading, the Mafter of the 
Ship think good and agree to deliver the faid contraband 
Goods to the faid Captain, and to purfue his Voyage ; in 
which cafe fuch MaflerorOwner may not in any fort Behin- 
dred from pm:fuinEhiscourfe,and the defign of his Voyag«.

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XXVn. His Majefty, willing that the Subjefls of the 
Taid Lords the States General be treated in all Countrys, 
under hii obedience, a'favourable ashisown Subiefls, will 
give all neceflary Orders to have Pjch Judgments and De- 
crees, as [liall be siven and made upon Prizes taken at Sea, 
pafs'd with all Juflice and Equity, oy unTufpefled Perfons, 
and fuch as are not concern'd in Intereft in the things in 
queftioa : and his Majefty will give precife and effeftual 
Orders, that all Decrees, Judgments and Orders of Courts 
of Judice heretofore given, and hereafter to be given, be 
fpcedily and duly executed according to their Forms. 

XXVIU. And whenever the Anibaffadors of the faid 
Lords the States General, or other their publick Minifters, 
which (hall be in his Majefty'sCourt, flisll complain of fucli 
Judgments as (hall have been given \ his Mijefty will caufe 
the faid Judgments to be review'd by his Council, that in- 
quiry may be trade whether the Orders and Cautions con- 
tain'd in this prefent Treaty, hive been purfu'd andobferv'd, 
and that fuch provifion may be made as Ihall be realbnable, 
which thing fhalj be done vi'ii bin the fpace of three Months 
at moft i and yet neither before the firft Judgment, nor after 
the fame, while the Review is depending, may the Goods 
and EfFeftswhich fliillbc rechim'd, be fold nor difcharg'd, 
bur with the confentof the Partys concern'd, to prevent 
their periihing. 

XXIX. If Procefs iflue at the firft and fecond inftance, 
againft any that Ihall have taken Prizes at Sea, and the 
Pattys interefted in the fame ^ and the fiid Pattys interelted 
come to obtain a favourable Judgment or Decree, fueb 
Judgment and Decree thill be sxecuted upon giving Secu- 
rity, notwitbihnding the App..-al of him that fhall have 
taken the Prize, but not conirariwife : and what has been 
faid in this and the foregoing Articles, for the doing of 
Right and fpeedy Jufiice to the Subjefts of the United Fro- 
vinccs, concerning Prizes taken by his Majefty's Subjefts, 
lliall be underftood, that it is likewife to be perform'd by 
the Lords the States General, with relation to Prizes taken 
by their Subjefls from thofe of his Majefty. 

XXX. His Majefty and the Lords the States General 
may at any time caufe to be built or freighted in one ano- 
ther's Country, fuch number of Ships, either for War oc 
Trade, as they Ihali thinJi good, and may buy fuch quan- 
^iiysof Ammunition as tbey ftjall have ufe for, and may ofe 
t^eic Ambocit/ fuc bavio^ jiicij JBar^uns for Ships and 
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Ammnnicion, driven horvefily and at reafonahle prices-, 
yet neither may his Msjelty nor the Lords the States Ge- 
neral, grant the like Permiffion to one another's Enemys, 
in catc fuch Enemys (lull be the AggrelTors. 

XXXI. Ifit thai! happen that Ships of War or of Trade 
be driiren by ftorm or other accident on the Coills of cither 
Ally, the faid Ships, their Furniture, Goods and Mer- 
chandize, and whitevsr fliall be fiv'd, or the Proceed 
thereof, if the Goods being perilTiible {hall have been fold \ 
the whole if reclaim'd by the Proprietors, or others having 
charge of the fame, vwithin a year and a day Ihal! be re- 
ftor'd without any fonml proc«[s, pivingonly reafonabie 
freight, and whatfbill be regulated b^twist the faid AHys 
to be due for faving. And in cafe any thing be done con- 
trary to this prefent Article, his I\Ja)erty and the (;iid 
Lords the States General promife to ufe their Authority ef- 
feftuatly, for the punifhing fuch of their Subjefts as {hall 
be found guilty of thofe Inhumanicys, that have fometimes 
to their great grief been committed upon fuch- like occafions, 
with all pojlible Severity. 

XXXII. Neither his Majefty, nor the faid Lords the 
States General, Ihall receive, rot fuffer their Subjects to 
receive in any Country of their obedience, any Pyrates 
or Exiles whatfoever, but fliall caufe them to be purfu'd and 
punifh'd, and driven out of their Ports ; and as well the 
Ships as Goods taken by fuch Pyrates or Exiles, which 
ihall be found in being, fliall forthwith without Forms of 
Procefs, be freely reltor'd to the Proprietors reclaiming 
them, 

XXXIII. The Inhabitants and Subie£>s on both fides, 
may throughout the Countrys under the Obedience of his 
Majcfty, and of the faid Lords the States General, make 
ufe of fuch Advocates, Proftors, Notirys, and Sollicitors, 
as they fliall think good ; who likewife fliall be appointed 
to them by the ordinary .[udges, when there Ihall be occa- 
fion, and fuch Judges be thereto requefted. And the faid 
Sobjefls and Inhabitants Ihall be permitted, on both fides, 
to keep their Books of Trade and Correfpondence in their 
ftveral places of relidence, in what Language theypleafc, 
without being liable for that matter to be molefted oc 
fearch'd. 

XXXIV. The faid King, as alfo the faid Lords the 
States General, for the convenience of their trading Sub- 
jefts, may fettle Confuls, of their faid Subjefts Nation, in 
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one' another's Kingdom and Eftates \ which Confuls fli»tt 
enjoy fuch Rig,hts, Liberfys and Franchifes, as belong lo 
them by reafon of ihcir Funftion and Efiiploynient : and 
they ftiall be fctcled in fuch Places, as by common confent 
flial! be iiidf'd necelTdry. 

XXXV. His M,iiefty and rhe fiid Lords the States Ge- 
fierjl, fhallnot fufftrrany VefTclof War, or other fet forth 
by Commiflion or for the ferviceofany Prince, Coninion- 
weillh, or 'lov-n whatfoever, lo come and make prize 
within the Pons, Havens, or any Rivers belonging to 
them, upon one another's Sobjefls; and in cafe any fuch 
thing {ball happen, his faid Majefty and the Did Lords the 
Srates Gener.il, uill nfe their Authority and Power to 
caufe Refiirution or reafonable Reparation to be made. 

XXXVI. If ihro' Inadvertence, or othetwife, there 
fhould be any want of due ohfcrvance of this prefent Trea- 
ty, or Contraventions to the fame on his Majefly's part, 
or of the faid Lords the States General, and their Succef- 
I'lrs \ it fliall remain in force notwithlUnding, without 
coming for fuch caufcto a breach of Confederation, Friend- 
fiiip or good Correfpondence : but fuch Conlraventiors 
ihall be fpeediiy repair'di and if they fbalJ be occafion'd 
thro' the fault of any private Subjects, they only ftiall be 
punirti'd and chali)*'d. 

XXXVn. And for the better alTurance for the time to 
come of Comnierce and Friendfhip between the Subjefls 
of the Cud Kinp, ;ind thofe of the faid Lords the States 
Generalof the United Provincesof the ioip Coumrys^ it is 
accorded and agreed, That if hereafter any Interruption 
of Friendfliipor Breach ftiall happen between the Crown 
of FroMce, and the faid Lords the States General of the faid 
United Provinces (which Cod forbid) nine months time 
ftall always be allow'd to theSubjefls of both PartVF, after 
foch a Rupriire, to retire and withdraw their Effefts, and 
Jranfport them whither they pleafei which liitcwife they 
fiiall be permitted to do, as aifo to fell and tranfport their 
Goods and Moveables with all freedom : nor (hall any hin- 
drance be given them, nor any proceedings be, during fuch 
lime of nine months, to feize their Effefls, nmch lefs to 
arreft their Perfons.

LET it be known to all prefent and future, Thjt 
whereas during the Courfe of the War which is 
rprung op forfoiue years between the moft High 
mod Excellent and niofl: PuilTant PrincQ Lewis XIV. by 
the Grace of God moft Chriftian King of France and iVii- 
varre, and his Allys on the one fide i and the moft High 
moft Excellent and moft Poiffant Prints Charles II. by the 
Grace of God Githolick King of Spiin, and his Allys, on 
the other fide:. Their Majcftys wifhing nothing more ar- 
dently, than to fee the fame finifti'd by a good Peace, and 
to put 3 flop to the Defolation of fo many Provinces, ta 
the Teats of To many People, and the Effufion of fo mnch 
Chriftian Blood, which has induc'd them to comply with

n. In purfuance of this good Reunion, the CeiTation of 
all manner of Hoftiliiy agreed on and fign'd the 19th day

nerally in all places where War is made by the Arms of 
their Majeftys, as well between their Troops and Armys, 
as between the Garifons of their place?.

end of this Treaty, with the Interpofition and Pains of thsJ 
moft lliaftriousand Excellent Lords, Lawrence Hyde¥.ij^M 
S\r William TV wp/e Baronet, and Sir Leoline Jenkins Kt, 
AmbafTiidors Extraordinary and Plenipoientiarys of hh 
Majefty of Great Britain, who from the Year 1675. titt 
this prefent, have with great Impartiality, Induftry anv 
Prudence, perform'd the Ofiice of Mediators, in order t9\ 
the reltoring the publick Tranquillity, to the Glory of Gdd,! 
u and Welfare of Chrifiendom, they have mutually agreed oaf 
I the following Conditions of Peace and Friendlhip. f 

f I. That there be a Chriftiin, Univerfal, True and Sin- 
I cere Peace and Friendlhip, between their Imperial and moft 
I Chriftian Majeftys, their Heirs and SuccelTors, Kingdoms 
and Provinces ; as alfo between all and every the Confede- 
rates of his faid Imperial Majefty, more particularly the 
Eleftors, Princes, and States of the Empire, comprehended 
in this Peace, their Heirs and SucceffbrF, on the one part j 
and all and every the Confederates of his fiid moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty, comprehended in this Peace, their Heirs and 
SuccelTors, on the other ■, which faid Peace and Friendfliip 
Ihall be fo fincerely obferv'd and improv'd, that each Party 
fhall promote the Honour, Advantage and Intereft of the 
other. And there fliall be fo perpetual an Oblivion and 
Aojnefty of all Haftilitys committed on each fide {ince the 
beginning 
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beginning of the prefent Troubles, that neither Parfy rtjaW 
upon that or any other account or pretence, give, not 
ctufe, or fuffer to be given Hereafter to the other any 
trouble, direftly or indirectly, under colour of Law, or 
way of Faft, within or without the Empire, any former 
Agreements to the contrary notwithftanding ^ but all and 
every the Injurys, Violences, Hoftilitys, Damages and 
Charges fuftain'd on each (ide by Words, Writing, or 
Deeds, fhall without refpefl of Perfons or things be fo en- 
tirely abotifli'd, that whatfoever may upon that accountbc 
pretended againft the other, Ihall be bury'd in perpetual 
Oblivion. 

II. And forafoiuchas the Peace condoded t}\t2^thAiy 
of Oiioher 1648. at Munfier in Weflphatia, is to be the 
Foundation and Bafis of the prefent Friendlhip and publtck 
Tranquillity; the faid Peace fhall from henceforth be re- 
ftor'd, in all and every its points, and remain in full fofee 
and vigour, as if the fame were word for word inferted 
herein, except in fuch Points-as are derogated from it by 
this prefent Treaty. 

III. And whereas in virtae of the faid Peace of Munftefy 
his moft Chriitian Majelty had Right to keep a Garifon in 
the Fortrefs of Philipsburg for its proteflion, and that the 
faid Forireft hath during this War been taken by the Em- 
peror's Arms, and the Caftle and Town of Friburg by the 
Arms of France^ their Imperial and mol^ Chriftian Majt- 
flys have agreed concerning thofe Places, in manner fol- 
lowing. 

IV. His moft Chriftian Majefty, as well for himfelf as 
his Heirs and SiicceiTbrs, doth for ever renounce and quit 
lo his Imperial Majefty, his Heirs and Succeflors, all Right 
of Proteftion, maintaining a Garifon, and all other things 
which belong'd unto him, with relation to the Fortrefs of 
FhilipsbuTg^ in virtue of the Treaty of Mitnlicry referving 
nothing under any pretence or title to himfelf, his Heirs 
and Succeflors, or the Kingdom oi France-, upon the faid 
Fortrefs, the Fores adjoining to it, and erefted as well cm 
this as on the oilier fide of the Rhine \ any Laws, Confti- 
luiions, and Statutes, or other things whatfoever, to tfte 
contrary notwithflanding, all and every of which arftek- 
prefly derogated from by this prefent Treaty, 

V. In like manner, his imperial Majefty doth as w^ 
for himfelf as his Heirs and SuceelTors, and the whole 
Houfe oi Aiflria^ renounce and for ever quit to bis moft 

z Chridua 
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Chriftun Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, the Caftle an^ I 
Town o[ Friburgf together with the three Villages of ifi6«,,l 
Jf4ezJ)auz.c!]f and Kirchxart thereunto belonging, wtdl \ 
their Diftrifts, as they appertain to the Commntiity of th< J 
(aid Town of Friburg., together with all Propriety, Supft.-! 
riority. Right of Patronage, Sovereignty, and other thingk I 
whatfoever, which belong'd unto him with relation to fr»r I 
buTg\ referving to himfelf, his Heirs and Succeflbrs, or th» 1 
Empire, no Right or Claim thereunto, under any title a( I 
pretence whatfoever : any Laws, Conftitutions, Statutes^! 
or any thing to the contrary notwithftanding, all and every J 
of wflich are exprefly derogated from by this preienfll 
. Treaty: provided ftill, that the Privileges and Immunityfl 
formerly obtain'd of the Houfe of Aijiria for the faid Citjr» 1 
remain inviolable, as alfo the Right of Epifcopacy, Revo- 1 
niies, and other Emolumencs, be referv'd to the Biiht^v 
and Church of Canfiance. 

VI. His tiiofl Chriftian Majefly (hafi, as often as he ha; 
occafion, without any hindrance or molcftation, have a free 
and eafy palTage from Brifaci to Friburg., thro' the Territo- 
ry of his Imperial Majefty and the Empire, by the High- 
way cali'd Landftras^ for the marching of his Soldiers, 
and the conveying of Provifions, and other things necefla- 
Xy for the Garifon of Friburg. 

Vn. Nor (ball the Provifions intended, and neceffary 
for the Garifon of Friburg, in their way and pafTage from 
Briftck to Friburg^ be moleftcd or detajn'd, thro'paynientof 
any Tolls, Cuftoms, Taxes, Dutys, or Rights, new or an- 
tient. It is further agreed. That the Victuals requifite, ai 
well for the Garifon as Inhabitants, which fliall be tranfport- 
«d from any place of BrifgavD to Friburg., fliall, as hitherto, 
£p likewife for the future, pay no Cuitonis : And as for o- 
ther Merchandize, and things whatfoever, no other nor 
greater Duty$ and Cuftoms Ihall be laid upon them, than if 
diey were carry'd to other Places under the obedience of 
his Itnperial Majerty, or are otherwife paid by the Subjefts 
of his laid Imperial Majefty. 

VIII. Conimiflioners fliall within a year after the Rati- 
fication of the Peace be nam'd, to determine and conlider 
what Debts lawfully contrafted are to be paid by the faid 
Town oi Frtburg. 

IX. His moft Chriftian Majefty fiiall take efieftuil care, 
Jli« fincerely and without delay all and every the Wri- 
$,\a^ and Deeds, wiiicii at the time of the taking of Fri- 
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hurgt were found in the Town and Caftlc, in the Chancery 
of tiic Government, and Chamber, or in the Houfes and 
Cuftody of the Counfellors, and other Officers thereof, or 
clfewhere, be rellor'd to his Imperial Majefly : but if the 
Did Writini^s be publick, and do jointly concern the faid 
Town of Friburgy and the three Villages thereunto be- 
longing, the Commidionersabove-mention'd fliali agree in 
what place the fame fhall be kept •, fo that authentick Copys 
of them may be obtain'd as often as defir'd. 

X. It Ihall be lawful not only to the Chapter of B^e^ 
as alfo to all and every the Members of the Auflrian Go- 
vernment, and the Uiiiverfit}' of Frtburg^ but alfo to 
the Citizens and Inhabitants of what condition foever, ' 
who have a mind to depart, without any hindrance, mo- 
leftation, or impoRtion, within a year after the Rati- 
fication of the Peace, to tranfport themfelves, together 
with their Moveables, to whatfoever place they pleafe, and 
to fell, retain, or adminifter by themfelves or others their 
Immoveables. All others fhall likewife have thefime power 
10 retain, adminifter, or alienate, who have any Goods, 
Revenues, or Rights, in the faid City of Frihsrg^ or the 
three Villages belonging unto it. 

XI. Neverthelefs, his moft Chriftian Majefty doth con- 
fent, that the faid Caftle and Town of Friburg, with the 
three Villages thereunto belonging, Ihal! be reftor'd to his 
Imperial Majefty, in cafe they can agree on an Eqaivalent 
for it, to the faiisfaftion of his moft Chriftian Majefty. 

XII. Whereas the Duke of Lorain is engag'd in the War 
with his Imperial Majefty, and defires to be included in 
this prefent Treaty ■, the faid Duke (hall for himfelf, his 
Heirs and SucceiTors, be reftor'd to the free and full pof- 
feflion of all thofe States, Places, and Goods, which Duke 
Charles his Uncle poflefs'd in the year 1670, when the lame 
were taken by the Forces of the moft Chriftian Kingv ex- 
cepting only fuch Alterations as are made and fpeciiy'd ia 
the following Articles. 

XIII. The Town of Nancy, with its Diftrift (common- 
ly ciil'd Finage) fhall remain for ever united and incorpo- 

■^ted to the Crown of France ■, (b that his moft Chriftian 

N4ajefty, his Heirs and SuccefTors, Ihall poflefs the (ame 

fwith ail Right of Superiority, Sovereignty and Propriety* 

pind to that end, the faid Duke of Lorain doth as well foc 

'liimfelf as his Heits and Succeffors, for ever renounce, qait 

^mi transfe r uato the faid mo fl Chr iftian Kingj his Heirs 
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and SueceiTors, without any Retention or Refervation, all 
Right of Propriety or Sovereignty, all Prerogatives and 
Preeminences, which did, or of Right aught to belong to 
the faid DuJtc, with reference to the abovefaid City of 
I^ancy^ any Laws, Cuftoms, Statutes, Conftitutions or 
Agreements, made to the contrary nocwithftandinp ^ all 
which, as alfo the annulling Claufes of Derogation, are 
derogated from by this prefent Treaty. 

XIV. And to the end there may be a more Free Com- 
munication between the fiid Town o{ Nancy and the Do- 
minions belonging to the Crown of France,' and a more ea- 
fy palTage for the French Soldiers, Ways half a League 
broad Ihill be mark'd out by Commiiiioners to be appointed 
for that purpofc by the nioft Chriftiai King, and the faid 
Duke of Lorain ; the firft of which Ways ihall be, from 
St. Diditr 10 Nancy, the fecond, from iVi/wcy to >4//«(ia ; 
the third, from the faid City of Nancy to Befancoriy in the 
County of Burgundy \ and the fourth, from Nancy to m 
Max. : yet fo that the marking out of the faid Ways, be \ 
done in the fame manner, as was obferv'd in the Ways for- 
merly confented to by Duke Charles^ in the Year 1661. 

XV, All Places, Villages, Houfss and Lands, together 
with their Dependences, fituace and lying within the ftid 
Ways of half a League broad, fhall belong to his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, together with all Rights, as well of 
Superiority and Sovereignty as Propriety, which the faid 
Duke or his Anceftors had and enjoy'd before this Treaty \ 
yet fo, that if theDiftriflsor Dependences of the faid Places 
extend beyond the faid half League, whatfoevet lies beyond 
that fpace of Ground, and the Boundaries fettled by the 
Commiflioners, (hall with all Superiority, Sovereignty and 
Propriety, remain as formerly, to the faid Duke, his Heirs 
and SuccefTors. 

XVL The City and Provoftfhip of Longwic^ with its 
Appurtenances and Dependences, fhall for ever, with all 
Saperiority, Sovereignty and Propriety, remain to the faid 
moft Chriftian King, his Heirs and Succeffbrsv and the faid 
Duke, his Heirs and Succeffbrs, fiiall lay no claim thereto 
for the future : But in exchange for the faid City and Pro- 
voftfhip, his moft: Chriftian Majefty fhall give to the faid 
Duke another Provoftfhip, in one of the three Bifhopricks, 
of the fame greatnefs and value, according as Ihall be agreed 
upon by the abovefiid Commiftionersj which being fo 
sra.nled and convey'd by the nioft Chriftian King to the 
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Taid Duke, as well the faid Duke as his Heirs and 

fors, thai! forever enjoy it, with all Rights of Superiority, 
Sovereignty and Propriety. 

'XVII. In like manner his moft Chriftian Majefty, for 
and in corupenfifion of the faid Tovfn of Nancy^ doth for 
Wmfelf and the Crown of France, quit and convey to the 
aforejaid Duke, his Heirs and Succeilbrs, the Superiority, 
Sovereignty and Propriety of the City of Toul^ and the 
Soburbs thereof, with all Rights thereto belonging, efpeci- 
ally the Prerogatives and Preeminences of Patronage, which 
did or of right ought to have belong'd to the Crown of 
Franctt in and over the faid City oi'Toul, its Suburbs tai 
Diftcift (commonly call'd Finagt) lb as the did Duke, his 
Heirs and Succciror?^ may, without any Retention or Re^ 
fcrvation, fully enjoy and exercife the fame \ any Laws, 
Cuftoms, Statutes, ConftitaiioiTs or Agreements made to 
the contrary notwichftanditig j from all which, asalfo the 
annulling Claufes of Derogation, the moft Chriftian Kj'ng 
hath eicprefly derogated by this prefeal Treaty. 

XVIII. And in cafe the Diftrift of the City of Tout 
fball be found to be of lefs bignefs and value than the Xiii- 
iriftof the City o( Nancy^ the fame (ball be otherwife com- 
penfited to .the Duke, fo that the Diftrifts of both City* 
Ihall be of an equal greatnefs and valae. 

XIX. The moft Chriltian King fliall, as by this preCint 
Treaty he doth, for ever renounce for himfelf, his Heirs 
and SucccfTors, the Right of nominating or prcfcnting the 
Bifhbp oiToiU to the hands of the Pope, procur'd by him 
of Pope GeM^nt 1%. (o that theiiid Duke may make his 
recourfe to the Apoftolick See to obtain the fame. 

XX. It is further covenanted and agwed, That it flaaU 
in no wife be Lawful. for the faid Duke to make any Altera- 
tion or Change, in the Benefices beftow'd by bis moft 
Chriftian Majefly, tiil the day of this prefcnt Treaty : and 
thofe who are indufled into the faid B^netices, Iball conti- 
nue in (juiet pofTcifion of th&m, ib that the f^id Ouke dia8 
in no wife trouble or moleft, rvor difpoOers them of chc 
fame. 

XXI. It is further agreed. That atl Proceedings at Lanr, 
Sentences and Decrees, made and given by Dbe CouDcilf 
5adges, or other Officers of his moft Chriftian Majdty, in 
Suits and Actions chat are ftnifti'd, as well between the Sub> 
jeAs of the faid Gutchy of Lorain and Bar as others, during 
«^ time the fa.id States weie luider thg Doaujuoa i>( tt:^ 
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moft CHriftian King, (hall take Place, and have their full 
and entire effort, in as ample manner as if the moft Chrif- 
lian King had ftill continii'd Lord and PolTelTor of thofe 
Countrys \ nor (hall it be liwful to qtieftion, annul, delay 
or hinder the Execution of the fiid Sentences and Decrees; 
But the Partys concern'd may, according to what is pre- 
(crib'd and appointtid by the Laws, defire 1 Revilion of the 
Proc;^dings that have been thereupon h,id, yet fo that the 
.■SSntences fhajl remain in full force ajid vigour. 

XXII. The Charters, Deeds and Writings, which were 
in the Exchequers of Nancy and Btr, and in the two Cham- 
bers of Aecompts, or elffvrhere, and hive been fince re- 
mov'd from thence, thall be forthwith reftor'd to the Dulce. 

XXIII. His Imperial Mijefty doth agree. That Prince 
Pi-aaeii Ef-on^ Bilbop of Stmsburg-, and his Brother Prince 
William Egon o( Furflemburg, together with their Nephew- 
prince Anthony Egon of Fur/iemburg^ and ]their Officers and 
Winifters, fhall be fully rellor'd to the State, Reputation, 
Dignitys, Rights, Suffrages, Selliorr, Benefices and Office^ 
Goods bolden in Fee-fimplc, Fee-bale, and in Cupitey toge- 
ther with the Profits that have been feqiieltred, and gene- 
rally to all other Goods, which they did or of tight ought 
to have enjoy'd before their D-priwation, upon occafion of 
this War, any Proceedings, Tranfaftions or Decrees what- 
,foevet to the contrary notwilbftanding. The faid Prince 
Wi3iamEgm Ihall immediately after the Ratification of the 
Peace, be rettor'd to his full liberty. And vvhatfoeverhath 
_^been (aid, written or done by the Chapter of Strasburg^ 
and others who adniinidred the Goods and Benefices be- 
longing to the fiid Bilhop and Prince, fhall be bury'd in 
perpetual Oblivion ; nor llnll they upon that account be 
impeach'd, or under any other pretence whatfocver mo- 
lefted. 

; XXIV. All the ValTals and Subjefts, Ecclefiiftical and 
Secular, of both Partys, Ihall be refior'd to the Honours, 
"Dignitys and Benelices, which they enjoy'd before the 
^breaking out of the War i as alfo to all Goods movable and 
''JQiiuoveibie, Revenues cafual and fubjeft to Redemption, 
.feiz'd and confifcated upon occafion of the War, together 
;wjtb all Rights, Actions and Inheritances fallen to them 
even during the fame i yet fo that nothing (hall be deiiiand- 
'ed for the Profits and Rents receiv'd for the faid Good?, 
Moveables, Revenue? and Benefices, from the time of the 
Coofifcation and Seizure, till the day of the Ratification ^f 
Vol.1. R 
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the Peaces and in like manner, the Debts, Effefti 
chindize and Moveables, confifcated before the fai ' 
thai neither the Creditors of private Debtors, nor 
LWhofe hinds fuch EfFefls and Merchandize have been depo- 
fited, nor their Htirsor Alligns, may profecuteor pretend 
'to any Reftitution or Satisfaftion for the fame. Which Re- 
Aitutions rtiall be extended to thofe alfo who have been of 
thecontr^.ry Party; andconfequently, they fbal! in virtue 
of this Treaty bereitor'd to the favour of their Prince, as 
alfo to their Goods, in fuch condition as they (hall be found 
to he at the Conclofion and Signing of this Treaty, All 
which things (liall be effeflually executed, any Donations, 
Con fifcit ions, Orders Interlocutory, and Definitive Sen- 
tences given and made, without hearing and in the ablence 
of the Partys \.\xo' contumacy \ which Sentences and Judg- 
ments fhall be made nulP, and deem'd to be of no more 
force, than if they had never been judg'd and pronounc'd \ 
full and entire liberty remaining to the faid Partys, to re- 
turn into the Country from whence they departed, and 
enjoy the Goods, Movables, Eftates and Revenues, or in- 
Jtabit in what place foever they (hall pleafe and make choicCj, 
^ithout any Violence or Compulfion ; and in cafc they 
Tiave a mind to tranfpori themfelves to fome other place, 
.they may by Attorneys not fufpefted, adminiller and en- 
joy their Goods and Revenues, fuch Benefices only except- 
ed as require refidence, which they ought perfonally to per- 
form and execute. 

XXV. The Agreement this day made between his Im- 
perial Majefty, and the Empire, and the King and King- 
dom of Srvedirij as well with relation to himfelf, as to the 
tivk*: of Hdlciit-Guiiorp., fball be efieem'd to be compre- 
hended in this Treaty, in fuch manner that as well this, 
as the a foremen tioi'd Treaty, between the Emperor and 
Sweden-t Ihall be judg'd and look'd upon as one and the 
fame, and held to -be of the fame force and virtue, as if it 
were word for word inferted in this Treaty. 

XXVI. And becaufe it is highly neceffary, in order to 
the Prefervation of the publick Peace, That the War which 
yet continues between his moil Chriftian Majefty and the 
ICing and Kingdom of Swedevy on the one part ■, and the 
Km%oi Denmark, tlic Eleftor oi Brandenburg, the Eifliop 
of MunfleTi and the Princes of Lunenburg., namely the ffi* 
■fliop of p/niiW>;, and the Dukes of Zf// and WolfemhuttUj 
be with all fpeed conipos'd ; as well his Imperial as his moft 

Chriftian 
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Chriftian Majelly, fliall employ tlieir utmoft Offices to- 
wards the faid Princes, and tJie King ol* Sro^den^ Tfaata 
Peace between the aforefaid P.Ttys be fpeediiy made j and 
to that end, a Ceffation of Arms in order to it, be forth- 
with agreed to by ihem. But if contrary to all Expedi- 
tion, the faid Offices ftiould want their defir'd effedt, his 
Imperial Majdty, and the Eleilors, Princes and States of 
the Empire, included in this Pejce, do proniife, that after 
the Term for the CefTation of Hodilitys is espir'd, they 
will in no wife, under any pretence whatfoever, direftiy ocJ 
indireflly, affift the aforefaid Eneinys of Frdwceand Sw^t\ 
den^ or in any wife hinder them in carrying on of the War^ 
nor fuffer the Forces of the aforefaid Enemys of France ami" 
Sweden to take any Win let- Quarters without their Terri- 
torys in the Empire : And for the aforefaid end only, it 
ftiall be free for his moft Chriflian Majefty to keep a Ga- 
rifon in the following Places in ths Empire, yet without 
endamaging the Owners of the faid Places and their Subj" 
jefts, and at the Charges of the moft Chriftian King, -viz^, 
in the Towns and Citys of Cijaffclet^ Huy, yervicrs, Alx 
ta ChaptUty Dueren, Litnkk, Nuys and Zoas ; in which 
Places no new Fortifications fliall be made, further thaa 
fhall be neceflary for the fafely of the Garifons, and without 
giving juft caufe of Sufpicion: Nor (halt it be lawful for the 
moft Chriftian King to retain thofe places on account of the 
Charges made therein, nor under any other pretence what- 
foever, but (ball evacuate and reftore the fame to thofe from 
whom he took them, fo foon as a Peace (hall be concluded 
and ratify'd between the aforefaid Pariys, as to the Pro- 
vinces fituate in the Empire, or that more fit means (hall 
by common Confent be found out to reftore it. In like man- 
ner, his moft Chriftian Majefty dothprcmile, that he will 
in no wife, nor under any pretence whatfoever, diredlly 
or indireftly, aflifttheprefcnt Ercmys of the Emperor and 
Empire : It ftiall be likewife free for the Emperor and Em-, 
pirc, to employ their Offices, Counlels and Endeavours, 
■jointly with the moft Chriftian King, for the (peedy com- 
pofing the War by common content. 

- XXVU. Purfuant to the Peace oi Munfier^ confitm'd by 
'the fecond Article in all its Points and Claufes, Places (hall 
Ibe reftor'd, and fuch as are to be teftor'd fliall be bonifide 
evacuated. To which end, Commifiioners ffiiH be nam'd 
at the fame time this Treaty is ratify'd ofi both fides, that 
the aforefaid Evacuation and Reftitution be without further 
■ R a ■ 4%\vf. 
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delay made, within one month after the Ratification of the 
Peace, thofe Places only excepted which are otherwife for 
a time to be difpos'd of by the preceding Article. 

XXVII'. Whereas there hath been an antient difference 
concerning the C^ftle and Dutchy of Soville!!, between ibe 
Bifhop and Prince of Lit^e-, and the Dukes of^that name, it 
is hereby agreed. That the Duke of Bovillan continning in 
the pofTelTion he hath ofit, the faid Difference fljall amicably, 
or by Arbiters lo be nam'd by the Partys within three 
months after the Ratification of the Peace, be compos'd, 
without proceeding to Arts of force. 

XXIX. Immediately after the figningand fubfcribing of 
this Treaty of Peace, by the Extraordinary AmbafTadors 
and Plenipotentiarys, all Aftsof Hoflility flial! ceafe. And 
in cafe within fourteen days after the figning of the Treaty, 
any thing (hall be attempted or alter'd, it fball be forth- 
with repair'd and reftor'd to its firfl condition. 

XXX. Contributions ftiall continue to be demanded and 
levy'd, -by the one and the other Party, in thofe Provinces, 
Countrys and Places, where before the figning of this Trea- 
ty they were fettled, till the Ratification of the fame ■, and 
what fiialf then remain in Arrear, (hall within four months 
after the faid Ratification b^ paid. Yet fo that the pay- 
ment of the fame ihall not, after the Ratifications are ei- 
chang'd, be forcibly requir'd of thofe Places which will give 
fufficient fecurity to pay the Proportion affefs'd upon them. 

XXXI. Altho in the fecond Article of this Treaty it 
hath been fufficiently declar'd, that the Peace of Munfier 
fliall in all and every its Points be confirm'd \ yet it hath 
been thought fit, particularly that all things ftipulated in 
the faid Peace of Munfter, with relation to the bufinefs of 
A/oritferrat, remain hereafter in full force and virtue : 
amonglb which thofe things Ihall more particularly continue 
firm and valid, which are ftipulated therein in behalf of 
the Doke of Savoy. 

XXXII. Their Imperial and moft Chriftian Majeftys, 
retaining a grateful fenfe of the OiHces and continual Endea- 
vours the moft Serene King of Great Sritain hath us'd to 
reftore a general Peace, and the publieJt Tranquillity, it is 
mutually agreed between the Partys, that he with his King- 
doms be included in this Treaty, after the beft and moft 
efieftual manner that may be. 

XXXUI. In this Peace thofe alfo fhall be comprehended, 
who fhall be nam'd by either Patt/a withcommon confentf 

before 
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before the exchange of the RatiEcadons, or within 6 months 
after. 

XXXIV. The Emperor and the moft Chriftian King do . 
agree. That all Kings, Princes and States, fhall and may 
give their Guarantys to their Imperial and moll: Chriflian 
Majeftys, for the execution and performance of all and eve- 
ry the Points contain'd in this prefent Treaty. 

XXXV. The Peace being thus concluded, the Ambaffla- 
dors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiarys of both Partys, 
do proaiife, that the fame fliall be ratify'd, in the manner 
mutually agreed on by the Emperor and Empire and the 
moft Chriftian King rerpeftively j and take effcftual care, 
that authentick Ratifications be within the fpace of 8 weeXs 
to be computed from the day of the figning thereof, or 
fooner if poflible, reciprocally and in due form exchang'd 
here. 

XXXVI. And whereas his Imperial Majefty hath been 
humbly defir'd by the Eteftors, Princes and Slates of the 
Empire, by virtue of a Refolution dated May 31, 1677. 
under the Seal of the Chancery of Mentz.^ and deliver'd to 
the French AmbalTadors, to take care by his Imperial Am- 
baffadors in this Congtefsof the Interefts of the fa id Elec- 
tors, Princes and States of the Empire i as well the Imperial 
as the Frcrjch Ambafladors, have m leftimony, and for the 
greater validity of all, and every thing and things contain'd 
in this Treaty of Peace, fign'd and feal'd the fame with 
their Names and Seals, and promis'd interchangeably 
to deliver fufHcient Ratifications thereof, within the fpace 
abovs-msntion'd, and the form therein agreed on ; nor 
fiiall any Proleltation or Contradiftion from the Direc- 
tory of the Empire, againft the Sabfcription of this Treaty, 
be recciv'd or efteem'd valid. Done at Nimegueri', the ^th 
day of February^ Anno Dom.

IT has been thought proper andconvenient, after a feri- 
ous Deliberation, to notify to all the Minilters of this 
State that are in foreign Courts, the Reafons which 
have induc'd their High MightinelTcs to alTift his Highnels 
the Prince of Orange with Shipping and Troops, to purfue 
his Defign to go over into England^ with Orders and Com- 
mand, that they fhonld make ufe of the faid Reafons in the 
Courts where they refide, as they (hall fee good : And that 
in confequencc thereof, they hive wrote to the fdid Mini- 
fters, that'tisnotorioofly known toajj the World, that the 
Englifli Nation hath for a long time complain'd, that the 
King being undoubtedly fet on by the evil Counfels and 
Pcrfuations of his Minifters, hath encroach'd upon their 
fandamenial Laws, and endeavoor'd by the Infra^ion of 
them, and the Incrodaftion of the Roman CathoHck Reli- 
gion, lofupprefstheir Libertys, to ruin [he /'roif^anr Reli- 
gion, and bring all things under an arbitrary Government: 
That if this ill Conduft (hall proceed much farther, and 
the dangers of the Misfortunes that are apprehended from 
it, be augmented, this will occafion fuch a Diitruft of and 
Avcrlion to the King, ihata general Confufion and Diforder 
may be apprehended throughout the Kingdom. Wherefore 
upon the frequent Reprefentations, reiterated Prayers, and 
prefling AddrefTes made to his Highnefs, by divers Lords, 
and oiher Perfons of great Note in that Kingdom i and 
out of regard to the interell which her Royal Highnefs and 
the Prince have in the Profperity of the fame Kingdom ; 
and that they cannot, upon account of thofe Differences 
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and Difunions, ftind flill and run the rirquc of being exclO' 
ded from the Crown; the faid Prince of Orange., being 
oblig'd to the fupport of the fame, he refolved and with 
good resfon to go and fiiccoor the Nation, in confideration 
and upon the account of that Government which is fo baf- 
denfom to it, and to give it all poffible Afliflance; aod fo 
much the more, in that his Highnefs i* perfuaded, that the 
Profpericv of this State, wherewith he is intrufted, is great- 
ly intereiled that the faid Kingdom (hould continue peace- 
able; and that iheMiftraft and jgalotifys between the King 
and the Nation Ihould be reniov'd: That his Highnefs be- 
ing fenlible, that in order to fucceed in fo important and 
laudable a Defign, and that he may meet with no Obftruc- 
tion from ill-minded people, it was neccflary he (houldpais ' 
over into that Kingdom, attended with fonie Forces, he 
made known his Inieniions to their High Mightinefles, and 
defir'd Afliftance of them; that their High Mightine^es, 
after having maturely deliberated thereupon, and confi- 
der'd that the Kings of France and of Great Britain had a 
good Underftandingof, and Friendfhip for one another, as 
their High MighlinelTes had been very often afTiir'd ; and 
that there was a very ftrift and fccret Alliance between 
iheni ; that alfo their High MightinelTes were inform'd and 
advertis'd, that their Majertys endeavont'd in concert, to 
deprive this State of her Allys ; and that even the King of 
France had, upon feveral Occafions, Jhew'd the little Efteem 
he had for them ; and that therefore it was to be fear'd, if 
the King of Great Britain fhould once carry his point, and 
attain to an abfolute power over his People, that the two 
Kings being united in Intereft of State, and in hatred to 
the Proteflant Religion, ihould endeavour to overturn iWs 
State, and if poliible to deftroyit; they have refolv'd to 
let his Highnefs purfue his Defign, and to grant hini fome 
Ships and Troops, in the nature of Auxiliarys, to afiift. 
him therein: And in parfuance thereof, his Highnefs hatfe 
declar'd to their High MightinefT^s, that he is refolv'd, 
p/ith the Grace and Favour of God, to go over into Eng- 
layid-, not with the lead view or defign to invade the King- 
dom, to Uy it wafte, or dethrone the King, much lels to 
render himfelf Walter of it, to do prejudice to the lawful 
Succelfor, or. to expel and perfecutethe ^w«rt» Catholicks • 
but folely and wholly to fuccour the Nation, to reeftablilh 
the Laws and Privileges which have been invaded, and alfo 
to prelerve their Religion and Libectys j and to this end, 

to 
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for ajjijiing the Trince of Orange; 

lo endeavour to bring things To to pafs, that a free and 
lawful Pirliiment may be cali'd, according to Cuftoni, of 
fuch Perfons as arequalify'd by the Laws and Conftitutioa 
of the Governinetiti that there they' may debate and re- 
folve upon what they fball judge neceiTary, for the Security 
of the Nobility, Clergy, Gentry and People j and to the 
end that their Rights, Laws and Privileges miy be na 
more violated and invaded: That their High MigbtinefTes 
hope and are confident, that under the Divine Benediftion, 
Tranquillity and Union Ihall be rsftot'd in that Kingdom 
and fo be thereby put into a condition efficacioufly to con- 
cur in what (hall be for the common Good of Chrifiendom. 
and the Re-eftabtj(hment and Maintenance of the Peace and 
Tranquillity of Europe. And an Extract fli?ii be made of 
this Refolution of their High MightinelTes, to be put by 
the Agent Rofenboam into the hands of the foreign Miniliers 
reliding here, for their Inftruftioni and that they majr 
make ufe of thera as they pleafe.

^ 'Declaration of War againji FrancCj 
a Thcart of the States General c 
United Provinces, concerning the 
merce of the Inhabitants of the faiei 
Provinces: As alfo of Neutral 'poW' 
ers in the 'Ports 0/ France, and contra^ 
hand Goods, Securttys of Ships and 
Merchandizes, appertaining to the Suh 
jecis of France. Given at the Hague, 
March ^thy 1689. 

TH E States General of the Vnited Provinces of the 
Low-Country!., to all thole who fhall fee or hear 
thcfe Prefents read, Greetings Be it known unto 
them, TKat being in the Year 1672, in a profound Peace 
and perfefl Tranquillity, and relying upon the Treatys of 
peace, Friendlhip and Allimce, which were in Force be- 
tween fri*«cf and this State, we found ourfelves deftitute 
of every ihingthat might ferve for our defence, and with- 
ftand fo potent a King, in cafe he Ihould make a War upon 
ns; and fo much the more, in that it could not enter into 
our Thoughts, that the King of France Ihoutd violate the 
laid Treitys, contrary to all Juftice and Equity j we have 
neverthelefs, beyond M Expeftation, been fuddenly atiacJt'd 
by the King of France by force of Arms; fo that bis nu- 
merous Armys muft have reduc'd thisState to the Brink of 
Deftruflion, and have eafily brought the fame under his 
Subjeftion, had it not been that calting our Eyes upon the 
Reafons the King of France gave for his beginning 
the fiid War, which he laid was only for th'? Incrcafe of 
, fiis H«r.our and Glory, we were perfuaded, that Alinighty 
Gud would not fuffer us to be ruin'd upon fuch unjuft Mo- 
tives ^ that being thereupon in this defperate ftateof our 
Affairs, ftir'd up to refume our Courage, under the great 
and wife Conduf); of his tlighnefs the Prince of Orange, 
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hd to expoTe our felves to all Extreniitys, in order to de- 
^"tiS the true Reformed Religion, onr Liberty and dear 
_Jountry, againft fuch unjuft Violences, we have by the 
BleJiiDg of God upon oarState, after the Effulion of mucK 
innocent Blood, and our People having fuffered unheard-of 
Crueltysaiid Barbaritys from the French, at length entirely 
re-eftabli(h'd our Affairs and brought the faid War to an 
end by a Treaty of Peace, Commerce, Nivigition and 
Marine, concluded with Frame at Nifieguin, in the Year 
1678. That we on our part have faithfiiliy and religioudy, 
as we ought to do, executed the fiidl^eatys; infomuch; 
thatwe prefently took off all and (ingular the Impofitions 
opon the Merchandizes, Manufafturcs and'other Comnio- 
ditys of the Growth of France, as alfo other Cultoms whicfi 
the King of France could pretend to have been laid by us/ 
by way of Retribution, upon account of the exorbitant Du-r 
tys which the King of frrtwcehinifelf was firft pleas'd to put; 
upon the Navigation and Commerce of this State, in order 
to ruin and entirely dellroy them : That we have difiera- 
bled many Injurys which have been done us ; and that toi' 
the end we might avoid all occifions of fjlliug under the 
King of France's Difpleafure, we have fo comptrted our 
felves in all our Actions, that we have not given the King 
of fnJwe any jultCaufeof Offence: Whereas on the con- 
trary, the King of France on his part hith indeed, by a 
publick Edift, recall'd and annull'd the exorbitant Impofi- 
tions laid by him on the Commerce and Navigation of thii 
State, and caus'd the fime in fonie Points and Places to be 
put in Execution, but in other Places has left the fame un- 
done: That moreover the king of f/-a«ce hath endeavour'i 
from time to lime, all manner of ways todiftarb ourNavi^ 
gation and Commerce, aswell w ithin as without £u)-o;ji?, fa- 
vour'd the Seizure of our Shipsand Cargoes,and directly bent 
his Thoughts entirety to ruin ourfjid Navigation and Com- 
merce : Nay, he was To far from letting our Men of War 
;o unmoleftcd, that he violently forc'd them to fubmit toi 
)e fearcli'd; and which is more, made them be attack'di 
and hoftilely purfu'd in the time of a profound Peace. In 
like manner, the King of iri)»« hath at laft hinder'd the 
Subjefts of this State, by way of new Tolls and Impofi- 
tions, to fell their Minufaftures, and filb in his Country ; 
and hath rais'd fo many unjult and unheard-of Obllacles in 
their way, under fome frivolous pretence or other, that it 
Tvould be impoflible for (hem to cgntinue their Trade into 
Vol. i; ' ' S franii 
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Jrawce any longer^ bcfides which, he hath Seen gnilty^ __ 
divers other Contraventions agiinft the fdid TreJtys, whic^ 
the States for Peace fake have conniv'dat: That theRedreg 
which has feveral times been demanded, hath been reje£hd 
with Scorn, as often as fuch Inltances have been made 
thereupon i, and by refufing the Honour which the Minifters 
of this State have always Had allow'd them mFiance^ they 
have endeavoor'd to render this State contemptible: That 
ihe King of France., having begun a horrible Perfecution of 
thofe of the Reform'd Religion in his Country, hath in 
that Perfecution involv'd the Subjefti of this Siate, vvha 
were only fettled in France-, upon the account of Trade; 
having parted Wives from their Husbands, and Children 
from their Parents^ and fo little regard has been had to 

{uftice, that the Confuls refiding there for this State have 
een us'd after a cruel and anheard-of manner j all of them, 
contrary to the Law of Nations, and the exprels Words of 
the Treatys, being refus'd Leave to withdraw, bur kept 
there thro'theSeverity of Imprifonments and other illTreat- 
nients: Thatfinding, even foon after the Conclufion of the 
Peace, the ill Intentions of the King of Friin^againft this 
State, by the Motions he made of his Troops on our Fron- 
tiers, we were oblig'd to keep many Men in our Service, 
to our great Charge, and to equip a Fleet that flood us in 
great Sums of Money, for fear of being attack'd anew \ by 
means whereof, the King of France in all appearance had 4 
delign to wafte the Finances of this State -, that fo when he 
found its Commerce, Navigation, Manufaftores, Fiftiery 
and Finances ruin'd, he might the moreeafily make hinifelf 
Nlafler of it: That the King of frnwehath fome time en- 
deavour'd, by fair Words and folemn Aflurances, and even 
by ofTers of Alliance, to amufeand lull usafleep, to the end 
our Tranquillity and Security might be incrcas'd-, for as 
foonand whenever we have in all Simplicity been deliroas, 
by defenfive Alliances tending to injure no body, to fecure 
the Peace of Nimeguen., the King of France has oppos'd the 
fame ; tho it was exprefly ftipulated by the zotb Article of 
the faid Treaty of Peace, they might do it ^ and he bath 
even upon that account thtcaten*d the States with a new 
War : And laflly. That the King of France hath in tinieof 
Peace, contrary to the Articles of the faid Treatys, inferted 
for the mutnal Security of the Inhabitants of both Countrys, 
caus'dthe VelTels, Perfons and Goods of our goodSubjefts, 
to be (lop'd and (eiz'df which upon the publick and foletna 
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Faith of Treatys were found in the Countrys onder his 

Obedience, carrying on their Commerce there; and hjtii 

befidcs, every where attack'd, taken and Carry'd off the 

Ships and Merchandizes belonging to thefe Countrys ; and 

not only refus'd to releafeihem, out hath ill us*d [he Sailors 

and Seamen, and threaten'd and foIHcited them to change 

their Religion, clapping them up in Prifons, where they 

are (HI) deiain'd \ oefldes whtcn, their Ships have been 

fold, and all contrary to the i v^ Article of the Treaty of 

Peace, and ^Sf/jArticleof the Treaty of Commerce, Navi. 

gation and Marine, by which it isftipulated, thatit a Wi^ 

fliooM happen, fix and nine Months refpeflively fboold l 

ftllow'd the Siibjefls on either part to depart themfelve^ 

together with their Goods and Effefts, and even to feft 

them there without any Moleftalion, fo as thst neither 

their Perfons nor their Goods could within that time be 

liable to be feiz'd. Moreover, that the King of Fr.tnc\ 

hath at his own pleafure, caus'd his Troops to plunder ani 

burn feveral Villages within the Dominion of the Statei 

before the War was publifh'd and dechr'd, or at leail th( 

■very fame day on which it was declar'd, and when we ha^, 

not had had the lead Information thit this State hid a Rup-' 

ture with ira»«j he having declar'd War againft this Statfr 

by his Declaration bearing date the zdih of Novemhir lad 

at Vtrfailles^ without giving any otiier reafon for it, but 

that we had made fome extraordinary Lsvys and Arma- 

tuents, which by the indifputed and eiTential Rights of a^l 

Sovereigns we had power to do, and lor which we are noj: 

Oblig'd to be accountable to any body: and this we havj' 

done not with a defign to injure France^ but only by waj 

of ncceflary Precaution \ becaufe we were but too well in- 

form'd of the Defigns of France, and that we were quite 

ont of a condition to defend our fdves, when his Defigns 

came to be put in execution, as in reality they are made 

tnanifell by feveral Declarations of War which have beeti 

made publiciti having at the finie time affui'd the King of 

France, upon his Menaces and SuTpicions of our Conduft, 

that this State would no manner of way concern it felt 

with the Election of an Eleftor and Bilhop of Cuhgne, a^ 

'yi reality it cannot be prov'd they ever did ■, t^o we werp 

flOt upon that account bound to give any Satisfaftion tn thjij 

JKing of Frawcf, neither do we do it, buconly to Ihcwhow 

we are willing to avoid all occafions that may difturb the 

ipi^iUck Tranquillity. Wherefore we have been very deli 
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rous to inform all and lingular our good Subjefts, ; 
Inhabitmts in our I'rovincei of the ill Defigns and 
nations which the faid King of France hith from 
tiine form'd againit this State ^ and at the famelim 
them 10 underftand and feriootly to confider, wfc 
they may espeft from hiiii, as well in regard to th^ 
gion and Libertys, as to their Perfons and Eltates 
.■fts to the Reformed Religion, let them call to mi' 
cruel Petfecution he hath begun againit his own Si 
let them cart their Eyes upon the Infidelity with v 
has treated the Towns and Places which they imagii 
furrender'd to him upon JLift and favourable Ten 
upon the ravaging of whole Provinces, which the, 
felves were oblig'd to abandon, without fparing thol 
profcfs'd the fame Roman Catholick Religion with them- 
ielvci, any more than others, thefirft of which might ex- 
pe£l a more favourable ufage-, and that trolling to the Juf- 
ticeof out Caufc, and in hopesof the Bteflingof God, they 
Ihould with all their might, and by all manner of means 
help to prevent the lofs of their Religion and Libertys, and 
the ruia of their Perfons and Eftates, even as we on our 
part are ohlig'd, as well for the defence of ail as aforefaid, 
and for the Reparation of all the Injurys and Damages un- 
)uftly fuftain'd by our Subjeils, to take up Arms and to de- 
clare War againit the King of France ■■, hereby requiring all 
our Subjefls, Officers and Soldiers, and all and nngular, 
Pertbn or Perfons, to whom it may belong, to purfue and 
every where in an hollile manner to attack the Countrys, 
People, Inhabitants and Subjefts of the King of France, as 
well by Sea as Lind. And feing we are, purfuant to the 
end aforcfaid, and as much as in us lies, for the preventinr^ 
chiefly all other damage, bound and oblig'd to the utmoll 
of our Power, and fo as chat it may nor be an Injury to out 
Allys, Friends and neutral Governments, and according to 
the Law of Nations, to keep back and to hinder Franet 
from being fupply'd with Commoditysand other Necefliry^ 
by means whereof Ihe may be enabled to continue to in- 
jure this Itate,arjd the Inhabitants thereof i we have thougfit 
It proper apd exi)cdient, to order and exprefly to forbid all 
thole that are under our obedience ^ asalfo to give nolictf 
to all other Nations in Alliance, Friendfhip and Neutrality 
with this State, as we do order, forbid and give notice 
fpeftively bv ihefe Prefents. 
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I. In the firft place, None of the InhabltJnts of thefc 
Coantrys are from hence forwards to undertJke to carry 
out of them, or indeed out of any other Countrys, King- 
doms, Places or Towns, direflly or indireftly, any wa ' 
like Ammanition, Prouifions, or any thing elfe, thst mi 
contribute towards fitting out of Ships, be it of what name,'] 
fort, quality, condition or nature fnever, none excepted -, 
or any other Merchandizes prohibited by thePlacarts of ihs 
States, in order ro tranfport them into any of the Havens, 
Jflands, Towns or other Parts in France-, orelfewhsre an- 
der the Dominion of the (aid King of France, or to kei 
any Corrcfpondence, or have any Communication with ti-_ 
Inhabitants of the faid Kingdoai of Fr Mice-, or Dependences 
by Letters or otherwife, tending to the prejudice of this 
State, be it in what manner it will^ neither is any body 
whatever, tho a Stranger and no Inhabitant of this Cotin- 
try, to dare to do what is here prohibited, under the Pe- 
nalty of being puniih'd, without any Diflimulation, as an 
Enemy of this State. 

II. And as, according to the Duty of juft and lawful So- 
vereigns, who are oblig'd to guard and defend their f;ood 
S'jbjefts and Inhabitants from all Violence and Oppreffion, 
we cannot, and even according to the Law and Practice oi 
all nations, are not oblig'd to allow any body whatever to 
fupply the fdid King of France^ or his Subjefts, with any 
contraband Goods i we are defirous to give notice hereof to 
all our Allys, Friends and Neutral NationF, and generally 
to all People and Countrys, and to defirc them forthwith, 
during the continuance of this prefent War between the 
States and the King of France, not to attempt to tranfport 
any contraband Goods from any Kingdoms,Coiintrys, Places 
■or Towns, into any Havens, Towns or Places appertaining 
to France, or any others under the Dominion ofthefaid 
'King ; it beingour Intention to look upon the fald Contra- 
band Goods to be good Prize and forfeited, which fhill be 
/oand laden in order to be carry'd thither, contrary to our 
£diik and this Declaration : Our Intention being this, ihac 
snder the name of contraband Goods, are only compre- 
hended ay forts of Fire-arms, and their Dependences, as 
sU (brts of Cannon both great and fmall, Muskets, Piftols, 
HarquebulTes, Mortars, Petards, Bombs, Granades, Car- 
riages, Forks, Bandaliers, Powder, Mitch, Saltpetre, Bul- 
lets, Iron or Lead Balls, Swords, Lances, Pikes and Hal- 
b«C[s; Moiions, Head-pieces, Ctiirailes, Bucklers, Horfes, 
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Saddle^ Houfifigs-, and in a word all other Accoutremei . 
snd lnftrom;;nts made for and appertaining to the ProPcf- 
fjon of War. 

III. And to the end we may the better and more effec- 
tually hinder the faid tranfporting of Contrabands as afore- 
faid, and more psrticularly provide that foch i thing be 
not done out f>f thefe Provinees under any falfe pretences, 
nobody for the future (lullladeand imbark inthefe Coun- 
trys any of the did Goods to be tranfported and carry'd 
into any of the Country?, Towns, or Places belongin[; to 
the Allys, Friends, or other Nations that arc in Neutrality 
%ffith this State, without ha.ving previoudy obtain "d (he (pe- 
cial Leave of the Council of the Admiralty within whole 
Jurifdiflion fuch an Imbarkation iliall be made \ and that 
befides their paying Coftoni as fettled in the Country, they 
mull: give fufficient Security to twice the value of the Mer- 
chandizes to be tranfporied, that they (hall not carry to 
nor unlade them in any other Kingdoms, Havens, Towns, 
and Places, but fuch as thofe of the faid Friends ^ and nei- 
ther direfly nor indireflly in any manner of way convey 
them to iny places belonging to France, or others under the 
Obedience of the fjid King : and that they Ihall make it 
appear by Certificates, and other fufficient Proofs, that all 
the faid Goods (hall be difenibark'd in the Countrys to 
which they (hall declare they intend to carry them, and 
that within a certain time to befpecify'd in the PafiportS 
that (hall be granted to Chisend, according to the fituation 
and diltance of the Places. And in default hereof, and ot 
the dapfing of the faid time, the Bond for Double the 
value ot the Goods as abovefaid (hall be put in execution, 
according as the fame is tax'd and computed, in proportioa 
to the time of the giving the faid Security. 

IV. Moreover, wedo require all our Sobjefls and Inha 
bitants, and a!fo give notice and exhort all our Allys 
Friends, and Nations in Neutrality with us, and generall; 
»U People and Nations that would go to the Kingdoms 
Countrys, Towns, and Places belonging to this State, fi 
tuatc in the Eaft, Weft or North, or thofc who wouji 
come from thence hither, to keep out upon the high Seas 
cur Intention being, and we do declare by thefe Prefent! 
that all the VetTcls which (hall be found on the FtwcfcCoafl 
or in other Countrys, I(]inds, and Places under the Dom 
nion of the faid King of France, and particularly in th 
fiays and Gulphs on the Coaft of the fiiid Kingdom, an 
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being Tuch as are not without fufpicion of having (bme de- 
fign in view contrary to this our Edift and Declaration, 
but Ihall be loaden in the whole or in part with the faid 
contraband Goods, (hall be feizM by the Captains and 
other Officers of the Men of Wir or Privateers of this 
Country ■, and {liall be brought to a Trial and Judgment 
by the AdiTiiraltv-Courr, according to the manner fpecify'd 
in the fecond Article aforefaid : unlc6 the faid Ships have 
been forc'd thither by Storm or fome other eminent Dan- 
ger, which (hill be confider'd and determin'd by the faid 
Admiralty, according to the Grcumftance of the fame. 

V. And that we n'ay the better prevent and deteflall 
the Frauds that may be contri/d in order to elade this 
Ediftand Declaration, we do charge and require all Seamen 
and Merchants that are Inhabitants of this Country, or 
who fet out from thele Countrys with their VefTelsand 
Merchandizes *, and befides them, we do alio charge and 
require all others, of what Nation foever they be, or from 
what place foever they come, neither to take on board, nor 
caufetobe taken, any Effefts, Goods or Merchandizes, in 
order to tranfport, or caufe them to be tranfported, without 
regular Sea-Letters, good PafTports, Certificates, Bills of 
Lading, Advice, and other the like Teftimoniils, thatfhall 
be conformable to the Laws and Placarts of thofe Places 
where the faid Effefts, Wares and Merchandizes fliall be 
taken on board, as reqair'd upon the laibarkation, and for 
Iranlporiing them from thence : otherwife we do account 
the (ame to be forfeited, and by thefe prefents declare to 
be good Prize, all the VelTels, with the EfFefts, Goods and 
Merchandizes on board them, which fhall have more than 
oneSei-Letter, double PafTports, Certificates, and the like 
Teftimoniali, together with all thofe Ships and Merchan- 
dizes that are not duly provided with the neceflary Tefti- 
monials, as before tnention'd. 

VI. And to the end that all Officers and Commanders of 
Men of War bt^longing to the States, as well as to private 
Men by our Order, may be certain that the Ships whicK 
they fhall meet with at Sea, have a defign to go into fome 
one of the faid Havens, Towns, or Places in Fmaccj or 
.Others under the Dominion of the faid King ; the fiid 
Captains may (top at Sea all the VefTels they have fome fuf- 
|>icion of, and demand their Pa^ports and other Teftimo- 
nials, fetting forth the Country they belong to, in vrhaj: 
,place they took in their lading, and the nature of the Car- 
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go: which when they have been prod uc'd to them, im 
they have found that the faid VefTels were not defign'd 
with sny contraband Goods toco to any'Harboar or Place 
under the Dominion of the faid King of France, they are 
to let them purfqe their Voyage without moieftalion ^ but 
if they (hall by any means find out the contrary, they 
may fecure the faid Ships with their Merchandizes, as alfo 
the Titles or pretended Teftimonials they have found on 
board, and were produc'd to them. And they (hall in the 
bell form they can fet down in writing what the Maflsr, 
orany of the Ship's Company, (hall declare at that time, as 
well in reference to the Defign of their Voyage, at to the 
Circumflancesof the Ship and Cargo, and fhallcaufe the 
fametobsrign'dhy the Mailer of the Ship: that fo the faid 
pocumenis. Ship and Lading may he fint and put into the 
hands of the Admiralty, from whence he that look the 
Prize fee out. 

VII. And moreover '[is our Will and Pleafure, that all 
the Penaltys and Regulations above-niention'd be afliiaify 
perform'd and inflifted by and upon all the Inhabitants 
and Infraftorsof this oar Edift, whether they be Mer- 
chants, Sailors, or others, let them be who they will, by 
the forfeiture of Ships and Cargo, or part of the lame, in 
the manner aforefaid ^ or if otherwife they have them not 
in their power, they arc to make faiisfaftion in Mony 
proportion to the value of the things, every one for h' 
(elf: In cafe that npon their arrival in thefe Provinces, 
otherwife asopportunity may occur, it Ihall tc prov'd that 
they have in any manner of way contraven'd this prefent 
I'lacartand Declaration, in the fame fort as if they had 
aftually been found in the faft, and by the faid Men of 
War taken at Sea, or otherwife furpriz'd and feiz'c here ia 
the Country by othi;r Olficers. 

' VIII. And to the end that by the Execution ofthispre- 
fenl Placarl and Proclamation, no caufe of Complaint may 
be given to any Kings, Rcpoblicks, Princes, Potentates] 
or Citys in alliance with this Stat>; ; we do by thefe Pre- 
fentspofitively commtind and require all Sea-Commanderi 
and Officers, as well belonging to the Men of War of th« 
State, as to Ships fitted out by private Men by our Order, 
piinfluiily to conform ihemfelves to the Alliances and Trea- 
tys already made, or to be made upon this account, with 
other Kings, Republicks, Princes, Potentates and Ciiys ; 
i^viiich end we do command our Councils of the Adai^- 
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raity to give notice and particiilai: information to all tF)e 
Captains of Men of War, tfiat are to fail from their rc- 
fpeftive Jurifdiftions. 

IX. And it Ihall appertain to the Council of the Admiral- 
ty, within whofe Jorifdiflion ihc Contravention ftiill be 
difcover'd, or from which the Caprains that have r.;iz'd 
them at Sea (hall fet out, to pafs Sentence concerning the 
Infraflion of this Placarr. 

X. But in cafetbofe that contravene this Edift fhill not ' 
be found in the faft, but are afterwards accu^'d theretf; 

in that cafe the Cognizance of the matter (hill appr:rtiii» \

That the Lords the States General fhill on their part 
pat to Sea thirty great Men of War, viz- eight carrying 
from feventy to fourfcore Guns, feven from fixty to feventy, 
and fifteen from fifty to fixty Guns ; befides which the faid 
Lords the Stales General (hall alfo equip nine Frigates and 
four FireRiips: which Men of War, Frigates, and Fire|- 
fliipslhall have all together ten thoufand five hundred and 
fcventy two effective Men on bo.ird. 

III. The Fleet of their Majeftys, and of the faid Lord's 
the States, fhaJl put to Sea, and ioin at fuch a Place as the- 
King of Great Britain thall name, as foon as poflible. ' 'S 

IV. That their Majeftys and the faid Lords the States- 
Fleets fhali be divided into three Squadrons, the firlt oif 
which, fhall confift of fifry great Ships, fix Frigates, and' 
eight Firefhips, and fhillbe einploy'd in the Medirerra-, 
vean\ the fecond (hall confift of thirty great Ships, eight, 
Frigates, and four Fire(hips, and (ball be made ufe of to 
the Iri/h Seas, and in the Channel, unlefs things fliall be 
otherwife regulated by the Confent of both Pariysi and 
ijie third of fix Frigates, which Ihal! be employ 'd from be- 
tween Calais and Dover i as far as Tarmsurhon the Coafl of 
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England.^ and the Ifle vAWakhertnan. the Coaft of Ztlnndr 
and the two lafi Sqojdrons (hall give inoiual AlEftance lo 
one another whenever there are occafions for it. 

V. Each of the raid Squadrons fhall partly confift of 
their Majeftys Ships, and partly of the Ships of the States 
General, in fuch a proportion as futes the number of Ships 
in each Fleer. 

V(. The ftrft SfiuatJron fhaU be plentifully fupply'd with 
all forts of Necellarys, as weil for Life as for War and 
naval matters, for a whole year: And the reft which the 
Fleet cannot carry, (hall be Uid up in Purt M.iho>ie in thf Ifle 
iif Minorca., or in PortPerara\n that of the £/if, or in fomc 
other place, as the Admiral and Council of War Ihill thi iIe 
mod convenient. And the King of Spain^ th: Grand Duke 
of Tufcany^ and the Republiek of O'enan, fhall be requir'd 
on the part of their IVlajeftys and the States General, fa- 
vourably to receive into their Ports the Ships of the faid 
Squadron, and to give them all manner of Accommoda- 
tion. And the two other Squadrons (hall alfo be provided 
with Provifions and other NeceiTarys for a whole year, or, 
for the time that fhall be thought moft proper for ihcic 
doing good fervice to the common Ciufe.

And all Affairs, hs they what they will, 
that come to be debated in the faid Councils of War, or

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on, fhall be punOuatly executed without any manned 
deUy, according as the fame has been fettied by them. 

IX. When there (hall be any Caufe or Profecution on 
foot, that refers to the Officers, Soldiers, Seamen or o> 
thers in the Service of their Majeftys, the faid ProceS 
(hall be always decided or deteiniin'd in a Council of 
War, which ftiill confift only of Officers onder iheir Ma- 
jefVysi and in like manner, when there fliill be any Affair 
or Procefs on foot, refcring to the Officers, Soldiers, and 
Seamen or others in the Service of the faid Lords the 
States General, the Burinefs ihill be decided or deternoin'd 
in a Conncil of War, confifting of Officers belonging to 
the faid Lords the Stites General, 

X. But if the Bufinefsor Procels refers to the Officer^ 
Soldiers, Seamen or others, be they of what quality fo- 
ever they will, which l>iill be in the Service of Iheir Ma- 
jeftys, and of the faid Lords the States Gcnerjl, or (hall 
be any ways concern'd one againft the other : In that cafe 
a Council of War, confiding of Officers of both the 
Fleets concern'd, according to the form prefcrib'd in the 
Eighth Article, fliall take cognizance of the whole Affair, 
to the end that they may adjudg and deteraiJne whicb 
Party, or what Perfon ftiall be culpable, or oaght to be

IT having pleas'd God to make «s the happy" Inftru. 
men't of refcuing thefe Nations from great and immi- 
nent Dingers, and to place us upon the Throne of 
thefe Kingdoms, we think our felves oblig'd to endeavour 
to the utiennoft to promote the Welfare of our People, 
which can never be effefiually fecur'd, but by preventing 
the Miferies that threaten them from abroad. 
\ When we confider the many unjuft Methods the French 
f King hath of lare years taken to gratify his Ambition", that 
I he has not only invaded the Territories of the Emperor, 
\ and of the Empire, now in amity with us, laying wafte 
I whole Countries, and deftroying the inbabitants by his 
I Armies, but decjir'd War againli our Allies, withoutany 
! Provocation, in manlfcffViolitlon of The^Tr«^ies_^on-

j of the French King, as the difturber of the Peace, and the

And befides the Obligations we lie under by Treaties

f fuch, that (however of late Years they were not taken no-

It'snotlong fince the French look Licences from the Eng- 
lifli Governor of Newfoundland to fifh on the Seas upon 
that Coaft, and paid Tribute for foch Licences, as an Ac- 
Itnowledgment of the fole Right of the Crown of England 
to that Illand: and yet of late the Incroachments of the 
French upon our iaid Ifi^nd, and our Subjeils Trade and 
\ Fiftiery, have been more like the Invafions of an Enemy,

than becoming Friends, who enjoy'd the Advantages of 
that Trade only by Permiflion. 

But that the French King fhould invade our Caribbet 
Iflands, and pofftrs himfelf of our Territories of the 
Province of New Toik and of Hudson's Bay-, in a hoftile 
manoer, feizing our Forts, burning our Subjefls Houles, 
and enriching his People with tlw Spoil of their Goods and 
Merchandizes, detaining fome of our Subjefl-s under the 
hardfliipof Imprifonment, caufing others to be inhumanly 
JiiU'd, and driving the relt lo Sea in a fmalJ VeRel, 
without Food or NeccfTaries to fuppori them, are Aflions 
not becoming even an Enemy ; and yet he W3S fo far 
&om declaring himfelffo, that at that verv time he was 
negotiating here in Enghad by his Minilters a Treaty 
of Neutrality and good Correfpondenee in America. 

The Proceedings nf the French King agiinft our Sab- 
Jefts in Europe, are fo notorious, that we (hall not need to 
enlarge upon them : His countenancing the Seizure of Eng- 
li(h Ships by French Privateers, forbidding the Importa- 
tion of a great part of the Produft and Manufaftures of 
our Kiiisdom, and impoling exorbitant Coftoms upon the 
reft, notwilbftanding the vaft Advantage he and the French 
Nation reap by their Commerce with f^^/^ad, are fuffi- 
cient Evidences of his Defigns to deftroy the Trade, and con- 
fequently to ruin the Navigation, upon which the Wealth 
and Safety of this Nation very much depends. 

The Right of the Fbg, inherent in the Crown of Eng- 
land, has been difputed by his Orders, in Violation of our 
Sovereignty of the N-irrow Seas, which in all Ages has 
been alTcrted by our Predeceflbrs, and weare refoly'd to 
maintain, for the Honour of our Crown, and of the Eng- 
li(h Nation. 

But that which muft nearly touch us, is his- onchriftian 
Profccation of many of our Englilh Proteftant Sabje^ls in 
iv-rtwcc, for Matters of Religion^ contrary to the Law of 
Nations, and exprefs Treaties J forcing them to abjure their 
Religion by ftrange and unufual Cruelties, and imprilbn- 
ing fome of the Mafters and Seamen of our Merchants 
Ships, and condemning others to the Gallies, upon prC' 
tence of having on Board, either fome of his own mifera- 
ble Proteftant Subiefts, or their EfFefts. And hftly, as 
he has for fome years laft paft, endeavour'd by Infinuati- 
ons and Promifes of Afliltance, to overthrow the Govern- 
ment of England J fo now by open and violent Methods, 

and 
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and the aftual Invifion of our Kingdom of Ireland^ in fup- 
port of our Subjefts in Arms and i;i Rebellion againft 
us, he is promoting the utter Extirpation of our good and 
loyal Subjefls in that our Kingdom. 

Being therefore thus neceJIitated to take up Arms, and 
relying on the Help of Almighty God in oar juft Under- 
taking, We have thought fit to Declare, and do hereby De- 
clare War againft the French King j and that We will, in 
Coninnftion with our Allies, vlgoroony profecute the fame 
. by Sea and Land (fince he hath fo unrighteoufly begun it) 
being alTured of the hearty Concurrence and-AfTiftance of 
our Subjefts in fupport of fo good a Caufe : hereby wil- 
ling and requiring our General of our Forces, our Com- 
miflioners for executing the Office of High Admiral, our 
Lieutenants of our feveral Counties, Governors of our Forts 
and Garifons, and all other Officers and Soldiers under 
them by Sea and Land, to do and execute all Afts of Ho- 
ftility in the Profecution of this War againft the French 
King, his Vaflals and Sobjefts, and to oppofe their At- 
tempts : Willing and Requiring all our Subjefts to take no- 
tice of the fame, whom we henceforth ftriiftly forbid to 
hold any Correfpondence or Communication with the faid 
French King, or his Subjefts. And becaufe there are re- 
maining in our Kingdoms many of the Subjeftsof the French 
King, We do Declare and give our Royal Word, That 
all fuch of the French Nation as ihall demean themfelves 
dutifully towards us, and not correfoond with our Enemys, 
fhall be ftife in their Perfons and Eftates, and free from all 
moleftation and trouble of any kind.

FOrarmuch as the Moft Chriftian King hath Declared 
War againft tKe States-General of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Low-Countrys, and the other Allys 
of the King of Great Britain'-, and his Majefty having 
put forth his Declaration of War againft the faid Molt 
Chriftian King, it behoves the faid King of Great £ri- 
tairty and the faid Lords the States General to do as much 
Damage as poflibly they can to the Commo^ Enemy, in 
order to bring him to agree to a jult and equitable Peace, 
and to comply with fuch Conditions as may reflore the 
Tranquillity and Repofe of Chrijiendom: And as 'tis ne- 
celTary for this end that tbey Ihould matce ule of all their 
Forces, and more particularly order matters fo, as effec- 
tually to interrapt and break off all Trade and Commerce 
with the moil Chriftian King's Subjefls, that the faid King 
and his Subipfts may be debat'd of all manner of Supplys 
for the ufe of the War, which olherwife may by the coatino- 
ance of it bt;come very injurious, and be theCaufe of the 
effufion of much ChriHian Bloody and that his faid Maje-

II. And as feveral Kings, Princes and States in Eumpi 
are already engaged in a War againft the Mofl Chriftian 
King, and that they have already prohibited, or will 
in a fhort time prohibit all Commerce with France:

THere fhall for the future be a fmcere, firm and per- 
petual FriendlliLp, and good Correfpondence as 
well by Sea and Land, every where and in all 
Places, as wet! without as \vithin. Eurape, between the 
King of Great Britain and his SuccefTors, Kings of Great 
Britain, and their Kingdoms on the one parr, and the 
Lords the States General of the United Provinces of the 
Low-Countrys, together with their Dominion?, Provin- 
ces, and Subjefis, reciprocally on the other part. 

And to the end that this Frieiidfhip and good Correfpon- 
dence maybe the better coitfirm'd, and all difficultys re- 
mov'd, which may happen between both Partys, under 
what pretence foever they may be; It's agreed between 
the faid King of Great Britain and the faid Lords the 
Stares-General, that a!l the Treatys of Peace, Friendfhip, 
Alliance, Confederation, Commerceand Marine, hereafter 
named and fpecify'd, Ihall be approv'd and confirm'd 
both on the one and the other part, viz..

All the faid Trearys, and all and every Article contaiii'd 
in them, are effeftually approved and confirmed by this 
prefent Treaty, and Ihill remain in their Original Force 
and Vigour, as if they had been inferred here word for 
word, fo far as they do not contradift or derogate from 
one another, or this prefent Treaty ', in fuch a manner 
that the Points and Matters ftipulated by a rrewer Treaty, 
fhall be fullill'd in the proper time, without regard had to 
an older Treaty : moreover there ihall be between his 
Majefty and his SuccefTors, and the Lords the States Ge- 
neral, their Subjefts and Inhabitants reciprocally, a ftrifl: 
Alliance and fincere Confederacy, in order to the mutual 
fupport and prefervation of each other in Tranquillity, 
Peace, Friendfhip and Neutrality by Sea and Land, and 
for -the maintaining of each other in the pofTeiiion of all 
the Rights, Franchifes and Libertys, they do or have a 
Right to enjoy, or fuch as they Ihall acquire or fliall be 
acquired for them, by the Treatys of Peace, FriendQiip 
and Neutrality, which heretofore have been made, or 
fliall be made for the future, conjointly and in concert 
with other Kimgs, Rcpublicks and Citys ■, the whole 
however to be confined within the boundaries of Eiirope 
only. Andthey dopromifc and oblige themfelves not only 
to be reciprocally Guarantees of all the Treatys which his 
Majefty or his Predeceflbrs, and the fxid Lords the States- 
General have already made with other Kings, RepubUcks, 
Princes and States, which fhiU be produc'd on the one and 
the other part, before the exchange of the Ratification; 
but alfo of all thofe which they may make for the future 
in mutual Concert and by common Confent \ and alfo to 
defend the faid Treatys, and to affift and continually prt- 
fcrve each other in rfie pofTeflion of the Territorys, Citye, 
and Places that now do, or hereafter Ihall belong as well 
to his Majefty and SuccelTors, the Kings of Great Britain, 
as to the Lords the States General, in what part foever 
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thore Territorys, Citys and PLices are firaated, in cafe 
his Majefty and the Taid S[^tes-General (hall, In any cafe, 
as flforefaid, happen to be niolefted or attack'd by any 
hoftile A£V, or an open War, be ir under what pret<?nc'e 
foevec it will ; upon which occafion they (ball regulate 
themfelves on both fides, according to what is ftipalated 
in the foremenlion'd Treaty, concluded on the third of 
Aiarchy 167 J. 

And as the faid King of Great Britain and the fafd 
Xiords the States are at this time engsg'd in a War a- 
gainfl France^ and that the King of Gre^u Britain and 
the States do find they are under a. mutual Obligation of 
aiding and defending one another, as atfo of reciprocally 
maintaining theit Countrys and Sabjefts in their PolTcfli- 
ons, Inmiunities and Libertvs, and likewife Navigation and 
Commerce, and all other Rights whatfoever, as well by 
Sea as by Land, towards and againft all Kings, Princes 
and States, and particularly again!! the faid Moft Chri- 
ftian King; and to the end they may the better attain to 
a juft and honourable Peace, by which the Repofe and 
Tran(|uillity of Europe may be eftablifh'd: It's agreed be- 
tween the faid King of Great Britain, and the faid Lords 
the States, thit neither of the faid Allies ihall make any 
Sufpcnfion of Arms, Truce or Peace with the &id Moft 
Chriftian King, nor with any other King, Prince or State, 
by whom either the one or the other of the Allies (hail be 
rnolefted or attack'd, but conjointly or by common Con- 
fent. And as the faid King of Great Britain, and the faid 
States-General, have already agreed on a Treaty by which 
they are for this Year to aft in concert with their Forces 
againft the faid Moft Chriftian King; it's agreed and conclu- 
ded that they ftiall forthwith concert other Articles and Sti- 
pulations, concerning the Number and Imploying of theic 
Troops and Men of War, in fuch a manner as fhall be 
thought moft proper for them to aft wiih the greateil 
Succefs againft the Common Enemy. 

Moreover, it's agreed between the faid King and the 
faid States, that if after the Peace which fhall conjointly

preTeni Treaty, (halt then fubfift in the full extent of it, 
and be executed in ^li its Points and Articles, as if the 
fjme or the like Treaty hid been made anew, or fince the 
condufion of the Peice with the Moll Chriftian King; 
bat with this vari,itinn only, that if the War happens 
according to the Cafe niention'd in the Article of this 
Treaty, neirher of the (aid Allies fhall agree to anyCefik- 
tion of Arms with the faid Mofl Ghriltian King, or any 
other AIT'ilinr, bat conjointly and by common confent.

'he faid Plenipotentiarys, having reciprocally excjiang'd 
_ \fi Original of rheir Commiffions, by virrue of which they 
tTDit, have agreed to the following Article?, 

I. That there (hall be from henceforth and for ever, a 
firm and fincere Pesce between the King and his King- 
doms, and his Royal Highnels tlis Duke of Savoy and his 
.Dominions, as if the fame Peace had never been interrupted i 
and theKinf; rcfuining the fame Sentiments of Bounty he 
hath heretofore had for his Royal Highnefs which he de- 
fires his Roya! Highnefs to be perfii,ided of, his Royal High- 
nefs does by this prefent Treaty intirely renounce all En- 
gagements and all Treatys made with the Emperor, and 
with the Kings and Princes comprehended under the name 
of the League or Confederacy, and doth undertake to im- 
ploy all his Endeivonrs, and to do allthat liesin hispower 
in order toobtain of thofe Sovereign Powers, at leaft of the 
Emperor and King of Spain^ a Neuir,ility for Italy, till the 
general Peace be concluded, and to fignify their Confentg 
by a perpetual Treaty, which (hall be made for that pur- 
pofe, or for wantof fuch a Treaty by Declarations, which 
the faid Emperor and King of Spam fbali maJce to the Pope, 
and to the Republick of f^e/ike -, and which fiiall be at the 
(arae time foUow'd hy the Retreat and withdrawing of all 
the Forces which the AUys have at prefent in Italy, as it 
(hall hereafter be more particularly fpecify'd. ■ And in cafe 
the above-mention'd Princes do no: confencto a Neutrality 
in Italy, at his Royal Highnefs's Inftancc to the Emperor 
and to the King of £/).i;//, his Royal Highnefs doth engage 
in an ofFenlive and defenfive League with the King, till x 
general Peace be concluded, toafl: jointly with his Majefty'a 
and his own proper Force, as becomes good and (incere Al* 
lys, for the common Interell:, and to make Waragainft the 
■State of /W;7rt«,and .igainft all thofe who ftialloppofe this pre- 
i(ent Treaty's taking effect. And as an evident Dernonfl ration 
of the Return of the King's Amity towards his Royal High- 
nefs, his Majefty does willingly confent, and doth promife,

That his Royal Highnefs, renouncing forthisprefcnd 
time truly, efFeiiually and fmcerely, as hs hath done in the ' 
fbremention'd Articles, all the Engagements which he might 
lave had with the Enemys, doth likewife hope that his Ma- 
efty willanfwer thereunto with all the Ssntiments which 
lis Royal Highnefs craves and wilhes for^ and that having 
Che honour of being fo nearly related to the King, and en- 
ring into a new and glorious Alliance wirh hiai, his Majc- 
ly doth grant and proniile to his Royal Hjghnefs, as he 

does demand, his powerful Proteflion as formerly, in alli 
its extent. And as his Royal Highnefs is dcfirous to iwain-j 
tain a perfeft Neutrality with the Kings, Princes and So- 
vereign Powers, who are at prefcnt his Allys, his Mijefly

V. His Majefty doth engage and declare. That the ordi- 
nary and extraordinary AmbafTadors of Savoy ihall receive 
at the Court o^ France all the Honours without exception, 
and with all the Circuniftances and Ceremonys, that are 
jMid to the AmbilTadors of Crown'd Heads; thatis to fay, 
Jhey fhall be receiv'd as Ambafladorsfrom Kings: and that 

^is Majefty's ordinary as well as extraordinary A mbafladors 
in all the Courts of Europe^ without exception, and even 
the King's AmbafTadors at Rome and yicnna^ fhall likewife 
. treat and ufe the faid Ordinary and Extraordinary AmbalTa- 
.dors and Envoys from Stivoy, as they do thofe from Kings 
iandcrown'd Heads. But in regard that this Addition of 
,;Honour, as to the Treatment of AmbalTadors from Savoy, 
rjbas been never hitherto fettled, nor rais'd to that degree 
jthit his Majefty doth now allow itj his Royal Highnefs is 
fenHble and doth acknowledg, that it is in conlideration of 
Lthis Treaty or Contract of Marriage of the Duke of S:^r.

and ihofe of his Royal Highnefs, which was iis'd and prac- 

ris'd, in all things in the Life-time of the faid Ci<fr/«£wi- 

wueMI. ontbe Roids of Suz.a in Savoy, 3.nd Pont Beaitvoifiit^ 

I and Filia Fr.inca, every one paying the Do-'ys and Cuftotns 

I on both fides. The Fretich Ships (liall continue to pay the 

antient Dutysat yUla Franca, as they were wont to be paid 

in the time of the faid Charles Emanuel ; about which tfierc 

ilia II be no Conteft norOppofition made, any more than us'd 

to be done in thofe Days.

Nominations made by the King: and all Grants made by his 
Royal Highnefs, of Offices in the Law, become vacant by 
the Perfons leaving them, fliall remain good and valid. 

X. As for Contributions that were impos'd on the Lands 
of his Royal Highnefs's Dominions, altho they are lawfully 
impos'd and are become due, and that they amount tocon- 
fiderable Sums, his Majefty does out of his Liberality fully 
difcharge his Roval Highnefs of ciiem ; fo That from the 
day of the Ratification of this Treaty, the King will not 
pretend to, nor require any of the faid Contributions, 
leaving his Royal Highnefs in full pofleliion of his Reve- 
nues throughout his Dominions, as well as in Savoy^ Nkty 
Pignercl and Suz-a ', his Royal Highnefs, on the other lide, 
not demanding any Contribution of the King. 

XI. As to the Pretenfions of the Durchefsof iVw»oarjon 
his Royal Highnefs, his Majefty leaves ihofe Controverfys 
to be determin'd among themfelves by due courfe of Law^ 

. without concerning himfelf farther therein, 

XU. That it ftiall be lawful for his Royal Highnefs to 
fend Intendants and Commiflarys into Savey, the Country 
oiNice^ the Marquifale of Sus-a and Barcellenet, into Pi^- 
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ncrol and its Dependences, in order to regulate h 
Ki&hts and Revenues, and to Taitle his Cuftoms and Ex- 
cifes upon Salt and other things ; and the faid deputed Per- 
fons fliall be admitted and authoriz'd in their Offices, im- 
mediately after the Ratification of this prefcnt Treaty : 
after which, the faid Duiys Ihall belong to his Royal High- 
nefs, without Exception or Contradii^ion. 

XIII. That if the Neutrality for Italy be accepted, or 
that a general Peace be concluded, as in fuch cafes a great 
many Troops would become ufelefs and chargeable to Ms 
Royal Highnefs ^ and that befides the exceflive Charges re- 
quifite for the maintaining them, they commonly become 
an occafion of creating a Mifunderltanding among Princes, 
when more Troops are kept on foot than are necelfary in a 
State, either for its own Confervation, or for the rjain- 
■tainingthe Digmty of a Sovereign Prince; his Royal High- 
nefs doth therefore oblige himklf, not to keep in times of 
Neutrality any more than Sis Thouland Foot on this fide 
the Alps^ and O.ie Thoufand Five Hundred on the other 
fide of the Mountains, for the Garifons of S/i^'oy and of the 
County of iV.'cf, and One Thoufand Five Hundred Horfe 
or Dragoons : and this Obligation is to continue only till 
the general Peace isconcludcd. 

We the above-niention'd Plenipotentiarys hive agreed 
upon, and fign'd thefe prelent Articles i and we do pro- 
mife and engage to procure them lobe ratify'd and coii- 
firm'd by his Majeuy and his Royal Highnefs ; promiling 
likewife, that they Ihill be kept fecret to the end of Sep- 
tember next; and if at thai time new Articles are made to 
the fame fenfe and purpoie, then thefe Ihall be fupprels'd.

"DE it known to all Perfons whatfoever, That in purfuance 
■'-' to a Treaty of Peace made and fign'd between his moft 
Chriftian Majeliy Lcms XIV. King of France and Navarre, 
on the one part, and his Royal Highnefs Fidor Amadeus W. , 
Dokii of Savoy, Prince of Piedmont^ King oi Cyprus, 8ic. 
on the other part , His nioft Chriltian Majefty hath 
given order to Monlieur Anthony Balthafar^ Matquefs dr 
I Thoy, 
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Thoy, Major General of tfie Arniys of France., and Gtf 
vernor of Savoy, to reflore entirely to his Royal Highiwjl 
alltheCoLtntrys, Places, CaftlesandFortrclTesof all 5^7/oyr 
except A^ontmeliau, and to draw oat all the Troops that * 
are there, purfuant to his Majefty's Letters Patent. To this 
end, his Royal Highnefs hatli fent the Marquefs de Tljiwa^ 
Captiinofhis Lifeguards, Major General of his Army, and 
Governcr aiS^ivoy, with a Power to receive in his Royal 
Highnefs's name, all the Eftates and Places. The faid Mar- 
quefs e^e Tfcoy having therefore perfonally appear'd in the 
Council Chamber of [he Towft-nall oi chamhery.^ and hav- 
ing there afTembled the Nobility, the Syndicks and Coun- 
fellors of the faid City i and the (aid Marquefs o^Thma there 
likewife appearing, did then and there receive from the faid 
Marquefs de Thoy an abfolute and full Surrender, in the 
Name of his mod Chrifiiin Majefty, of all the Counttys, 
and of all the Places of the Dutchy of Savoy^ Aiontmelian 
only excepted, according to the Treaty of Peace ; the faid 
Marquefs de Thoy exprefiing the fame in the following 
Words, i/iz,. My Lord Marquefs de Vuna., in purfaance of 
an Order from the King my Mafter, and according to the 
Power you have alfo receiv'd from his Royal Highnels,, I do 
hereby make an entire Surrender and Reftitution to his Roy- 
al Highnefs, inthePerfonof all the Countrys and Places and 
iii all the Dependences of the Eftates of Savoy, Aiontmc' 
lian excepted ; and his Royal Highnefs may accordingly 
difpofe of the fame in like manner as he hath done before 
thofe Eftates were conquer'd by the King's Arms. Towhich 
the Marquefs de Tirana anfwer'd, that he receiv'd, in his 
Royal Highnefs's Name, the aforefaid Countrys, Placesand 
Dependences, This done, the Marqueis de Thoy once more 
repeated the Words of the faid Surrender, and then went 
out of the Town-houfe. Of all the aforefaid Tranfaftions, 
both the Marquefs of T/jsyand Thuna, caus'd an Aft to be 
made before publick Notarys, which was fign'd.

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ji Treaty of a Cejfationof ArmSy till a Ge^ 
neral ^eace^ befween the Emperor hco' 
pold, Charles 11. King of Spziriy and yio 
tor Amadeus II. Duke of Savoys conch- 
ded at Vigenano, 0(3:ob. 7, 1 6^6. 

THEIR Imperial and Catholick Majeftys being in- 
clin'd, as an effeft of their Goodnefs, to have re- 
gard to the repeated Reprerentations and Intreatys 
pof his Royal HlgKnefsof Satfoy, and being at the Tame time 
concern 'd for what his.Territorys have fufTer'd during the 
courfe of the War, have at laft been brought to agree and 
approve, that his Excellency the Count and Prince of ^/aa/1 
jicld^ and his Excellency the Marquefs de Leganez.^ on the 
one part, being fornilh'd with full Powers fromtheir Impe- 
rial and Catholick Majeftys j and the Marquefs </? ft. Tjbs- 
mas. Minifter and firit Secretary of State to his Royat 
Highneft on the oth^r part, ftirnifh'd likewife with fall 
Power, fhould agree oponthcfe following Articles. 

L As the chief defign and aim is the Relief of his Royal 
Highnefs, and the Repore that will accrue to all his Neigh- 
bours ; the faid Plenipotentiarys have reciprocally engag'd 
to his Royal Highnefs, and his laid Royal Highnefs to the 
nioft Auguft Houfeof ^sflr/a on the one part, and to his 
nioft Chrillian Majcfty on the other, that there fliali be 
from henceforward a Ceilation of Arms, till a general 
Peace is made ; all Afts of Hoflility being reciprocally to 
ceafe from this day: and confeciuently, the Siege of Ko/m- 
tia fliallbe broke up at fartheft after to Morrow. 

II. And to the end thefe Provinces may not be diflurb'd 
in their Tranquillity, by keeping op on each fide the 
Troops that are at War, both Pariys have mutually pro- 
mis'd his Royal Highnefs, that their Arras and Troops, as 
well their own as the Auxiliarys, fhall at the fame time 
march away proportionabty to their number in order to 
go into their own Country ^ provided that when his Royal 
Hishnefs fliill beaflur'don the one part, of the Accom- 
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pliftment of the Offers which have been made him, 'tis 
but juft thit France aifo on her part lliould entirely accom- 
pliili that which concerns the common Safety and publlck 
Tranquillity, and not continue in a pofture to difturb the 
fame by the aftual Poffellion of the Citadel of Pigncroly 
the Cattle o^ Montmelian »n6 Sux-a'-, but that every thing 
contain'd in the preceeding Treaty (hall be perform'd on ei- 
ther fide in as fhort time as 'tis poflible to be done. And 
for the greater Security, that this Agreement fhall not be 
contravcn'd by either of the Party s^ and that the CclTation 
of Arms may continue till theConcluflonofa general. Peace, 
his Royal Hlghnefs obliges himCelf with theconfentof both 
Partys, to declare War, and to take up Arms againft him 
that is the Defaulter, whether in pjrt or in the whole ; ani" 
this he engages irrevocably to do, till the Conclufion of thd 
general Peace. 

III. His Imperial Majefty finding he muft be at a grej 
Expencefor the march ofhis Troops, and being notable^ 
withdraw them out of /fa/f, toaflign them Quarters in Get. 
manyy without doing himfelf a great prejudice, it'sagreeoj 
that the Princes of Italy, viz.. the Grand Duke of Tufatnf^ 
the Dukes of Mantua^ Parmn and Aiodena, with other In^i 
ferior Dukes, as alfo the Republick of Genoa, fliall be^ 
oblig'd, according totheRepartitioa made, to pay the Sum 
nf three Hundred Thoufand Piftoles, whereof one Hundred 
Thoufind (hall be paid down, the other two within a certain 
time limited, with fufficient Security for the fame ; and his 
moft Chriftian Majefty does engage to concern himfelf, nei- 
ther direftly nor indireftly, on their behalf, in order to 
get the Payment of the Sum escus'd , promiiingtomake no 
manner of oppofition, directly or it\dire£tly, to the method 
us'd to oblige the Refufers to pay their Quota.

IV. Having due regard to the length of time, the Powers 
inierefled herein, and the great Security that all above- 
contain'd Ihall be aftually accomplifli'd ■, it's agreed, That 
Hoftages fhali be given on both (ides \ and that they will 
reciprocally give Hoftages, who (hall be put into the hands 
of his Royal Highnefs, and he be oblig'd not to lend them 
home till the whole is accomplilb'd : And they (ball begin 
to put every thing in Execution as foon as polliblc ■, and 
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ill tliefe things the molt Auguft Hoofc doth declare tliej'

V. The faid PIcnipoteniiarys do promife to produce the 
RatiHcation? of this prefent Treaty ■, viz.. his Excellency the 
linceand Coar\t.o^ Mansfield, that of his Imperial Majefty 
n a Month \ his Excellency the Marquefs of Lr^us^s,, that 
„f the Catholick King in two Months ; and the Marquefsof 
pt. Thomas^ that of his Royal Highnefs in two D^ys. Done 
I yigcnano., the -jth of Oiioh, 1696, 



w^rticks ofPeace between the moji Serem 
and Mighty Prince William III. King of 
Great Britain, and themojt Serene and

Honour and Advantage of the other: and that on both fidei 
a faithful Neighbourhood, and true Obfervation of Pfeate 
and Friendihip, may daily Hourilb and encreafi;, 

II, That all Enniitys, Hoftilitys, Difcords and Ware, 
between the faid King of Great Britain and the moit Chrit 
tiin King, and their Sabjefts, ceafe and be abolifti'd; b 
that on both fides they forbear and abllain hereafter froW 
all Plundering, Depredation, Harm-doing, Injurys and InfeP 
talion whatfoever, asweli by Land as by Sea, andon ftelh 
Waters every where ; and efpecially ihroushout all the 
Kingdom^ 
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Kingdoms, Territorys, Dominions and Places belonging 
each other, of what Condition fosver they be. 

III. That all Offences, Injurys, Damages, which the 
r»id King o(Greai Britain and his Subjects, or the faid moft 
Chriftian King and his Subjefls have fuffer'd from each 
other daring this War, fiial! be forgotten; fo that neither 
on account of them, or for any other caufe or pretence, 
neither Party, or the Subjefts of either, (hall hereafter do, 
caufeorfufferio be done any Hofiility, Enmity, Molefta- 
tion or Hindrance to the other, by Mmfelf or oth-^rs, fe- 
cretly or openly, direftlyorindirsfily, by colour of Right 
or way of Faft. 

IV. And (ince themoft CJirifliin King was never more 
defirous of any thing llian thit the P^ace be firm and invio- 
lable, the faid King profliires and agrees for himfelf andhis 
Succeflbrs, that he will on no account whatfoever difturb 
the faid King o^ Great Britain, in the free pofTefiion of fh" 
Kingdoms, Countrys, Lards or Dominions which he now 
enjoys; and therefore engages his Honour, upon the Faith 
and Word of a King, that' he will not give or afford any 
Afliftance, dire£ti)(, or indireftly, to any Enemy or Ene- 
niys of the faid King of Great Britain ; and that he will in 
no manner whatfoevcr favour the Confpiracysor Plots which 
any Rebels, or ill-difpos'd Perfons, mav in any Place excite 
or contrive againft the did King : and for that end promiles 
and engages. That he will not afTilt with Arms, Ammuni- 
tion, Ships, Provifions or Mony, or in any other way, by 
Sea or Land, any Perfon or Perlbns, who fball hereafter, 
under any pretence kvliatfoever, dillurb or moled the faid 
Kingof Great Britain^ in the free and full I'offeflion of his 
Kingdoms, Countrys, Lands and Dominions. The King 
ofGreiif Britain likewifepromifes and engages for himfelf 
and Succeffors, Kings oiGreat Britain, That he will inviola- 
bly do and perform the fame towards the faid moftChriftian 
King, his Kingdoms, Countrys, Lands, and Dominions. 

v. That there be a free ufe of Navigation and Com- 
merce between the Subjefts of both the faid Kings, as was 
formerly in the time of Peace and before the Declaration 
of the late War, fo that every one of them may freely 
come into the Kingdoms, Marts, Ports and Rivers of ei- 
ther of the faid Kings with their Merchandizes, and may 
there continue and Trade without any Moleihtion ; and 
fhill ufe and enjoy all Liberlys, Immunitys and Privileges 
granted by folemn Treatvs and antient Cuftoms. 
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VI. That the ordinary Admin i (Ira tion of Jufiice flfal!' 
be reftor'd and fct open throughout the Kingdoms and 
Dominions of both Kings; fo that it fliall be free for all 
the Subjefts of either to claim and obtain their Right^ 
Pretenfions and Aflions, according to the Laws, Conftitu- 
tions and Statutes of each Kingdom. 

VII. The moft Chrlftian King (hall reftore to the faid 
King of Great Britain^ all Countrys, Iflinds, Forts and 
Colonys wherefoever fituated, which the Englif)) did pd"- 
fefs before the Declaration of this prefentWar; and in 
like manner the King oi Great Britain fhall reftore to the 
moll Chriftian King all Countrys, Iflmds, Forts and Co- 
lonys, wherefoever fituated, which the Froich did pofTeis 
before the faid Declaration of War. And this Reftitution 
fhall be made on both fides, within the fpace of fix Months, 
or fooner, if it can be done. And to that end immediately 
after the Ratification of this Treaty, each of the faid Kings 
fhall deliver, or caufc to bedeliver'd to the other, or to 
Coiiimiftioners amhorJz'd in his Name for that purpofe, 
all Afls of Conce/iion, Inftrumcnts, andnecelTiry Orders, 
duly made and in proper Form, fo that they may have 
their Effeft. 

Commiflioners (hall be appointed on both fides, 
to examine and determine the Rights and Pretenfions 
which either of the faid Kings hath to the Places fituated 
m Hudfoit's Say : But the PotTedion of thofe Places which 
were laicen by the French during the Peace that preced- 
ed this prefent War, and were retaken by the EtigliJhAa- 
ring this War, ihall be left to the French by virtue of 
the foregoing Article, The Capitulation made by the Eng- 
lift) on the fifth of September., i6t>6. fliall be obftrv'd, 
according to its Form and Tenor; Merchandizes thereia 
mention'd Ihall be reftor'd j the Governor of the Fort 
lakea there Ihall be fet at liberty, if it be not already 
done i the Differences arifen concerning the Execution of 
the faid Capitulation, and the value of the Goods there 
loft, ihall be adjudged and determin'd by the faid Com- 
miflioners, who immediately after the Ratification of the 
prefent Treaty ihall be invefted with fufficient Authority 
for fettling the Limits and Confines of the Lands to be re- 
ftor'd on either fide by virtue of the foregoing Article, 
andlikewife for exchanging of Lands, as may condace 10 
the matual Inteteft and Advantage of both Kings.

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- And to this end the CommifTioners, To appointed, fliall 
Within the fpace of Three Months from tnelimeof the 
Ratification of the prefent Treaty, meet in the City of 
L,Bncio}j\ and within Six Months, to be reckon'd from 
their Firft Meeting, (hall determine all Differences and 
Dilpotes which may arife concerning this matter: After 
which, the Articles the faid Comniiftioners ihall agree to, 
fliall be ratify'd by both Kings, and fhall have the fame 
Force and Vigour, as if they were inferted Word for Word 
in the prefent Treaty. 

IX. All Letters, as well of Reprifilasof Marque and 
Counter- Marque, which hitherto have for any caufe been 
granted on either fide, fliall be, and remain null and 
void : Nor (hall any the like Letters be hereafter granted 
by either of the faid Kings againft the Subjefls of the o- 
ther, unlels it be firft made manifcft, that Right hath been 
deny'd ; and it Ihall not be taken for a denial of Right, un- 
lefs the Petition of the Perlbn, who defires LettersofRe- 
prifal to be granted to him, be firfl: (hewn to the Minifter 
refiding there on the part of the King, againft whofe Sub- 
jefts thofe Letters aredefired; That within the fpaceof 
Four Months or fooner, he may inquire into the contrary, 
or procure that Satisfaftion be made with all fpeed from 
the Party offending, to the Complainant. But if the 
King againft whofe Subjefls Reprifils are demanded, have 
no Minifter refiding there, Letters of Reprifalfhall not be 
granted till after the fpace of Four Months, to be reckon'd 
from the day on which his Petition was made and preient- 
ed to the King againft whofe Subjefts Reprifals are defir'd, 
or to his Privy-Council, 

X. For cutting off all matter of Difpute and Contenti- 
on, which tnay arife concerning the Reftitution of Ships, 
Mcrchandifes, and other movable Goods, which either 
Party may complain to be taken and detain'd from the 
other, in Countrys, and on Coafts far diftant, after the 
Peace is concluded, and before it be notify'd there". All 
Ships, Merchandifes, and other movable Goods, which 
fhall De taken by either fide, after the Signing and Publi- 
cation of the prefent Treaty, within the fpace of Twelve 
Days in the Britifi} and North Seas, as far as the Cape 
St. yinctfit i wilfun the fpace of Ten Weeks beyond the 
fiid Cape, and on this fide of the Equinoiiid Line of 
Equater^ as well in the Ocean and Alediterrane^n Sea as 
cUenbere^ Laltly within the fpace of Sis Months be. 
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yond the fiid line throughout tfie whole World, fhall be- 
long and remain unto the PofTelTors, without an/ excep- 
tion or furrher diftinftion of Time or Place, or any Con- 
fideratinn to be bad of Reftitution or Compenfation. 

XI. But if it happens thro* Inadvertency or Impru- 
dence, oriny other Caofe whatever, that any Subjeft of 
either of the faid Two Kings (hall do or comoiit any 
thing by Land or Sea, or on Freth Water, any where, 
contrary to the prefent Treaty, or that any particular Ar- 
tide thereof is not folfiU'd ■■, this Peace and good Cor- 
refpondcnce between the (aid Two Kings fhall not on that 
account be interrupted or infringed, but fball remain in 
its former Force, Strength and Vigour, and the faid Soh- 
jeft only (hall anfwer for his own Faft, and nndergo the 
Ponifhment to be iiiflifted, according to the Cultom and 
Law of Nations. 

Xn. But if (which God forbid) the Differences now 
compofed between the faid Kings (hoald at any time be 
renew'd, and break out into open Wsr, the Ships, Mer- 
chandifes and all kind of movable Goodsof either Party, 
which (ball be found to be and remain in the Ports and. 
Dominions of the adverfe Party, fhall not be confifcaicd 
or brought under any IncoDveniency, but the whole fpace 
of Six Months fhall be allow'd to theSubieflsof both of 
the faid Kings, thit they may carry away and tranfport 
the forefaid Goods, and any thing elfe that is theirs, whi- 
ther they (hall think fit, without any moleltation. 

XHI. For what concerns the Principality of Orangr^ 
and other Lands and Dominions belonging to the faid King 
of Great Britain ^ the feparate Article of the Treaty of 
Nifieguen, concluded between the nioft Chriflian King and 
the States General of the United Provinces the loth day of 
^uguji 1678. fhall according to its Form and Tenor, have 
full effefti and all things that have been innovated and 
alter'd, (ball be reftor'd as they were before. All De- 
crees, Edifts, and other Afts of what kind (bevet they 
be, without eKception, which arc in any manner contT*- 
ry to the faid Treaty, or were made after the conclafion 
thereof, (hall beheld to be null and void, without any,, 
revival or confcquence for the future : And all things (ball ' 
be refior'd to the faid King in the fame flate, and in the 
fame manner, as he held and enjoy'd them before he was^ 
difpofrefs'd thereof in the ti me of [he War, which was ended^ 
by the faid Treaty of Nimtium^ or which he ought to'' 
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have held and enjoy'd according ro the faid Treaty. A/id 
that an end miy be put to all Troobltr, Differences, Pro- 
ccfTes andQuefttons, which may arifc concerning the fame*, 
both the fiid Kings will name CommilTioners, who with 
full and fiimmsry Power may compofe and fettle all thefa i 
matters. And forafmuch as ny the Authority of the nioft*^ 
Chtiftian King, the King of Great Britain was hindred 
from enjoying the Revenues, Rights and Profits, as well of 
his Principality ofOraw^f as of other hisDaminions, which 
after the conclofion of the Treaty of Nlmeguen^ until the 
D;cl,iration of the prefent War, were uridcr the Power of 
the faid moft Chriitiin King, the (aid moft ChtilHan King 
will reftore, and caofe to be reftor'd in reality with 
cffeft, and with the intereft due, all thofe Revenues, 
Rights and Profits, according to the Declarations and Ve- 
rifications that Ihill be made before the fiid Coramifii- 
oners. 

XIV. The Treaty of Peace concluded between the moft 
Chridiin King, and the late Eleftor of Brandenhurgh ac 
St, Germaim en Laye, the 29th of June 1679. fliall fa; re- 
ftor'd in all its Articles, and remain in its former Vigour 
between his Sacred moft Chriftian Majefly and his Eiec* 
total Vii^hnz^i oi Br.itidenbwg. 

XV. Whereas 'twill greatly conduce to the publick 
Tranquillity thit the Treaty be obfcrv'd, which was con- 
cluded between his Sacred moft Chriftian M-i)efty and hia 
Royal Highncfs of S-tvoy^ on the Ninth of Augufl 16961 
'tis agreed that the faid Treaty fiiall be confirm'd by this 
Article. 

XVI. Under this prefent Treaty of Peace (hall be com- 
prehended thofe who {hall be nam'd by either Party, with 
common confent, before the exchange of Ratifications, of 
within fix Months afier.

they have formerly receiv'd from her ^ his Majefty, who 
delires to omit nothing that may ftrengthen it, and the 
States General nothing lefs than the perpetuating of the 
fame, they have bethought themfelves there could be no 
better nor more effeftual way to fecure if, than to eftablifli 
£ free and perfeft Correfpondence between the Subjefts of 
both Partys j and to this end, to regulate their particular 
Interefts,,in refpeft to Matters of Commerce and Navigation, 
b/ the tiioft proper Laws and Agreements, in order to 

prevent 
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prevent ill the Inconveniences which may weaken tfcitn 
good Correfpondencc : His faid Majefty, to Tatisfy dig ' 
defire of the raid Lords the States, hith order'd the Siear 
Nichetas Aa^ufius dc fiarlay. Knight, Lord of Bonneuit^ 
Couat of Cclli Coiinfellor in ordinary to his Majefty 
ia his Council of State ; the Sieur Lovis Verjusy Kt. Count 
of Crfcy, Counfellor in ordinary to the King in his Council 
of Sciie, Marquefs de Treen^ Biron of Convoy, Lord of 
Boulayy of the two Churches of Fort I/le., of Meaillei, Sec. 
theSieur Francis CaUiexis^ Kt. hard ai CaHieres^ ofSocl^ 
chelly and Gigny; to be his Anibaffidors Extriordinary 
and Plenipotentiarys at the Negotiations of Peace: And the 
fdid Lords the Slates General, the Sieur Heinfius, Counfellor 
asd P«ttfi*B*f y of the Stat-es of fio^nd and W^FrieziMd^ 
Keeper of the Great Seal, and Superintendant of the Fiefs j 
Everbard de Wecde^ Lord of iVcede, Dykvdr^ Raeelesj &c. 
ha9d Fiiteki' of ttw TownoS Otdmatert Dean and Prin- 
cipil of tiie Isiperi^l Chapter of St. M-ny in Zltrtcht, 
Dykcgrijve of the /i-htne in tfie Province of "Orrecht, FVeli- 
deM of tlw States of the 6id Pro«ince ^ aiid ll/7Uiitm de 
N^>e!jy Grietnianof S/Zr, D;piity on behalf of the Nobility 
in the States of t&e(aidPVo»ince, CaraCor ofthe Univerfity 
of Franektr-, Deputy in their AlTiinblv on the part of the 
Slates of ffjlhrjd, Vtrecht and iFc/i-Friez.!and \ to confer 
and agree, by virtus of their refpeflive Powers exhibited by 
them, upon a Treaty of Commerce and Navigaticm to tiiis 

L The Subiefls.of his faid Ma,)efl:v, and of the States 
Csntrsl of tha Vnited Provinces, ibill mutually enjoy the 
fiine Liberty in point of Commerce and Navigation, which 
they had at all times before the breiking outof this War, 
throughout all the Kingdoms, Stiies and Provinces of each 
other. 

11. And fo they EhiH not for the future commit any Afls ' 
of tloflility againft, or Violences upon one another, either 
by Sea or Land, or on frelli Waters, Roads and River^ 
under any ninie or pretence whatfoever : And fo his Ma- 
jefty's Suhjefts mull noE take any Comiuillioiis for Priva- 
t«ers, nor Letters of Reprifals from any Princes and States 
that are Eneoiys to the fiid Lords the States General,, and 
niu<;h. leismoleftordo damage to them any manner of way, 
by virtue of fiirh Comtniiiioris or Letters of Keprifjis, nor 
even to go a Privateering with them, upon the Penalty of 
biiiog pTofecuted and punifti'd as Pirates: And this Ihali be 

recipio- 
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reciprocally obrerv'd by theSubjefts of the'D''?*Vf<^ /'/■w/a- 
«/, in regard to his Majefly's Subiefts ■, and very exprefi 
and inoft fevere Prohibitions ftiall be renew'd and publifh'd 
to this end, and as often as they ihall be requir'd on either 
parr, in the Territorys under the Obedience of his faid 
Majefty, and in x\vt'United TrBvmf:ts\ enjoinin| them by 
no means to make ufe of fuch Commiflions or Letters of 
Reprifils, under the fore-mention'd Penaltys, which ftill 
be fcverely inflifted on the Infringers of them \ befides 
making full falisfaflion to thofe to whom they have done 
the damage. 

III. And to obviate all Inconveniences as much as may 
be, that may happen by taking Prizes rhro' Inadvertency 
or otherwife, and efpecially in remote Parts, it has been 
concluded and agreed. That if any Prizes (hall be taken on 
either fide, in the Baltick or North-Sea, from Terneufe in 
Norwi^i as far as the end of the Brhijh Channel, within 
the fpace of four Weeks, or from the end of the faid Chan* 
nelas far isCapeSt.f^incenCj within the fpace of fix Weeks, 
and beyond that in the Mediterranenn, and as far as the 
Line, in ten Weeks time \ and beyond the Line and all the 
World over, in eight Months, reckoning from the Publica- 
tion of this prefcnt Treaty, the faid Prizes and Damages, 
which (ball be made on either part, after the time limited, 
fliali be reftor'd, and Compenfation made for the Damagei 
fuftain'd thereby. 

IV. AH Letters of Marque, and of Reprifals, wrhich here- 
tofore may have been granted, be the caufe what it will, 
Ihall be void-, and neither of the Allys (hall grant any for 
the future, to the prejudice of the others Sobjcfts -, unlels it 
be only in cafe of a manifelt denial of Juftice, which yet 
(hall not be taken to be fuch, if the Suit of him who 
demands fuch Reprifals is not firft made known to the Mi- 
nifter that is upon the Place, on behalf of the Country 
againfl: whofe Subjeifts they ought to be granted : that lo 
in the fpace of four Months, and fooner if it can be done, 
he may inform htmfelfof the contrary, or procure Juflice 
to be done to the injur'd Party. 

V. Moreover, his Majefty's private Subjefts fhall not be 
fu'd or confin'd in their Perfons, or Goods fecur'd, upon 
account of any thing his Majefty may owe j neither mall 
the private Subjefts of the faid Lords the States Gene- 
ral be ferv'd fo, by reafon of the publick Debts of the fiid 
States. 
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VI. The Subjects and Inhabitants of the Countrys under 
his Majelty's Obedience, and of the (aid Lords the States 
General, fhall live, converfe with, and frequent one ano- 
ther's Company, with all good Friendihip, and Correfpon- 
dence-j and mutually enjoy the Freedom ofCommerceand 
Navigation in Europe, within all the Bounds of the E)omi- 
nions of each other ^ and deal in all forts of Merchandizes 
and Goods, the tranfporting of and trading in which, is 
not generally and univerfally prohibited to all, as well 
Subjefts as Strangers, by the Laws and Conftitations of the 
refpeftive Governments. 

VII. And to this end his Majefty's Subjefts, and thoft of 
the States General, may with their Merchandizes and Ships 
freely and uninterruptedly frequent the Countrys, Territo- 
rys. Towns, Ports, Places and Rivers, both in the one and 
the others Dominions, and may carry thither and fell to all 
forts of Perfbns without diftinftion, buy, traffick and 
tranfport all forts of Merchandizes, whofe Import, Export 
or Tranfport are not prohibited to the Subjefts of his Ma- 
jefty, and of the faid Lords the States General, fo as that 
this mutual Freedom fhati not be interrupted, limited or 
reftrain'd by any Privilege, Grant, or other particular 
ConcefGon^ and that it fhall not be lawful for eitner of the 
Pattys to grant or give to their Subjefts any Immanitys, 
Benefices, Gifts, Gratuitys, or other Advantages, beyond 
thofe of the other Ally, or to their prejudice-, and that 
the faid Subjefts, on either fide, Ihall not be oblig'd to pay 
greater or other Dutys, Charges, Gabelles or Impofitions 
whatfoever, foit their Perfons, Goods, Wares, Ships or 
Freights, direftly or indireftly, under any name, title or 
pretence whatfoever, than thofe that are paid by the irpe 
and natural Subjefts both of the one and the other 
Party. 

VIII. That the Subjefts of the States General Ihall not 
alfo be otherwife or worfe treated, in refpeft to the Rights 
ofConftably, Anchorage, Paris-fol, and other Charges and 
Impofitions, let them be call'd by what name they will) 
whether under the Denomination of Strangers Duty or 
otherwife, without any Referve or Exception, than the 
Subjefts of his moft Chriftian Mijefty, who Ihall not 
be Burghers in thofe Places where the faid Dutys are 
levy'd. 

IX. That as to the Levant Commerce of France-, ioA. 
the 3a per Cent, rais'd upon that fcore, the Subjefts of the 

States 
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States General of the Zinited Provinces Ihill alfo enjoy the 
&me Libertys and Franchifo as the Subjefts oF the nioft 
Chriftian King, fo as that it (halt be free for the faid Sub- 
efts of the States Gener.a to carry the Merchindizes of 
:he Levant to Mayfe^lUs, and other Places allow'd of in 
S-ancr, as well in their own Ships as iti French Bottoms; 
ind that the Sabjefts of the States General ihail neither in 
^e One cife nor the other be liable to the 20 per Cent, faving* 
In fuCh cafes wherein the French ihenifelves are fobjefted 
thereunto, in bringing the Goods in their own Ships to 
J^farfeilUs-, or other PUces allow'd to h,ive them brought 
to; and that there is no Alteration to be made herein, to 
the prejudice of the Snhjcfls of the faid States General. 
- X. It ihall be free for the Subjects of the Lords the States 
GenerRl, to export, enter and carry into Frnnce mi the 
new Conquefts, freely and uninierruptedly, piclded Her- 
rings, without any diftinftion, without being liable to re- 
packing, notwithdandingany Edifts, Declarations andOr- 
ders of Council to the contrary, and particularly thofe of 
?«/y 15, and i'f/)/-. 14, 1687. by which 'tis prohibited to bring 
Into the Ports of Fr-inct or the new Conquefts, any Herring 
otherwife than in Pickle, and faked with Broun^e Silt, and 
which require that the Herring be brought into the Sea ports 
In Pickle in the Barrels, whereof Eighteen make up Twelve 
pack'd Herrings^ which Orders Hiallbenull andofnoEfFeft, 

XI. The Subjefts both of the one and the other Nation, 
Diall equally and without any diftinftion be mutually dif- 
^tch'd at the Cuftom-houfes, as well in France as in the 
Dominions of the States General, as Toon aspoflible, with- 
out giving them any delay or hindrance whatfoever. 

XII. That a new Tariff fhall be fettled, purfuant to x 
teciprocal Proportion of things, within the fpace of three 
Wonths i and that in the mean time the Tariff of 1667. (hall 
)e provifionally obferv'd : and in cafe they cannot within 
that time agree upon a new Taritf, that of 1664. fhall be 
Dbferv'd for the future. 

XUI. The Men of War both of the one and the other 
Kation, (hall always find the Roads, Rivers, Ports and 
Havens, free and open for them to go in and out, and to 
lie at Anchor fo longas they have occafion, without being 
rifited ■■, but yet with an Injunftion, that they (hall carr/ 
themfelves difcreetty, and give no caufe of Jealoufy by 
too long and alfecled a ftay, or otherwife, to the Go- 
Krnors of the faid PUces and Pjrts, to whom the Cap-

tains of the faid Ships fhall make known the caufc of their 
Arrival and Stay. 

XIV. His Majefty's and the faid Lords the States Ge- 
oeril's Men of War, and thofe of their Subjcfts fitted out 
t for War, (hall with all freedom conduft the Prizes which 
they hjve taken from their Enemys whitherfbever ibey 
ffeafe, without being oblig'd to pjy any Dutys to the Ad- 
mirals, or Admiralty, or any other -, and without their 
being leit'd orftop'd, upon the faid Ships or Prizes entring 
into the Havens or Ports belonging to his Majeftyorthe 
States General i and without the Officers oftbofe Ports 
, having any power to take Cognizance of the Strength of 
the faid Prizes, which may fail away, and be freely and 
I 'Sanmoleftedly carried to the Places, whither the Captains of 
1 tile faid Men of War are oblig'd by their Commiffionsto 
■ bring them : but on the contrary, they fliall not give Pro. 
[ teflion or Retreat into their Ports or Havens, to fuch a 
Ihall make Prizes of the Ships of his Majeltyorthe States 
General, but in cafe they are driven in by Storm or Dan- 
k gers of the Sea, they ihall caufe them to depart thence as 
* loon as poOible. 

' XV. The Siibjefts of the faid Lords the States General 
\ fliall not be reputed Anbfiius In France^ and fo Oiall be ex- 
jitnipted from the Aubain Law, and be capable of difpoflng 
their Eftates by Will, Donation, orotherwife: And their 
Heirs, the Subjefts of the faid States, being as well in 
trance as elfewhere, fhall receive their Sncccffions even A 
' iHttfiitto^ tho ihey have not had any Letters of Natnrali- 
jation^ fo that the EfRft of this Conccllion fhall not be 
I contefted with them, or hinder'd, under any pretence of 
I Right or Prerogative of any Provinces, Towns, or parti- 
! enlar Perfons. In like manner the Subjects of the faid 
[lords the States may with all Freedom, and withoat the 
laid Letters of Naturalization fettle themfclves in all the 
Citys of the Kingdom, there to carry on their Commerce 
and Trafhck; but yet fo as that they cannot acquire a 
Right of Freedom thereby, unlefs they have obtain'd Let- 
ters of Naturalization from his Majefty in authentitk 
Form: and thofc of the United Provinces (hail generally 
be treated in every thing as favourably as the true and ni^ 
tuttil born Subjefts of FraiKe \ and particularly they IhaH 
not be compriz'd in the Taxes which may be laid opoi 
Strangers, And every thing contain 'd in this Article wall

be obrerv'd, in refpeft to the King's Subjefls refiding in 
the Dominions fubjeftro the fiid Lord^ the Stares. 

XVI. Ships laden of either of the Allys, if they come 
upon the Coift of the other, and are forc'd by a Storm 
or otherwife into his Roads or Ports, fhill not be oblig'd 
to unload or vend their Merchmdizes, or any part there, 
or be liable to pay any Dutvs, unlefs they do unlade their 
Goods voluntarilv, and of their own accord. 
- XVII. Neither the Mafters of Ships, nor their Pilots, 
Officers and Soldiers, Seamen and other Sea-faring Peo- 
ple, nor even the Ships, Goods and Merchandizes they are 
laden with, fhall be fciz'd or flopt, by virtue of any ge- 
neral or particular Order whatfoever, let the caufe or occa- 
(ion be what it will i no not even on pretence of the Prefer- 
vation and Defence of the State. And in general nothing 
fhall be taken from the Subjefls of either Party- but by the 
Confentof thofe to whom it does belong, ana paying for 
it; wherein neverthelefs it's not meant to comprehend 
Seizures and Arrefts made by Order and Authority of 
Law, and by the ordinary Courfe of Juftice, and for juft 
Debts, Contrafts, and other lawful Caufes; in refpeft to 
which they are to proceed according to Courle of Law 
and Forms of Juftice. 

XVIII. All the Sublets and Inhabitants of Frafice and 
the United Provinces, ihill with all Freedom and Security 
fail with their Ships, and traffick with their Merchandizes, 
without any diftinftion made of the Proprietors of the fame, 
■out of their own Ports, Kingdoms and Provinces, as alfo 
out of the Ports and Kingdoms of other Powers or Princes, 
towards the Ports of thofe who are already declar'd Ene- 
mys, as well a^ France as of the United Provinces, or of 
one of them, or fitch as may become fo : As alfo the fame 
SubieJls and Inhabitants may with the fame Freedom and 
Security navigate with theic Ships, and traffick with their 
Merchandizes, without any diflinftion made of the Pro- 
prietors thereof, into the Places, Ports, and Roads of 
thofe, who are Enemys of the one and the other Party, 
or of one or both in particular, without contradiction or 
difturbance whatfoever, not only direftly from the faid 
Places that are Enemys towards a neutral place, but alio 
from a place that is an Enemy to the other ■, whether they 
lie under the Jurifdi^ion of the fame Sovereign, or under 
ftveral.

XX. Under the name of Contrjbmd Goods are onlj"

fcielonging to thera, as Cannon, Muskets, Mortars, Pe- 
X^ards, Bombs, Granadoes, Saufapcs, Forks, Bandalten, 
V-Pooder, M.itch, Salt-petre, Ball, Pikes, Swords, Morions,

XXI. We do not comprehend among thofe (brts of 
Goods that are cnnrraband. Wheat, Oats, and other 
Grjiii, PbITc, Oil, Wine, Salt, nor generally any thing 
that appKrtains to the Nourifhment or Support of Lifei 
but they fiiiU be free as other Wares and Merchandizes

XXn. It's agreed, in order to the fulfilling of the Pr^ 
hiifes, that matters (hall be order'd thus, viz.. That the 
Ships and Barks with Merchandizes on board belonging I& 
his Majefty's Subjefts, when they enter into any of the 
Ports of the faid Lords the States, and are deftrous to 
pafr from thence to thofe of the (^lid Enemys, (hall only 
te oblig'd to fhew to the Officers of the Ports of the faid 
Lords the Stales, from whence they fliall part, their Paff- 
ports, containing a Specification of their Ships Cargo, at- 
tefted and feal'd with the common and accuftom'd Seal of 
the Admiralty-Officers, or of the places from whence they 
firft fet out, with a Declaration of the place whither they 
were hound, the whole done in the ordinary and ufoi 
Form : After which Exhibition of their PalTports in the 
faid Form, they are not to be incommoded nor fearch'd,-

XXm. The fame thing (hall be done in refpeft to tlw 
French Ships and Harks, that (hall go into any of the Roa(fa 
under the Obedience of the Lords the States, without en- 
tring into the Harbours \ or if they do, yet however with- 
out unloading and breaking bulk ; which Veflels Diall not 
be oblig'd to give an account of their C-irgo, unlels there 
be a fufpicion thit they carry contraband Goods to the 
Enemys of the faid Lords the States, as aforefaid.

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XXIV. And in the fjid cafe of apparent Surptcion, the 
faid Subjefts Oiall be oblig'd to fiiew their Paflporis in the; 
Form before fpecify'd in the Ports, 

XXV. Thitifthey (tionld come into the Rnadsor in the 
open Sei, and meet with fome of the Men ofWar of the 
faid States or Privateers, the (aid Ships belonging to the 
United Provinces, to the end they may avoid all diforder, 
ftiaU come no nearer the Frcnch^iv^, Cannon- fhof, and 
may fend forae fmall Bark or Shallop on board the French 
Ships or Barks, and enter two or three Men only, to whom 
they fliall Oiew their PalTports and Bills of Lading, that 
fo not only the Cargo, but alfo the Place of Refidence of 
the Mafter, and to which even the Ship does belong, may 
be known \ to the end that by thefe two ways they may 
come to underlhnd, whether there are any Contraband 
Goods on board, and what the Quality of the Ship and 
the Mafter is. To which PaiTports and Bi!!s of Lading 
you are to give entire credit; and that the Validity of 
them may the more certainly be known, fo as it may ap- 
pear they are no ways counterfeited nor falfify'd, they 
fliall have certain Mirks and Counterfignings of his Ma- 
jefty, and of the Lords the Stares to them. 

XXVI. And in cafe any conirabmH and prohibited 
Goods, as before decUr'd, (hall be found on board the faid 
ireffcA Ships and Barks, bound for the Ports of the Encmys 
ofrhefaid States; they fiiall be taken out, adjudg'd, and 
confifcated before [he Judges of the Admiralty of the Uni- 
ted Province-, or other proper Peifons; but yet foas thit 
neither the Ships and Batks, nor any of the Goods, Mer- 
chandizes, and Commoditys, that are free and allowable, 
and found on board, ihall upon any account be feiz'd or 
conGfcated.

ways be co.ifiicited, upon the account or pretence that 
they arc found on board an Enemy's Ship. And this fhill 
not only be obferv'd when the faid Goods (ball have besn 
put on board before the Declaration of the War, but even 
when 'tis done after the faid Declaration, provided it be 
confin'd within the time and terms here following, w't. 
If they have been laden in the Baltick or North Sea, from 
Tcrneufc in Marivny to the end of the Channel, in the 
fpace of four weeks ; or from the end of the faid Channel 
as far as Cape 5f. ^iwcewf within (is Weeks; and beyond 
that in the Mediterranean^ and as far as the Line, infil 
months time; and beyond the Line, and ali the World 
over, in the fpace of eight months ; to commence from the 
publication of thefe Prcfents: So as that the Goods and 
Merchandizes of the Subjefts and Inhabitants on board 
thole Enemys Ships can by no means be forfeited during the 
time, and within the faid Limitation, upon account that 
^tis an Enemy's Ship: But they fbali without anydeby be 
reftor'd to the Owners, unlcfs they have been put on board 
after the cspiration of the faid terms, Kevetthelcfs it 
fhall no ways be lawful ro tranfport into the Enemy's Ports 
any contraband Goods, which may be found on board focb 
an Enemy'sSfiip, tho imbark'd within the time before fpe- 
cify'd. And as it hss been before regulated, that a free 
Ship (liall go unmolcfted with its Cargo, it's alfo agreed 
and concluded that this Liberty Ihall reach to the Perfons 
on board fuch a free Ship-, and even fo far, that tho they 
juay be Enemys of either, or of both Partys, yet being 
found on board a free Ship, they (hall not be fecur'd, nn-

XXVIIL All the Subjefts and Inhabitants of the faid

XXIX. And the better to fecure the Subjeftsof the,] 
faid Lords the States from any Violence being ofFer'd them T 
by the faid Men of War, all Captains of the King's Ships, j 
and others fubjcd); to his Majclty, (hall be forbid to ntoleft 
or do any Damage to them upon any account whatfoever, ^ 
upon Pain of being liable, both as to their Perfons and 1 
Effects, to make good the damages fuftain'd, fo as due 
Reftitnlion and Reparation be made for the fame, J 

XXX. And to this end the Captains and Privateers J 
{hall each of them be oblig'd, before they go out of Porr,,1 
to give good and fufficient Security, before proper Judges, | 
of the Sum of fifteen thoufand Livres Toarso/j, that they 
Jhall each of them fitbllantially anfwer and make fatiP.I 
fa^lion for the Contraventions they may be guilty of in \ 
their Cruifing : and thofe Captains and Officers that Ihall- * 
be guilty of fuch Contraventions, are by this prelent '" 
Treaty, and by the Edifts and Ordinancesof his Majefty, 
which ihall be publifli'd by virtue and in conformity to 
the Tenour thereof, to forfeit their Commifiions, and to 
be difcarded out of the Service. And the fame thing (hall 
be done in reference to the Subjefls of the States General. 

XXXI. If it ihould come to pals, that any of the faid 
fre«ci Captains (hould take a Ship liden with contraband 
Goods, as aforefaid ^ ihofc Captains fhall riOt force nor 
break open any Chefts, Bales, Mails, Bundles, Tuns, and 
the like, and tranfport, fell or barter them, or otherwite 
alienate the fime, till they are brought aihore to the 
Judges of the Admiralty, and after there has been an In- 
ventory taken by them of the faid Merchandizes found on 
board thofe VeiTcls. If the faid contraband Goods do 
make but one part of the Lading, the Captain or Mafter 
of [he Ship (hould do well to agree to deliver the laid 
contraband Goods to the faid Captain, and purlbe his 
Voyage.

XXXn. His Majelty being willing that the Subjefts of 
the faid Lords the States General (hould be treated thro'out 
all his Dominions as favourably as his own Subje^s, Ihali

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I iflbe out all proper Orders, that the Tudgiients andSen- 

I tences Riven concerning Prizes taken at Sea, fliill be done 

I with ail Juilicc and Equity, by unfurpefted and difmie- 

reiled I'erfons, in refirenee to the muter in difputc : 
And his Maiefly (hall give pariicuiar and efTcflual Orders, 
that To all Sententes, Judgments, and Decrees of Judica- 
ture, already given and tn be given, fhall be readily and du- 
ly executed, according to their Form?. 

XXXIII. And when the Ambalttdors of the faid Lords 
the States Genf^ral, or ibmc other of their publicJt Mini- 

( fters, wlio fiisll reiide at his Mnjefty's Court, fhall com- 

plain of the fiid Judgments that have been ptonounc'd, 
his Maiefty (bill caufe the faid Sentences to be review'd 
by his Council, wlio are to examine whether the Orders 
and Precautions contain'd in the faid Treaty, have been 
foliow'd and obfcrv'd, and to regulate matters according 
to Reafon within the compafs of three months at farthefl; 
and neverthelefs, the Goods and EfF;fls which are re- 
1 claini'd, ihall not before the ftrft Sentence nor after the 

I fame, during the Review, be fold nor difcharg'd, unlefs 

it be with the Confent of the Partys concern'd, in order 
to obviate the Perilhing of the Goods. 

XXXIV. When a Suit is commenc'd in the firft and 
Tecond Inftanceagainft thofe who ihall take Prizes at Sea, 
and the Perfons interefted in the fame, and that the faid 
Perfons concern'd come to obtain a favourable Judgment 

f or Sentence ■, the faid Judgment or Sentence [hall be ese- 

I cuted without giving any Security, notwithftanding any 

I Appeal of him who hath taken the Prize, but not the con- 

trary : and ih-it which is faid in this and the preceding 
I Articles, about doing of fpeedyand effed^ual Juftice to the 

Subjefts of the United Provinces, concerning Prizes taken 
at Sea by his Majefty's Subiefts, (ball be extended to and 
praftis'd by the [.x)rds the States General, in reference to 
the Prizes taken by their Subjefts from thofe of his Ma- 
jefty.

XXXVl. If it diould fo happen, that any Men of War 
or Merchant(}iips Ihoul'd by Storm or other Accident be 
caft away oa each other's Coafts, the {aid Ships, Tack- 
ling, Goods and Merchandizes, and whatever fliall be 
fav'd, or be the Produce thereof, if the faid Goods, being 
perifhable, have been fold, the whole being reclaini'd by the 
Proprietors or others, thit had a charge over and had 
thetn in their cuftody, within a year and a day, Ihallbe 
Tcftor'd without any Form of Law, by paying only rea- 
fonable charges, and what fhall be regulated between the 
AHys for Salvage. And in cafe this Article be contraven'd, 
his Majeftyandthe faid Lords theStatesproinife effeftu- 
ally to makeufe oi' their Authority, to puniih thofe their 
Subje^s with all feverity, who ftiall be guilty of Inhunti- 
nitys, that have fomeiirats been perpetrated, to their great 
forrow, on the like occafions. , 

XXXVn. His Majefty and the faid LordstheStates Ge- .| 
neral will not receive, nor fuffer their Subjefts to receive ' 
into any of the Countrys under their obedience, any Pi- I 
rates and Rovers whatfoever -, but fhill fill upon, punilli, ) 
and drivethem out of their Ports: and the Pirates Ship^ j 
as alio the Goods taken by Pirates and Sea-Rovers, where- J 
ever they are found, fhall without delay and Form of Lavr, ] 
be freely reftor'd to the Owners that do recUini them. ' 

XXXVIII. The Inhabitants ana Subiefts on both (ides i 
may, thro' all the Territorys under the Obedience of the 1 
bid King and the faid States General, make ufe of fuch] 
Advocates, Proctors, Notarys, and Sollicitors as thef ^ 

Jieafe, to whom alfo they (hall be appointed by the ufoal j 
udges j and that the faid Judges (hall be requir'd, and 1 
muft allow that the faid Subjeris and Inhabitants on either ] 
Ode (hall in the places of their refpeftive Relidences keep 
their Books of Account and Traffick, in what Language 
they pleafe, without being any way incoiiiDioded or rao- 
lelled upon this Account. 

XXX IX. No Confuls fhall for the futare be allow'd on 
either fide : and if it be thought proper to fend Refidenis, 
Agents, CommifTarys, or others, they fhall fettle no 
where but in fuch places where the Court ufoally refides.

leftation, or proceeding during thofe nine months to any 
Seizure of their Effefts, much lefi to confine their Pw- 
fons. 

XLIII. That they (hall on either fide as much as in them 
lies, prevent every thing that may in any manner of 
way dire£tly or indireflly hinder the Execution of this 
Treaty, and efpecially the feventh Article ^ and they do 
oblige thenifelves, upon the lead complaint of any Con- 
traventions that ihall be made, immediately to makeRfl* 
paration for the fame. 

XLW. This Treaty of Commerce, Navigation and 
Marine Ihali lift twenty years, the time to commence from 
the day of figoing-, and the Ratifications lliall be produc'd 
ia due form, and exchang'd on both fides within three 
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■weeks time, to reckon from the Day of figning, or fooner 
if il can be done, 

XLV. And for the greater Confirmation of this Treaty, 
and all the Points and Articles contain'd therein, the fime 
fliall be publifti'd, verify'd, ard regiftei'd in the Court of 
the Parliament of fam, and in all the other Parliaments 
of the Kingdom of France^ and Chamter of Accounts in 
Pdr« aforel'aid: as alfo in like manner the faid Treaty 
fhall bepiiblilh'd, verify'd, and regifler'd by the fiid Lords 
the States General, in the Courts and other Places where 
fuch Publications, Verifications, and Regiftrys are wont 
to be made. .

this feparalc Article, which (hall have the fame Virtue 
and Force, as if it were inferted word for word in the 
faid Treaty, That the Impofition qf fifty Sols per Tun, fet- 
tled in France upon foreign Ships, (hall for the future be 
entirely void, in refpefl to the Ships of the Subje£):s of the 
States General of the United Provinces, and fhall not be 
reiiiv'd for the future: infomuch that the Ships of the 
Subjefls of the faid Lords the States General fhallbedif- 
charg'd of the faid Tax, whether the faid Ships fail di- 
rcflly for France from the Countrys or Territorys of the 
faid Lords the States General, or from any other place 
whatfoever, whether they be laden or empty, whether 
alfo they be freighted to unlade in one or more Places in 
France i or elfe being order'd to take in Lading in the 
places whither they defign'd logo, and not meeting with 
It there, they fail to others for that end ; whether alio that 
the faid Ships of the Subjefts of the Lords the Stales Ge- 
neral go out of the Ports of Frat/ce, in order to return 
home, or to go elfewhere, be they in what place they 
will, laden or empty j whether alio they have taken in 
their Lading in one or more places ; fince 'tis agre?.d, that 
the (aid Ships of the Subjects of the States Gcjieral of 
the United Provinces ihall neither in the faid Cafes, nor

npon any other account whatfoever, be liable to the Taid 
Impofirion \ but that they fhall be and continue exempted 
thereof, as well in coming from the faid Ports oifrauce as 
in going : except only in the following cafe, mz. That 
when the faid Ships take in things of the Growth and 
Wanufaflure of France, and carry them from one Port 
of France to another of the faid Kingdom, in order to 
unkdeihem there ■, in that cafe only, and no other whst- 
foever, the faid Sobjcfts of the faid Lords the States Ge- 
neral ftiall be oblig'd to pay the faid Duty, as other 
Strangers do.

fficers, and Magiftrates of the Places and Countrys thug 
'ftor'd, {hall facilitate, as much as in them lies, the re- 
oval away and carriage of the faid Amuiuniiion and AN 
Ilery : The Officers, Soldiers and military Men, who do 
racuaie the faid Places, may alfo from thence withdraw 
id carry away the Movables appertaining to them, but 
jj fo as that they are not allow'd to exad any thing from 
le inhabitants of the faid Places, or of the open Coun- 
y, nor to damnify the Houfes, or to take away any thing 
elonging to the Inhabitants. 

XIV. The Prifoners, of what Quality or Condition 
ever they be, fhall on both fides be fet at liberty, and 
ithout any ranfom, as foon as the Ratifications are ex- 
lang'd, they paying their Debts, and whatever they law- 
llly ow'd there. And if any Perfons have been put on 
jard the Gallys of their faid Maictlys, by reafon and be- 
iBfe of the Misfortune of the faid Wars only, be it for 
hat caufe or occafion foever, they ftiall forthwith be fet 
^liberty without any delay or difficulty, be the caufe oc 
le occafion what il will, and without deminding upon 
lat account any thing for their Ranfora or Maintenance. 

XV. The Subjefts of either fide, be they who tiicjr 
ill, may, having regard to the Ufages, Laws and Co(- 
m% of the rcPpeftive Countrys, by virtue of this Peace

XVI. All the Papers, Letters and Dncnoients a^ 
tainingto the Coontrys, Lands and Signiorys, which 
yielded and reftor'd to the faid Kings by the prefentl 
ty of Peace, (bait be produc'd and cielivcr'd np fioc< 
on each llde, within three months after the Ratifica- 
of this Treaty fliatl be exchang'd, in what Places fo 
the faid Papers and Documents may be foand, evea I 
which might have been tjften away out of the Citadi 
Ghent^ and the Chamber of Accounts zt Lifle, 

XVIL Contributions fettled or demanded on e 
fide, Reprifals, Demands of Forage, Corn, W 
Cattle, Utenfils, and othsr forts of Impolitions on 
Countrys of either of the two Sovereigns, fhall ceale 
fenlly after the Ratification of this Treaty % and all 
Arrears or Parts thereof that may be due ihall be dem 
ed on neither fide, under any Title or Pretence wfc 
ever. 

XVlIf. All the Subjefts on either fide, as well Ei 
fiaftical as Secular Bodys, Conimuniiys, Univerfitys 
Colleges, are reftor'd as well to the enjoyment of I 
Honours, Dignitys and Benefices, of which they i 
poflefs'd before the War, as to all and every their Rii 
Movables and Immovables, Rents of Redemption, wl 
of the Principal is in being, and piflable Rents, feiz'd 
enjoy'd fince the faid times, as well upon the accoui 
the War, as for having follow'd the contrary Party: 
gether with their Rights, Aflions and Succefiions toi 
Survivors, even fince the War began : yet without 
rtianding or pretending to fatisfaflion for the Produce 
Income receiv'd or due during the War, fince the ftl 
of the faid immovable Goods, Revenues and Benefices 
the day of the publication of this Treaty. 

XIX. In like manner they cannot demand nor pre 
to any Debts, Effefts and Movables, which have been 
fifcated before the (aid day ; fo as that neither the Ci 
tors of fuch Debts, the Depofitors of fuch Effefts 
their Heirs, or any pretending thereunto, fliali flw 
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for, nor pretend to recover the fame : Which Re-clla- 
blifliments, in the form aforefAid, Dial! be in fivour of 
thofe who have follow'd the contrary Party-, infomuch 
that by the means of this Treaty they are to return intq 
the favour of their Prince and Sovereign, as alfo into the 
poffeflion of their Goods and Eftites, as they are found 
to exift at the concluding and figning of this Treaty. 

XX. And the reftoring of the faid Sutiefts both on the 
one and the other fide, (hall be done purfuant to the zift 
and 22d Articles of the Treaty of Nimtgueriy notwith- 
itanding all or any of the Donations, Conceffions, Decla- 
rations, Confifcations, CommiHjons, preparatory andde-M 
initive Sentences, given for contumacy in the abfence of 1 

,Pdrtys, and the fame unheard: Which Sentences and Judg_-i 
juents thereupon fhall be void and of none effeft, as ifJ 
never given and pronounc'd; with full and entire liberty! 
.for the faid Partys to return into the Countrys, out of ■ 
ivbich they had withdrawn before, perfonally to enjojfj 
'their Goods and Movables, Rents and Revenues, or to fi^jpl 
their Abode out of the faid Counirys, wherefoever they 1 
ieafe, and at their own Choice and Eleftion, without ' 
■figg any Conftraint upon them on that account. And 
^^...faie they fhall rather chufe to dwell elfewhere, they 
iiy depute or entruft fuch unfufpefted Perfons, as they 
fiiall think fit, to manage and enjoy their faid Goods, 
Rents and Revenues-, but this (hall not extend to Bene- 
fices that require Refidence, which ought to be perfonally 
ferv'd. 

XXI. The 24th and 25th Articles of the faid Treaty of 
Nmeguen concerning Benefices fhall be executed -, and con- 
fcquenily thofe who have had Benefices confer'd upoa 
them by either of the two Kings, who in the time of the 
Collation poffefs'd the Towns and Countrys where the faid ■ 
Benefices were fituated, (hall be maintain'd in the poITel^ ' 
fion and enjoyment of the faid Benefices. 

XXII. TheSubjeftsonboth fides ihall have liberty and 
fijll power to fell, exchange, alienate, and otherwife to 
difpofe, as well by Deed as laft Will and Teftament, of 
tteir Goods, and movable and immovable Effefts, vfhicti 
they have or Qiall have in the Dominions of the other So- 
jrereign j and any one may buy them, Subjefts or Foreign- 

HHh ^ 35 that there is no need of any Grant, Leave, or 
^^Hr^AA whatfoever, for thie Sale or Buying, but only 
■BJreaty. 
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XXIII. As there are Rents laid upon the GcncraHtr 
of fome Provinces, part of which are poflTefsy by his m(&, 
Chriftian Majefty, and the other by the Catholick King", 
it's concluded and agreed, that each fhali pay his Qaoti, 
and CommTflioners fliall be nam'd to regulate the Propor- 
tion each King ought to pay. 

XXIV. Rents lawfully fix'd or due upon the Domains 
by the preceding Treatys, and the payment whereof ihaD 
appear in the Accounts given to the Chambers of Ac- 
counts by the Receivers of their moft Chriflian and Ca- 
tholick Majeftys, before the faid Ceflions, fliall be paid 
by their faid Majeftys to the Creditors of the faid Rents, 
be they under whofe Dominion they will, whether Erencb' 
nien^ Spaniards^ or any other Nation, without any dip 
tinftion. 

XXV- And as a good and firm Peace is made by this 
Treaty as well by Sea as by Land, between the faid Kings 
in all their Kingdoms, Countrys, Territorys, Provinces 
and Signiorys •, and that all Hoftilitys ought, to ccafe for 
the future : It's llipulated, that if any Prizes are taken 
on either fide in the Bnltick^ or in the NorthSea^ from 
Terneufe in Norway to the end of the Britifl) Channel, ia 
the fpace of four Weeks-, from the end of the faid Chan- 
nel as far as Cape St. V'mcent^ in the fpace of fix Weeks; 
and from thence in the A'fediternwean^ and as far as tbc 
Line^ in the (pace of fix Months*, beyond the Liwe, and 
all tlie other part- of the World, in the fpace of eight 
Months, to reckon from the day of proclaiming this pre- 
fcnt Treaty: the fiid Prizes which ihall be taken on ci- 
ther fide, after the faid Terms, fhall be reftor'd with fii^ 
tisfaflion made for the Damages fufl-ain'd by fuch Capture. 

XXVI. In cafe of a Rupture, which God forbid, there 
fhall be fix Months tiiiie I'jven to the Subjefts on either 
fide, to withdraw and carry off their Effefts and Perfons 
whither th^y pkc'fe', and they fhall be allowed to doit 
with all freedom, and without any let or hindrance i and 
none are pjfiVr'd to fcize the faid Effefts, much leu are 
their Perfons to be detain'd. 

XXVII. The Troops on either fide fhall withdraw pr^ 
fently after the ratifying of this Treaty, into the Coon- 
trys and Territorys of their own Sovereigns, and intofoch i

XXXVn. And for the greater confirmation of this Trea- 
ty of Peace, and al! the Points and Articles contain'd 
therein, the prefent Treaty ftiall be publifii'd, verify'd and 
regiftred ns well in the Grand Council and other Councils 
and Chambers of Accounts belonging to the faid Catholick 
King in the Low-Countryi-, as in the other Councils of the 
Ctowas oi CafiiU and jirragofi, all purfuant and according 
to the form contain'd in the Treaty of Nimeguen, in the 
Year 1678 ; as in like manner the faid Treaty mall be 
publifh'd, verify'd and regifter'd in the Court of the;

the faid City of Paris: of which Publications and Regii 
ftrings, Extrafts (ball be taken and deliver'd on both fidci 
within the fpace of three Months after the publication ol 
this Treaty. 

XXXVUI. The Points and Articles abovemention'd, 
t(^ether with the Contents of each of them, have beea 
treated of, agreed to, palTed and ftipulated between the 
faid Ambaffidors Extraordinary and Plenipotentiarys of rhe 
faid Catholick and moft Chrilliin Kings, in their Maje- 
ftys Name: which Plenipotentiarys, by virtue of rhe 
Powers they receiv'd, have promis'd, and do promife, un- 
der the penalty of all and every the refpeflive Eftates, 
in PofTeliion or Revcrdon, of the Kings their Mafters, 
that they fhaU be inviolably obferv'd and fuIfiU'd, to have 
them fincerely and unfeignedly ratify'd, without any Ad- 
dition made thereunto', and to produce the Ratifications in 
authentick Form, wherein this whole Treaty Ihall be in- 
Certed word for word, within lix Weeks, to commence 
from the Day of the Date of this Treaty, and fooner, if 
poflible. Befides, the faid Plenipotentiarys have, and do 
promife in the faid Names, that when the faid Letters of 
Ratification are produc'd, the fiid moft ChrilUan King 
Jhall asfoonas may be,in theprefenceof fuch Pcrfonor Per- 
(bns as the Catholick King deputes, folemnly fwear up- 
on the Crofs, Evangelifts, Canons of the Mafs, and his 
Honour, to obferve, and fully, really, and in all fincerity 
to obferve and fulfil ail the Articles contain'd in tbis pre- 
fent Treaty \ and the fame fliall alfo be done as foon as

' on by the Treaty of Peace between the Anibafladors 
extraordinary and Plenipoteniiarys of the moft ChriHian 
King, and thofe of the Catholick King, this 20th Day of 
September 1697. '''* farther agreed by this prefent Sepa- 
rate Article, which Ihall have the fame virtue and force as 
if it wereiiiferted word for word in the laid Treaty, that 
hismoft Chriftian Majefty (hall allow, as by this prefent 
Article he does allow, the Emperor and the Empire to the 
firit of November next, to accept of the terms of Peace 

gropos'd laft by his moii Chriftian Majefty, purfuantloa 
leclaration made on the firft Day of this inftant Syx^jw- 
bert if his Imperial Majefty and the Empire cannot agree 
any other way with his moft Chriftian Majefty : And in 
cafe they do not within the laid time accept of the faid 
Conditions, or do not agree fome other way with his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, this Treaty of Peace fhall have its full 
and entire force, and be executed according to its Tenour 
and Form, without being any way contraven'd by the faid 
Catholick King, direflly or indireftly, under any pretence 
whatfoever.

' complilh'd after his Diceafe, by the like Endeavours and- 
\ Concerns for the Publick Tranquillity of his Son and Succeftj 
' for, ihe moft Serene and moll Potent Prince and Lorrf 
0}arks Xn. King of Swedeuy of the Goth and Vimdahi 
Great Prince of Finlandy Duke ofSchonerij EftLotiiay Livtnit 
Carelia-, Bremeity f^erden^ Sietin-, Pomeramn, Cafjahia an_ 
I Kandali.1^ Prince of Rugeriy Lord of Ingria and Wifmari 
as alfo Count PjUtineof the Rhine-, Duke of ^rtt/^j-irf, Ju> 
lieTSf Cleve and Berge. Wherefore the Ambaffidors Extra- 
ordinary and Plenipoientiarys, legally auihoriz'd on botil 
fides, meeting in the faid Place, ihofe on the part of hi) 
Iniperial Majefly, being the molt illuftrious and inoft e: 
celfent Lord Domimcus A/idrcus, of the Sacred Roman Er 
pire. Count of Kaunitz., Hereditary Lord in Aufitrlin 
Hungarifchlirad-, Muhrifchprug^ and the greater Oz.i.ech<; 
Knight of the Golden Fleece, CounfellorofSiate lohisli 
perial Majefty, Chamberlain and Vice Chancellor of tl 
£mpire, the Lord Henry John of the Holy Roman Empire^, 
Count Stratman and Puerbech^ Lord of Orth^ Schmiaingi] 
E Spatenbrum and Carlsberg, Aulick Counfellor to his fmperi " 
Majefty, and Chamberlain ; the Lord "juhn Frederick., fn ..

lemblys of the Empire :-andiii the Name of his moft Chrife 
tian Majefty, the moft illuftrious and excellent Lord NH 
choias Aupiflus de HarUyy Knight, Lord of ^cwsfa//, CounI 
of Cf/y, Counfellor in ordinary to his Majelty in his Cour 
cil of State ; the Lord Lewis y'enui., Knight, Counfellor 
ordinary tohis Majefty in his Council of State, Count 
Crety, Warquefs of irfos, Baron of Cuaj;//)/, Loi'd afSvulli^, 
of the two Churches in fort-IJIe., and other PUccsi and 
the Lord francii de CalliereSy Kt. Lord of Callierei^ Roche- 
cheSy and Gigny ', by the Intervention and Endeavours of 
rhe moft illultrious and excellent Lord, the Lord Charles 
Bende^ Count of Biemo., Lord of Hcjleby^ Tyrefcho^ Tofta- 
halm, Graftfieen-, GvHafsbcrg and Rex.itzjty Senator to his 
Swedifh Majefty, chief Prelident of Dorpt in Livonia^ and 
the Lord Nkhdas, free Baron of Lillicnrooty Secretary of 
Slate to his Sacred Imperial Majefty, and Ambafiador £z- 

traordi- 
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traordinary to rhe high and mighty Lords the States G^A^ 
ra! of thsViited Provinces, both of them conftitured Am- 
bafTidors Exrraordiniry and Plenipotentiirys for promo- 
ting a general Peace ^ who difcharging the Office of Medi- 
atorswith Diligence, Integrityand Prudence, the Plenipo- 
lentiarys of the SJcred Roman Empire, and of the Elec- 
tors, Princes and States thereof, being prefent,a(rentingand 
confenting, after having invok'd the Divine Aililtance, and 
exchang'd their full Powers, have, to the Glory of God, and 
the Good ofCJjriyj^wdom, agreed upon the following Articles. 

I. That there (hall be a Chriftian, general and perpetutl 
Peace and true FriendHiip between his Sacred laiperial 
Majefty and his Succeflbrs, and the whole facred Roman 
Empire, Kingdoms, hereditary Dominions, Subjefts and 
ValTdls on the one pirt, and his moft Chriftiin Majefly, 
and his Succeffbrs, Subjefts and ValTils, on the other 
psrt: and the fame (ball be fo fincerely kept and culti- 
vated, that neither Party fhall do any thing to the dilad- 
vsntage and prejudice of the other, under any pretence 
whatibever i neither are they to give any ARiftance to 
any whatever that have a mind to do an Injury to either, 
be it under what name it will ; nor to receive, proteft 
nor afliftany of theRebels^ orrefraflory Subjefts of either 
Party, upon any account or fuggeftion whatfoever; hut 
both (ides (hall rather ferioufly promote the Honour, Be- 
nefit and Utility of each other, notwith(tindIngand annul- 
ling any Promifes, Treatys and Leagues, with whomfoever 
made or to be made to the contrary. 

II. There (hall be a perpetual Aiiinefty and Oblivion on 
both fides, of all manner of Hoftilitys, where, and which 
way foever committed ^ fo that neither Party Ihall direftly 
norindireftly, under the colour of Right, or by way of 
Faft, upon any caufe or pretence whatfoever, do any inju- 
ry orcaufeany trouble to the other, or fuffer the fame to 
be done ; but all and lingular Injurys and Violences, by 
Words, Writings or Fafl, (hall from henceforward, 
without any refpeft to Perfons or Things, be utterly abo- 
li(h'd 1 fo that whatever can be pretended upon that ac- 
count to be had againfteach other, (hall be buiy'd in per- 
petual Oblivion : And all and fingular the Subjefts and 
ValTatsof both Partys (hall enjoy the benefit and advan- 
tage of this Amnefty ^ fo as that none of them (hail be in- 
jur'd, for having adher'd to this or that fide, but they 
thall be fully reftor'd to the Honours and Eftatesthey in- 

i. joy'd 
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■\Sf6 immediitcly before the War broke out, faoing as to 
{bch things, which in reference to Ecclefiaflical fJeneficcs, 
Movables and Emolumentu, are ocherwife in the following 
Articles particularly fettled. 

III. The Treatys of Weflphalla and Nimtguen are to be 
the Bafis and Foundation of this Peace, and the fame fliall 
forthwith be fully put in execution, prefently after the Ex- 
change of the Ratifications, in refpefl; to facred and fecular 
things, unlefs now otherwife exprefly agreed on to the con- 
trary. 

IV. In the firfl: place Reftitution (hall be made to his 
Sacred Imperial Majefty and the Empire, and to the States 
and Members thereof, by the moft Chriftian King, of 
whatever was feiz'd as well during the War, and by way of 
Fa£t, as under the Names of Unions, be they Places or Ju- 
rifdiftions fitaace in Alfatia\ as alfo under the name of 
Reunions, al! Decrees, Arrets and Declarations being 
made void, which upon that account have been put forth 
by the Chambers of Metz. and Befanfon ; as alfo the 
Council of Brifac: and al! things fhall be brought into the 
fame State they were before fuch Seizures, Unions or Re- 
unions were made, and are for the future no manner of 
way to he alter'd or incommoded i but yet lo as that the 
Roman Caiholick Religion fhall continue in the State 'tis 
at prefent, in the Places to be fo reftor'd. 

V. And tho by thefe general Rules it may eafily be dif- 
cern'd what, and how far things are to be reftor'd, however, 
at the Requeft of fome Pattys, and for particular Reafons, 
it's thought fit to make mention of fome things in a more 

Eeculiar manner, but yet fo, as that the things not put in 
y name, (hall not be look'd upon as omitted, but Ihall have 
the fame Right and Place altogether as rhofe nam'd have. 

VI. Particularly the City of Triers iball be reftor'd to 
the Ekftor of that Name and Bilhop of Spircy iii the 
Condition it is, without any demolilhing, or any way 
damnifying of publick or private Edifices, together with 
the Artillery found therein, when it was laft taken \, and 
all things fet down in the preceding Article concerning 
Pofleflions, Unions and Reunions, are efpecially to be 
deera'd and conftru'd for the benefit of the Churches of 
Triers and Spire. 

VII. The Eleftor of Brandenburg, together with his 
Dominions, PoITeffions, Subjefts and Jurifdiflions, and 
thofe by name which belong to him by the Treaty made

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M<^ 29, 1679. as if they were particularly let 1 
here, l^all enjoy all the Benefits ofthis Peace^ and fi 
\y comprehended therein. 

VUl. The moft Chriitian King (hall reftore to the Em 
tor Palatine all the Dominions that either belong to him 
alone, or that are in common with others, let them be 
call'd by whit name they will, and more pirticuUrly the 
Cily and Prefe£lcre of Gtrmerpjehn-^ wherein are com- 
prehended the Prefidentlhips and Subprefeftures, witfi alf 
the Oftles, Otys, Towns, Villages, Lands, Feudfhips 
and Jurifdiflions, as they were reftor'd by the Peace of 
Wtflphalia-t as alfo all the Documents in the Archive, Chan- 
cery, Fcudil Court, Chamber of Accounts, Prefec- 
tures, and other Palatine Offices that have been taken a- 
way; no Place, Thing, Right or Document to be ex- 
cepted. But as to what appertains to the Rights and Pre- 
tenfions of the Dutchefs of Orleans, it's agreed, that the 
forefaid ReftitQlion being firft made, things (hall be com- 
promis'd according to form between their Imperial and 
moft ChrilVian Majeftys, as Arbitrators, according to the 
Laws and Cuftoms of the Empire : But in cafe they can- 
not agree, the matter fhall be left to the final decifion of 
the Pope. However, an amicable Agreement (hall in the 
mean time be endeavour'd between the Partys; and till 
'tis brought to a Conclufion, the Eleftor Palatine (hall 
yearly pay to the Dutchefs of Orleans two hundred thou- 
(and Teurnay Livres, or a hundred thoufand Rhtni/b Flo- 
rins, upon that Account and Confideration, as 'tisexpreft 
in a feparite Article of equal force with this Treaty, 
and as well in refpeft to the Poffeflbr as Suer, the Rights 
of the Empire being ftill kept inviolable. 

IX. The King ofSwedoi, as Count Palatine of the Rhine^ 
Coant of SpoHheim and f^eUentz., (hall have the old Dut- 
chy of Deuxpants reftor'd to him whole and entire, with 
its Appurtenances and Dependences, and thofe Rights which 
his Royal Majeity's Predeceflbrs, the Counts Palatine, 
and the Dakes of Deuxpants^ haveenjoy'd, or might have 
enjoy'd, according to the 9sd.cs of Weflphali a : So that all 
things, by what Title foever the Crown of France hath 
hitherto pretended to them,polTefs'd and reunited, dtHtr in 
the whole or in part, (hall wholly return into the hands of 
his SmHif'j Majcfty and his Heirs, Counts Palatine of the 
Rhine; the Records alfo belonging to the faid Dutch/, 
togerher with the Artillery found therein at the lime it 
2 was 
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was poflefs'd, and all other matters as agreed on in the 
preceding Articles, in favour of things to be reftor'd. 

X. As to the Principality oi VeUentK.-, and that which 
under the name of the faid Principality, or that of Law 
lerec^ the late Prince Leopold Lodowick Count Palatine of 
the Rhine pofTefs'd, they ftiall be reftor'd according to the 
fourth Seftion^ and Lift given in by the Fretjch Ambafla- 
dors, faving the Rights of all Pretenders, as well in re- 
ference to the Pofieffor, as Suer, or Plaintiff. 

XI. France fhall wholly reliore to the Grand Mafter of 
the Teatonick Order and Bifhop of I'Vorm/, vIjl. to Prince 
Francis Lewis Count Palatine, the Advowfons antiently 
given and pofTefs'd by the illaftrious Order, Places, Reve- 
nues and Rights i and the faid Order fliall enjoy, in re- 
fpe£l to the Advowfons and Eftates that are within the 
French Dominions, whether upon the account of Collation 
or Adminiltration, the fame Ufes, Privileges and Immu- 
nitys which heretofore they enjoy'd, according to their 
Rules and Statutes, and in the fame manner as the Order 
of St. John of Jerufalem was wont to enjoy them. What- 
ever alfo is agreed on in this Peace, as to the Reftitution 
of Places, Contributions and other things, fliall take place 
with refpeft to the Biihoprick of Worms^ and the other 
Churches of the Prince, 

XII. The Town and Caftle of Dinam fhall be reftor'd 
to the Eleftor of Calogrtcy as Bilhop and Prince of Liege, 
in the condition it was when taken, together with all its 
Rights and Dependences j as alfo the Artillery and Records 
found therein. Moreover, all things regulated in the 
fourth Article concerning Occupations, Unions and Re- 
unions, are particularly to be accounted as repeated here 
in favour of the Churches of Cologne and Liege. 

Xin. The Houfe of Wirtemhurgy and particularly 
Duke George fhall for himfelf and his SuccelTors be re- 
ftor'd upon the account of the Principality or County of 
Mompelgard, into that State, Right of Prerogatives, and 
more efpecially into that immediate dependence upon the 
Sacred Roman Empire, that he enjoy'd before, and fuch as 
the other Princes of the Empire enjoy, or ought to enjoy ^ 
that Recognition of VafTalage made to the Crown of 
France in 1681. being utterly void and of no effeft. 
Moreover, the laid Princes fhall freely enjoy all the In- 
comes appertaining to them, whether Secular or Ecclefia- 
Aical) as they enjoy'd theni before the Peace of Nimc' 
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guen : fo they (hsil alfo all their Feudfhtps or Tenl 
which belong'd to them in the time of the French D 

lion of them or otherwife, and not by them granU 

others, eucepling the Territory of Baldtnheim with itS 
Appurtenances, which the nioft Chriltian King hith gi- 
ven to Monfieur de ChamUy^ Qnartermafter General of his 
Arinys, and which he is illow'd to keep ; but yet fo, as 
that he be oblig'd to do Homage to the Duke of Wir- 
ttmhurg as his direfl Lord, and his Succefibrs, and to de- 
fire of nim to renew the fame : They iball alfo reftore lo, 
and fet at free and full poReffion, as well Cierevartt and 
PajfavarJtt their Burguvdian Fiefs, as the Dynaftys of 
Granges^ Herricourt^ Blamnht^ Chatelotj and Clermont^ 
and the teft fituate in the County of burgundy, and the 
Principality of Mompcl gar d, with all their Jurifdiftions 
and Revenues, in fo full manner as they were polTels'd 
before the Peace of Nimcgutn ■■, ihofe things being utterly 
aboliih'd which were done or pretended to the contrary, 
under what Title, at what time, and in what luanaci lo- 
ever they be. 

XIV. The Marqoifate Houfe of Boden fliall enjoy aQ 
the Rights and Benefits of this Peace, and fo alfo, of the 
Treatys of Wejiphal'm and Nimcguen^ and efpecially the 
fourth and fifth Articles. 

X\', In the fime manner the Princes of the Hoofc of 
NaffaUf HaiiAW and Leitsin^eny , and all other States of 
the Sacred Roman Empire, who by the fourth Article of 
this Treity or others are to be reftor'd, fhalt be reftor'd 
to all and lingular their Dominions, Profits, Incomes, 
and Appurtenances, and even to all their Rights and Be- 
nefits, by what name foever they are diiiinguifh'd. 

XVI. The better therefore to eftablifh and fecure this 
Peace, it has been thought proper here and there to make 
the Exchange of fome Places; and fo his Imperial Maje- 
fty and the Empire yield unto his moft Chriftian Maje- 
fty and his Succefibrs, the City of Scr*shwgt and what ap^ 
pertains to the fame on the left fide of the Rhine^ with all 
the Jurifdiftion, Properly and Supreme Dominion, which 
hitherto belong'd to him and the ^oot,/^ Empire over the 
fame, or which might belong unto them, all and fingulair 
of which are transfer'd to the moft Chriltian King and his 
Sueceflbrs ; fo as that the f^id City,with all its Appurtenan- 
ces and Dependences on the left (ide of the^W»f,Uiill, with- 
out any tefetvalion, with all forts of Jurifdiflion, Supc^ 
■" rioritjr 
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riority and Siipreme Dominion, from thenceforward be- 
long to the mou Chriftian King and hisSuccelTorsfor ever, 
and be underftood to be incorporated with the Kingdom 
oi France, without any Contravention from the Emperor, 
Empire, or any other wharfoever. And for the greater 
validity of this Ceilion or Alienation, the Emperor and 
the Empire, by virtue of this prefenr Treaty, dn expredy 
derogate from all and ftngular the Decrees, Con Citations, 
Statutes and Cuftoms of the Emperor, his Piedeceflbrs, 
and of the Sacred Roman Empire, thoconfirm'd, or here- 
after to be confirm'd by Osth, psrticoUrly from the 
iDiperial Capitulation, fo far forth as any manner of Alie- 
nation of the Rights and Jurifdiftions is forbidden •, all 
which they do exprefly renounce, and the faid City toge- 
ther with its Magiftrates, OiBcers, Citizens, and all its 
Subjefts are difcharg'd from their Oaths and Engagements 
they were hitherto under to the Emperor and the Em- 
pire, and they are free to give that Subjeflion, Obe- 
dience and Fidelity to the moft Chriftian King and his 
Succeflbrs, and fo the moft Chriftian King is put into a full 
and juft Property, PolTeflion and Siiperiority over the 
fame j and all Rights and Pretenfions to it are from hence- 
forward and for ever renounc'd to him, and fo the City of 
Strasburg is espung'd out of the Roll of the Empire. 

XVII. It fliall be free for all and finguUr the Inhabi- 
tants of the faid City and its Dependences, be they of 
vfhat Condition they will, that have a mind to remove, 
to go and dwell where they pleafe, together with their 
Movables, without any Impediment, Detraftion or Ex- 
action, within a year after the Ratification \ and after 
five years time, if they have perforni'd the Conditions 
there of old praflis'd in fach Cafes, they may either 
fell their Movables, or keep them themfclves, or by others 
they fliall appoint to manage them : All other the Mem- 
bers, or mediate or immediate Subjefts of the Empire, 
ftiall have the fame liberty to retain themfelves, or to nave 
manag'd by others, the Goods, Rents, Debts, Suits and 
Rights they have in the faid City and its Appurtenances, 
whether they have always had them, or that during the 
War, or before it, they have been confifcated or taken 
away and granted to others, which by this Convention 
are to be reftor'd, whatever Name they go by,and where- 
ever they live i but with a Salvo ftill to the Ecclefiaftical 
Jorifdiflion of Ihofe to whom forjjiierly it did belong j 

neither 
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neither fhall it evsr be lawful to impede the fame, 
the Execution thereof. 

XVIII. On the other hand his mofi: Chriftian Majdty 
fliall, within thirty days after the Exchange of the Rfttift- 
cations, reftore to the Emperor and the Empire, to- 
gether with all its Rights and Dependences, the Fort of 
Kehly built by him on the right fide of the Rhine \ but 
the Fort of Pille^ and the others in the Rhine or the 
Hlands thereof, fliall be entirely dcmolifh'd within the 
fpace of one month or fooner if it can be done, at the 
moll Chriftian King's Charge, and never any more to be 
rebuilt i the Navigation of the River, and the other Ufes 
thereof, (hall be equilly free for the Sobjefts of both Pat- 
tys, whether they have a mind to go away by it, to na- 
vigate or cirry Merchandizes thereon ; And nothing (hall 
ever be done either on the one or the other fide, there or 
elfewhcre, to turn the Courfe of the River, or to render 
the Navigation or other Ufes thereof the more difficult 
upon any account-, much Icfs fhall new Tolls, Money for 
Carriages or Exa^ions be made, or the old ones aogtnen- 
ted, or the Ships which pafs along be compel'd to go 
more to one Bank than another, or to espofe or receive 
their Lading and Merchandize ; But this ought to be left 
freely to the Will and Inclination of every body as thqr 
lift. 

' XIX. His molt Chriftian Majefty alfo yields to his 
Imperial Majefty, and the moft Serene Houfe of Atf 
fina, the City and Caftle of Friburg, the Fort of &, 
Pcter^ and that call'd the Star-Fort, with all the WorJcs 
newly crefled or repair'd there or elfewhcre along the 
Black Forefit and the reft of the BrifgavD, in the State 
they are now, without demolilhiog or weakning any parC 
thereof, togeUier with the Villages of Lebev^ Mrtzjua^ 
fen a.nd Kirchi^arlh, with all raanner of Jurifdiftion, as it 
was yielded to his Royal Majefty by the Peace of Nim- 
gusK, or poffefi'd and excrcis'd by him; as alfo the Ar- 
chives, and all the Records and Documents found therein 
at the time it was taken, whether the fame are ftill hepC 
there, or cirry'd elfewhere ; but ftill with a Releivatioi:*- 
of the Diocefan, and other Rights and Emoluments ap- 
pertaining to the Bifhoprick oiConfians. 

XX. In like manner his moft Chriftian Majefty mak< 
over to his Sacred Imperiil Majefty and the Houfe of j4a— 
Uria-f the Town oiMrifac entire, in its ptefent State, to ' 
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gether with the Granarys, Armorys, Works, Rampirts* 
Walls, Towers, and other publick and private Editicesj 
with ati its Dependances on the right fide of the Rhine '■> 
but thofe that are on the left Tide, together with the Fort 
ZiW'A U Mortier-t are to continue in the poflefilon of his 
nioft Chriftian Mi)efty ; and the new City, as 'lis call'd* 
which ftands on the left fide of the Rhine^ as alfo the 
Bridge and the Works built in the Ifland of the Rhine^ (hall 
be entirely deftroy'd and level'd with the ground, and nei- 
ther of the Partys is at any time to rebuild the fame. 
Moreover, the fame liberty is allow'd to quit Brifac, as 
is agreed upon in refpe^ to Strashurg. 

XXI. All the faid Placeit, Citys, Caftles, and Forts, 
together with all the DiUrifts, Dependances, and Appur-- 
tenances of the fame, (hall by the mo(t Chriftian King be 
reftor'dand delivet'd to his Imperial Majelty, without any 
Refervation, Exception, or Detention, with all manner 
of Sincerity, and without forming any Delay, Impede 
ment or Pretence to the contrary, or to thofe who aftef 
the Ratification of this Peace (hall be particularly nomina- 
ted and condituted by his Imperial Majefiy for that pur- 
pofe : And they (hall upon that account give afTurance to 
the Commanders, Gouernours and irewci Officers, upon 
the Evacuation of the Places, fo as that the faid Citys, 
Towns, Forts and Places, together with all the Preroga- 
tives, Profits and Emoluments, and ev^ry thing compre-' 
hended therein, (hall return into the Power, aii^ual Pof- 
fefiion, and under the Dominion of his Imperial Majefty 
and the Houfe of Aufiria, and fhall remain for ever in the 
fame as formerly they did, and hitherto have been pot- 
fefs'd by his raoft Chriftian Majefty, it being fo under-* 
ftood, that France (hall pretend to the Refervation of no 
manner of Right to the faid Places and their Diftrifts. 
)4either moreover is there any thing to be demanded for 
the Charges and Expences (he has been at upon the Forti- 
fications and other puSlick or private Edifices : neither 
fliali the fullReftituiion of the fame be retarded upon any 
Skccoant whatfoever, within thirty days after the Ratifi- 
cation of the Peace \ fo that the French Garifons Ihall 
be entirely withdrawn from thence, without doing any 
**Tirt or damage, or other inconveniency to the Citizens 
*».iid Inhabitants, or any other the Subjefts of the Houfe of 
•^a/lria whatfoever, under the denomination of D^ht of 
^njr other pretences • neither OtaJi it bs iawlui lor the 
Vot. I. .-AJfe/M'*! ir<wi , 
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French Soldiers^ in evacuating the Places, or any ol 
thit do btJong to his moft Cbrillian Majefty, to tairj 
any longer to fix their Winter-Quarters and Stationi 
there; but they are firirtbwith tOiwitbdraw into the pr»-- 
per Dominions of the Crown of Fr.incc, 

XXII. Upon the fame account the Fovtrers of Pkilifp, 
burg (hali be reftor'd to his linperiil Majefty and dic.Era- 
pire, with all the Woritfi made on the ri^ht fide 9f tfa| 
Rhine, as ilfo all the Cannon therein, at the tiaie il vat 
lift taken ; but (till with an entire Reftrvjtion of the 
Sights of the Bilhoprick of Spire: and in refpeft tothit 
particalar, the fourth Ariicle of the Treaty of Nimtgua 
is to be elteem'd as if it were exprefly repeated in this 
place. But the Worlis built on the left fide of the RhuUy 
together with the Bride erefled by the nioft Cbrilttan 
King after he had poffclVd himfelf of if, Iball be derao- 
lifh'd. 

XXIII. The moft Chtifiian King thall be oblig'd at his 
own charge to deinoliih liie Works over againft fJun- 
fiifigen on the right fide and in the Ifland of the Rhine: 
and at the iame time the Land with the Building upon it 
fliall be reftor'd to the Houfe of Baden \ the Bridg ilfo 
built there over the Rhine, ftiall be deftroy'd, 

XXIV. In like manner the Works buiit on the right 
fide of the Rhine, over againlt the Fort call'd Fort Louisa 
ihall be denioliOi'd, the Fort iitiilf and the Ifland conti- 
iiuing in the power of the moil Chriltian King ; but the. 
Ground on which the Works lo be demolilh'd ftood, to- 
gether with the Buildings, iiiall be reftor'd to the Mar- 
quifs af-Baden .- that part of the Bridg fball alio be de- 
ftroy'd, which reaches frciii the Khnd thither, and is ne- 
ver hsreafter to he rebuilt by either Party. 

XXV. Befides, the inoft Chriftian King is to demolift 
the Works added, after the Psace ol' Nimeguen^ to the 
Oftle of Traerbacht as alfo Aiomn.ytl on the Mofelifi 
the fame by no means to be rebuilt hereafter : ifei tha 
Ci^Xioi Traerbsch'vi to be left in its former ftate, togc^ 
iber with the City and its Appurtenances, which are to b« 
entirely reftor'd to the former Owners. r 

XXVI. The Works added by the moft Chriftian Kingt 
to the Caftle o^ Kurbargt flial! in like manner be raz'd^l 
and when that is done, this Callle with the whole Town, 
of Kirn^ as alfo the other Goods and PofTtfiions belong-, 
ing to the Prince of Salm and his Kindred, the Rhine- 
graves 
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yaves and Wyldgraves, and particularly the Principility 
aSalm and the reft, lliall be reftor'd CO them, to cfijoy 
Bid poiTefs the fame as fully and rightfully as they did 
before they were diverted of them. 

XXVII. And the fame thing is alfo agreed on in refpefl: 
•0 the moil Chtiftian King's being oWig'd to demoUlh the 
lew Works added to the Caftle of Eheretihurg : and the 
ime with whatever elfe belongs to 1 hem on either fide, 
re to be reftor'd to the Batons of Sichngin. 

XXVill. Seeing the Dake of Lorain is cngag'd in this 
Var on the Emperor's (ide, and is defirous to be cornpre- 
lended in this Treaty i he ihall for himfelf, his Heirsand 
iucceObrs, be reftor'd to the free and full polTeHibnof thofe 
itatcj. Places and Propertys, which his Uncle DakeCharUf 
hthe Tear 1670. (when they weti; feiz'd by the Arms of 
he moft Chriitian King) did poffefs, except only fuch 
UterationS as are esplain'd in the following Articles. 

XXrX. In the firit place, his moft Chriftian Majefty 
mall rcftore to the Duke the old and new Town oi Naniry, 
ffith all its Appurtenances, as alio all the Artillery found 
h the old Town at the time it was taken j yet upon this 
condition, that the Ramparts and hortificatious of this, 
s well as all the Outworks of both, ihall be level'd to the 
;tound at his Majefty's charge, and are never to be re- 
mit, fiving that the Duke or his Succeflbrs may, whenever 
hey pleafe, endofe the new Town with a plain and even 
IVall without any Angles. 

XXX. His moft Chriftian Majefty Ihall alfo evacuate 
be Caftte of Blrfch with all its Appurtenances, as alfo the 
^ftle of Hamburg ., the Fortifications being to be firft de- 
loliQi'd, and never to be rebuilt : but yet fo as that no 
amage be done to the CalHes themfelves and the Towns 
djoining to them, but that they be wholly prefcrv'd un- 
nirt. 

XXXI. Every thing fettled in the fourth Article con- 
erning Unions and Reunions, (hall be conftru'd in favour 
tf the Duke, in the fame manner as if they were re- 
eated here word for word, whenfoevec and which w«y, 
>ever they have been made or decreed. 

XXXII. But the Fort of Saar-Louis is referv'd to his 
10ft Chriftian Majefty, with half a League of Ground 
Bund it, the fame to be mark'd out by Commiilioners ap."

XXXin. The City alfo and Prefeflure of iow^ro/ci, to- 
gether with ili Appurtenances and Dependances, is with all' 
Right of Superiority, Dominion, and Propriety, to re- 
main for ever in the pofleiiior of the moft Chriftian King 
his Heirs and SuccelTbrs ■, and neither the Dult^ nor his 
Heirs and Succeflbrs, (hall for the future claim or pretend 
any Right to them : but his moft Chriftian Majefty (hall 
, in liea of that Town and Prefeftore grant another to the

' and Vilue, and fuch as the Commilfioners (hall fairly agree 

I upon. And the fame being fo yielded and transfer'd by 
the King to the Duke, as well the Duke himfelf, as his 
Heirs and SuccefTors, fhal! enjoy it for ever, with all man- 
ner of Right of Superiority, Dominion arid Property. 
XXXIV. The Country fhall be always open for the 
King's Soldiers to march to and return from the Frontier 
Towns, without any obltacle or impedient, thro' the 
Duke's Dominions \ timely notice being always fir{t given 
thereof, that To the Soldiers on the march (hall not drag- 
gle nor go out of the way, but keep to the common and 
{horteft way, and not deliv their march : neither are they 
to do any injury to the Places or Subjefls of the Duke, 
but are to pay ready Money for the Provifion and other Ne- 
celTdrys provided for them by the Duke's Commiflarys. 
And lb the Ways and Places which were referv'd to his 
moft Chriftian Majefty by the Peace of iV/mf^uM, are to 
be again exempted, and to return wholly and without ex- 
ception under the Duke's Obedience. 

XXXV. The Ecdefiaftical Benefices confer'd by the 
moft Chriltian King, to the very day of ligning this 
Treaty, ftiall remain unmolefted in the power of the pre- 
fent PolTeftbrs, who have obtain'd the Grants of them 
from h\i Majelty. 
■ XXXVI. Moreover, 'tis farther concluded as to matter 

of Lawjthit the Sentences and Decrees pronounc'd by the 
Council,* Judges and other Officers of his moft Chril^ 
tian Majefty, concerning the deciding of Suits and Cm- 
troverfys, as well between the Subjefts of the Duke of 
Lorain and Bur as others, in the lime that the moft Chrif- 
tian King pofTcfs'd thofe Territorys, (ball take place, and 
have their full and entire efTeft, in the fame manner as if 
fais Majefty were ftili PoiTcffor of them j neither ihill it 
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be lawful to annul and call the (aid Sentences and Decrees 
into queftion, or ta retard or hinder the Execution of 
them : tho the Partvs may, purfumt to the method and 
courfe of Law, and the Conftitutions of the Country, 
have a review of the SuiU but the Sentences ate in the 
mean time to continue in tHeir full Force and Vigour. 

XXXVII. The Archives and Records, which were itept 
in the Treaibry oi Nancy and Bar^ and in both the Cham- 
bers of Accounts or elfewherc, and have been taken away, 
fliali be reftor'd to the Duke, after the Peace is ratify'd. 

XXXVIII. The Duke of Lorain may prefently after 
the Ratification of the Peace, fend CommilTarys into the 
Dutchy of iori)/H and Bar, to manaaie his AiTairs, admi- 
nifter JuIUce, to take care of the Cuftoms, Salt-Pits, and 
other Rights, to fettle the Pofls and other things which 
may appertain to the Government the Duke at that time is 
fully to take upon him. 

XXXIX. The fame Rule and Cuftom fliall be pre- 
ferv'd in refpeft to Cuftoms, or Tolls, or Immunitys from 
ihem in the Carriage of Salt and Wood, whether by Lan^ 
or Water, as was done in 1670. without any innovation" 
made therein. 

XL. The antient Ufage and Freedom of Commerce 
fliall exactly remain between Lorain and the Diftriil of 
Metz.-, Touly and rerdun, to the mutual benefit of each 
Party for ever. 

XL[. The Concordats made between the mofl Chriftian 
Kings and the Dukes o^ Lorain ^ ihall in like manner be 
inviolably maintain'd in their former ilrength and vigour. 

XLII. The Duke of Lorain and his Brothers, after the 
Reftitution is made, (hill be at Hberty, as they alTert they 
have a Right in divers cafes, to fue for the fiDie according 
to the ordinary Courfe of Law, notwithltanding any Sen- 
tences that have been pronounc'd againll them while abfenC 
and unheard. 

XLUI. As to thofe things concerning which there is no 
Agreement exprefiy made here, thofe alfo ftiad be obferv'd 
in refpeft to tne Duke, his Dominions and Subjefts, which 
are determin'd by this Treaty, efpecially SS. The fajfalr 
an both fides fliall be reflar'd, &C. SS. As j'oon as the In- 
^umem of Peace, &:c. SS. And as for the Suhje^s, &c. 
«s much as if they were particularly fet down in this 
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XLIV. The Cardinil of Furfle^nhrg Ihall be reftoT'd 
to all thfi Rights and Goods both feudal and allodial. Be* 
nefices, Honours and Prerogatives, which appertain to tbe 
Princes and Mi^mberi; of the Empire, as well in refpeft to 
the Bitlioprick of S-TiJi'v^on :ae right fide of the RhkSf 
as the Abbey of Sinveoen nv otiiers; and he Ihall, witb 
his Kindred or Allys that a-iher'd to him, and his Do- 
>ii!?fticksv snjoy a full Amnefty and Security in i-erpeftto 
all Fafls, Deeds and other Decrees whatlbever nude agaiiJl 
hi ji or them : neirher (hall he nor his Heirs, Kindred ot 
Ally? and Domellicks, be ever faed upon the account rf 
the Inh^ricanre of the deceas'd Eleftor Maximilian Has^ 
by the E'-'flors ofCuhgnr and Bavaria and their Heirs, or 
anv other whatfoever. So on the other hand, neither ought 
the Ordinal, his Kindred, AIIy5 and Dnmefticks, or any 
fuing for them, upon the account of that Inheritance, or 
any Le^icys left them, require any thing any manner d 
way of "the Eleflors and others: but all Rights, Preten- 
tions, or perfunal and real Actions, are utterly abolifh'd. 
ThoH; of the Cmons of CMgn who took his part, and 
we^edepnv'd of their Canonlhips and Benefices, fhall enjoy 
the finie Amnefty and Security, and be reftor'd wiA 
all the'Rifihcs of the Canonfhips, Benefices, and Dignity*, 
into the fame Place and order in the Chaprer of the Ca- 
thedral and Collegiate Churches they enjoy'd before De- 
piivation : but as to rhe Revenues remaining in the hands 
of the prefent PolTeflbrs thefe as well as thofe reftor'd, 
fliall enjoy the Titles and Funftion of the Dignitys and 
Benefices in common, and that the reftor'd Canons are to 
have the precedency: and after the Death or voluntary Re- 
fignation of the PoHeftbrs, the reftor'd Canons alone ftiall 
forthwith enjoy the Dignitys and Revenues ^ mean time 
each of them Ihall alfo according to their Seniority have 
the new Prebendftiips that become vacant confer'd upon 
them. And 'tis not to be doubted but tliis will pleafe the up- 
per Ecclefiafticks, to whom the fame belongs. As for the 
Heirs of thofe depriv'd Canons who died during the War, 
and whole Goods, Incomes and Rights have been fequeftet'd 
or apply'd to the publick Treafure ; they Ihall, in order to 
the recovery of the fame, fully enjoy the benefit of SS. All 
thef^aghh PfihthfidetpjaUherefior'tif &c. but upon this M- 
prefs condition, that Legacys left by Pcrfons deceas'd to 
pious ufes, ftiall without delay be paid accordingly out c£ 
ghc Eftaies or Goods affign'd for that purpolc.

XLV. The Landgraves of //rJ/f-Ki/wjieWMfhaU be par- 
ticularly comprehended in the Amnefty, and be put into 
the fame condition, in refpeft to the Caftle of Rhinfield and 
all the lower County of C^r/ZiTif/fiacf;/, with all i[s Jurif- 
diitions and Dependences, wherein their Father the Land- 
grave £r«(V? was before the beginning of this War^ but 
yet with a Refervation of the Rights appertaining any 
where tothe Landgrave of Heffc-Cijjil. 

XLVI. The VafTilsj SuhjscVs, Ecdefiaftlcks, Liicks, 
Corporations, Univerlitys and Colleges, ftiill on both 
(ides be reftor'd to the Honours, Dignitys and Benefices 
they injoy'd before tiie War,asalfo to all their jufl: Rights, 
Movables and Immovables, Rents or Incomes, even thofe 
which may be bought off, and which aredetermin'd with 
Life (if fo be the Inheritance is not extinft) that have been 
ftriz'd or detain'd in the time and upon the account of the 
War, together with their Rights, Aftions, Succeiiions, 
which have fell fo them during the War i yet fo as that 
bothing can be claim'd upon the account of the Profits re- 
ceiv'd fincc fuch Seizure or Detention to the day of the 
Ratification of this Peace. Tn like manner they cannot 
lay claim to Debts, Goods and Movables, which in the lime, 
and by reafon ol the War have been confifcated in the 
Exchequer, or by publick Authority appiy'd to other 
Ufesj infomuch that neither the Creditors of fuch Debts, 
hor the Owners of thofe Goods or Movables, their Heirs 
Or Afligns, ought ever to fue for thefjme, or to pretend to 
iny Reftiturion or Sjtisfaftion. Thefe Reftitutions (hall 
alio be extended to thofe who have efpous'd the contrary 
Party's Interelt, or have been fulpe^ted npon th.it account, 
lad who have been depriv'd after the Peace at iSJimeguen 
of their Good?, Profits or Rights, upon the account of 
their living tliewhcre, not doing homage, or the like 
'caufesor pretences-, and who by virtue of this Peace (hall 
be receiv'd into the favour of their Prince, as into their 
fiwmer Rights, and any forts of Goods, fuch as they are 
found to be at the time of concluding and fubfcribing this 
Treaty. And ail this Ihjil be aftually put in execoiion 
prefently after the Ratification of the Peace, notwilh- 
uanding any Donations, Alienations, Conceflions, Confif- 
cations, Co in mi f lions, Charges, Improvements, interlocu- 
tory and definitive Sentences, given for Contumacy thro' 
the Abfenceof the Partys and their being unheard i which 
Sentences and Adjudications Ihall be null and h^nceforwarc 
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fo efteem'd, as if they had not been given nor pronounc'J; 

all of them being ac full and entire liberty to return to 

their Countrv or lo thofe Eftatcs, that they may enjoy 

them themfelves, together with the Incomes and Profits; 

or they may fix their Dwelliiig or Habitation elfewhere, 

in what Place or Country they pleafc, without any manner 

[ of ConipuUion or Reflraint put upon them. And it fhall 

I be lawful for them by their Agents to manage their 

' EfFe^s and Incomes, and to enjoy the fame, fave only 

\ Ecclefiaftical Benefices requiring Refidence, which ought 

to be perfonally adminifter'd and taken care of. Laftly, 

The Subjerts of both Pattys fball be at liberty to fe]!, 

exchange, alienate, and transfer all their Movables and 

Immovables, ElUtes and Incomes, or otherwife difpofe 

.pf them among the Living or by Willj fo that any one, 

'hether a Subjcft or a Stranger, may buy or acquire the 

.,.me, there being no other or fiirther leave requir'd for it 

;ipf his Superior, but what is contain'd in this Article. 

XLVU. !f any Ecclefiaftical Benefices, mediate or imme* 
-^iate, have duringthis War been confer'd by either Party 
In the Territorys or Places then fubjeft to him, on Perfons 
ciualify'd according to the Rule of the original tnflitution, 
and general or particular Statutes lawfully made by them, 
■pr according to another Difpofition and Provifion, iho ca- 
jionically made by the Pope \ thefe as well as thofe Ecclc- 
fiallical Benefices which were confer'd in that manner be- 
fore this War, in the Places that are to be reflior'd by 
this Peace, fhall be left to the prefent PolTeiTors \ fo that 
they never Cin iior ought by any body whatever to be 
diCIarb'd or hinder'd, or in their name, whether for any 
paft or prefent caufe, to be fu'd, funimon'd, or upon any 
fccount incommoded or molefted \ provided they perforni 
thofe things tiiat are incumbent upon them in refpe£t to 
fhofe Benefices, 

XLVIII. Seeing it is conducive to the publick Tranquil- 
lity, that the Peace concluded at Tur'm^ Aue,ufl 29, 1656 
between the molt Chriftian King and the Duke of 5iK'9i 
fliould be esaflly obferv'd ; the laid Peace Ihall be com- 
prehended in and confirm'd by this, fn as to have the fams 
Tigoiir with it for ever. Moreover, thofe things which t>y 
the Peace oi WeflphaliainA Nimegueii were fecur'd tolt^ 
Duke of Sji/cj;, are confirm'd' and reputed fo as ifparti- 

bcularly fpecity'd in this place -, ycc fo that upon the rcfto- 
fiP$ of jPi^«fi-e/ anti iW Depeadances, the Oblisalion fiiall 
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be no ways diminith "dor aker'd, which the moil Chriftia 
King has taken upon him, of paying four hundred and 
ninety four rhoin'and Crowns, to free the Duke of Sa- 
voy for the fame, as it is contain'd in the Treaty of 
I Weflphalia more at large. And that thefe things may the 
more fully and firmly be eftiblilh'd, all'and every the 
Princes concerned in the General Peace, (hall give the 
fame Guaranty as they have done one another for its Se- 
curity to the Duke of Savoy, and receive the fame again 
of hio). 

XLIX. That upon Frdwf's furrendringorreftoring any 
Places, Petfons, Things or Rights, whatever they be, no 
new Rights fhall be acquir'd over the things fo reftor'd or to 
be reftor'd ■, but if others have any Precenfions upon them, 
thofe after the Reftitution is made, which by no means 
ought to be defer'd upon that account, are to be propos'd, 
examin'd and decided in a convenient Place. 

L. As foon as this Treaty of Peace ftiall be fign'd and 
feal'd by the AmbaiTadors Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
liarys, all afts of Hoftility and Violence whatever, and 
the deftroyingof Buildings, Vineyards and Woods, and 
the cutting down of Trees iliall ceafe \ and prefently after 
the Ratifications are exching'd, a Lift fhall be given in on 
both (ides of the unfortify'd Places that belong to the 
other Party : but the fortify'd Places to be reftor'd by this 
peace, Ihall be given up within thirty Days after the Ra- 
tification, and fooner if pofliblc, to thofe who are nam'd 
in the preceding Articles; or if not espreli: therein, to 
thofe wno were in pofiefiion immediately before the refti- 
tution of them, and that without deftroying any of the 
Works, publitk or private Edifices, putting them intoi 
worfe State than they now are, infiftingopon any charge 
they have been at for or concerning them, any exafti- 
ons of the Soldiery, or done in their Name, or for any 
other caufe \ and hftiy without taking from them Goods 
belonging to the Inhabitants, and left them by this Peace, 
And as to the places upon which it has been agreed to have 
them demolilh'd i this (hall be compleatly done, without 
any charge and trouble to either Party, in refpeft to the 
leffer ones within a Month, and the larger ones within 
two Months or fooner, if it can be done. Moreover, all 
the Archives and Records fhall be faithfully reftor'd forth- 
with after the Exchange of the Ratifications, not only 
tbofe which appertaia to the places lo Vftit^ot'd v:w\ -2^- 
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ven up to the Emperor and Krapire and the States ailil'' 
Members thereof, but even all that has been taken away 
from the Chamber and City of Spirt, and elfewhere in 
the Empire, tho there has been no particular mention made 
of them in this Treaty. I'rifoners taken on both fides on 
account of the War, fhall be fet at liberty without Ran- 
fom, efpecially thofe that have been feiit to the Gallys, or 
condenin'd to other publick Work. 

LI. And that the Sabjefts on either fide may as Toon as 
poflible have a greater benefit of the Peace, it's concluded 
that all Contributions of Mony, Corn, Hay, Wood, Cat- 
tle, or under any other Denomination, tho already laid 
upon the Subjects of the other Party and ag.reed upon, as 
alfo all forts of Foraging in the other's Tenitorys ftall 
upon the Ratification of the Treaty quite ceafe \ and what 
remains due of any fuch Contributions or ExaftionS fhall 
utterly be abolilL'd and exrint'uirh'd : and the Hoftages 
that have been given or exchang'd, during tbe War, upon 
any account whitfoever, (hall without delay be fet at li- 
berty, without any Ranfoiii, and freely return into their 
own Country. 

LIl. Let Commerce prefently after the figningthe Peace 
be rellor'd between the Subjefls of his Sicred Imperial 
Majefty and the Empire, and of thofe of his moft Chri- 
ftian Majefty and the Kingdom oi France^ which was pro- 
hibited during the Wiir, with the fame freedom as be- 
fore the War ^ and all and fingular the Citizens and In- 
habitants, efpecially of the Imperial CiCys and Hans- Towns, 
(ballon both fides enjoy by Sea and Landfall Security, 
the antient Rights, Immonitys, Privileges and Emolu- 
ments, that had been obtiin'd by folemn Treatys or an- 
tient Cuftom •, there being a farther Agreement to be . 
made.after this Peace in this refpeft. 

LIII. All things agreed on by this Peace (hall be valid, 
firmly (tand, be obferv'd and put in execution : and what- 
ever can be believ'd, alledg'd or devis'd to the contra- 
ry, is abrogated and made void : tho they were fuch things 
as that a more particular and fuller mention ought to be 
nnde of them, and tho it may fsem as if they ought to 
be term'd no Abrogation or Annullation, or elfe an inva- 
lid one, 

LIV. It (ball be lawful for both Partys to Itrengthen this 
Peace and the Obfervance, thereof, by Alliances, and For- 
trcfTes built and augmented on their own Ground, at thevt 
2 pleafaiG, 
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pleafure, without thofe mention'd above to be excepted, 
and by other means to contribute to the Defence of the 
latue. And they fli.ill be always at liberty to give their 
Guaranty with other Kings, Princes and Republicks, and 
elpecially tothe King of Swe.Jfw, or the Mediatory as alfo 
by virtue of the Peace of Wefiphalia to alTert it to his Im- 
perii! Niajefty and the Empire, and to his moft ChriHian 
Majefty. 

LV. And feeing his Sacred Imperial Majetty, and the 
Empire, and the moft Chriftian King, do gratefully ac- 
knowledge the unweary'd Endeavours and Offices ufed by 
the moft Serene King of Sweden for promoting the pub- 
lick Tranquillity j both fides have agreed, that he together 
with his Kingdoms and Provinces fliall by name be com- 
prehended in this Treaty after the bsft manner that can 

LVI. Moreover, befides the Members of the Empire al- 
ready nam'd, the other Eleftors, Princes, States and Mem- 
bers of the Empire, and amongft them pirticularly the 
Bifhopand Bifhoprick of Bafil^ with all their Dominions, 
Rights and Prerogatives, are in the Name of the Emperor 
and the Empire, comprehended in this Peace ^ fo are alfo 
the Thirteen Sipifs Cantons, with their AUys, namely the 
Republick and City of Geneva^ with its Dependances, 
Neufchafiely the City of A. Ga/l^ Mulhujen and Bierme, 
the three Leagues of the Griyinj, feventeen of the ;^/^- 
ans^ and the Abbot of 5f. Gall. 

LVII. In like manner the thirteen Svoifs Cantons and 
their AUys, and particularly the Republick of P^allefia, are 
in the Name of his moft Chriftian Majefty comprehended 
therein. 

LVIII. In this Peace (hall alfo be included all thofe who 
(hall be nam'd therein before the exchange of the Ratifi- 
cations, or fix Months after, by common confent of both 
Partys. 

LIX, The Peace being thus concluded, the AmbalTadors 
of their Imperial and moft Chriftian Majeftys, and the 
Plenipotentiarys appointed by the feveral States of the Em- 
pire, promife in theNameof the Emperor, Empire, and 
moft Chriftian King, toproduceon both fides Inftruments 
of Ratification to be exchang'd within the fpace of feven 
-Weeks, to be computed from this Day or fooner, ifit 
Cin be done. 

LX. In

■■• fimo Domino Elector i Pjlatinoy dec, may be cfae more 
dearly nnderttood, it's farther agreed oa by the Infin- 
raent of Peace fubfcrib'd this Day, That this method 
be obferv'd in propofing and deciding the Pretenfions or 
Rights the Dutchefs of Orleans has upon the EleftxMT ft- 
latine. When the place of meeting is pitch'd upon, be- 
tween both the Arbitrators, within the time prefixed he 
ratifying the Peace, that PLice fliall be Qgnify'd to each 
Party, whither the Delegates of the faid Arbitrators fioB 
be fent within two Months time, to be computed from the 
full Reftitation to be made to the Eleftor Pilatin^ accor- ■ 
ding to the alledg'd Article^ and there a full D^gmtioa.

Farther, the Dominions of the Duke of £«^^f i», that is 
to (ay, the Dutchys of Lorain and Bar^ fo as OiOrles \y. 
of that name pofTeR'd them, and as they wefe reftot'd by 
the Treaty of Refwick^ (hall be yielded and transfer'd to 
Monfeigneur the DMiphin^ his Heirs and Sncceflbrs, MateS| 
or, o-c. in Property and full poflefHon, in lieu of tte 
Dutchy of Milan^ which ihail be quitted and exchanged 
to the faid Duke of Lorain^ his Male Children^ or, &tm 
in all Property and full Poflcflion -, who will not refufe fii 
advantageous a Bargain, it being underftood that the 
County of Bitfch belongs to Monfieur the Prince of FA- 
demontf whofhall enter into pofTcHion of the Lands which 
he heretofore enjoy'd, which have been or ought to haft 
been reftor'd according to the Treaty of Refwick : on dM 
aiccount of which faid Kingdoms, Iflands, Province s,«irf 
Places, the faid moft Chriltian King as well in his ownai

come of Age-, which (hall be deliver'd to his Britanniek

VH. Immediately after the Exchange and RatificatiAn 
of this prefent Treaty, it fhall be communicated to the 
Emperor, who thai! be invited to enter thereinto. But if 
after three months time from the day of the faid Commu- 
nication and the faid Invitation, or the day that his Catho- 
lick Majefty fhall die (if it happen before the expiration

WHEREAS CharUf the Sd,cond KlngofSpaWj of 
nioft Glorious Memory, being not long fince 
dead without IfTue, his Sacred Imperial Majefiy 
h^s claim'd the Succellion in the Kingdoms and Provinces 
of the deceas'd King as lawfully belonging to his Auguft 
Family ■, but the moft Chriftian King aiming at the lame ' 
Soccellion for his Grandlbn the Duke of ^n/oa, and pre- 
tending a Right did accrue to him by a certain Will of 
the deceas'd King, has ufurp'd the pofTeffion of the entire 
Inheritance, or Spaiifij Monarchy, for the aforefiid Duke 
of An} ou, and invaded by his Arms the Provinces of the 
Spanijb Low Country s and the Durchy of Miian;, has a 
Fleet ready fitted in the Port of Cadiz.^ has fent feveral 
Ships of War to the Spani/b iVefi-hdieij and by this and 
many other ways the Kingdoms of Fr3»cff and Spain a.re io 
clofely united and cemented, that they may feem hence- 
forward not to be otherwife confider'd than as one and

under the fame Government; nor that one and the fame 
Petfon ftiall be King of both Kingdoms; and particularly 
that the French ftiill never get into the Pofleifion of the 
.Spani/h Indies, neither ihall they be permitted to lail thi- 
ther on the account of Traffick direitly or indircftly on 
any pretence whatfoever : and laftly, unlets fullliberty be 
granted unto the Subjefts of the King of Great Britain 
and the States General, to cxercife and enjoy all the fame 
Privileges, Rights, Immunitys and Franchifes of Com- 
merce by Sea and Land, in Spain, the Mediterranean, and 
all Lands and Places which the King of Spain laft deceas'd 
rdid poftefs at the time of his Death, as well in Europe as 
clfewhere, which they ns'dand enjoy'd, or which the Sub- 

ts of both or either of them by any Right aCquir'd by 
E e a Treatys

nise Manifejlo of the States General of 
the United Provinces , againft France' 
andS^zxn, May 8, 1702. 

KNOW ye, that the King of FMwe for a long time 
fince, having caft his Eye upon thefe Provinces, to 
feize upon the fame, if poflible, or entirely to de- 
Uroy and ruin them, has in order to comiiafs his delign, 
twice atiacli'd this Republick, viz.. in the years 1672, and 
1688, by a molt unjufl: and violent War, the we have done 
ourutmoft to avoid thefaoie, andpreferve the continuation 
of Peace and Tranquillity ; that nothing is more evidently 
known than that, if that King had fucceeded in his defigiit 
and polTefs'd himfelf of thefe Provinces, he would thereby 
have made his way to Univerfal Monarchy ; and if he had 

bat 
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but only weaken'd them and forc'd them to fit ftill, and 
fcparate themfelves from their Allys, 'tis no leTs notorious, 
that he niisht have attain'd his Aim by fubduing other 
Princes and Powers, whereby thi? Republick had been in 
manifed danger of being reduc'd, as well as other States, 
andloiing her Religion and Libertys, which are the two 
precious Advantages for which the Subjefts of this State 
nave formerly futfir'd fo many cruel Perfecotions, and 
which they could never fully and entirely enjoy, till they 
had frankly and heartily facrlfic'd their Fortunes and 
Blood, with every thing elfe that was dear to them, and 
maintain'd a War of eighty years ftmding, againft the 
then powerful Kings of Spain. 

That notwithftanding it hath pleas'd Godtopunilh thefe 
his Provinces by the two lift Wars becaufeof their Sins, 
yet he hath not permitted the French King to put in exe- 
cution his Ambitious Dcfigns ; but on the contrary has lb 
iavour'd the Arras of the Republick and their Allys, that 
they obtain'd in the years idySand HS97, a General Peace, 
whereby France was oblig'd to reftore large Provinces, 
Lordlhipsand Important places to the Emperor, the Em- 
pire anci the King of Sp.»a, which fhe had poiTefs'd, partly 
by violent Force, and partly by Crjftand Artifices, under 
thefpecious nameof Re-union, and other pretences againft 
the Treaty of Nimeguen. 

That the Treaty of Peace of Rejmck, and that of Com- 
nierce being foleranty concluded in the year 1697, ^^ ^^'^ 
all the reafon in the World to flitter ourfelves that the 
feme would be bom fide executed in all its Points ; but we 
Radon the contrary by experience, that thev did not de- 
fign on the part of France to obferve them, but only to in- 
duce us and our Allys to lay down our Arms, disband our 
Forces, and feparate us from one another, in order to wea- 
ken IIS, and in particular to enervate and ruin our Subjects, 
in ruining their Commerce, that they might the more ea- 
Gly obtain the Aim here above-mention 'd. This is fo noto- 
rious, that the Treaty aforefiidof Peace and Commerce 
were hardly ratify'd, than they began manifeftly to en- 
•TMch upon the Trade of thefi Provinces, which is the 
Sinew of this State, by their openly refufing to grant us the 
Tariff, promis'd unto us by tne Treaty aforefaid, putting 
thereby the Sabje^ts and Merchants of this Republick to 
namberlefs Troubles upon that account j which oblig'd us 
af[«ralongj tedious and expenfive Negotiation, to accept 
Be 4 a 
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a Tariff, tho difadvanrageous to U5, contrary to the fenor^ 
of iliefiid Treaty, in order to prevent a greater mifchief. ■ 
That notwithftindiiig it was ftipulaied by the fifth Ar- 
ticle of the faid Treat)" of Commerce, that fuch of out 
Subjeflswho ihouM fettle in France^ for carrying on their 
Trade, (hou'd be free and exempted from the Dutys and 
Taxes hid upon Foreigners-, yet excefiive Dutys have been 
\i\A upon ourSubjefts, and we have been forc'd to fee and 
hejr the fame. 

That in the mean while the King of Fr-incff omitted no- 
thing to perfuade os by all imaginable Proteflaiions, that 
he had no other de(ign than the Prefervationof the Peace, 
and the removing of all obftjfles that might interrupt the 
fame : And whereas the weak Conltitution of the King of 
Sp.iin cou'd not promife a long Life, and that his Death- 
was like to caufe great Wars and Dilferences, this occafion'd 
a Treaty, whereby on one fide it was provided, that the 
French King fhould ndthave that exhorbitant Power, which 
otherwife he would have had by the Acceflion or Union of 
the SpMifi} Monarchy to his Crown, and by thofe means 
prevented theil! Confequences that all Eurepevai afraid of-/ 
and on the other hand Satiifaflion was given toothers, who 
claim'd the faid Succeffion, in order to preferve the Ge- 
nenl Peace. 

That upon this Fonndatlon the King of Fr^ffre having 
corrliided on the ^d and 2ych day of A/arc/j 1700, a fo- 
lemn Treaty with the King of England and this State, ni" 
Wi-'re in hopes to preferve thereby the General Peace. Tef I 
that Treaty was no fooner concluded and ratify'd, birti't 
niofl evidently appesr'd, it was not the Intention of the 
French King to rtand by it and obferveif, but on thecon- 
irary that they us'd all manner of Artifices in the Courtof 
Spai^i not only to render the Emperor odious to the ^- 
fiiardt^ but alfo to oblige the King to difpofe of his Snccef- 
fion by a Will in favour o{ France, 

That the King of Spain having Tome time after departed' 
this Life, they produc'da Will whereby the Dukeof ^nfM,' 
Grandibn to the King of France, was declar'd Heir of ill 
the Kingdoms and Dominions of thedeceafed King. '. 

That the faid Will being made publick, the French Kt'ngj, 
did immediately give proof of his fecret Intention?, flf 
ni:iking ufe of ait imaginable meansto gratify his vafl Ab- 
brtion ■, and in order thereunto, without any refpeil or're- 
eard to a Treaty fo folemnly and newly concluded, and the' 

cepcated 
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[' repeated Proteftations he had made, never to depart from 
i it, he accepted the faid WiU, breaking and violating the 
Treaty aforefaid, withoat giving any previous Communi- 
cation of his Intention to thofe with whom he had made 
it ; notifying the fame without any difguife to the Repub- 
lick, and afledging for the principal Motive thereof, that 
the Spirit and Scnfe of the {aid Treaty, and not the Let- 
ter, were to be regarded, and explaining that Spirit and 
Senfe in his own way, as he thought fit^ not omitting at 
the fame time to threaten us, and reprefenting the Dangers 
and Misfortunes which we may cxpeft, if we did not con- 
forrti ourfelves to thit Spirit. Which Proceeding is a 
breach of Faithas nncommon and unheard of as ever was; 
and a dangerous Inftance, which tends for the future to 
andermi;ie and ruin the Faith of all publick Treatys- 

That by virtue of the Teftament aforefaid, th^t King 
did not content himfelfto caufe the Duke of Anjau to be 
proclaim'd King of 5j7J/>7, bnt he poU'efe'd himfelf, in his 
Name, of all theKingdoms and Dominions of the Spunijb 
Monarchy, without any regard to the Pretenfions of the 
Emperor, which Were fo fully own'd in the Treaty afore- 
faid, that they were not only laid as the Foundation of the 
faid Treaty, but alfo fo far acknowledged for jufl and law- 
ful on all fides, that the greatellpiirt of the Spam{/j Mo- 
narchy was yielded to the Archduke of j^^^rw. 

That the faid King being unwillinp; to ftop there caus'd 
his own Troops to t.ike poffellinn of the S^ii^rt^ Nether- 
lands-t notwtthftanding our Own were in Garifon therein, 
by the pfrmiffion andconfcntof the late Kin^ of Spain^ 
for the Defence and Security of the fiid Country i, and 
with a great deal of Difficulty was at laft perfuaded to let 
our faid Troops return home, after they were very oiuch 
weaken'd : Tha't by thefe means the Republick was at once 
depriv'd of heV Rampart 3nd Harrier, for which they had 
already maintain'd two bloody Wars, and which the King 
of Frij«ce himfelfhad afllgn'd in the Conditions of Peace, 
f oncladed in the year 1O78, and contrary to whit was par- 
ticularly Jtipulated in the Treaty of Partition, and infifted 
bpon on the part of the Republick, viz^. that the faid Spa- 
«i)7jiVefi!jf»-/4»iij,fhould belong. to the Archduke 0^ Aufiria, 
That the faJd King of Frahce began immediately to go- 
vern ar'bitrarily the Kingdoms a:nd Dominions of Spain^ 
UTitiertheNaTiieof his Grand Son, ^s well in Civil as Mili- 
tar/ Affairs -j ind hits fo united ihofc States to his own, as 
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if the fjine were but one and the fame Kingdom and Go^ 
vernmcnt. Which can never more evidently appear than in 
the cafe of the Spanip> Neiherlinds, the Barrier of this 
State, wherein it appears (as indeed they write it from 
Si)iun) that the faid Provinces have been abfotutely yielded 
and made over to the King of France, and that heexercifes 
an ablblute Authority over chem, both in Civil and Milita- 
ry Affairs, and likewife in matters of the Finances. 

That the French King having carry'd his exorbitant Pov7- 
er to [hat degree, which the Chriftian World had fo long 
apprehended, and laid fuitable Foundations for obtaining 
the Univerfal Monarchy, he did not delay long to pat 
thofe Projefts in execution, fending a formidable Array in- 
to /tii/ji, to make himfelf entirely Mailer thereof, having 
already lent a great numberof Troops into the ^^wy® ^e- 
thcrlands, ID fright US, and to oblige us, if poUible, to a 
feparate Treaty, without our Allys. 

That thefe Artifices, tho never fo well concerted, filling 
fliort of thedefir'd effeft \ the French King made ale of all 
other imaginable ways to compel us thereunto by Force, 
and to that end feiz'd the City and Citadel of Liege^ 
without the Confent of the Dean and Chapter i and with- 
out the previous confent and knowledge of the Emperor and 
the Empire, caus'd the Dean of the fiid Chapter to be by 
violence feiz'd, and carry'd away into the Spaniflj Domini- 
ons, that he might not oppofe his Deligns, and in order to 
ftrikea terror into the faid Chapter. 

That being not fatisfy'd with having thus feiz'd upon 
Liege, and in order to ftraiten us more and more, he 
poliefs'd himfelf contrary to the Will of the Chapter of 
Cologne, of the moft confiderable places of that Archbifbop- 
rick, and namely of the ForcrelTes of Soa», ATfj/inpoerrand 
Rinherguen (his defign upon the City of Cologne having 
happily mifcarry'd by their good Conduft) to put hiralelf 
in a condition to invade this Republick, as he had done 
in the year 1672. And that nothing might be wanting to 
make him fure of it, and in order to block us up on every 
fide, he caus'd aconfiderable number of Troops to be rais'd 
at his own charge in the County ofWolfembuctely that they 
might invade us on that lide \ fending at the fame time all 
ibrts of Ammunition and Artillery to the Shine^ thro" 
foreign Countrys, the better to invade thele Provinces. 

That the faid King being not fatisfy'd to have ftraitned 
us in that mjinnec by Land, proceeded farther j and pofTef- 

fing 
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Dng himfelf in the Name of the King of Spain, of all the 
Harbours in 5pd/», Naples, Sicily, and oiher Iflands in the 
Afediterranean, and alfo the Spu-nifj Netherlands and the 
IndieSy he made himfelf entire Mailer of the Commerce 
of Europe, and obtjin'd the Power to exclude us and 
other Nitions from it: And finalty, that we might have no 
room nor place left us for Trade, he endeavour'd to per- 
.fuade the King of Portugal to forbid as his Harbours, and 
fent at the fame time a Squadron into the Wefl-lndies, on 
purpofe to feize the Silver Fleet, in which our Subjefts and 
thole of other Princes and Potentates are fo confiderably 
concern'd. 

That Affairs being in that intricate and dangerous Con- 
dition, we as the neareft and nioft expos'd to the fire, hav- 
ing in [he (irft place invok'd God Almighty to our afiiftance, 
thought it neccffiiry to put oorfelves into a pofture of de- 
fence, and to arm ourfelves as well as we could both by Sea 
md Land ,againft that exorbitant Power, and the Dangers 
we were threatned with -, and at the fame time to defire 
of our Neighbours and Allys, the Succours they had pro- 
mis'd us by Treatys, in cafe we were molelted and diliurVd : 
which they having granted us with the fame readinefs as 
we defir'd, we put ourfelves in that condition, that re- 
fuGng to hearken to any private Treaty with France^ we 
had tioie to confederate ourfelves with his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, the King of £«^/i<»(^, the King of Priz/p^, and other 
Princes and Potentates, for the common Defence of our 
and their refpeftive Dominions, the Prefervation of the 
Liberty of Europe, and for recovering the general Peace 
and Tranquillity. 

That every one beginning to open their Eyes,and to think 
of their natttfal Defence, the Emperor fent a confiderable 
Army into ItMy to oppofe the French King. 

Tiiai his Inlperial Majefty having thought fit to diflodge 
^e French oi|'t of the Eleftorate of Cologne, and us'd all 
imaginable ways for it, did, together with the Direftorsof 
the Circlesc^ncern'd therein, defire our Afliftancci which 
we, conformable to our Engagements, our own Defence, 
and the ftrift Alliance we were entred into, could not re- 
fufe, but on the contrary thought it neceflary that our 
Forces there and elfewhere Jhou'd aft as Auxiliarys by 
way of Diverfion. 

That thefe Proceedings of the French have, to oar 
treat Sorrov?, kindled a War in feveral Parts of the 

World, 
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World, which is aftually begun and carry'd on with z. 
grcit deal of violence. 

That as we had nor given the leaft pretence thereanto, 
but on the Contrary made our utmoft Efforts for the pre- 
fcrvation of ths General Peace, we were very glad to (ee 3 
Minifter that i^z French had fent intothefe Parts, and neg- 
lefted nothing to engage to nialse fome Propofals for main- 
taining the General Peace, but feeing we cou'd not (uc- 
ceed therein, we made ourlelves fome Demands, which 
we thought neceffary for recovtring a genera! Tranquilliry, 
and our private Security-, but there has been no manner 
of Anfwer, nor the leaft offer made thereupon. 

Thai indeed fome outward Protcftations of Peace had 
teen made on that fide: but as at the fame time they con- 
tin u'd their Warlike Preparations, to feize the Lands of our 
Neighbours, and to confederate t?iemrclves with feveral 
Princes and Potentates, they have dearly manifeiled that 
their Proteftations woo'd come to nothing, unlefs we were 
refolv'd to treat fepjrately from our Allys^ and this they 
have (till more evidently difcover'd by recalling facceflive- 
ly two Minilters. 

Fin.illy, that King has upon that foot caus'd his Refidcnt 
to declare unto us, in a Memorial, that his Armyswere in 
a condition to aft againft us, if we came to no Refolution 
about the things contain'd in that Memoriil, 

And as there is nothing more evidently known, than 
that the D<figns of the prefenl King of Spuiw againft the 
Liberty of our State and Commerce, arc the fame as thole 
of the King of Fra,tice\ nay, as all the World muft be- 
convinc'd by the whole Direflion and Management of Affairs, 
that the King of /rjiw«, and the prefenc King of 5/)ii/Hare 
one and the fame in ere£V, and that the prefcntKingof^am 
can do or will do nothing bat what the Kingof F^nre 
pleales, a rid v. ill have him to do \ even that the Ki^igdoms of 
t'ru':ve ind Spai'/t 3.re united into one: ir follows from hence 
that whatever trie King of iT-iZwe has done againft us and 
our Allys, in the Name of tlie King of Spain, muft be 
riken and underftood to be made by the King of Spain 
himfelf, or at K'aft by both of them. Thai by thefc 
means th«,King oi Trance, above what has been already 
fiid, has made ud: of the Spanifij Troops in the Name of 
tJie King of Spun, io catry on his Uetigns againft us ^ 
that in that.Name he has «refted a Fort within the reach 
of ihe,Canoii'of a Fortrefs belonging to the States, con- 

irary 
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trary to the Treaty concluded with the KingofSpa/Ji in 
the year 164S. and contrary to the Laws of Nations 
and thofe of War. 

That the King oi Spain has not only fufFer'd thefe Pro- 
ceedings of the King his Grandfather, but abfolotely ap- 

' prov'd the fame, and the aftual feizing of the whole Mo- 
narchy of Sp^i'h and in particular of the Spamfi Nether- 
lands, the neceflary Barrier for our State. 

That all Divine and Human Laws dictated to us, that 
being thns ftraitned, block'd up on all fides, and aftually 
attack'd by the Kings of ffiiwff and Spain^ and tbreatned 
by them with fo many Dingers, we may and are bound to 
make ufe againft them of alt the means God and Nature 
hath put into our hands for our Defence, protefling out 
Subjefl^ and for preferving their Religion and Liberty il 
and to that end to take up Arms againft the faid Kings of J 
France and Spain^ who have together con fpir'd our Ruin T 
and Deftruflion, and to declare War againft theni, as we I 
doby thefel'refents; rrufting that Almighty God will blefil 
the Juftice of our Caufe, and the means we ftiall makel 
ufe of ^ defiring all Kings, Princes, RepubJiclts and States,-* 
who love their o;vn Prefervaiion and Liberty, together j 
with that oi Europe, that they will regard this our Decla-l 
ration, as an effeft of an urgent and prefiingNeceftity for •j 
defending ourfelves, and protecting our Subjects, and con- J 
ftquently all Europe ; and that they will in conjunftion J 
with us oppofe the ill Defigns of the Kings of France and 
Spain, and their exorbitant Power, whereby they intend 
to make theniTelves mafters of all Chrifiendom, and to that 
end give us Aid and Afiiftance. 

Laftly, We command and require all our Subjefts and In- 
habitants of thefe Provinces, Commanders, Officers,SoIdiers, 
and others, of what quality foever they be, to own and 
regard the faid Kings of France and Spain as Enemys of 
this State, to invade their Counti'ys, and fall upon their Sub- 
jefts and VafTals both by Sea and Land, to repel their Vio-

WE Leopold^ by the Grace of God elefted Emperor 
of the Romans, in Germany, ever Augaft, King 
_ of Hungary^ Bohemia^ Dalmatia, Croatia^ Seta- 

Dtufftd, Arch-Duke ot Auftt-ia^ Duke oi Burgundy, Stiria^ 
^Carinthiay CarnioU and Wirtemhvrg^ Earl of "Tyrol^ &c, 
t do make known. That tho lince the conclulion of a General 
w Peace, not many years ago at Refwick in Holland, the 
I Crown of France hath, as well by refufing for a long time 
■■-to reftore the Fortrefs of Brifac, as by the Injurys and 
vDamagesdone to the Houfe of Mffntbeliard, together with 
K other Violations, made it abundantly evident that they did 
Hnot intend to obferve thii folemn Treaty better than any 
wpo( the former ; however, being in hopes that we might 
ppafs the remainder of our troublelbm Reign in Peace, and 
pafter having fofFer'd (a many vexations, to maintain the holy 
r Reman Empire, and our Kingdoms and Hereditary Domi- 
J'iiions, in the enjoyment of the prefent Peace, and for the 
Bfutare to prevent the efTuOon of fo much innocent Chriftian 
B'Blood, we have chofen rather patiently to endure their 
I'lnfults, and to endeavour to find out means of amicably 
t'eompofing the differences, than to enter into a freth Qaar-

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iWar, Bat whereas immediately after the Death oiCharlet 
II. and Duke of Auflna, under the colour of a Will fup- 
pos'd to have been made by that Prince, which however

!■ of Peace, and former Oaths, the King of France has made 
ti himfelf Mafter of all the Kingdoms and Countrys of his 
faid Majefty (among which there are fome that did belong 
\ to our Arch-ducal Houfe, before they came under the 
f power of the Crown of Spairiy befides thofe that are Feu- 
f datory and Dependent of the Empire) and has by Intruli- 
1' on put hisGrandfon theDuke of y^«ji!t( into the fame, and 
I has moreover taken by force the Dukedom of Mantut^ 
and other Fiefs of the Empire, alcho they never belong'd 
to the Monarchy oi Spain -^ and has alfo caus'd a great 
number of his Troops to enter into the Diocels oi Cologne 
and Liege^ hath feiz'd and put Garifons into all the Towns 
and ftrong Places, hath added new Fortifications to them, 
and every where erefted Magazines j and contrary to our 
lawful Ordinances and the execution thereof, according to 
the Laws of the Empire, committed to the Princes of the 
Circles, hath fupporied by force of Arms and ftrengthned 
the Eleftor of Cologne in his difobedience ; and on the other 
fide hath caus'd the faithful Subjefts of the Empire to be 
imprilbn'd, and particularly the Baron de Mcan^ Dean of 
Litgt i and hath feiz'd and carry'd away fevcral others 
from off the Lands of the Empire, and hath attack'd in a 
hoftilp manner, and ill treated the Princes of the Circles, 
■Who according to their Duty endeavour'd to put in execu- 
tion our lawful Imperial IMandates: And furthermore, his 
Grandfon the Duke of Anjou hath taken to himfelf the 
Titles that belong to none but our Arch-ducal Houfe, and 
hath caus'd himfelf to be call'd the Duke of AufirUy 
Count of Hapihurg and of Tyrol. We look upon it as a 
thing inexculable any longer to pafs by in (Jlence fuch Hofti- 
litys, Infraftions and Violences committed both againlt our 
Arch-ducal Houfe, and our high Imperial Dignity \ on the 
contrary we find ourfelves oblig'd, in confequence and by

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Succefs with the faid Crown tA Fmnce^ as the Offers wc 
have made of coming lo an amicable Agreement) and that 
fo raach more, in as much as 'tis a matter unqueflionable, 
that the Paid Will, which at prefent ferves for a colour oi 
the fiid Hoftilitysof Fj-fWff, was contriv'd.by fome brib'd 
Spanipi Counfellors, according to the Direftions of the 
fremh King, and that it was ofTdr'd to his faid late Ca- 
.tholick Majefty, when he was funk to ^\ic\\ a weaknefs of 
Body and Mind, is not to be able to read or underftatid, 
much lefs to weigh and esimine, as was neceff^ry, the 
large Contents of the faid Will. And moreover as 'tis al- 
together contrary to the Intention of the faid late King, 
which he had fo often fignify'd to us, and as the faid Will 
is full of falfities, and of incomprehenfible and contradiflo- 
ry matters-, and laftLy, as it gives as little fatisfaftion to 
our juft Demand, as the King of ir.i»ce cou'd receive from 
it \ not to mention, that as yet it hjth not been duly exe- 
CDted by them, but hath already been broken in many 
Points, more particu!ariy> forafmuch as 'tis evident, that 
the faid Arbitrary Enterprizes, as well by himfelf, as in

Supported therefore by the Juitice of our Caufe, and 
trailing in the Afiiflance of Almighty God, we declare 
and publiQi by thefe Prefents, that we hold for our Ene- 
rnys the French King, and the Duke of Anjou-, with their 
Subjefts and Adherents i and that to prevent the publick 
Violence and Injury which are done by them to us, the Em- 
pire, and the Loyal States of the faid Empire, and to de- 
fend our Imperial and othtr Rights, we are oblig'd to take

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' that from this moment they do wholly break off and ab- 
ftjin from the fame, and do aflift us with all their Power 
to purfue and attack our faid Enemys, and thofe which be- 
long to them. We h.ive alfo thi? entire confidence in the 
• Eleftors, Princes and States of the Empire, that they will 
all in general, and every one in his own pirticular, from 
thTs lime forward, -at fnch time as we ftiail confultwith 
ihem, according to the exigence of Affairs, concerning 
what may be fit to be done in a matter that does not re- 
ft)3£l us alone, but likewife relates to the Welfare and 
Secarity of the other principal M(;mbers of the Eaipira in 
pirticuUr, and confequently that of the whole Raman Em- 
pire, aid and aHift iis in our lawful and juft Undertak- 
ing, with their faithful and wife Advice, and with t+ie- 
fincere, unanimous and firm Coniunition of all the Force, 
which God and the Empire has given them, to free thffm- 
felves and other injur'd States from OpprcHion j that they 
will contribute towards removing all thofe CaUmitys, and 
thil they will not fiiffer themfelves to be drawn away in 
any wife : Let every one therefore regulate himfelf, and 
tJkecare accordingly.

HE R Majefty rhe Queen of Great Britain, and 
the Lords the States General of the Vnited Pre- 
vinces, having confid^r'd of what Importance it is 
to the Quiet and Safety of their Kingdoms and Domini- 
ons, and to the publick Trani]nil!ity, that the Snccenioti 
to the Crown of England^ as it is at preTent fettled by 
the Laws of the Kingdom, Oiou'd be maintaiii'd and (e- 
ciir'd i and having caufe to apprehend the Troubles and 
Calamitys that might arife on account of that Succeffion, 
if hereafter any Perfon or Potennte (hou'd call it in 
queftion: for thefe Reafons Her faid Majefty of Great 
Britain, tho In the vigor of hsr Age, and enjoying perfcft 
Health, which God long prefdrve, has out of her ufual 
Prudence and Piety, thought fit to enter with the Lords 
the States General of the Vniied Provinces^ into a par- 
ticular Alliance and Confederacy, the principal Dcfign 
and only End of which (hou'd be the publick Peace 
and Tranquillity, and the preventing, by Meafures taken 
in time, all Events that might hereifrer excite new 
Wats. In this view, her Britamick Majclty has given 
her fall Power to N. N. to agree upon certain Article!

either direftly or indiredly, by open War, or by fomen- 
ting Seditions and Confpiracys againft her or him on whom

THOSE Sovereigns who aim at true Glory, and 
hive a real Concern for the Good of their People, 
and the Quiet of the World, cannot ilady too 
much the Politicks of France j to the end- they iiiay con- 
ceive the greater Abhorrence of them, and once ifor all 
take an effeftual courfe to be no more deluded by them. 

When that Crown has found opportunitys to aggran- 
dize itfelf, it has never boggled at the VioUtiqn of Trea- 
tys, even of thofe confirni'd by fblemn Oaths ', and his 
thereby fufficiently warn'd the Allys not to lay down 
Arms, before they have fettled the only Guaranty that is 
capable of fecuring a Treaty with France. 

That Guaranty can be no other, than to put thst Crown 
ander an inipoflibility of viohting its Engagements ; for 
certainly the AHys mult now he convinc'd, that Fi-ance has 
no other Principles nor ftiais than its own Grandeur, and 
the Oppreflions of others. Of this they have had all ima- 
ginable Proofs, not only in all Afts of Violence which 
that Crown has commirted openly, but iii all Negotiations; 
wherein France has made ufe fonietimesof Haughtinefi 
and Threats, fometinies of Supplenels and underhand 
Praftices. 

Of this Management many Inftances might be produc'd, 
but- at this time 'tis thought fufficient to give a lummary 
View of the Degrees by which France has aggrandiz'd it- 
felf fince the Peace q{ Munfier. It would be tedious to 
reprefencat Urge the Afls and Engines that Crown haS 
employ'd to attain to fuch Grandeur j and befides, few 
are ignorant that its Acquifitions, or rather Ufurpations, 
fo pernicious to the pnbtick Tranquillity, fprung from other 
Caufes, and were atchiev'd by other means, than thofe of 
Equity and Juftice.

After a long Deliberation, the 
Diet refolv'd that ihefe Proceedings o( France were direftly "^ 
contrary to the Treatys of Munfler and Nimegueti\ that " 
the Emperor fliould be defii'd to demand Sitisfaftion, in 
his own name, and on the part of the Empire \ and that 
this Refoliition ftiouM be notify'd to the Minifters of 

Frame at the Imperial Court and at R.itishon^ with a Re '• 

monfiranceof the Injultice of rhe faid Infraftions of the ^ 
&id two Treatys. \ 

But the French, iiiftead of fatisfving fuch juft Demands, . 

extended the Limits of Alfae, form'd new Pretenfions 
upon Sunterkurg in the Bithoprick of Spire, pofTcfs'd theni- 
felvcs of Fiilic^fieiti. and of good part of the Palatinate^ 
'and in 16S1. they (arpriz'd by Treachery the important 
City of Strasburg. 

The aggrandizing of France on the fide of Italy no lefe 
alarms; for in 1681. the Duke of i1-/iin/tt3 deliver'd Cafat 
into the hands of the French for four Millions of Livres. 
At the fjime time a Frenchman raking into the Archives of 
the Parliament of Met z., pretended to find that all Alface^ 
horairiy the Coiintys of Cfa/n^ji, Arlon^ Fierfon, the whole 
Country of Luxemburg cKcept the Capital City, divers 
Villages and Lordlhips in Germany^ Brahnnt, Flanders^ 
H'titniult, Artois, and in the County of Liege-, belong'd 
to the Crown of France^ as Dependencys of the Biniopncks 
of AJetz..^ Toul, and f^erduriy or of other Places yielded 
by the Treatys of Mu/iflcr and Nimeguen. ' 

To make the beft of this pretended Difcovery, the King 
of France eftablifii'd a Tribunal it Metz.^ and another at 
Srifac; and the Lords and Inhabitants of the foremen- | 
tion'd Places were funmion'd to appear before Judges and 1 
Pattys, to heartherafelves condemn'd to make their Sufa- ■ 
niiffion to the King, and to receive his Orders ; and in 1 
cafe of Non-appearance, they arecondemn'd for Contempt 
of thole Tribunals. 

'Twas tinder thefe pretexts that France leiz'd Strashurgj 
and iilock'd up Luxemburg^ in time of Peace-, became 
Si>ain would not yield to them feyeral places which they 
WeiDindcd in Flandcn, 

Thefe ■ 
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Thefc Proceedings fo alami'd at laft the Potentates of 

'^urope^ that the Emperor, the King of Smden^ the States 

-Oencral, the Circle of ir^wconia, and feveral Free Impe- 

K-ial Citys, made a Defetifive League, which was concluded 

' 'at Jashurg by the Management of the late K. William. 

In the mean time, the Dutch being delirous to procure 
an Accommodation between the French and Spaniards., pro- 
pos'd for Mediator Charles II. King of Eng[a»d\ but the 
Spaniards having caufe to believe him very partial to their 
i| Enemy, rejefted his Mediation. Then the French, encoa- 
' rag'd by the Irruption of the Turks into the Empire, fur- 
I priz'd Courtray and Dixmude ^ whereupon the Court of 
, Spain difmifi'd the French AmbafTidor, and recall'd theit 
own. Immediately Che moftChriftian King gave order fot 
the Marquis de Beliefand to attack Giranne in Catalonia j 
and for his Troops on this fide to beliege Luxemburg in 
form. King Wtlliifm,n that time Prince of Oraw^f, know- 
ing the Importance of that PUce, propos'd to the States 
General a new Levy of idcoo Men, and to take the field 
in order to hinder the French from executing their Defign j 
but that Propofition did not take effeft. 

The Prince, notwithftanding, being ever attentive to 
the ptefervation of the Tranquillity of Europe, niarch'd 
with a fmall Body of Forces to relieve Luxemburg'., but 
it was oblig'd to furrender by Capitulation before they 
could §ec thither. 
' After this important Conqueft, R-dH« propos'd % Truce 

of twenty Years, which was defign'd at the Hague the 
29th of June 16S4. and was broken by France by the Siege 
oi Philliosburgm 1688. 

The happy Revolution in England gave King William 
means to engage divers Sovereigns to enter into a War, 
that was abfolutely necelTary for procuring the Repofe of 
Europe. That War was determin'd by the Peace of Rej- 
wick, which appear'd fo difadvanrageoos to France, that 
j, the French Nation cry'd out againfi: it, becaufc the Views 
I and Politicks of that Crown were not known. 

But France., by yielding up feveral confiderable Con- 
qpefts, and annulling divers Reunions made after the Peace 
' of Nimeguen, laid the foundation of their cover'd Defign 
to draw the net over the largeft Monarchy in Europe. 
They eafily agreed to all the Reftitutions ftipulated by the 
Treaty, having form'd a Projeft to putthemfelves foon in 
polTefUon not only of all thai they feera'd to give up, but 
f. . 2 of 
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of the beft part of Europe and America. For the reft, 
they had fo little regard to thit Treaty after they had 
fign'd it, that they made no fcruple to violate the Tariff 
Cf Commerce nude in confequence of it with the States 
General. 

The Treaty of Partition was the greiieft Effort of the 
molt refin'd Politicks of frrfncf. 'Twas to nopurpofe that 
the moit Chriftian King was aliow'd by that Treaty to 
pofTcls himfelf of divers very conliderable Provinces and 
kingdoms, for fear he Jliould invade and lajte more by- 
force : He had no fooner gain'd his ends by that Treaty, 
than he broke it , in folentn Contempt and Mockery of the 
Credulity of the Potentates who had made it with him. 

By this general Account of the Ufurpations and Infide- ' 
IJtys of Fz-ance, let every ioipartial Perfon judge, whether 
the flipulated Preliminarys of Peace are not a fliining 
Proof of the Moderation of the Allys ■, and whether 
they can fafely ftieath the Sword, till (by the Blefling 
of the Almighty, which has hitherto fo eminently favour'd 
them) they hive red uc'd irance to an abfolute Inability 
of endangering (either by Force or Fraud) the Peace and 
Libertys of £s^c^« hereafter.

1585. Ciptain i)iji/w made tSirce Voyages thither in the 
Years 1585, 1587, and 1588. and gave En^lifij Names- to 
feveral Parts of the faid B.iy. 

1610. Henry Hudfon-, an EigUfiitnan, ftil'd into the 
Strsitsjnd Bjv, from him call'd HudJ'on'i-Sfraiti and Hud- 
fon'i'Bay, and kreps that Denomination to this day in all 
the Auihentick Maps in the World, and even in the Maps 
of the belt Geographers of F--a»cc. The faid Hudfo>3 ftaid 
a whole Winter there, took poficflion thereof in the nams 
of the King of England^ traded with the Savages, and 
gave Names to feveral other parts of the Straits and Bay. «-

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ifiiz. %\i Tliomtts Buttm purfu'dthe Dlfcovery and PoP 
feflions of the aforefiid Hudfan, fail'd ftito the Straits 
and Bay with two Ship;-, and particaUrly into Port Nelfotty 
Where he winter'd, and bury'd the Corttmahder of his Ship 
there, in memorj' of whom hegaveittheNameof/'orf Net- 
fhtt, and call'd that particular Bay Buttons-Bay (as it 1$ 
ilill call'd in the Maps) took poiTefiion thereof in the name 
of his Msftcr king Jjwej !. and gave fevetal other En- 
^/ri& Names to other places iti the Bay ^ erefling a Crofs 
there, declaring thereon che Right of the Crown of En- 
gland. 

1631. Captain Lafe Fbx, bycommand of King CbarUs\, 
made a Voyage to Hudfon's-B^y •■, and ampngft other pla- 
tes cntet'd Part Nelfaii^ and finding there the Croft erefted 
by Sir Thomas Button, with the Infcriptioti defac*d and 
almoll worn out, he crefted it again with a new Infcrip- 
tion, declaring the Right and Pofieflion of his then Ma- 
jefty ICing CharUs I, nam'd the adjacent Country iW» 
j^mh-WaUs^ and publilh'da Joornal of his Voyagt. 
A'o'e, That the Troubles and Civil Wars which Toon 
after broke out in EngUnd-, might be one principal 
Ciofewhyihofe Voyages were not profecuted j Trade 
in general then failing, and Navigation and Difcove- 
ry^ wanting the Encouragement of the Government, 
till after the Rertorationof King Gdar/fj II. Yet it is 
obfervable, that all that while (for fo many years) 
that thofe Places and Countrys lay neglefted and un- 
frequented by the Navigation or Comnierce of any 
European Nation, the French do not in the leaft pre- 
tend to have then vjfited thofe parts, to have form'd 
a PofTeflion, or attempted any Commerce with any 
People upon thofe Coaftsi nor do they pretend that 
ever any French VefTel fail'd into Hudfon's-Straits or 
Hudfm's-Bayt till of late years. 
1665. It was therefore after the happy Refloration of 
King Charles ll. that Trade and Commerce began to re- 
vive y and in particular that fome Noblemen, and other 
publick-fpirired En^Ufijmert^ not unmindful of the Difto- 
vcry and Right of the Crown of England [o thofe Parts 
in America., dcfign'd at their own Charge 10 adventure 
the cftabltlhingof a regular and conftant Trade to Hu^' 
fons Bay^ and to fettle Forts and Faftorys there, whereby 
to invite the Indian Nations (who liv'd like Savages many 
hundred Leagues.up in the Country) down to tbeir FaAo- 

rys. 
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rys, for a contVant and yearly Intercourfi: of Trade which 
was never attempted by fuch Settlements, to refide in that 
inhofpitable Country, before the aforefaid EngUp) Adven- 
turers undertook the lame. 

1^7, Wherefore alter a long lime of ConfuUation, and 
the neceflary Preparations for fo great a Charge, in the 
Year 1667. one Zxhary Gilham was provided oi a Ship 
and Goods in London-, fail'd thorow Hudfos's -Si raits to 
the bottom of the Bay, fettled a Trade, and builta Fort 
there, which he call'd CharUs-Fert, on a River which he 
nam'd Rupert' s-Siver in honour to Prince Ruperr, who wa? 
pleas'd to be concern'd with, and was one or ihofe Adven- 
turers ; in which place the Hudfon's-Bay Company conti- • 
nu'd a Trade, and had there a Faftory, till the fame was 
unjufty taken from them by thuFrench in time of Peace. 

1669. Another Voyage was undertaken by the lame Ad- 
venturers i and one Captain A'fir/aW was fent, who enler'd 
Pan Nelfen, fettled there, and a-new declar'd the Right 
and Title of his Majetty to that River, and the Countryi 
adjacent, and there fix'd up his Majelty's Arms, 3S a Mark 
ofhis Sovereignty over the faid Places. 

1670. After the Charge of thefe Voyages, and the Ex- 
perience by thefe Settlements, that a great Trade might be 
brought to England by Beaver, Furs, and other Comnio- 
ditysi for the juft Encooragnient or fo good and publick 
a Benefit, and the Perfons that had labour'd in it, his then 
Majefty KingCfcar/ej II. was gracioufly pleas'd hi the Year 
1670, according to the undoubted and inherent Right of 
his Imperial Crown of £wg/a»(^, by his Royal Letters Pa- 
tent, to incorporate the faid Adventurers, and to grant 
unto his Highnefs Prince Rupert, the Duke of Albemarle^ 
Earl of Craven, Lord jlrlh/gton. Lord ^//jly, and divers 
others, and their Succeflbrs for ever, all the Lands and 
Territorys aforefaid, to be reckon'd and reputed as one 
of his Majefty's Plantations and Colonys in America, by 
the name of Ruperi's-Lands \ and further, to create and 
conftitute them and their Succeflbrs, the true and abfolute 
Lords and Proprietors of the fame, and of all the Territo- 
rys, Limits and Places thereto belonging, to have, hold, 
poiiiirs and enjoy the fame for -ever, as of his Mijefty's 
Manner of Eaji-Gretnwichy in free and comxuon Soc- 
cage, &c. 

1670. In the fame Year, the company (q incorporated 
fentout one Charles Baily i% Governor of their Faflorys 

and 
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and Settlements in tfieB.iy; with whom MonfieorfijWiwrf^ 
then Governor ofCanadt, by Letters and otherwifc, en- 
tertiin'da good Correfpondence ; not in the leaft com- 
phining in revcTJl Years of any pretended Injury done to 
the French, by the faid Company's fettling a Trade and 
building of Fons at the hot torn of the Bay. 

167Z. The faiJ Chjrles B ii'ty (as the Co:npany's Gover- 
nor) fent a Ship from the Bottom of the Bay call'd the 
Imploy, to Pm-t Nelfoi^ to fettle 1 Trade there with the 
Natives. 

1680- As did alfo Captain iJri;/jfr in the Ship Albemarle, 

But after abo?e fifteen years Labour and Charge, con- 
tinual Voyages, Faftorys and Settlements, and the Trade 
with the Natives eftabliHi'd, the French began now to 
envy this new and growing Trade, and thought it worth 
their while to ftudy fonie Pretences to invade and rob the 
EngUlliy and to deprive them of fomc part of the (aid 
Country. 

1682. When the £f7g///5 Company were building a Fort, 
and fettling a Trade at Fart Ndfov, the French having 
form'd 1 private Expedition at Quebeck in Canada, by Con- 
federacy of one La Chan.iy, and other private Perfons, 
came fuddenly with two Ships into the faid River of Pert 
Ntlfon, and with a ilronger Force furpriz'd the faid Cora- 
pany'sMen, and difpoirds'd them of their Place and Set- 
tlement, carry'd them Priibners to Canada^ and pretended 
to fettle a Trade there themfelves ; but this was the firft 
time that ever the French did fait a Ve0el into Hudfon's- 
Bay, fince the beginning of the World. This was a Pira- 
tical Expedition, and rhs Authors of it were prolccuted 
as fuch, by frequent Memorials from hence, at the Court 
o( France \ where the fame was difown'd by his mofl 
Chriftian Majefty, and Siliififlionpromis'd by him ac- 
cordingly. 

But as the French kldom want Affiirance for their Pre- 
tenfions or Claim to any thir.g for their Advantage, fo 
they never fail of Artifice or Force (when they can) to J 
back fuch their Pretences ", and when by Violence, Ra~ 

J line, and Murder, they got themfelves into an unjult Pot 
efllon, as aforefaid, then they pretended to espoftulatc all 
by a Treaty (as if they were upon an equal foot with the 
right Pofleflbr) and they feconded this injurious Invafioa 
and AffauU a year or two after (1683.) ''/ taking a

1687. Upon thefe repeated In)urys, the faid Company 
complain'd Teveral times to his then Mijelty King Jamti II. ' 

feveral Memorials were prefenled at the freMfc Courlby 
the poblick Minilters then there, my Lord Pj-f^o», Sir /fi/- 
liam Trumhal, ind Mt Skeliofi. At laft hismoft Chriftiaii 
Majeftydid appoint Commiflioners to meet at London^ to 
treat of thofe matters ^ and M. Banrepos was fent over hi- 
ther, to be join'd with M. BarlUon the French AnibafTador ' 
in that Affair ; wherein very many Papers were exchang'd * 
on both fides. But even in that Reign (fo advantageous to ' 
the French Interefl) they did not obtain one inch from the ' 
Right of the Imperial Crown of Great Britain, nor from 
the Property of //ai^»V£iiy Company. But on the con-
